RULES  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 


I. — That  the  Society  be  called  the  "  William  Salt  Akcileological  Society." 

IT. — The  leading  object  of  the  Society  shall  be  the  editing  and  printing  of  original 
documents  relating  to  the  County  of  Stafford,  to  which,  however,  may  be 
added  papers  selected  by  an  Editorial  Committee,  illustrative  of  the  same,  or 
coming  under  any  of  the  eight  following  heads  : — 

(a)  Abstracts  of  the  Monastic  Chartularies,  and  of  Ancient  Family  Deeds,  with 
the  names  of  witnesses  and  fac-similes  of  seals  ;  Genealogies  of  Nobility 
and  Gentry  (accompanied  by  proofs),  Heraldic  Visitations,  and  other 
papers  touching  the  general  history  and  descent  of  properties  and  families. 

(b)  Printing  and  editing  of  (he  Public  Records  relating  to  the  County,  including 
the  Exchequer  or  Pipe  Polls,  the  Assize  Polls,  Fine  Polls,  Inquisitions, 
Perambulations  of  Forests,  Subsidy  Polls,  and  Assessments,  &c,  &c. 

(c)  Ilistory  of  Parishes  and  of  Manors,  and  of  Manorial  Customs  and  Tenures, 
illustrated  by  Copies  of,  or  reference  to,  original  grants. 

(d)  Church  Notes  hitherto  unpublished,  such  as  Ecclesiastical  Surveys,  Extracts 
from  Episcopal  and  Parish  Pegisters,  Copies  of  Epitaphs,  and  Description 
of  Monuments  and  Ecclesiastical  Buildings,  Abstracts  or  Copies  of  Wills, 

•Y.C. 

(e)  Notices  of  British  and  Roman  Remains,  and  Roads  and  Buildings,  and  the 

Antiquities  generally  of  the  District, 
(y)  Autograph  Letters  and  other  Documents  relating  to  the  Civil  War. 
(g)  Notices  of  distinguished  Worthies,  Broadsides,  Election  Squibs,  &c. 
(A)  Correspondence,  in  which  enquiries  may  be  made  and  answered,  on  any  of 

the  above  subjects,  and  miscellaneous  information,  including  corrections  of 

errors. 

III.  — The  general  affairs  of  the  Society  shall  he  'managed  by  a  Council  of  ten,  of 

whom  five  shall  be  trustees  of  the  William  Suit  Library,  and  nominated  bj 
them,  from  time  to  time,  and  five  shall  be  elected  at  an  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Subscribers.  The  Council  shall  be  empowered  to  delegate,  it  they  sec  tit, 
the  selection  of  the  papers  to  be  printed,  to  an  Iiditorial  Committee.  Of  the 
Council,  three  shall  be  a  quorum,  and  in  case  of  equality  of  votes,  their 
Chairman  shall  have  a  casting  vote. 

IV.  — The  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  Treasurer,  a  Secretary,  and  an  Auditor, 

to  be  appointed  by  the  Council.  These  Offices  shall  be  honorary,  but  (lie 
Council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an  Assistant  Secretary  to  be  paid  a:  the 
discretion  of  the  Council.,  us  the  nature  of  his  duties  may  warrant. 

V.  — The  Subscription  shall  be  One  Guinea,  annually,  to  be  paid  in  advance,  upon  the1 

first  of  January  in  each  year,  and  such  annual  payment  shall  entitle  each 
Subscriber  to  the  volume  issued  for  the  year  of  such  subscription.  Any 
Subscriber  shall  be  permitted  to  wit  hdraw  from  the  Society  by  gi  \  iug  not  ice  *  t 
his  intention  three  months  before  the  termination  of  any  year  of  Subscription,

W.  H.  Duicrnan,  I.  E.  Everett,  W.  Morgan,  Colonel  Mort,  and  the 
Assistant  Secretary,  Mr.  J.  W.  Bradley.  The  Honorary  Secretary, 
Major-General  Wrottesley,  was  absent  owing  to  illness. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  having  been  read  and  signed 
by  the  Chairman,  the  Report  of  the  Editorial  Committee  was 
read  by  the  Rev.  F.  P.  Parker,  as  follows: — 


REPORT  OF  THE  EDITORIAL  COMMITTEE  FOR  THE 
YEAR  1900-1901. 

The  Committee  have  to  report  that  Volume  LV,  Xcw  Scries,  was 
issued  to  the  Subscribers  in  July  of  this  year,  and  the  new 
Volume  is  well  advanced,  over  190  pages  being  in  fcypc, 
Its  contents  Will  consist  of  the  history  of  the  CiOards  of 
ChHHugton,  which  has  been  compiled  by  i lie  Honorary 


Secretary,  and  a  continuation  of  the  Plea  Rolls  of 
Edward  IT.*  It  is  proposed  to  print  the  Cliillington 
deeds  in  extenso,  as  very  few  of  them  exist  at  tlie  present 
day. 

All  outstanding  debts  of  the  Society  have  been  defrayed, 
excepting  the  honorarium  of  the  Assistant  Secretary,  and 
the  balance  at  the  Bank  will  enable  this 'to  be  paid  at  any 
time.  The  Balance  Sheet  also  includes  a  sum  of  £17 
which  has  been  expended  on  account  of  future  volumes. 

As  several  new  Members  have  joined  the  Society,  and  some  may 
be  present  at  this  meeting,  the  Committee  would  welcome 
any  suggestions  respecting  the  contents  of  future  volumes. 

Mr.  Parker  also  presented  the  Balance  Sheet  for  the  past  year, 
which  had  been  audited  by  Mr.  AY.  Morgan,  the  Honorary  Auditor, 
and  showed  a  balance  in  favour  of  the  Society,  of  £79  15s.  -kJ. 

Mr.  Parker  then  read  the  Report  of  the  Assistant  Secretary 
for  the  past  year,  by  which  it  appeared  that  the  Society  had  lost 
live  Members  by  death  during  the  year,  and  that  two  had 
withdrawn. 

The  Members  whose  loss  by  death  the  Society  have  to  deplore 
were  the  Reverend  Prebendary  S.  Plant,  Mr.  E.  Hewitt  of 
Hauley,  Mr.  T.  C.  Salt,  Mr.  S.  L.  Seckham,  and  Mr.  James 
Slater.

The  Chairman  then  addressed  the  meeting,  and  invited 
suggestions  in  regard  to  future  work. 

A  discussion  arose  on  the  advisability  of  printing  the 
Inventories  of  Church  Grocds,  co.  Stafford,  made  by  the 
Commissioners  of  Edward  VI.,  and  which  had  been  lately 
published  for  Shropshire  by  the  Archaeological  Society  of  that 
county,  and  the  question  was  referred  to  the  decision  of  the 
Editorial  Committee.*  Mr.  Lees  suggested  that  the  Protestations 
of  1642  should  be  printed,  and  this  question  was  likewise  referred 
to  the  Editorial  Committee  for  their  consideration. 

The  Chairman  asked  Sir  Reginald  Hardy  to  speak  on  the 
progress  made  in  the  work  of  publishing  the  Parish  Registers  of 
the  county,  and  Sir  Reginald  then  requested  that  such  members  of 
the  Parish  Registers  Society  as  were  present  would  remain  at  the 
close  of  the  meeting,  to  consider  the  report  of  what  had  been  done 
and  the  best  method  of  forwarding  the  object  of  the  Society,  which 
was  to  preserve  and  to  print  the  ancient  Parish  Registers  for  this 
county,  as  had  been  so  successfully  done  Tor  Shropshire. 

Sir  Reginald  then  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Lord  Wrottesley 
for  coming  from  London  to  preside  at,  the  meeting,  and  desired  to 
convey  the  regret  of  all  present  at  the  enforced  absence  of 
Major-General  Wrottesley.  This  was  seconded  by  Mr,  Brough, 
and  carried  unanimously.  After  a  few  words  of  thanks  from 
Lord  Wrottesley,  the  meeting  separated.

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PREFACE. 


Having  undertaken  a  history  of  the  Giffards  of  Qhillington  for 
the  William  Salt  Society,  I  found  the  work  so  obstructed 
at  every  step  by  reason  of  the  number  of  Giffards  in  various 
parts  of  the  country,  many  of  whom  bore  the  same  Christian 
name  as  the  contemporary  members  of  the  Chillington  branch, 
that  I  have  thought  it  advisable  to  preface  the 'work  by  an  account 
of  the  other  Giflard  houses  which  formerly  flourished  in  other 
counties  of  England. 

The  necessity  for  a  work  of  this  kind  will  be  appreciated  when 
it  is  stated  that  in  the  reign  of  Henry  II  there  were  two,  if  not 
three,  contemporary  Walter  Giffards.  In  the  reigns  of  King  J ohn 
and  Henry  III  there  were  three  Osbert  Giffards  more  or  less  con- 
temporary. In  the  reign  of  Edward  I  there  were  three  contem- 
porary William  Giffards.  In  the  reign  of  Edward  II  there  were 
four  contemporary  John  Giffards.  In  the  reign  of  Edward  III  there 
were  live  contemporary  John  Giffards.  And  all  these,  it  must 
be  understood,  were  men  of  importance,  lords  of  manors,  and  large 
landowners.  The  matter  became  further  complicated  when,  as 
often  happened,  they  had  wives  of  the  same  name;  thus,  in  the 
reign  of  Edward  III  there  were  two  contemporary  Edmund  Giffards, 
both  of  whom  had  wives  named  Margaret.  Into  this  pitfall,  .1  am 
sorry  to  say,  I  fell,  and  I  have  mixed  up  those  two  Edmunds  in 
my  extracts  from  the  Plea  Kolls  in  Vols.  XI II  and  XIV  of  the 
Btaffordshire  Colled  ions. 

The  investigation  of  the  subject  has  led  me  further  than  1 
anticipated,  and  the  following  pages  contain  a  sketch  of  thirty 
branches  of  the  Giffard  family,  all  of  which  are  now  extinct 
To  quote  old  Fuller's  quaint  description  of  the  gentry  of 
Bedfordshire,  "Hungry  time  hath  made  a  glutton's  meal  on  this 
catalogue  of  gentry,  and  hath  left  but  a  very  little  morsel  lor 
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manners  remaining,"  nor  must  it  be  assumed  that  the  subject  is 
exhausted,  for  mention  is  to  be  found  on  the  public  records,  of  other 
families  of  the  same  name,  of  which,  however,  the  traces  are  so 
slight,  that  without  local  knowledge  it  is  impossible  to  give  any 
connected  account  of  them — they  are  to  be  found,  in  fact,  ill  nearly 
every  county  of  England  as  well  as  in  France  and  Ireland.  They 
even  penetrated  across  the  border,  and  an  important  line  of 
Giffards  was  established  in  the  Lowlands  of  Scotland  as  early  as 
the  reign  of  William  the  Lion.  On  the  Charter  Eoll  of  the  second 
year  of  King  John,  there  are  letters  of  safe  conduct  for  the 
Abbot  of  Aberbrothock,  William  Cumin  and  William  Giffard, 
ambassadors  from  William  King  of  Scots  to  King  John.1 

The  work  has  been  very  laborious,  owing  to  the  number  of 
authorities  it  has  been  necessary  to  consult,  but  I  have  derived 
considerable  assistance  from  Mr.  Hardinge  »F.  Giffard,  for  which  I 
have  tc  express  my  acknowledgments  and  best  thanks.

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Plvnciik,  in  his  well-known  work  on  the  Conqueror  and  his 
Couijxniious,  describes  Walter  Giffard,  the  patriarch  of  this  family, 
ns  "the  progenitor  of  a  race  from  which  the  noblest  families  in 
England  may  be  proud  to  trace  their  descent/'  and  to  this  it 
may  bti  added  that  there  are  few  families  of  which  the  members 
have  risen  to  so  many  high  offices  in  the  State,  or  have  been 
distinguished  in  so  many  spheres  of  life.  Walter  Giffard  was 
one  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  Conqueror  for  the 
compilation  of  Domesday.  His  brother  William  Giffard  was 
Bishop  of  Winchester  and  Chancellor  under  the  first  three 
Xonnan  Kings  of  England.  Richard  Giffard  was  a  Justiciary 
appointed  under  the  Constitutions  of  Clarendon  in  the  reign  of 
Henry  11.  Godfrey  Giffard  was  Bishop  of  Worcester  and  Chan- 
cellor to  Henry  III,  his  brother  Walter  was  Archbishop  of  York 
and  Chancellor  to  the  same  king.  Hugh  Giffard  was  Constable  of 
the  Tower  of  London  in  1235,  and  his  son  Alexander  was 
distinguished  in  the  Crusade  of  1240.  To  come  to  more  recent 
times,  William  Giffard,  an  eminent  English  Jesuit,  rose  to 
the  position  of  Archbishop  of  Kheirns  and  Duke  and  Peer  of 
France  in  1622.  The  Giffards  of  Chillington  and  Whiteladies 
played  a  conspicuous  part  in  the  preservation  of  Charles  II  after 
the  battle  of  Worcester.  A  member  of  the  same  house, 
Dr.  Bbhaventure  Giffard,  was  the  first  Vicar  Apostolic  of  England 
and  is  famous  for'  the  panegyric  upon  him  in  the  pages  of 
Macaulay.  In  the  domain  of  literature  they  occupy  a  place  in 
the  persons  of  William  Giffard,  the  editor  of  the  Quarterly 
Repietv,  Humphrey  Giffard,  the  Elizabethan  Poet,  and  Andrew 
Giffard  the  Antiquary  and  Librarian  of  the  British  Museum. 
Robert  Giffard  of  Exeter  rose  to  the  position  of  Chief  -hist ire 
of  the  Common  Pleas  in  1824,  and  was  elevated  to  the  rank  of  a 
baron  in  the  same  year,  and  at  the  present  day  a  Giffard  has 
been  raised  to  the  rank  of  an  Earl,  and  lias  held  the  post  of  Lord 
Chancellor  of  Great  Britain  under  two  sovereigns  and  under 
three  administrations. 
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Walter  Giffard  "  the  elder,"  as  lie  is  styled  in  the  chronicles  of 
Orderic  Vitalis  and  William  do  Jumieges,  flourished  between  the 
years  1 0 3 5  and  1084.  The  story  of  his  relationship  to  the  Ducal 
House  of  Normandy  is  told  by  the  latter  historian,  who  relates 
how  the  Earl  Richard,  being  lodged  in  the  house  of  one  of  his 
foresters  during  a  hunting  expedition,  was  so  -struck  with  the 
beauty  of  the  forester's  wife,  he  ordered  her  to  be  conducted  at 
night  to  his  chamber.  The  forester  sadly  recounted  these  orders 
to  his  wife,  who,  being  a  virtuous  woman,  consoled  him  by  saying 
that  she  would  put  in  her  place  her  sister  Gunnora,  who  was 
younger  and  much  better  looking  than  herself.  This  was  done, 
and  the  Duke,  after  he  was  informed  of  the  deception  passed  upon 
him,  was,  rejoiced  to  find  that  he  had  not  committed  so  great  a 
sin.  Gunnora  afterwards  lived  with  him  for  many  years  as  his 
mistress,  until,  wishing  to  promote  Robert,  ohe  of  his  sons  by  her, 
to  the  Archbishopric  of  Rouen,  the  Earl  was  informed  that  the 
canonical  laws  would  not  permit  an  illegitimate  son  to  be 
consecrated,  and  for  that  reason  he  married  Gunnora  according  to 
Christian  rites,  and  in  this  way  legitimated  all  Ids  offspring  by 
her. 

The  story  " si  non  e  vcro  e  ben  trovato"  but  it  bears  too  close 
a  resemblance  to  a  well-known  scriptural  incident,  and  was 
probably  invented  by  the  monks  to  embellish  the  reputation  of 
Gunnora  after  she  had  become  Duchess  of  Normandy.  Like  our 
own  Queen  Elizabeth  Woodville,  in  somewhat  similar  circum- 
stances, Gunnora  had  a  bevy  of  younger  sisters  whom  she 
promoted  by  marrying  them  to  the  sons  of  great  Norman  houses 
who  were  in  ward  to  the  Duke,  and  in  this  way  the  third  sister, 
Avelina,  was  given  in  marriage  to  Osbern  de  Bolebec,  Lord  of 
Longueville,  by  whom  she  had  Walter  Giffard  the  first,  and 
Godfrey,  father  of  William  d'Arques. 

Walter  married  one  of  the  daughters  of  Girard  Elate!  oi 
Fleitel,  and  had  issue  Walter  Giffard  the  second  and  several 
daughters,  one  of  whom,  Rohais,  married  Richard,  the  sun  of  Earl 
Gilbert1  (de  Jhionne).     As  Duke   Richard  died  in   996,  even

(liust  have  been  far  advanced  in  life  at  the  date  of  the  conquest 
of  Kngland  in  1066,  and  this  agrees  with  all  we  have  been  told 
•  »f  him  from  other  sources.  He  first  appears  in  1035,  as  a 
Qpnipanion  of  his  brother-in-law,  Hugh  do  Gournay,  in  the 
abortive  attempt 'of  Edwarel,  son  of  King  Ethelred,  to  recover  the 
crown  of  England.1  He  is  next  heard  of  in  1053,  when  he  was 
left  by  Duke  William  in  command  of  the  Forces  blockading  the 
Caatle  of  Arquea.  Fot  the  invasion  of  England  he  found  thirty 
vessels  and  a  hundred  men-at-arms,  and  Waco  informs  us  in  his 
Roman  tie  Rou  that  previous  to  flic  battle  Raoul  de  Conches,  the 
hereditary  standard  hearer  of  Normandy,  having  asked  to  he  quit 
of  the  service  that  he  might  light  With  greater  freedom,  the  Duke 
called  to  him  Walter  Giffard  and  desired'  him  to  bear  the 
^ontanon.  Walter  prayed  to  be  excused  on  the  ground  that  lie 
was  too  old  and  feeble.  "  For  the  mercy  of  God,  Sire."  said  the 
old  knight,  "  look  upon  my  white  and  bald  head.  My  strength  is 
impaired,  and  I  am  short  of  breath."  Whereupon  the  1  Kike  excused 
him.-'  Orderic  Vital  is  names  Gauthier  Giffard  amongst  the 
Conqueror's  companions  of  most  military  reputation,  and  ii 
another  part  of  his  chronicle  states  that  "Gauthier  surnomme 
Giffard  eut  en  partage  le  Comte  de  Buckingham,"  at  the  same 
time  as  William  de  Warenne  and  Ralph  de  Guader  received  the 
Earldoms  of  Surrey  and  Norfolk. 

This  statement  of  Orderic's  has  been  disputed  by  historians. of 
the  present  day  on  flu;  ground  that  the  Walter  Giffard  named  in 
the  Domesday  Survey  is  not  styled  an  earl,  hut  the  son  of  a 
deceased  carl  is  never  given  the  title  of  an  earl  in  ancient 
documents  before  his  investiture,  ami  it  often  happened  that  an 
appreciable  interval  of  time  elapsed  between  the  death  of  an  earl 
in  former  days  and  the  investiture  of  his  successor.  Considering 
the  great  age  which  Walter  Giffard  the  elder  would  have  attained 
in  1086,  if  he  had  been  alive,  it  is  hardly  conceivable  that  he 
could  be  identical  with  the  Walter  Giffard  of  the  Survey,  who 
we  know  was  one  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  by  the 
Conqueror  for  the  compilation  of  it.    The  latter  Walter  would  be

3  Plaudit's  Conqueror  and  his  CoinpauionSf  quoting  Wan-'--  Chroiiicle, 
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therefore  probably  detained  in  England  in  1086  on  work 
connected  with  the  Survey,  whilst  the  Conqueror  was  abroad,  and 
died  shortly  afterwards. 

Walter  Griffard  the  second,  therefore,  would  have  received  his 
investiture  from  William  Eufus.1  This  Walter  at  the  date  of 
Domesday  possessed  107  lordships  in  England,  and  according  to 
Orderic  Vitalis  lie  died  in  1102. 

He  was  succeeded  by  Walter  Griffard  the  third,  who  is 
mentioned  by  Orderic  Vitalis  as  one  of  the  three  earls  who  were  on 
the  side  of  Henry  I  at  the  date  of  his  quarrel  with  his  brother 
Robert,  and  as  present  at  the  battle  of  Brenneyille  in  1119. 

This  Walter  is  styled  Marshal  of  England  and  was  the 
founder  with  his  wife  Ermengarde  of  the  Abbey  of  Notley.  He 
was  dead  in  11  IT.  II  (1105),  when  the  Pipe  Bolls  show  that  the 
Honor  of  Buckingham  was  in  the  hands  of*- the  King.  There  is 
some  evidence  that  he  left  a  son  William,  who  died  shortly  after 
his  father,  and  before  his  investiture  as  earl.  In  4  E.  I,  John  le 
Mareschal  sued  the  Abbot  of  St.  Mary  of  York  for  the 
next  presentation  to  the  church  of  Banhain,  co.  York,  and  stated 
that  Walter  Giffard,  formerly  Marshal  of.  England,  had  presented 
to  the  church,  and  that  William,  his  son  and  heir,  had  enfeoffed 
John  le  Mareschal,  the  grandfather  of  the  plaintiff.-  This  story 
derives  some  confirmation  from  an  entry  in  the  Pipe  Poll  of  9  H.  II, 
under  Warwickshire,  which  states  that  a  William  Griffard  had  owed 
20*.  and  that  Eichard  de  Humet  had  been  excused  the  debt.  It  is 
a  well-known  fact  that  the  King  liad  given  some  of  the  Earl's  es- 
cheated manors  to  Eichard  de  Unmet,  the  Constable  of  Normandy. 

On  the  death  of  Walter  the  third  the  earldom  became 
extinct,  but  Richard  de  Clare,  the  Earl  of  Pembroke,  claimed  to  be 
nearest  of  kin  to  him  by  descent  from  Rohais,  the  sister  of 
Walter  the  second.  This  Richard  subsequently  called  himself 
Earl  of  Buckingham,  and  this  tends  to  confirm  the  statement  o\ 
Orderic  Vitalis  that  the  earldom  had  been  conferred  on  the  elder 
Walter  Giffard  who  had  accompanied  the  Conqueror  to  England. 

The  Walter  whom  I  have  styled  Walter  (he  second  had  a 
brother  William  who  was  Bishop  of  Winchester  ami  Chancellor 
to  William  the  Conqueror  and  his  t  wo  sons — William  and  Henry.

The  next  in  importance  of  the  families  founded  in  England  by 
tlw  Gilfards  was  that  of  the  Barons  of  Brimsfield,  co.  Gloucester, 
descended  from  Qsberne,  who  held  Brimsfield  and  many  other 
manors  in  that  and  other  counties  at  the  date  of  the  Domesday 
Survey*  Vincent  makes  Qsberne  to  be  son  of  Hugh,  Seigneur 
do  Ben  fie,  who  was  brother  to  Walter  Giffard  the  second,  but  I 
have  never  seen  any  authority  for  this  statement. 

An  account  of  this  family  will  be  found  in  all  the  historical 
peerages,  and  I  don't  propose  to  repeat  it  here  except  to  add  a 
few  useful  dates  and  to  note  an  error  which  has  crept  into  the 
pedigree  through  an  inadvertence  of  Dugdale,  who  lias  misread 
Thomas  for  Elias  on  the  Pipe  Boll  of  9  Eic.  I,1  and  this  error  has 
l>een  repeated  in  every  pedigree  of  the  family  which  has  been 
printed  since  Dugdale's  time. 

In  a  suit  of  5  H.  Ill,  on  the  Gloucestershire  Assize  Boll, 
Elias  Giffard  of  Brimsfield  was  sued  by  the  Abbot  of  Cirencester 
fur  erecting  gallows  at  Brimsfield,  which  the  Abbot  claimed  to  be 
within  his  Liberty. 

Elias  Giffard  defended  his  right  to  have  gallows,  and  stated 
that  a  certain  Gsbert  Giffard  his  ancestor,  who  was  at  the  Conquest 
of  England  (<:  qui  Tcn  it  ad  conquest  inn  Anglie "),  had  held  the 
manor  of  Brimesfield  with  a  right  of  gallows  and  had  hanged 
thieves  there,  and  after  him  Elias  his  son  had  had  the  same 
liberty  and  had  hanged  thieves  there,  ami  after  him  Elias  the 
son  of  the  said  Elias  and  the  father  of  the  defendant  had  held  the 
same  liberty  and  had  hanged  a  thief  there  in  the  reign  of  King 
Henry,  the  King's  grandfather. 

Elias  Giffard,  the  defendant  in  this  suit,  died  in  33  II.  111. 
leaving  a  son,  John,  10  years  of  age.  Judging,  therefore,  by 
chronology,  he  has  probably  omitted  one  of  his  ancestors,  all  of 
whom,  except  the  first,  bore  the  name  of  Elias. 

The  following  dates  taken  from  the  Pipe  Rolls  and  the 
Uhartulary  of  St.  Peter  of  Gloucester  will  help  to  elucidate  the 
pedigree : — 


1  The  two  final  letters  of  the  name, "  as,"  only  can  he  deciphered, Olid  Dugdale's 
copyist  appears  to  have  jumped  to  the  conclusion  that  the  name  was  Thomas. 
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Helias  Giffard  occurs  1090,  in  the  Chartulary  of  St.  Peter  of 
Gloucester. 

Heiias  Giffard  and  Ala  his  wife  and  Helias  his  son  occur  in 

1121,  in  the  same  Chartulary. 
Elyas  Giffard  paid  100  marks  for  his  relief  on  the  Pipe  lioll 
of  31  H.  I  (1130). 

The  son  of  Helias  obtained  the  sobriquet  of  the  Boy  to  dis- 
tinguish him  probably  from  his  father,1  and  Helias  Boy  Giffard 
and  Berta  his  wife  and  his  son  Walter  occur  "  tempore  Haimlini 
AVbatis"  Hamelin  was  abbot  from  1148  to  1179  ;  Helias  Giffard 
the  younger. and  his  mother  Berta  occur  in  11 07. 

Helias  Boy  Giffard  granted  the  church  of  Boy  ton  to  the  monks 
for  the  soul  of  Berta  his  wife.  This  gift  was  afterwards  confirmed 
by  Walter  Giffard,  the  son  of  Elias. 

Walter  Giffard  and  Gilbert,  his  brother,  occur  in  1177. 

A  later  Helias  Giffard  attempted  to  reclaim  the  grant  of  the 
church  of  Boyton  which  had  been  made  by  his  father  Helias  and 
his  uncle  Walter,  but  the  gift  was  confirmed  by  Bishop  Josceline 
of  Sarum  and  afterwards  by  Bishop  John,  who  was  acting  during 
the  vacancy  of  the  See,  between  1184  and  1189. 

This  Elias  died  eirea  1190  leaving  a  son  under  age,  whose 
custody  was  given  to  William  Marshall,  Earl  of  Pembroke. 

The  pedigree  therefore  appears  to  be  as  under,  but  there  may 
have  been  another  Elias  : —

John  Giffard  the  son  of  this  John,  having  joined  the  insurgent 
Barons  against  Edward  II,  was  executed  as  a  traitor  in  1322. 
After  the  reversal  of  the  attainder  in  1327,  various  ^nits  arose  to

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determine  his  nearest  of  kin.  These  will  be  found  detailed  in 
Dugdale's  Baronage  and  in  Vol.  XIV  of  Staffordshire  Collections, 
p.  5.  They  show  that  no  male  heirs  were  left  of  the  last  Elias 
Giffard,  and  it  is  therefore  evident  that  we  must  go  farther  back 
to  connect  the  younger  branches  of  this  family  with  the  parent 
line. 

GIFFARD  OF  FOOTHILL. 

The  third  Barony  founded  by  the  Giffards  in  England  after 
the  Conquest  was  that  of  Fonthill,  eo.  Wilts,  held  in  1086  b}r 
Berenger  Giflard,  who  held  also  in  capite  Hereford  (Barford)  in  the 
same  county  and  Bridie  in  eo.  Dorset. 

This  is  one  of  the  rare  instances  where,  like  the  Verdons  of 
Alton,  eo.  Stafford,  a  family  holding  a  single  knight's  fee  of  the 
Crown  is  stated  to  hold  it  by  barony,  and  whose  descendants  were 
barons  by  tenure.1 

The  ripe  Rolls  show  that  the  Baron  of  Fonthill  in  the  early 
part  of  the  reign  of  Henry  II  was  Gerard  Giffard,  and  the  return 
of  knights'  fees  known  as  the  Lifter  Niger  of  11  GO  names  the 
same  Gerard  as  holding  a  knight's  fee  in  ccqrite  in  eo.  Wilts.  In 
the  same  feodary,  the  Bishop  of  Winchester  returns  a  knight's 
fee  held  of  him  by  Gerard  Giffard,  and  which  had  been  held  in 
1135  by  Robert  Giffard,  the  father  of  Gerard. 

The  earliest  appearance  of  Gerard  on  the  Public  Records  is 
in  5  H.  II  (1159)  when  the  Ripe  Roll  of  Wiltshire  returns  him  as 
having  contributed  4  marks  to  the  King,  [tart  of  a  forced  loan  on 
the  tenants  in  capite.  He  paid  a  mark  for  scutage  for  a  knight's 
fee  in  Wilts  on  the  Ripe  Roll  of  8  H.  II,  and  a  further  sum  of 
66s.  8d.  on  the  Ripe  Roll  of  11  H.  II.  The  Pipe  Roll  of  14  H.  II 
returns  him  as  having  paid  a  mark  for  the  aid-  to  marry  the 
King's  eldest  daughter. 

A  postscript  on  the  Roll  under  this  entry  states  that  Robert 
Mauduit,  Robert  do  Maudeville,  and  William  Cumin  held  the 
fee.  Tins  enables  us  to  identify  the  fee  as  that  of  Fonthill,  for 
the  Liber  Rubens  in  a  list  of  tenures  of  date1  1201-1212  states 
that  Robert  de  Maudeville,  Robert  Mauduit,  and  William  Comyn

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held  the  fee  which  had  been  formerly  held  by  Gerard  Giffard  in 
cp.  Wilts.  The  latest  mention  of  Gerard  Giffard  on  the  Scutate 
liolls  printed  in  the  Liber  Rubens  is  in  1172.  Robert  Giffard, 
who  is  shown  to  be  his  son  by  the  Chillington  deeds,  is  returned 
on  the  Pipe  Rolls  as  holding  a  knight's  fee  in  co.  Wilts  in  11  SO, 
and  again  in  1194.  The  Chancellor's  Roll  -of  3  John  (1202) 
returns  under -Wilts  that  Robert  Giffard  had  paid  2  marks  to  be 
excused  from  serving  abroad  ("  quod  nan  tramfrctet  ")  and  10  marks 
scutage  for  a  knight's  fee,  of  which  5  marks  had  been  remitted. 
At  this  date  he  must  have  been  advanced  in  life,  and  the  Wilts 
Pipe  Roll  of  11  John  (1209)  states  that  Robert  de  Mandeville 
then  owed  50  marks  for  the  lands  of  which  Robert  Giffard  had 
been  seised  when  he  died. 

The  Oxfordshire  Ripe  Roll  of  the  same  date  states  that 
Robert  Mauduit  owed  20  marks  for  his  -purparty  of  the  lands 
which  formerly  belonged  to  Robert  Giffard,  to  be  held  of  Robert 
de  Mandeville  as  the  eldest  coheir. 

Robert,  however,  had  left  a  male  heir  in  one  Andrew  Giffard, 
who  was  doubtless  an  ecclesiastic,  and  identical  with  the 
Andrew  Giffard  chricus  who  occurs  as  a  witness  in  the  original 
feoffment  of  Refer  Giffard  at  Chillington  (see  deeds  later  on). 
The  Close  Roll  of  4  H.  Ill  has  the  following  writ.:— "Whereas 
Andrew  Giffard,  who  held  the  Barony  of  Fontil  by  hereditary  right, 
was  dead,  and  had  resigned  the  Barony  temp.  King  John  with  the 
King's  assent  to  Robert  de  Mandeville,  Robert  Mauduit,  William 
Cumin,  and  William  de  Fontibus,  as  right  heirs  of  the  Barony, 
retaining  in  his  own  hands  the  'vavassoria'  of  the  Barony,  and 
which  were  held  of  the  Honor  of  Clare,  the  said  1  vavassoria  ' 
were  now  to  be  delivered  to  Robert  de  Mandeville  and  the  other 
heirs  above  named." 

The  "vavassoria"  were  the  tenures  by  Castle  Guard  at  the 
Earl's  castle  of  Chepstow  or  Strigul. 

Andrew  Giffard  was  also  heir  of  a  William  Giffard  who  held  a 
considerable  estate  in  Warwickshire  under  the  Earls  of  Warwick. 
On  the  Curia  Regis  Roll  of  19  II.  Ill,  in  a  suit  between  Robert  de 
Mandeville  (one  of  t  he  coheirs  of  Konthilh  and  William,  Bishop  of 
Worcester,  respecting  tin4  advowson  of  the  church  of  Haleford,  co 
Warwick,  the  jury  stated  that  one  William  Giffard  bad  formerly 
presented  to  the  church,  and  after  his  death  Andrew  GHffard  the 
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lioir  of  William  had  presented  to  it,  and  after  Andrew's  death 
Robert  de  Mandevitle  had  presented  to  it.1  The  Liber  Nigef  of 
HOG  shows  that  William  Giffard  held  two  knights'  fees  of  the  Earl 
of  Warwick  of  old  feoffment.  The  Kenfl worth  Chartulary  styles 
William  Giffard  the  Dapifer  or  Steward  of  Roger,  Karl  of 
Warwick,  and  in  this  capacity  he  accounts  for  the  -scutage  of  the 
knights  of  the  Earl  of  Warwick  on  the  Pipe  Roll  of  5  H.  II. 
The  following  abstracts  of  deeds  refer  to  this  William  Giffard  and 
his  heirs. 

He  first  occurs  as  a  witness  to  the  foundation  grant  of  St. 
Mary  of  Warwick  by  Roger.  Earl  of  Warwick.  This  grant  was 
confirmed  by  Henry  I  in  11 23. 2 

William  Giffard  confirms  the  grant  of  the  land  of  Suhanger 
(Sanger)  to  the  monks  of  Bordesley  for  the  soul  of  Roger  the 
Earl,  who  gave  it  to  him,  for  the  good  estate  of  his  lord, 
William  the  Earl,  and  Gundreda  the  Countess,  the  Earl's  mother, 
on  condition  that  Richard  de  Dercat  and  Gilbert,  his  son,  and 
William,  son  of  Hunger,  who  claimed  it  by  hereditary  right,  shall 
release  their  claim  to  the  church.  Witnesses,  Ralph,  the  Prior  of 
St.  Sepulchre,  at  Warwick,  Henry,  brother  of  the  Earl,  Robert 
Pincerna,  Henry  Dapifer,  Ralph  Clericus,  Walter,  son  of  Girard, 
Hugh  de  Ardena,  Robert  Murdac  and  Thomas  his  brother, 
Robert,  son  of  Odo,  John  de  Ivinton,  "William  de  Cirecester.  ^/.3 

Roger,  Earl  of  Warwick,  confirms  the  grant  of  William  Giffard 
to  the  monks  of  Bordesley,  of  the  land  of  William,  son  of  Hunger, 
at  Suhanger.  Witnesses,  Henry,  brother  of  the  Earl,  Henry 
Dapifer,  Walter,  the  Chaplain,  Geoffrey,  the  Chamberlain,  Walter, 
son  of  Girard,  and  Edwin  de  Pirn.    Dated  1 154 

William  Giffard  confirms  the  grant  of  his  uncle  William 
Giflard  of  the  land  of  Suhanger  to  the  monks  of  Bordesley. 
Witnesses,  William  Cumin,  clerk,  William,  the  Dean,  Roger  de 
Cherlecote,  William  Cumin,  Lord  of  Snitenefeld,  Robert  fiui 
ejus.  Girardo  Giffard  fratrc  meo. 

1  The  Testa  de  Nevill,  in  a  list  of  feofl  of  circa  12  U.  states  the  heirs  of  Andrew 
Giffard  hold  half  a  knight's  fee  in  Haleford  of  the  Earl  of  Warwick  and  ■  knight's 
fee  in  Arendercet  of  Roes  de  Verdon  and  thai  Roes  held  it  of  the  Karl.

Amlrew  ( J yf i'ard  conlirms  the  grant  of  Ills  uncle,  William 
Gyfl'ard,  of  the  land  of  Snhanger  to  the  monks  of  St,  Mary  of 
Bordesley  for  the  souls  of  his  uncle  William  and  his  own  brother 
William,  and  others.  "Witnesses,  William  Cumin,  William  de 
(Jurli,  Peter,  son  of  Robert  de  Wolwardington,  Philip,  the  parson 
of  Haleford.2 

The  pedigree  of- this  branch  of  the  Giff'ards  would  be,  therefore, 
as  shown  below  :—

The  division  of  Gerard's  lands  amongst  so  many  coheirs 
extinguished  the  barony,  and  it  disappears  altogether  from  the 
Records  after  the  death  of  Robert  Giffard  in  the  reign  of  King- 
John. 

The  connection  between  these  three  Baronial  Houses  has  not 
been  discovered,  but  that  they  were  very  nearly  related  to  one 
another,  there  can  be  no  doubt.  Helias  Giffard  is  the  first 
witness  to  the  grant  of  Walter,  Earl  of  Buckingham,  to  St.  Fides 
of  Longueville, and  he  held  two  knights'  fees  under  the  same  Karl: 
Gerard  Giffard,  the  Baron  of  Fon thill,  held  a  knight's  fee  under 
Helias  Giffard  of  Brimsfield  in  1160,  and  both  these  two  houses 
obtained  large  feoffments  of  land  from  William  Giffard  the 
Bishop  of  Winchester,  who  was  the  brother  of  the  Earl  Waltei 
Giffard.8

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Having  completed  the  above  sketch  of  the  three  baronial 
houses  founded  in  England  by  t  ie  Gifiards,  I  propose  now  to 
give  an  account  of  the  numerous  knightly  houses  which  sprang 
from  them.    The  most  important  of  these  was  the  family  of  the 

GIFFAKDS  OF  WHITCHURCH  AND  WEAR, 

who  held  a  very  large  lief  under  the  Earls  of  Devon.  Their  prin- 
cipal manors  were  : — 

Aveton  Giffard, 
Weare  Giflard, 
Whitchurch, 
Lamberton,  and 
Clovelly,  all  in  eo.  Devon. 

All  the  above  manors  except  the  last  were  held  in  capitc  and 
in  demesne  at  the  date  of  Domesday  by  Rualt  Adobed,  about 
whom  very  little  is  known,  for  he  disappears  from  the  scene  at  a 
very  early  period.  His  fief,  like  many  of  the  lesser  baronies  of 
Domesday,  was  merged  into  the  earldoms  created  by  Henry  I  and 
King  Stephen,  and  the  Adobed  fief  was  conferred  on  the  family  of 
De  Redvers,  Earl  of  Devon,  who  were  raised  to  that  dignity  early 
in  the  reign  of  Henry  I.  As  the  Gifiards  held  these  manors 
immediately  of  the  Earl,  and  no  mention  is  made  of  any 
mesne  tenure  by  the  family  of  Adobed  in  later  years,  it  may  he 
assumed  that  their  fief  had  escheated  to  the  Grown  before  the 
grant  of  it  to  the  Earls  of  Devon,  and  that  the  latter  had 
enfeoffed  a  Giffard  in  the  greater  part  of  the  Adobed  fief, 
including  all  the  manors  held  by  Ruall  in  demesne.  Besides  the 
manors  above  named  the  Gifiards  of  Whitchurch  and  Wear  were 
also  mesne  lords  of  other  manors  which  had  been  subin feuded 
and  they  owed  altogether  the  service  of  L5  knights'  fees.1 

Clovelly,  the  other  manor  held  by  them  in  demesne,  was  in 
the  hands  of  the  King  at  the  date  of  Domesday,  and  was  held  by 
the  Gifiards  of  Wear  of  the  Honor  of  Gloucester.  The  latter 
Honor  was  the  Barony  of  the  De  Glares,  Earls  of  Stngul  and 
Gloucester. 

As  none  of  these  manors  were  held  in  capite,  we  obtain  no

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assistance  from  the  Pipe  Kolls  in  elucidating  the  early  history  of 
this  family,  but  in  the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  Edward  I,  Emma, 
the  heiress  of  this  house,  was  a  lunatic  and  in  ward  to  the  Crown, 
and  some  inquisitions  of  that  date  throw  considerable  light  upon 
their  history. 

An  inquisition  of  4  E.  1  states  that  Emma,  the  daughter  and 
heir  of  Walter  Giffard,  had  died,  and  before  her  death  she  had 
been  non  compos  mentis  sue,  and  the  custody  of  her .  lands  and 
person  had  been  given  by  the  King  after  the  loss  of  her  reason  to 
Sir  John  Wyger ;  that  Emma  had  held  15  knights'  fees  in 
co.  Devon,  viz.,  in  Aveton  Giffard.  Wyttechtirche,  Lamberton, 
Were,  Kempetere,  and  Lenipstelegh  which  were  worth  £40,  and 
that  the  custody  of  them  belonged  to  Isabella  de  Fortibus, 
Countess  of  Albemarle.1  Emma,  daughter  of  Emma,  was  her 
nearest  heir,  and  her  marriage  belonged,,  to  the  King,  by  reason 
of  his  custody  of  the  heir  of  John  de  Maundeville,  who  was  in 
ward  to  the  King,  because  Hugh  de  Wode, worths,  the  father  of 
Emma,  held  the  manor  of  Lemstelegh  of  John  de  Maundeville 
by  knight's  service. 

This  inquisition  appears  to  have  been  taken  to  determine  the 
relative  rights  of  the  King  and  of  Isabella,  Countess  of  Devon. 

Another  inquisition  was  taken  in  the  same  year  on  Alice 
Giffard  and  Emma  her  daughter,  "  que  mentc  sua  alienate 
extiterunt." 

The  inquisition  states  that  Alice  and  Emma  were  both  dead, 
and  they  had  held  no  lands  in  capite  in  co.  Devon,  but  they 
held  of  the  Countess  of  Albemarle  the  manors  of  Lamerton, 
Aveton,  Wittechirche,  ami  Were  in  demesne,  which  were  worth 
£25,  and  they  owed  the  service  of  D'4  knights'  fees  to  Isabella, 
the  Countess,  and  they  also  held  a  knight's  fee  in  Clovelli  of 
Joan  de  Umphreville  and  the  heirs  of  Ralph  do  Baylton,  and 
a  knight's  fee  in  Legh-Boiteviie  (Bretteville),  and  Didesham. 
Emma,  daughter  of  Hugh  de  Wideworthe  and  the  said  Emma 
was  next  heir  and  sixteen  years  of  age,  and  was  of  sound  mind, 
and  was  married  to  Robert  de  Dineham. 

From  this  point,  it  is  best  to  work  back,  in  order  to  throw 
light  on  the  history  and  origin  of  the  fee  of  Whitchurch  and  Wear,

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The  Testa  de  Nevill,  in  a  list  of  fees  of  the  date  of  circa  1241, 
^ives  the  following  account  of  Walter  Giffard's  fee.  He  held  at 
that  time : — 

Were,  Holnham,  "1  one  knight's  fee  held  of  the  Honor  of 

and  Polam,   J  Plympton.1 
Lamerton — one  knight's  fee  of  the  same  honor. 
Aveton — one  knight's  fee  of  the  same,  and 
Whitchurch — one  knight's  fee  of  the  same. 

Clovelly  at  this  date  had  been  subinfeuded,  and  was  held  by 
Roger  Giffard.  In  the  Aid  of  1284,  Matthew  Giffard  (the 
grandson  of  Roger)  is  shown  to  hold  a  knight's  fee  in  Clovelri 
of  Robert  de  Dinlmni,  and  that  Robert  held  it  of  the  Earl 
of  Gloucester.  A  statement  respecting  this  fee  in  the  Testa  de 
Nevill  circa  1241  mentions  that  Roger  Giffard  held  it"  per  medium, 
de  parte  Comitis  Rkcmli"  and  it  is  probable,  therefore,  that  the 
whole  of  this  Whitchurch  fee  was  a  grant  of  Richard,  Earl  of 
Devon,  given  with  a  daughter  in  marriage  to  an  ancestor  of 
Walter  Gilfard. 

The  words  11  per  medium  "  refer  to  the  tenure  of  the  mesne 
lord,  who  was  Walter  Giffard  of  Wear  at  this  date. 

Working  back  again  in  reverse  order  from  this  Walter 
Giffard,  I  rind  on  the  Devon  Assize  Roll  of  36  H.  Ill  (Xo.  178), 
Martin  de  Salterne  sued  Walter  Giffard  for  common  of  pasture 
in  Salterne  and  Were,  and  stated  that  lie  had  been  enfeoffed  by 
William,  t/ic  grandfather  of  Waller,  and  whose  heir  lie  was. 
and  he  produced  the  deed  of  William.  The  jury  found  in  his 
favour,    vi.  14. 

On  the  Devon  Assize  Roll  of  23  H.  Ill  (Xo.  176V  Alice,  the 
wife  of  Walter  Gilfard,  Joan,  the  wife  of  Uouerl  Duzun,  and 
Rosamund,  sister  of  Joan,  sued  Martin,  son  of  Hervey,  tor  a  caru- 
cate  of  land  in  Legh  Bretteville  of  which  Alice  de  St.  George, 
the  mother  of  Alice,  Joan,  and  Rosamund,  had  been  seized  when 
she  died.2 

1  Plympton  was  tile  "caput"  of  tbe  Barony  of  de  Redrew,  Earls  of  Devoi 
After  this  barony  had  passed  to  the  family  of  Courtenay  it  i>  known  as  the 
Honor  of  Oakhampton. 

2  According  to  West cole's  Deronshirc,  Rosamund  waa  daughter  and  heir  of 
John  St.  George,  and  bad  issue  John  Boion.  If  this  is  correct  two  of  the  <o- 
heiresses  must  have  married  Bozons. 
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On  the  Devon  Assize  Roll  of  22  H.  Ill  (Xo.  174),  Matilda,  late 
wife  of  Robert  iit/z  Eustace,  s$ed  Walter  Giffard  for  a  third  of 
two  and  a  half  ferlings  of  land  and  5s.  of  rent  in  Alfemeston, 
which  she  claimed  as  dower.    A  jury  found  in  her  favour. 

This  snit  identifies  Walter  Giffard  as  the  representative  of 
an  earlier  Walter  Giffard,  for  an  inspeximus  of  Henry  II  in  favour 
of  the  Canons  of  Ply  rap  ton  has  the  following  : — 

"  Ex  dono  Comitis  Ricardi  servitium  de  Alfemestona  concessit 
Wcdteri  Giffard  et  Eustachii,  salvo  servitio  ejusdem  Comitis  per 
denarios} 

Earl  Richard  here  mentioned  was  the  Richard  de  Redvers,  son 
of  Earl  Baldwin,  who  died  A.D.  1162. 

At  the  same  assizes,  viz.,  those  of  22  H.  Ill,  Jordan  de  Palleham 
sued  Walter  Giffard  to  warrant  to  him  one-twelfth  of  a  knight's 
fee  in  Paleham  for  which  he  held  the  deed  of  William  Giffard, 
the  grandfather,  of  Walter,  and  whose  heir  lie  ivas.    m.  17,  dorso. 

This  suit  confirms  the  information  given  on  the  Roll  of  36  H.  Ill, 
which  names  William  Giffard  as  the  grandfather  of  Walter. 

An  undated  Assize  Roll  (No.  180)  which  is  shown  by  the 
character  of  the  writing  to  be  of  very  early  date,  and  is  supposed 
to  be  of  3  H.  Ill  (1219;,  has  the  following 

"Devon.  Henry  de  Rupe  sued  Walter,  son  of  Walter  Giffard, 
to  warrant  to  him  a  foiling  of  land  in  Were,  for  which  Henry 
had  been  sued  by  Geoffrey,  son  of  Matilda.  Walter  did  not 
appear,  and  the  Sheriff  was  ordered  to  take  land  belonging  to  him 
in  Were,  to  the  value  of  the  tenement  claimed."  This  suit  is  of 
importance,  as  it  shows  that  Walter  Giffard  of  Wear,  living  1210, 
was  son  of  a  previous  Walter,  and  we  now  obtain  three 
generations  of  the  family. 

The  defendant  was  probably  a  minor  at  this  date,  fur  amongst 
the  Fines  of  8-9  H.  Ill,  William  Buzun  pays  30  marks  for  the 
custody  of  the  lands  of  Walter  Giffard  of  Whitchurch,  Lamerton, 
and  Were,  which  Walter,  Earl  of  Devon,  had  given  to  him,  and 
of  which  Falk  de  Breaute*  had  deforced  him. 

Working  backwards  as  before,  I  lind  a  William  Giffard  first 

1  InspexifMis  of  Plimpton  Priory,  MonasiicoH}  by  Hen.  IT.  The  Rev. 
Oswald  ReicheT,  of  Alaronde,  who  first  drew  my  attention  to  this  inspeximus, 
considers  that  Alfemeston  is  now  Oveston  in  Plyinstock,  Alfemeston  f«8 
another  of  Knalt,  Adobed's  Bees,  A.D.  1086, 
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witness  to  a  grant  of  Bobert  fitz  Baldwin  fitz  Gervase  of  his  land  in 
Paseford  to  the  monastery  of  Tavistock,  made  in  the  time  of  the 
Abbot  B,1  This  must  be  Baldwin,  who  was  abbot  from  1 174  to  1183. 
In  this  deed  William  Giffard  takes  precedence  in  the  testing 
clause  of  (lie  Abbot's  knights,  Kichard  d'Alneto  and  Hugh  de 
Wicha,  and  I  conclude  lie  must  lie  William  Giffard  of  Whit- 
clmrch,  and  identical  with  the  William  Giffard  who  occurs  in  the 
Liber  Niger  of  1166,  as  a  tenant  of  the  Abbot  of  Abingdon. 

In  the  same  Feodary,  viz.,  the  Liber  Niger  of  1166,  the  Bishop  of 
Winchester  returns  a  knight's  fee  which  was  then  held  by  Walter 
Giffard,  and  had  been  held  by  William  Giffard  in  1135,  but  I  have 
not  been  able  to  trace  the  subsequent  history  of  this  fee. 

The  inspeximus  of  Plympton  by  II.  II,  which  has  been 
already  quoted,  contains  the  following  confirmation  of  a  grant  by 
Earl  Richard,  son  of  Earl  Baldwin  : — "  Et  terram  do  Atrtoua,  qaam 
Walterm  Giffard  et  mater  ejus  eis  dederunt,  cum  quatuor  7io?ninibus, 
et  Langestana  et  Wiidemanswcll  mm  bosco,  d  Rugliadona."  The 
mention  of  the  mother  of  Walter  as  a  co-grantor  of  this  gift 
makes  it  probable  that  the  fee  of  Aveton  was  obtained  in  frank- 
marriage  by  the  father  of  this  Walter. 

As  the  grants  named  in  the  inspeximus  are  of  the  time  of 
Henry  I  or  King  Stephen,  we  obtain  from  it  another  generation 
of  the  Giffards  of  Whitchurch,  and  it  is  not  unlikely  that  this 
Walter  may  be  the  Walter,  son  of  Gerard,  who  occurs  as  a  witness 
to  the  deeds  of  Boger,  Earl  of  Warwick.  This  Walter,  son  of 
Gerard,  was  apparently  a  member  of  the  Fontbill  line,  and  the 
latter  house  had  obtained  a  considerable  feoffment  under  the 
Earls  of  Warwick  at  a  very  early  period.  The  evidence,  however, 
to  connect  Walter  of  Whitchurch  with  tin1.  Giffards  of  Fontbill  is 
somewhat  scanty,  but  I  shall  give  it  for  what  it  is  worth. 

In  1197  a  Walter  Giffard  is  a  party  to.  a  Fine  respecting  land 
in  Bereford,  co.  Wilts*,8  and  on  the  Charter  Boll  of  7  John,  the 
King  confirms  to  the  nuns  of  Wavcrley  a  rent  of  12d  in  Bereford 
granted  to  them  by  Walter  Giffard.8  Hereford  in  Wilts,  now 
Barford,  was  held in  tapitc  in  1086  by  Berenger  Giffard  of  Fonthill, 
but  there  is  no  evidence  beyond  the  similarity  of  name  to 
identify  this  Walter  Giffard  with  Walter  Gilford  of  Whitchurch.

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Sir  William  Pole,  in  his  Devonshire  Notes,  states  that  the 
Fee  of  Whitchurch  and  Were  was  held  temp,  H.  IT,  by  a  Robert 
Giffard,  and  at  first  sight  this  would  seem  to  prove  a  descent  from 
the  Qiffards  of  Fonthill  (see  p.  12),  but  it  has  been  shown  that  the 
heir  of  Robert  Giffard  of  Fonthill  was  an  Andrew  Gif'fard,  clcricits, 
and  several  coheiresses.  The  authority,  however,  of  Sir  William 
Pole  who  had  access  to  the  Giffard  deeds,  should  not  be  lightly 
thrust  aside,  and  I  think  it  very  probable  that  William  Giffard  of 
Whitchurch  had  an  elder  son  Kobert,  who  died  s.p.}  for  one  of  the 
Chillington  deeds  of  that  date  is  witnessed  by  Robert  son  of 
William  Giffard. 

The  pedigree  of  this  line  of  the  Giffards  would  be  therefore

The  Devon  Assize  Poll  of  19  E.  I  (No.  1205)  has  a  suit  which 
shows  that  the  last-named  Emma  left  no  issue.    It  is  as  follows: — 

Devon.  Kobert  do  Dynham  sued  William  lc  True,  Hugh  le 
Prue,  William  de  Fulford,  and  others  for  illegally  disseising  him 
of  his  freehold  in  Wydeworthy.  The  defendants  staled  thai 
the  land  formerly  belonged  to  William  de  Wydeworthy,  and 
from  him  it  descended  to  Hugh,  his  son,  and  from  Hugh  to 
Emma,  his  daughter  and  heir,  and  Emma  had  married  Kobert  de 
Dynham  and  had  died  s.p.}  and  William  le  True  as  son  and  heir 
of  Alice,  the  sister  of  Hugh,  had  entered  as  her  nearest  heir, 
and  Juliana,  the  second  wife  of  William  de  Wydeworthy,  who 
had  been  endowed  out  of  the  land,  had  also  died,  and  he  had 
entered  into  her  land  as  heir  of  Alice. 

liobert  de  Dynham  replied  that  he  was  seised  of  the  land  as 
lord  and  not  in  right  of  his  wife  Emma,  and  in  support  of 
this  claim  he  stated  thai  when  Juliana  had  married  one  Michael 
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Trenchard  without  his  permission,  she  had  paid  him  a  fine 
of  1005. 

The  jury  found  that  Robert  and  Emma  had  enfeoffed  one 
Roland  de  Dynham  in  the  land  in  question,  and  the  suit  was 
dismissed. 

The  Devon  Hundred  Roll  of  3  E.  I  (1275), 'printed,  states 
that  Emma,  the  daughter  of  Walter  Giffard,  had  gallows  at 
Avetou  and  at  Ructon  (?  Buketon). 

The  representation  of  this  branch  of  the  Giffards  devolved  on 
the  families  of  Le  True  (Prowse)  and  Trewin,  and  from  these 
families  it  passed  through  Filleghs  and  Courtenays  to  the 
Fortescues,  with  whom  it  is  now  vested.1 

GIFFARD  OF  CLOVELLY  AND  AWLISCOMBE 

I  now  come  to  the  younger  branches  of  the  Giffards  of 
Whitchurch  and  Wear. 

The  Testa  de  Nevill,  in  a  list  of  knights'  fees  of  circa  1241, 
shows  that  a  Roger  Giffard  held  at  that  date  in  eo.  Devon  the 
following  fees : —

Clovelly — one  knight's  fee  held  of  the  Honor  of  Gloucester. 
La  Meye — one  knight's  fee  \of  the  Honor  of 

Fayhembcry,  and  Selak — half  knight's  fee  J  Qakhampton. 
Rochbcare  (Rokebery) — half  a  knight's  fee  of  the  same  Honor  : 

this  had  been  subinfeuded. 
Attlescompe — half   a  knight's  fee   of  the  Honor  of  Bery 

Ponleroy. 

Kele — held  jointly  with  William  Lampsey  and  Thomas  de 

Aureford  of  the  Honor  of  Plympton. 
Aulcscombe — one-third  of  a  knight's  fee  of  the  Honor  of 

Totenays  (Earl  of  Cornwall).2

tho  Nonants  till  the  reign  of  Xing  John,  when  William  de  Braoso  claimed  it.  and 
it  was  then  divided  between  these  two  families  (Pedes  Finiuin).  The  Braose  sharo 
was  forfeited  temp.  John,  and  granted  to  Homy  tit/.  Count,  afterwards  Earl  of 
Cornwall,  but  Reginald  do  Braoso  recovered  it  in  1  11.  111.  This  Reginald 
married  Greeia,  daughter  ami  coheiress  of  William  de  Brewere,  and  (lieu-  son 
William  left  a  danghter  Eva,  who  married  William  de  Ca&tillipo,  who  died  1260 
(Kisdon's  Note  Book).

Codelegh  (Goodleigh) — held  jointly  with  the  Prioress  of 
Cantinton  and  William  Dabernon  of  the  Honor  of 
Ply  mp  ton. 

Tlie  last  live  manors  named  were  part  of  the  Driewere  fief. 

Kirby's  "Quest"  and  the  "Aids"  show  that  Clovelly  and  the 
first-named  Auleseombe  were  held  of  the  fee  of  Whitchurch, 
and  we  may  therefore  assume  that  this  Roger  Giffard  was  a  cadet 
of  that  house.  It  is  clear,  however,  that  lie  held  in  addition  a  large 
estate  which  had  been  derived  from  other  sources,  and  the 
following  extracts  from  the  Plea  Rolls  and  other  records  throw 
some  light  on  these  tenures  : — 

At  the  Devon  Assizes  of  50  H.  Ill  (Roll  No.  178,  m.  24) 
Roger  of-  Estclyfford  sued  Floer  Giffard  of  West  Clyffbrd  in  a 
plea  that  whereas  he  had  no  common  of  pasture  in  the  land  of 
Floer,  the  said  Floer  claimed  common  of  pasture  in  his  land  of 
Estclyfford. 

Floor  stated  that  one  Oliver  Dinaunt  had  enfeoffed  Baldwin 
Giffard  in  the  land  he  held  in  West  Clyffbrd,  together  with  common 
of  pasture  in  the  lands  of  Roger  in  Estclyfford,  and  after  the 
death  of  Baldwin,  Roger,  the  son  of  Baldwin,  had  entered,  , and 
whilst  in  seisin  of  them  had  enfeoffed  in  them  Walter,  the  father 
of  Floer.  Roger  replied  that  John  his  ancestor  had  been  seised 
of  the  lands  in  Estclyfford  in  severalty  in  the  time  of  King 
Richard,  and  he  appealed  to  a  great  assize.  The  suit  was 
adjourned  to  be  heard  at  Westminster. 

At  the  Devon  Assizes  of  0  and  10  E.  I  (No.  183,  m,  1 1  dorso) 
William  de  Westra  Clyffbrd  sued  Floer  Giffard  to  show  by  what 
right  he  claimed  common  of  pasture  in  his  lands  of  Estra  Clyfford

The  family 
of  Merlon  held  two-fifths,  having  obtained  tin1  slmre  of  (he  second  daughter,  who 
died s.p.  The  share  of  the  Sullys  passed  io  the  de  Brians  through  the  marriage  of 
Sibil,  daughter  of  Walter  de  Sully,  with  Quj  de  Brian  (Risdon'e 
The  above  facts  are  necessary  lo  enable  me  reader  to  understand  die  devolution  ol 
these  fees. 
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when  William  had  no  common  of  pasture  in  the  land  of  Floer  in 
Weston  Clyflbrd. 

Floer  staled  that  the  land,  he  held  in  West  Clifford  was 
formerly  held  by  Oliver  Dinaunt,  who  was  seised  of  the  common  of 
pasture  in  question,  as  appurtenant  to  his  freehold,  and  Oliver  had 
granted  the  land  to  one  Baldwin  Giffard,  and  from  Baldwin  the 
hind  descended  to.  Roger,  his  son  and  heir,  and  Roger  had  given  it 
to  Walter,  the  father  of  Floer. 

William  replied  his  ancestor  John  held  his  lands  in  Estra 
Clyflbfd  in  the  time  of  King  John  in  severalty,  and  from  John 
they  descended  to  William,  his  son,  and  from  William  to  Peter,  his 
son,  and  from  Peter  to  the  plaintiff,  as  son  and  heir.  The  jury 
found  a  verdict  in  favour  of  Floer. 

At  assizes  held  in  co.  Devon  in  38  H.  Ill  (1254)  (Assize  Poll, 
No.  2182,  m.  2),  Peter  de  Clyfford  sued  Walter  Giffard,  Floyr 
Giffard,  Robert  Giffard,  Gervase  le  Clerk,  and  others  for  unjustly 
disseisins  him  of  four  acres  of  land  in  Estclyflbrd.  A  verdict  was 
returned  in  favour  of  the  plaintiff.  It  will  be  seen  by  this  suit 
that  the  feoffment  of  Walter  Giffard  in  Estclifford  had  taken 
place  as  early  as  1254;  and  I  should  imagine  that  this  Walter 
was  another  son  of  Roger  Giffard  and  was  the  ancestor  of  the 
Gi'fards  of  Clifford,1  co.  Devon,  an  account  of  which  branch  will  be 
given  later  on.  To  trace  hack  farther  the  lineage  of  Roger  Giffard, 
we  find  on  the  Curia  Regis  Roll  of  9  Ric.  T,  William  Briwere  was 
suing  Jordan  de  Abernon,  Baldwin  Giffard,  and  Marjory  de 
Belland  for  a  knight's  fee  in  co.  Devon,  hut  the  name  of  the  place 
is  illegible.  On  the  Oblafa  Roll  of  1  John  (printed),  under  Devon, 
Baldwin  Giffard  and  John  de  Abernon  are  described  as  owing 
40  marks  for  a  writ  of  mordancestor  respecting  a  moiety  of 
Linton  and  the  vill  of  Forston,  which  they  claimed  against 
William  Priewere. 

On  the  Chancellor's  Roll  of  o  John,  under  Devon,  Baldwin 
Giffard  and  Jordan  de  Abernon,  the  heirs  of  Henry  de  Seccheville, 
are  returned  as  owing  40  marks  for  a  writ  of  right. 

Above  the  name  of  Baldwin  Giffard  on  the  Oblatfl  Lloil  of  1 

1  It  ia  somewhat  remarkable,  however,  to  find  that  the  Giffards  of  Uahburj 
nftenvards  hel  l  these  Lands  in  Bast  and  West  Clifford.  Tin*  inquisition  or.  John 
Giffard  of  lldsbury,  who  dlod  in  7  H.  VI 1,  stales  he  held  Bast  and  West  llvford 
of  John,  Lord  Dynhani. 
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John  is  written  ''Marie  matri  ejus,"  which  implies  that  his  right 
was  derived  from  his  mother  Mary. 

It  will  he  seen,  therefore,  from  the  foregoing  notes  that  Iioger 
Giffard  held  two  manors  as  subtenant  of  the  Oifl'ards  of 
Whitchurch,  and  other  manors  which  had  been  derived  inde- 
pendently of  the  latter  family  by  descent  from  his  grandmother 
Mary.  The  only  way  I  can  see  of  reconciling  this  evidence  is  to 
assume  that  the  father  of  Baldwin  was  the  common  ancestor  of 
these  two  families  and  had  married  a  second  wife,  from  whom  the 
Giffards  of  Awliscombe  descended.  The  pedigree  would  be 
therefore  as  follows  : —

The  manor  of  Olovelly  and  the  seigniory  of  the  Aulescombe 
fee  passed  to  Matthew  or  Mayner  Giffard,  who  was  under  age  at 
the  date  of  the  Devon  Hundred  Roll  (printed)  of  3  E.  I.  This 
Boll  states  that  Olovelly  was  held  of  the  Earl  of  Gloucester,  and 
that  Mayner  Giffard  was  heir  and  was  under  age,  and  that 
Dominus  Holvinus  held  the  custody  of  it  by  purchase  from  the 
superior  lord  and  he  has  gallows  and  the  assize  of  bread.2 

Matthew  Giffard  was  of  age  in  1281,  for  in  that  year  he  was 
suing  Margery  de  Nonaunt  to  take  his  homage  and  a  reasonable 
relief  for  the  freehold  he  held  of  her  in  Payhetnber,  Schagh, 
Rogbiri,  Come,  and  Tyrel  (Assize  Roll,  No.  183,  m,  10  dorso). 

1  The  Giffard  Pedigree  in  the  Visitations  of  Devonshire  (Edit.  Vivian)  makes 
Matthew  the  8on  of  William,  and  I  see  no  reason  to  doubt  it.  There  is 
evidence  that  Roger  had  a  son  William. 

2  Matthe.w  Giffard  is  usually  described  in  the  histories  of  Devonshire  as  son  of 
Roger,  but  the  date  of  the  feoffment  of  Philip  Giffard  shows  he  must  have  been  a 
grandson  of  Roger,  for  Matthew  was  under  age  in  1275,  and  Philip,  son  of  K 
was  of  full  age  in  123i)  (see  p,  24). 
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On  the  same  Roll  he  sued  Marjory  de  Nbnaunt  to  acquit 
him  of  the  service  which  Hugh  de  Courtenay  claimed  from  him 
for  the  freehold  he  held  of  the  said  Marjory  in  the  places  above 
named. 

The  Pook  of  Aids,  under  "Devon,"  of  date  1284-86,  gives  the 
following  account  of  Mathew  Gi  (lard's  fees: — 

John  de  Trill  holds  Trill  of  Mathew  Giffard  for  the  service 
of  one  knight,  and  Mathew  holds  it  of  Hugh  de  Oourtenay. 

Philip  Gifmrd  holds  Payembre,  one-fourth  of  half  a  knight's 
fee,  of  Mathew  Giffard,  Mathew  holds  it  of  Marjory  de  Nonaunt, 
and  Marjory  holds  it  of  Hugh  de  Courtenay. 

Mathew  Giffard  holds  Mete  and  Stokheye,  one  knight's  fee,  of 
Alan  fitz  Iioald,  and  Alan  holds  it  of  Hugh  de  Courtenay. 

Peter  Spudding  holds  Cobbeton  of  Mathew  Giffard,  one-third 
of  a  knight's  fee,  and  Mathew  holds  it  of  the  Earl  of  Cornwall.1 

Mathew  Giffard  holds  Houlescombc  (Awliscombe),  one-fourth 
of  a  knight's  fee,  of  the  heirs  of  Richard  Tremenet,  and  Richard 
holds  it  of  William  Spek,  and  William  holds  it  of  the  Earl  of 
Cornwall. 

Mathew  Giffard  holds  in  Houelescomhe  half  a  knight's  fee  of 
the  heirs  of  Henry  de  Pomeray  of  Beri. 

Mathew  Giffard  holds  in  Clovelly  one  knight's  fee  of  Robert 
de  Dinham,  and  Robert  holds  it  of  the  Earl  of  Gloucester. 

This  Matthew  occurs  frequently  on  the  Pells,  hi  1294 
he  was  summoned  in  co.  Devon  for  military  sendee  against  the 
Welsh.2 

In  25  E.  I  (1297)  he  was  summoned  to  the  military  council 
held  at  Rochester,3  and  in  the  same  year  he  was  summoned  for 
service  in  Flanders. 

In  1208  he  was  summoned  for  military  service  in  Scotland.4 
With  this  Matthew  Giffard  the  male  line  of  this  Family 
terminated.

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ford1  and  left  a  daughter'  Eva,  who  married  John  de  Stanton,  and 
whose  daughter  and  heir  married  John  do  Crewkerne.2 

Besides  the  Walter  above  named;  Sir  Roger  Giffard  had  two 
younger  sons,  Philip  and  Bartholomew.  The  first  is  named  on 
the  Devon  Assize  .Roll  of  23  EL  III  (1239),  where  Roger  Giffard 
acknowledged  a  deed  by  which  he  had  granted  to  his  son  Philip 
all  his  land  of  Panibire  and  the  service  of  Itobert  Giflard  and  his 
heirs  for  the  land  of  Cottespitte,  and  the  service  of  Hugh  do 
la  Ya  and  Matthew  de  la  Ya  (Yeo)  and  the  service  from  the  land 
of  la  Sethlake,  which  was  appurtenant  to  Pambire. 

The  Aid  of  1284  states  that  Philip  Giffard  held  one-fourth  of 
half  a  knight's  fee  in  Payembre  of  Mathew  Giffard,  and  Matthew 
held  the  same  of  Marjory  de  Nonaimt,  and  Marjory  held  it  of 
Hugh  de  Courtenay.  Philip  left  four  daughters  and  coheirs, 
amongst  whom  his  property  was  divided  in  10  E.  If.  The  deeds 
of  partition  are  in  the  British  Museum  amongst  the  Additional 
MSS.  28838,  folios  40  and  112. 

GIFFARD  OF  CLIFFORD  AND  YEO,  CO.  DEVON*. 

On  referring  back  to  the  account  of  the  Giffards  of 
Awliscombe,  it  will  lie  seen  that  Roger  Gill  aid  had  enfeoffed 
Walter  Giffard  as  early  as  1254  in  lands  in  East  and  West 
Clifford.  This  Walter  is  doubtless  a  younger  son  of  Roger,  for  we 
know  that  the  latter  had  other  sons,  and  it  is  hardly  conceivable 
that  he  would  have  enfeoffed  a  more  distant  relative  in  lands  of 
his  inheritance  when  he  Had  sons  living.  This  Walter  must  be 
therefore  the  ancestor  of  the  Giffards  of  Clifford  and  Yeo. 

The  Rev.  J.  R.  Powell,  a  well-known  local  antiquary  and 
genealogist,  sent  the  following  notes  to  the  North  Devon  Journal  in 
1879  :—

The  manor  of  [.  .  .]legh,  and 
lands  and  tenements  in  Exeter  held  of  t  he  Trior  of  Plympton,  and 
the  manor  of  Bradeford,  and  the  advowson  of  the  church  held  of 
Peter  [  ].

GIFEAliD  OF  HALSBUliY 
The  Awliscombe  deeds  in  the  possession  of  the  Corporation  of 
Y.wWv  show  that  Sir  Roger  Giffard  had  a  son  Bartholomew. 
By  deed  s.df.  Roger  GilTard  lets  to  farm  his  laud  of  Aukscoinbc  to 
Alice  Collin  for  her  life,  for  winch  Alice  granted  to  Roger  the 
ihird  part  of  Welcumbe,  which  she  held  in  dower.  And  the  said 
Alice  was  to  exonerate  Roger  from  a  rent  of  2  marks  payable  to 

1  Wihnot  Gary's  brass  in  Tormohun  Church  shows  the  Cary  arms  impaled 
with  those  of  Gill'ard  of  Awliscombe,  and  a  crescent  for  eadencv  on  the  latter  arina. 
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Richard  Tremmet,  2  marks  payable  to  Richard  ile  C  .  .  .  rs, 
and  12a  payable  to  Mathew  de  Ban  ton.  The  three  last  named 
were  doubtless  the  hiesne  lords  of  Awliscombe,  and  their  tenure 
was  represented  at  this  date  by  a  chief  rent  payable  by  the  tenant 
in  possession. 

By  another  deed  s.d.  Richard  de  tribus  minetis  (Trerninet) 
remits  to  Bartholomew  Giffard  a  rent  of  2  marks  which  Roger, 
fatherof  Bartholomew, used  to  render  for  the  land  of  Hciulescombe, 
the  said  Bartholomew  and  his  heirs  to  render  in  lion  of  it  to 
Richard  and  his  heirs  a  pair  of  gilt  spurs  for  his  land  in  Ilaules- 
combe  and  Pobbcrwympel. 

The  Episcopal  Registers  of  Exeter  show  that  on  the  23rd 
March,  1«°»14,  William  Marty n  was  ordained  deacon  on  the  pre- 
sentation of  Bartholomew  Giffard,  and  on  the  following  21st 
December  the  same  William  was  ordained  priest  on  the  pre- 
sentation of  Baldwin  Giffard.    Bartholomew  therefore  died  in  1314. 

According  to  Sir  William  Pole,  the  historian  of  Devonshire,  who 
wrote  temp.  Elizabeth,  this  Bartholomew  Giffard  married  Joan, 
daughter  and  heir  of  Peter  de  Halsbury,  and  was  the  ancestor  of 
the  Giffards  of  Halsbury.

He  had  survived  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  who  fiad  keen  jointly 
enfeoffed  witli  him  in  some  of  the  lands  above  mentioned,  and  had 
left  issue,  Thomas,  "William,  Richard,  Lewis,  and  other  sons  whose 
names  are  not  given  in  the  inquisition,  and  several  daughters.

The  inquisition  taken  on  the  deatli  of  Thomas  Clifford  of 
llalshury  in  5  II.

hud  in  Upton  Helyon,  with  a  moiety  of  the  advowson  of  the 
church,  a  moiety  of  the  manor  of  Pddyngton,  and  a  fourth  part  pi 
the  advowson,  one-fourth  of  a  moiety  of  the  manor  of  Ollewejl,  and 
rtjnls  from  Helegh  Sackyylc  and  Helegh  Mandcvylle,aiuVOorwen. 

Ky  deed  dated  31a1  duly,  :)  II.  VIII  (151 1), Thomas  had  made  a 
Settlement  on  Anne  his  wife  for  her  life,  and  he  had  made  a  wdl 
dated  3rd  Mar  eh,  5  II.  VIII.  On  the  same  date,  the  trustees  at  his 
urgent  request  had  made  a  feoffment  of  all  his  land  in  Walton  in  tin4 
parish  of  Milton  Damerel  on  himself  for  life,  with  remainder  to 
linger  Clifford  and  his  heiis,  and  Hogcr  Giflbrd  had  entered  into 
these  lands  on  the  death  of  Thomas. 

John  (liilord,  his  son,  was  his  nearest  heir,  and  was  aged 
thii ty  years  and  upwards. 

Sn  larger  proportion  of  the  lands  and  tenements  above  specified 
h-  iiig  held  in  moieties,  looks  as  if  they  had  been  derived  from  n

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The  inquisition  of  20  IT.  VIII  on  the  death  of  the  Last  named 
John  is  also  extant,  but  much  torn  and  discoloured.  It  states  he 
died  on  the  22nd  February,  19  H.  VIII  (1528),  and  that  Thomas, 
Ids  son,  was  his  nearest  heir  and  twenty-two  years  of  age  and 
upwards. 

This  Thomas  Gilford  of  Halsbury  died  in  -1  E.  VI  (1550) 
possessed  of  an  immense  estate  in  eo.  Devon. 

The  inquisition  on  his  death  was  taken  on  the  23rd  July, 
1550,  and  states  that  he  held  the  manor  of  Halsbury  and  500  mes- 
suages, 10  mills,  7,000  acres  of  arable  land,  1,200  acres  of  meadow, 
4,000  acres  of  pasture,  1,200  acres  of  wood,  2,200  acres  of  furze 
ami  heath,  and  £20  of  rent  in  Halsbury,  Merhyll,  Bolland,  South 
Yeo,  Knowdyshill  alias  Knewshill,  Hier  Boeombe  and  Nether 
Boeombe,  Xethereott,  Honysel iff,  ■  Dys worthy,  and  many  other 
places  named,  situated  in  the  parishes  of  Parkeham,  Woolfords- 
worthy,  Wyke  St.  Pancras,  Blacketorryngton,  Est  Putibrde, 
"Were  Gyfforde,  Methe,  etc.,  and  on  the  11th  April  last  had 
enfeoffed  in  them  Thomas  Monke,  armiger,  Robert  Gary,  of 
Clovelly,  John  .Denys,  Anthony  Gyfforde,  and  Giles  Risedon,  to  the 
following  uses,  viz.,  to  himself  for  the  term  of  his  own  life,  ami 
after  his  decease  one-third  of  the  lands,  etc.,  held  by  knight's  service 
to  the  use  of  his  own  right  heirs  "  to  the  intent  that  the  lorde  by 
knight's  service  shall  not  be  defrauded,"  and  out  of  the  remaining 
two-thirds  and  the  lands  held  in  socage  to  pay  an  annuity  of 
5  marks  to  his  son  Thomas  Gyfforde,  and  a  fourth  of  the  lands  and 
tenements  in  Hier  Bocoinbe,  Lower  Boeombe,  Nothercote,  and 
Honyselyff  to  the  use  of  his  son  Thomas  Gyffeard  fur  the  term  of 
his  life. 

Margaret  Gyfforde,  his  wife,  to  receive  the  yearly  revenues  of 
the  rest  of  the  property  for  a  term  of  10  years,  during  which  the 
feoffees  shall  allow  lor  his  daughters,  Wylmot,  Dorothye,  Jane, 
Margaret,  and  Katharyn  40s.  each  yearly  for  their  maintenance, 
and  500  marks  on  the  marriage  of  each  of  them,  provided  they 
marry  with  the  consent  of  their  mother,  or,  if  she  should  die,  with 
the  consent  of  the  feoffees,  or  any  two  of  them,  and  with  the 
benefit  of  survivorship  it  any  of  the  daughters  should  die.

Thomas  Gyllbrde  died  L9fch  April,  I  E.  VI.  and  John  GylToitlo, 
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his  son,  was  bis  nearest  heir,  and  was  two  years  of  age  on  the 
5th  November  last.1 

It  will  lie  perceived  that  in  addition  to  the  manor  of  Yeres- 
borotigh  and  the  other  lands  and  tenements  settled  on  Margaret 
Monke,  Thomas  Giffard  possessed  an  estate  of  10,500  acres.

Tlie  inquisition  p.m.  on  Sir  Roger  Gifford  is  dated  15th  October, 
1  E.  YI  (1547),  and  states  he  died  seised  pf  the  manor  of  Tapleigh 
and  lands  in  Westley,  held  in  vapite  of  the  Honor  and  Castle  of 
Barnestaple,  and  lands  in  Walden  and  Mylton  Damerell,  held  of 
the  heir  of  William  Courtenay,  knight,  and  lands  and  tenements  in 
Upcot  and  Btatherlegh,  formerly  held  of  the  Monastery  of  Tavistock, 
now  dissolved.  John  Gilford,  his  son,  was  his  nearest  heir  and 
twenty-one  years  of  age  and  upwards.

Westcote,  in  his  View  of  Devonshire,  states  that  Roger 
Giffard,  fourth  son  of  Sir  Roger  Giffard  of  Briglitley,  married,  first, 
Audrey,  daughter  of  Sir  Lewis  Stukeley  of  Afleton,  knight; 
secondly,  Agnes,  daughter  of  John  Grindal  of  London,  merchant, 
(both  of  whom  were  widows  when  he  married  them),  and,  thirdly, 
Richard,  daughter  of  John  Prouz  of  Tiverton,  by  whom  lie  had  a 
son,  George  Giffard  of  Tiverton.1  This  George  married  a  daughter 
of  Thomas  Hodges  of  Wedmore,  co.  Somerset,  and  widow  of 
Laurence  Giffard  of  Wellington,  co.  Somerset,  by  whom  lie  had  a 
son,  libger  Gill'ard,  then  living,  married  to  a  daughter  of  Roger 
Oatford  of  Petherton. 

The  Roger  Giffard  last  named  left  an  only  daughter,  who  was 
married  in  1650  to  Robert  Burgoyne.2 

The  Devonshire  visitation  of  LG20  also  contains  short  pedigrees 
of  two  other  junior  Giffard  branches,  viz.,  those  of  St.  Giles  and  of 
Milton  Damerel.

The  inquisition  taken  1st  August,  1  Charles  I  (1G25),  on  the 
death  of  John  Giffard  of  Hallesbury,  arniiger,  names  his  father, 
John,  his  mother  Alice  Smyth-,  his  brothers,  William  and 
Anthony,  and  his  son  and  heir,  Thomas  Giflard,  and  it  shows 
tliut  by  a  deed  dated  6th  August,  18  James  1  (1G20),  John  Gilfard, 
the  father,  had  (saving  his  own  life  interest)  enfeoffed  William 
Gilford,  his  second  son,  in  the  capital  messuage  of  Barton  and 
lands  in  Winslade,  with  an  ultimate  remainder,  failing  the  male 
jtwue  of  William,  to  Anthony  Giffard,  the  third  son  of  the 
John  Giffard  of  Hallesbury,  and  the  male  heirs  of  his  body,  aud 
failing  such,  with  remainder  to  the  right  heirs  of  the  said  John 
Gilford  for  ever.  The  inquisition  also  shows  that  the  said  John 
Gilford,  the  father,  and  Alice,  his  wife,  were  seised  id'  the  manor 
of  LfUicrus,  alias  Langerasse,  and  on  (he  1 4th  August,  IS  dames, 
had  enfeoffed  in  it  (saving  their  own  life  interest)  Anthony 
Gilford,  the  son  of  the  said  John,  for  his  life,  with  remainder  to 
the  firstborn  son  of  the  said  Anthony  and  the  heirs  male  of  his 
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body,  and  tailing  such,  to  the  use  of  the  right  heirs  of  the  said 
John  for  ever,  etc. 

The  Inquisition  also  mentions  that  Lan.eras  was  hold  in  capUe 
of  the  late  I\  ing  James  as  of  his  Honor  of  Okehampton.1 

The  Anthony  GHffard,  named  abovre,  left  issue  and  was  the 
founder  of  this  branch  of  the  GifTards. 

He  died  14th  Kehruaiy,  !(>4!)-f>0.  His  monnnient  still  exists 
in  Landeross  Church  and  has  this  inscription  : —

The  last  of  tins  family,  Hon  ova  Giilard,  \\  ;is  buried  at  Land- 
cross  on  the  loth  September,  1729.  Inspecting  this  [[onora 
Britten  ami  Brayley  state  in  their  history:  "The  last  owner  of 
that  name  (i.e.,  (iill'ard)  is  by  tradition  said  to  have  been  a 
Catholic  lady,  who,  having  mined  herself  by  supporting  a  falling 
religion,  at  last  received  parochial  relief." 

The  Giffards  appear  to  have  suffered  greatly  by  their 
adherence  to  the  Catholic  faith,  and  their  estates  in  every  ease 
had  been  sequestered  under  the  Commonwealth. 

Amongst  the  proceedings  of  the  Committee  I'm  Compounding, 
under  date  of  25th  February,  LG54-5,  there  is  a  petition  of 
William  Leigh,  gentleman,  lor  a  discharge  of  .  a,  moiety  of  the 
manor  of  IJptoii  which  had  been  sequestered  For  the  recusancy 
of  Anthony  ( Iill'ard,  deceased. 

J t  was  not  possible  for  a  Woman  Catholic  to  compound  under 
the  Commonwealth,  for  a.  necessary  preliminary  to  it  was  the 
taking  of  the  Oath,  of  the  Solemn  League  and  Covonaut,  and 
their  estates  were  sold  to  the  highest  bidder.8  At  the  liestoration 
they  were,  forced  to  redeem  their  property  by  money  borrowed

Katharine,  his  wife,  mum]  Gilbert  de  Condre  for  a  messuage  and 
a  eameato  of  land  in  Treventhevyn,  near  Lanhomour,  as  the  right 
of  Katharine,  and  in  which  Gilbert  bad  no  entry  except  through 
fsolda,  formerly  wife  of  Thomas  do  Pridias,  to  whom  Roger  de 
Pridias  bail  demised  it,  and  which  Roger  had  unjustly  disseised 
Laurence  Pentec,  the  brotlier  of  Katharine,  and  whose  heir  she 
was.  Gilbert  held  the  land-by  courtesy  of  England  as  the  former 
husband  of  rsolda.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  in  favour  of 
Ko4>ert  and  Katharine.

GIFFAllI)  OF  TWYFOED,  CO.  BUCKS. 

The  Heralds'  Arisi(  ations  name  Richard  Giffard,  living  temp. 
H.  II,  as  the  earliest  known  ancestor  of  this  family,  and  they  are 
probably  correct,  for.  this  branch  of  the  Gifiards  held  Lodeston  or 
Leiston  in  the  Isle  of  Sheppey  in  capiie,  and  Richard  Giffard  is 
shown  in  the  Liber  liubens  to  have  held  Lodeston,  co.  Kent,  in 
1106  of  Waller  de  Meduana.2 

Richard  occurs  in  1172  as  one  of  the  Justiciaries  appointed 
under  the  Constitutions  of  Clarendon. 

Their  principal  manor  and  seat,  however,  was  ai  Twyford,  co. 
Bucks,  which  they  held  under  the  Earls  of  Ormontb  The  Orinond 
family  derived  their  claim  from  the  Pipards,  and  [lie  "  Quo 
warranto  ".Pleas  of  12  E.  1  state  that  John  Giffard  le  Boef  liad 
been  enfeoffed  in  two-thirds  of  Twyfoid  by  boberl,  son  of 
Nicholas,  flic  ancestor  of  Ralph  Pipard,  and  this  grant  had  been 
ratified  by  the  King. 

The  "Nomina  Villarum"  of  1-316  returns  John  Giffard  as  hud 
of  the.vills  of  T.wyford,  Gharnclon,  and  Pounden  in  co.  Bucks,  and 
of  Elmington,  Tansor,  Xaseby,  and  Hallidon  in  CO.  Northampton, 
and  of  South  Newington  and  Uegbrooke  in  co.  Oxford." 

Besides  these  manors  they  arc  found  afterwards  in  possession 
of  Somerton  and  a  moiety  of  Firingford  in  co.  Qxon,  both  held  in

The  Patent  Roll  of  HUM)  names  both  a  John  Giffard  le

The  French  Roll  of  20  E.  Ill  returns  John  Giflard  of  Twyford, 
as  one  of  the  wardens  of  co.  Oxon  who  were  to  aid  the  wardens 
of  co.  Hants  to  repel  any  invasion  by  the  French.3 

In  20  E.  III,  for  the  aid  assessed  in  the  marriage  of  the 
Black  Prince,  John  Giffard  of  Twyford  was  assessed  for  a 
knight's  fee  in  Hellidon,  co.  Northampton,  which  was  held  of  the 
Honor  of  ( dare. 

A  suit  in  Banco  of  J  II.  V  (1415),  gives  a  descent  of  four 
generations  from  the  last-named  John.  In  this  suit  Thomas 
Gyffard  sued  John  Stokes  and  Isabella,  his  wife,  for  the  manor  of 
Helidene  (Hellidon),  co.

II.  had  also  been 
settled  on  Sibil  for  her  life,  ami  after  the  death  of  Joan,  Uoger 
had  married  Isabella  Stretolo  and  had  issue  Thomas  Gy  fiord,  now 
living.  Roger  had  died  in  10  II.  IV  (1409),  and  the  reversion  of  the 
manor  of  Somerton  should  fall  to  Thomas,  son  of  Roger,  wh<>  was 
under  age  at  the  date  of  the  death  of  Sibil.  Sibil  bad  died  Oil 
the  20th  February  last,  foringford  also  should  remain  to  Thomas 
as  heir  of  Thomas  Gittbrd,  knight,  viz.,  as  son  of  Roger,  sou  of 
the  said  Thomas  G y lib rd,  knight.  The  jury  also  said  thai  King 
Uenry,  the  late  King,  had  granted  the  custody  of  all  the  lands  of 
Roger  GilVord  in  U  11.  IV  to  William,  Lord  dij  Uoos  of  llaiukk, 

1  William,  Lord  de  Roa  of  Hamltiko,  died  in  till,  ami  Thomas,  Duke  of 
Clurenco,  was  killed  at  tl<0  battle  of  UoilUgO  in  H-'l.    The  lieir  of  U>rd  do  K«>s 
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together  with  the  marriage  of  the  heir,  and  the  custody  had  been 
al'terward.s  granted  to  Thomas,  Ikike  pf  Clarence,  and  lastly  t<> 
John  St«>kes,  armiger,  and  Isabella,  his  wife,  who  were  now  living. 

Roth  the  manors  of  Feryngford  and  Somerton  were  held  of 
the  King  in  cajnti  by  the  service  of  ward  at  Dover  Castle. 

Thomas,  son  of  Itoger,  was  heir  of  Roger  and  was  twenty-one 
years  of  age  and  upwards. 

The  inquisitions  taken  on  the  death  of  Thomas  Gifford  of 
Twyford,  who  died  in  0  E.  IV  (1469),  are  also  extant. 

The  Oxfordshire  inquisition  was  taken  at  Dadyntuii,  and 
states  that  Thomas  held  no  lands  in  eo.  Oxon  and  that  he  died  on 
the  29th  May,  14G9,  and  that  John,  his  son,  was  his  nearest  heir 
and  thirty-eight  years  of  age  and  upwards.  The  lhicldnghamshire 
inquisition  states  he  held  the  manor  of  Twyford  of  the  King  in 
capite  hy  the  service  of  one-fourth  of  a  knight's  fee,  and  also  two 
virgates  of  land  in  Water  Stratford  and  a  mill  in  Preston.  It  gives 
the  same  account  of  the  heir. 

John  Gifford  was  succeeded  hy  his  son  Thomas,  who  died  in 
3  H.  ATIIT.  and  the  inquisition  taken  on  his  death  is  also  extant. 
The  writ  of  "diem  clausti  c.'irem u m  "  is  dated  the  isih  October,  3 
IT.  ATII  (1511)  and  the  jury  state  that  Thomas  held  20  messuages, 
20  toils,  a  water-mill,  2,000  acres  of  arable  land,  ^009  of 
meadow,  1,000  of  pasture,  100  acres  of  wood,  and  £20  of  rent  in 
Twyford,  Pounden,  Charudpn,  Water  Stratford,  and  Agecote  in 
co.  lUicks.  The  first  three  places  named  were  held  of  Lhe  King  in 
cu. jilt <■  bv  the  service  of  one-fourth  of  a  knight's  fee  and  were 
worth  £55,  Agecote  was  held  of  Edward,  Duke  of  lUiekinghaui, 
and  Water  Stratford  of  Richard  Fowler,  knight.

•  his  race.  Amongst  the  State  papers  pf  2.9  H.  VIII  (1537), 
there  is  a  letter  from  Sir  John  Baldwin,  one  of  the  Justices  of  the 
iVni'C  for  Buckinghamshire,  to  the  minister  Cromwell,  stating  that 

TC  was  a  report  that  the  ehnrehes  were  to  he  pulled  down  by  a 
:..■•!».  and  that  Mr.  Thomas  Gi  fiord  was  investigating  the  matter. 
Ono  of  the  witnesses  examined  by  the  justices  stated  thai  if 
anybody  went  ahout  to  pull  down,  the  ehnrehes,  Air.  Thomas 
(iiljlud  of  Twyl'ord  would  raise  the  country  lor  eight  miles  round 
Buckingham  at  an  hour's  warning. 

This  Thomas  sold  the  marriage  of  his  only  daughter  ami  heir 
foi  a  large  sum  to  a  man  of  somewhat  obscure  origin.  The 
marriage  settlement  of  J  2  H.  VIII  (1520)  is  given  at  length  in  the 
inuuisitions  on  the  death  of  Thomas,  which  took'  place  in  4  E.  V  1 
In  this  inquisition  the  Richard  Wenman  to  whom  the 
Marriage  had  been  sold  is  not  styled  "  arm iger,M  his  designation 
taint!  merely  "gentleman."  At  this  date,  if  the  head  of  a  familvis 
mil  styled  armiger, he  could  not  have  been  entitled  touseaeoal  of 
arms.  The  settlement  states  that  on  a  marriage  to  be  solemnised 
Urtween  Thomas  Wennian,  the  son  and  heir-apparent  of  Kichard 
We n ma n,  gentleman,  and  I'rsula,  the  daughter  and  heir  of  Thomas 
(iiflard,  armiger,  for  certain  sums  of  money  given  by  the  said 
Richard,  the  said  Thomas  Gifl'ord  settle<l  hind.-,  in  the  yearly  value 
>>i  £100  on  the  said  Thomas  Wennian  and  Ursula,  etc.  The 
inquisition  gives  the  same  particulars  respecting  Twyford  as  on 
previous  occasions,  and  states  that  Thomas  died  in  I  K.  V 1  and 
that  Ursula  Wennian,  wife  of  Thomas  Wen  man,  was  his  only 
daughter  and  heir  and  was  of  full  age. 

Thomas  Wennian  was  afterwards  knighted  and  was  the 
ancestor  of  the  Viscounts  Wenman,  an  [rjsh  title  which  is  now 
.\tinct.

Ill  and  IV,  and  is  taken  from  an  authentic 
armorial  of  the  reign  of  Edward  I,  now  in  the  College  of  Arms, 
Johan  Gyfford  le  Boef  bears  gules,  three  lions  passant  in  pale, 
argent,  and  a  label  of  five  pendants,  azure.  These  are  the  arms  of 
GilTard  of  Brims  field,  differenced  by  the  label  as  a  mark  of 
cadency,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  family  were  a 
younger  branch  of  the  Giffards  of  Brimsfiehl.  The  latter  were  a 
powerful  baronial  house  in  full  vigour  at  the  date  of  this  armorial, 
and.  the  Giffards  of  Twyford  could  not  have  assumed  these  arms 
if  they  had  not  been  descended  from  them.

Oil  the  death  of  the  latter  on  the  22nd  November,  35  H.  VIII 
(1543),  states  that  his  heir  was  his  son  John  Gilford,  armiger, 
•rho  was  aged  fifty  years  and  upwards.  The  inquisition  also 
tttltes  that  Roger  by  his  will  had  given  lands  in  Padbury  to 
Mmy,  his  wife,  for  her  life,  and  that  he  held  lands  in  liotyl 
Cluydon.    Roge1?  had  died  on  the  23rd  January  last.

This  family  is  probably  another  younger  branch  of  the 
Giflards  of  Twyford;  In  17  E.  IE  John  Giftard  of  Gotterstoke, 
clerk,  conveyed  to  John  Giffard,  his  nephew,  and  Isabella,  his  wife, 
ti  fourth  of  the  manor  of  Little  Oakley,  and  in  35  E.  Ill  John,  son 
.nid  heir  of  Roger  Gilford  of  Cotterstoek,  the  kinsman  and  heir  of 
John  Giffard,  lord  of  Cotterstoke,  clerk,  released  to  Henry  Mulso 
of  Geddington  all  liis  right  in  the  fourth  part  of  tin1  manor 
of  Little  Oakley.1 

The  John  Gifford,  clerk,  named  above,  was  a  rich  Canon  of 
York,  who  founded  in  L336  a  Collegiate  Church  at  Gotterstock 
consisting  of  a  Provost,  twelve  Chaplains  and  two  lay  clerks.2

The  descent  from  Ralph  to  John  appears  to  have  been  through 
ii  Simon,  for1  amongst  the  Fines  of  49  }\.  Ill  ,Tohn,  son  of  Simon 
(iiflard,  co.  Wilts,  pays  a  mark  for  an  assize. 

Sir  John  quotes  for  proof  of  the  pedigree  a  suit  of  lo24,  in 
which  Joan,  the  widow  of  Ralph  Giffard,  claimed  the  wardship  of 
Reginald,  son  and  heir  of  Nicholas  Peytevyn.  At  this  date  Joan  was 
lioMing  Helset  ill  dower,  and  she  alleged  that  Nicholas  had  held 
his  land  by  military  service  of  the  lords  of  Helset.  The  defendant 
stated  that  the  land  was  field  in  socage  by  a  grant  of  Ralph,  son  of 
William  Giffard,  the  ancestor  of  lialpTi,  formerly  husband  of 
JoVn. 

In  the  Testa  de  JSTevill,  under  Wiltshire,  Simon  Giffard  holds 
one-fifth  of  a  knight's  fee  in  Apshull  of  John  Mauduit,  and  John 
holds  it  of  Geoffrey  de  Mandeville,  and  Geoffrey  of  the  Abbess  of 
St.  Edward.  This  must,  he  the  hide  of  land  held  by  Gerard 
Giffard  of  St.  Edward  in  I  10G  (Liber  Niger). 

In  the  Book  of  Aids,  under  date  of  1284,  Ralph  G  ilia  ill 
hold  in  Cornwall  one-third  of  a,  knight's  fee  in  AVesthoe  of  John 
do  Mohun,  and  do! in  held  it  of  the  ( 'ountess  of  Albemarle  (i.r.,  ol 
the  Honor  of  I  >evon). 

In  flic  same  feodary,  under  date  of  loOo,  Simon  (iillard  licM 
a  knight's  fee  in  Douueguy  de  hi  Hruere  in  Cornwall,  and  at  the 
same  date  Ralph  Giffard  held  a  fourth  part  of  a  knight's  Ire  in 
l'-stho,  co.  Cornwall. 

In  the  Nomina    Villaruni   <«!'       1.0,   under  Cornwall,  Ralph 
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Giffard  is  returned  as  lord  of  Stotesoumbe  with  Goseville  and 
Westho,  which  were  members  of  it. 

J n  the  Book  of  Aids,  under  Cornwall,  in  1346,  Simon 
Giflard  held  a  knight's  fee  in  Doimeghiri  de  la  Briiere,  of  Henry 
de  Champeriion.  And  in  the  same  feodaiy,  under  date  of  1428, 
John  l>yry  is  returned  as  holding  one-fourth  of  a  knight's  lee  in 
Douneghny  de  la  ])ruere  which  Simon  Giflard  formerly  held. 
According  to  Sir  W.  Pule,  Margaret,  the  daughter  and  heir  of 
John  Giftard  of  Hello nd,  married  John  Bevy. 

This  branch  of  the  Giifards  bore  for  arms  azure,  three  fleurs- 
de-lys  argent  two  and  one,  and  on  each  a  pellet.  This  coal  is 
evidently  based  on  that  of  Cantilnpe,  ami  the  Cantilupes  were 
coheirs  of  the  Giffards  of  Fonthill.  .

]  hinislield,  for  the  manor  of  Boy  ton,  co.  Wilts,  which  was  in  the 
possession  of  Elias  Giflard  of  JUimstield  in  the  reign  of  Henry  If. 
is  foil  pel  to  ho  in  possession  of  Hugh  Oilfard,  the  ancestor  of  this 
family  in  the  reign  of  Henry  III.  We  may  therefore  assume 
that  this  Hugh  was  the  representative  of  that  Walter  Gillarcl, 
brother  of  Elias  Giftard,  to  whom  Boy  ton  had  been  granted  in  the 
reign  of  Henry  IT.1 

The  Testa  de  Nevill,  in  a  list  of  tenures  of  circa  I  I'll,  shows 
that  Hugh  Gi (lard  held  at  that  date  Boyton  of  Elias  Giflard  f<n 
the  service  of  half  a  knight's  fee,  and  Elias  held  it  of  the  Karl  of 
Salisbury.2 

Hugh  Giflard  married  Sibil,  one  of  the  eoheirs  of  the  Daroiiy 
of  Cormeilles,  and  in  this  way  became  possessed  of  the  manors  of 
Weston-under-Edge  and  Xorton,  co.  Gloucester.  At  the  date  of 
Domesday  these  manors  wro  held  in  rupitv  by  /Ynsfrid  do 
( 'ormeilles.

I  must  here  correct  an  error* into  which  all  Former  archaeologists 
Li\«-  fallen,  for,  following  the  dictum  of  Dugilale,  they  have  called 
Sibil  the  (laughter  and  heir  of  Walter  de  Cormeilles.  She 
no*  really  the  daughter  of  Godfrey  de  Craneumbe,  one  of  the 
,'rs  of  the  Barons  of  Cormeilles.  This  will  be  apparent  from 
|(w  following  evidence. 

The  Liber  Rubens,  under  date  of  1210-12,  states  that  Walter 
ib  Stokes,  Godefird  de  Craucnmbe,  and  Ralph  Belet  held  nine 
knights'  fees  of  the  Barony  of  Walter  de  Cormeilles.  These  must 
have  been  the  three  coheirs  of  the  barony, 

Sir  Richard  Hoare,  the  historian  of  Wilts,  writes,  under  Boytou, 
that  Hugh  Giffard  married  for  a  first  wife  a  daughter  of  Walter 

Cormeilles,  and  for  a  second  wife  a  sister  and  coheir  of 
Alexander  de  Crauemnbe. 

As  Sibil,  the  coheiress  of  the  Cormeilles  Barony,  survived  her 
husband,  Sir  Hugh  Giflard,  it  is  evident  that  these  two  wives  are 
rually  one  and  the  same  person,  and  that  Sibil  was  the  sister  of 
Alexander  de  Craucnmbe  and  the  same  person  as  the  heiress  of 

( 'ormeilles  fief. 

In  19  E.  1  Godfrey,  the  Bishop  of  Worcester,  the  son  of  Sir 
Hugh  Giffard,  paid  50  marks  for  one-third  of  the  Barony  of 
Ooimeilles,  which  fell  to  him  in  right  of  his  mother. 

The  other  possessions  of  this  family  were  the  manors  of 
Ftchull  (Ewshott),  and  Cove  in  Hants,  which  were  held  of  the 
Dishops  of  Winchester  by  the  service  of  one  and  a  half  knights' 
fees,  and  Castle  Guard  at  Farnham.  This  tee  was  probably 
obtained  by  marriage,  for  it  was  held  in  HOG  by  Robert  do 
Hichulle.1 

Sir  Hugh  Giflard  was  appointed  Constable  of  the  Tower  in 
20  11.  HI.  The  Letters  Patent  which  appoint  him  describe  him 
as"de  familia  Megis"  Le.t  of  the  King's  Household. 

By  a  writ  on  the  Fine  Boll  of  23  H.  111.  the  King  accepts  the 
homage  of  Hugh  Giffard,  who  took  to  wife  Sibil,  the  sister  ami 
one  of  the  heirs  of  Alice  de  Crane  umbo,  who  was  dead,  and  the 
homage  of  John  le  Brun,  the  nephew  ("  nqwtis ").  and  another  of  the 
heirs  of  the  said  Alice,  and  of  iVoherl  le  Airlim\  who  had  married 
Alice,  the  niece  and  third  heir  of  Alice;  and  the  UoUUIgQ  of  Simon 
(le  Solariis,  who  married  Ysabella,  the  Other  niece  and  fourth  heir 
•  Liber  Rtibcua  (printed),  p.  20 ;. 


oi  Alice,  for  the  reasonable  purpart ,ies  which  full  to  the  said  Sibil, 
John,  Alice,  and  Ysabella  of  the  Mods,  etc.,  which  the  said  Alice 
do  Urancmnbe  held  of  the  King  in  capitc.  The  Sheriff  of  eo. 
Hereford  to  take  security  for  the  relief  and  to  give  seisin.  The 
relict'  of  Sibil  was  subsequently  remitted  by  the  King  by  a  writ 
dated  from  Woodstock  9th  September. 

In  this  year,  viz.,  in  1238,  Sir  Hugh  had  the  guardianship  of 
Prince  Edward,  and  on  the  death  of  Sir  Hugh,  whicli  is  said  to 
have  taken  place  in  1  248,  his  widow  Sibil  was  appointed  governess 
to  the  younger  children  of  Henry  III.1 

The  eldest  son  of  Sir  Hugh,  Alexander  GHffard,  was  a  distin- 
guished Crusader,  lie  was  one  of  two  hundred  knights  who 
accompanied  the  Earl  of  Salisbury  to  the  Holy  Land  in 
He  was  present  at  Mansoura  in  the  following  year,  when  Ins  chief 
was  killed.  Matthew  Paris  states  that  Alexander  Giffard  escaped 
with  difficulty  after  the  defeat  of  the  Crusaders,  and  was  severely 
wounded  in  making  his  escape.  He  died  s.p.  The  tine  cross- 
legged  elftgy  of  him  in  Boy  ton  Church  displays  on  the  shield  the 
three  linns  of  Giffavd  of  Brimsheld. 

The  second  son  of  Sir  Hugh  Giffard  was  Walter,  who  was 
elected  Bishop  of  Bath  and  Wells  in  1 2 04,  and  translated  to  the 
See  of  York  in  1266.  On  his  death  in  1279,  the  estates  of  this 
family  devolved  on  his  brother  Godfrey,  who  was  Bishop  of 
Worcester  and  Chancellor  of  England  1267-9. 

The  inquisitions  p.m.  on  the  Archbishop  give  the  following 
account  of  his  property:  — 

The  Hampshire  inquisition  states  he  hold  the  manors  of  ltcludl 
and  Gove  oi'  the  Bishop  of  Winchester  by  the  service  of  rmo 
and  a  half  knights'  fees.

The  Gloucestershire  inquisition  showa  he  held  the  manors  ol 
Xorton  and  Weston  under  Kgge  of  Uie  King  in  <<</></i  Far  tlia 

service  of  half  a  knight's  fee. 

The  Oxfordshire  imposition   states   he   lield    the    manor  of 

Alerinton  (Aljyerton)  of  John  de  Lodbroke,  knight.

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All  these  inquisitions  add  that  Godfrey,  the  Bishop  of 
Worcester,  was  his  nearest  heir,  and  the  last  inquisition  gives  the 
■  •  of  Godfrey  at  forty-four. 

Godfrey,  the  Bishop  of  "Worcester,  died  in  1302,  when  John 
Gilford,  his  nephew,  the  son  of  "William  GifTard,  brother  of  the 
Bishop,  was  found  to  be  his  heir.1 

As  this  branch  of  the  family  held  lands  in  capite,  there  is  no 
difficulty  in  tracing  their  descent  and  identifying  the  various 
members  of  it  by  means  of  the  inquisitions  p.m.  which  are  extant. 

The  John  Giffard  above  named  died  in  13  E.  II  (1320),  and 
John  Giffard,  his  son,  was  found  to  be  his  nearest  heir  and  twenty 
>vars  of  age. 

This  John  Giffard,  like  the  Baron  of  Briinsfield,  joined  the 
league  against  the  Despence-rs,  and  by  close  writ  of  7th  February, 
1322,  the  Sheriff  of  Gloucestershire  was  ordered  to  take  all  his 
manors  into  the  King's  hands.  He,  however,  escaped  the  fate  of 
iii>  kinsman,  John  Giffard  of  Briinsfield,  and  his  manors  were 
subsequently  restored  to  him  on  the  fall  <>f  the  Despeneers.  He 
died,  however,  very  shortly  afterwards,  for  he  was  deceased  on  the 
loth  June,  1327.  An  inquisition  taken  on  the  13th  February, 
1328,  states  that  John,  Ins  son,  was  his  nearest  heir  and  six 
Months  of  age.

Bucks,  -Tolin  (nlVaid 
of  Lannowmure,  co.  Cornwall,  and  John  Gilfard  of  Helland,  in 
the  same  count)'.

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probable  that  the  following  extract  from  the  Issues  of  the  Pell  of 
Easter,  25  E.  1 1 1  (1351),  refers  to  him  :— -"  To  John  Giffard,  knight, 
lately  taken  prisoner  at  Calais  by  the  French  enemy,  1  00  marks 
of  the  King's  gift  for  his  redemption."  Two  inquisitions  exist  on 
his  widow  Alianora,  who  died  in  1360.  These  show  that  she  held 
jointly  with  John  Giffard,  formerly  her  husband,  the  manor  of 
Shereston,  co.  Wilts,  which  was  held  of  John  Tybetoft,  knight;  by 
the  service  of  a  knight's  fee,  and  the  manors  of  Iclmlle,  Evershot, 
and  Cove,  co.  Hants.  Elizabeth,  the  daughter  of  John  Giffard 
and  Alianora,  was  her  nearest  heir  and  was  ten  years  of  nge. 

On  the  3rd  November,  1361,  the  heiress  Elizabeth  was  dead, 
and  the  inquisition  of  35  E.  Ill  taken  on  her  death,  states  that 
John  Giffard,  the  son  of  William  (Jil'lard,  the  son  of  John  Giffard, 
the  grandfather  of  Elizabeth,  was  her  nearest  heir/  and  was 
thirty  years  of  nge  and  upwards. 

The  Aid  of  48  E.  Ill  (1374)  states  that  John  Gifford  owed 
5  marks  for  his  relief  for  Weston  and  Norton,  held  by  the  service 
of  one-tenth  of  the  Barony  of  Oonnai-lles- 

The  inquisition  on  this  John  Gifford  has  been  lost.  The  Aid 
of  6  II.  VI  (1428),  shows  that  a  later  John  Gifford  held  at  that 
date  two  knights'  fees  in  tchulle  and  Cove. 

This  John  Gifford  died  in  .1444,  and  the  inquisition  mi  his 
death,  names  Kbbert,  his  son,  as  his  nearest  heir  and  twenty-six 
years  of  age. 

liobert  Gifford  died  |in  1446;  and  the  inquisition  on  his  death 
states  that  John,  his  brother,  was  his  nearest  heir  and  was 
seventeen  years  of  age. 

An  inquisition  of  Nth  October,  1478,  taken  on  tin1  death  of 
Joan,  kite  wile  of  Sir  John  Marney,  formerly  wile  of  liobert 
Gifford  and  of  one  Barantyne,  shows  that  the  last-named  John 
Gifford  was  dead  at  that  date  and  that  his  nearest  heir  was  his 
son  John,  aged  t  wenty-six. 

This  John  Gilford  was  succeeded  by  Sir  William  GiRblxl,  who 
occurs  in  1505,  and  who  died  on  the  17th  June.  1549.  The 
imposition  taken  on  the  death  of  Sir  William  states  that  John 
Qyffordj  SQn  of  John  Gylfonl,  the  son  of  the  said  William,  was 
]ns  nearest  heir  and  was  twenty-six  years  of  Rge,  At  the  date  of 
the  inquisition,  which  was  .'>  K.  A'l,  the  heir  of  John  Gyffowl  was 
married  to  a  daughter  of  Sir  George  Throckmorton, 
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Tin*  last  named  John  died  in  1563,1  ami  was  succeeded  by -a 
%>     Sir  George  Gilford,  who  alienated  i  lost  of  his  property. 

Ho  came  of  age  in  1574,  and  amongst  the  Acts  of  the  Privy 
♦    ncil  of  Elizabeth  there  is  an  orxler  drafted  1590  addressed  to 
■  >u\  .Mayor,  empowering  him  to  admit  to  bail  George  Gi fiord, 

iud  been  indicted  before  him  for  divers  felonies.-  ' 
Amongst  the  State  Tapers  of  1(509  there  is  a  petition  of 
)  Fleetwood  to  the  Privy  Council  praying  for  redress  against 
tiuii  of  Sir  George  Gifford,  who  had  broken  Ids  agreement  to 
I  him  to  enter  into  the  manor  and  parsonage  of  Weston,  co. 
OlouecHter.3 

In  the  following  year  the  Fine  of  Sir  George  Gifford  was 

uteil  by  the  Council  to  Henry  Gibbs,  tlie  Groom  of  the  f >e«t- 
ber  to  the  Prince,  of  "Wales.4 

In  Kill  Sir  George  Gifford  petitions  the  Earl  of  Salisbury, 
Hating  that  he  had  served  for  thirty-nine  years  without  any 
fvward,  that  he  was  in  great  difficulties,  and  requests  as  a  favour 

.;  hiim  and  as  a  kinsman  of  his  Lordship's  wife,  a  grant  of 
£'2,000  of  forfeited  goods  at  the  Customs/' 

A  note  in  the  State  Papers  states  that  Sir  George  Clifford  was 
'■•.id  in  1;G.U)3  and  the  Gloucestershire  -visitation  of  1  <>_.">  shows 
In'  left  no  issue. 

As  his  mother  was  a  Throckmorton,  this  George  Gifford  was  a 
t;i)usin  of  the  Giftards  of  Ghillington,  and  further  information 
respecting  him  will  be  found  in  the  account  of  that  family. 

The  arms  of  this  family  were  argent,  10  torteaux  -I.  •">,  2,  and  I. 
ami  the  same  arms  are  now  borne  by  the  Bishops  of  Worcester, 
who  derived  them  from  Godfrey  Gifl'ard,  Bishop  of  Worcester,  in 
lira  reign  of  Edward  L.  They  are  supposed  to  be  the  anus  of 
De  Cormeilles,  of  which  the  last -mimed  Bishop  was  one  of  the 
coheirs.

The  high  offices  held  by  the  Giffards  of  JVeston-under-Edge 
during  the  reign  of  Henry  III  and  the  evident  Favour  with  .which 
the)'  were  regarded  by  the  King  are  connected  with  one  of  the 
scandals  of  the  reign  of  King  John,  for  an  Osbert  Giffard  of  this 
period  was  an  acknowledged  son  of  that  sovereign. 

Sandford,  in  his  Genealogical  History  of  flic  Kittys  and  Queens 
of  England,  mentions  "Osbert  Giffard,  another  base  son  of  King 
John,  to  whom  his  said  father  in  the  17th  year  of  his  reign 
commanded  the  Sheriff  of  Oxfordshire  to  deliver  E'.'iO  of  land  of 
the  estate  of  Thomas  de  Arden  in  that  county."  This  Osbert  first 
occurs  as  a  witness  to  one  of  King  John's  Charters  of  L21G.1 

He  was  probably  a  brother  or  half-brother  of  Hugh  Giffard, 
and  identical  with  Osbert  Giffard  who  married  Isabella  de 
Freville,  the  daughter  and  heir  of  Alan  de  Boldand.  On  the 
Patent  Roll  of  17  John/Isabella  de  Freville,  the  wife  of  Osbert 
Giffard,  had  letters  "  de  conductu"  i.e.,  of  safe  conduct  for  herself 
and  Iter  retinue. 

On  the  Patent  Roll  of  18  John  there  is  a  writ  to  the 
Constables  of  all  the  King's  castles  to  admit  into  them  Osbert 
Giffard  and  his  suite,  who  were  making  a  journey  on  behalf  of  the 
King.  Shortly  afterwards  we  find  him  in  prison,  and  on  the  same 
Roll  there  are  letters  of.  safe  conduct  for  Isabella  de  bYevillc, 
the  wife  of  Osbert  Giffard,  to  enable  her  to  come  to  the  Kin-.  t«i 
speak  with  him  respecting  the  release  of  Osbert,  her  husband. 

On  the  Pipe  Roll  of  5  H.  Ill,  under  Somerset  and  Dorset, 
amongst  the  " Nova  Oblata,"  Osbert  Giffard  is  returned  as  owing 
.£108,  «i  very  large  sum  in  those  days,  and  for  which  he  must  have 
obtained  some  commensurate  grant  or  advantage,  but  I  suspect 
this  Osbert  was  the  ancestor  of  the  Giffarda  of  Twyford  (see  [>.  Go). 

On  the  Devon  Assize  Roll  of  22  II.  Ill,  Isabella  Oilfard  sued 
the  Trior  of  Plimton  to  carry  out  the  terms  of  a  Fine  levied  taHjK 
King  John  between  Alan  de  Bokland,  the  father  of  Isabel!,!,  find 
whose  heir  she  was,  and  Joel,  formerly  Trior  of  riimton,  I  es[M  I  I  j

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Uiid*  in  Hukland,  but  a  verdict  was  given  in  favour  of  the 
Prior.1 

This  Isabella  appears  to  have  been  both  an  heiress  and  a  well 
Widowed  widow,  who,  having  been  in  ward  to  the  Crown,  had 
'  •••■II  given  in  marriage  to  Osbert  Giffard,  and  wlio,  by  a  custom 
not  uncommon  111  old  days,  retained  the  mime  of  her  first 
husband. 

Sin:  was  dead  in  25  H.  Lll,  for  at  that  date  the  Testa  do 
Seville  states  that  the  heir  of  Isabella  held  two  knights' fees  in 
Pmckland,  Compton,  and  IIoo  of  the  Honor  of  Plympton. 

Another  return  in  the  same  feodary  of  about  the  same  date 
States  that  Osbert  Giffard  held  a  knight's  fee  in  Compton, 
iSoeland  and  Howie  of  the  Honor  of  Briewere. 

After  the  death  of  Isabella,  Osbert  appears  to  have  married 
..Mother  wife,  Aliee  Murdak,  but  both  he  and  Alice  were  dead  in 
:•!  II.  Ill,  when  an  inquisition  held  jointly  on  them  states  that 
Osbert  held  the  manor  of  Foxcote,  co.  Somerset,  of  Maurice  de 
IJerlay  (Berkeley),  and  the  manor  of  Theaumes,  co.  Somerset,  of 
Klias  Giffard  by  the  sendee  of  half  a  knight's  fee,  a  rent  of  40s.  in 
Actun  of  Elias  Giffard  in  eo.  Gloucester,  and  a  carucate  of  land  in 
Piiicheeumbe,  eo.  Gloucester,  of  the  Earl  of  Gloucester.2 

Fn  co,  Devon  he  held  the  manor  of  Hekebokele  (Egg  Buekland) 
jointly  with  Aliee  Murdak,  together  with  the  axlvowson  of  the 
lunch,  and  Hauknolle  and  Hon. 

Aliee  Murdak  held  Stanlake  (eo.  illegible)  of  l>eatriee,  liur 
sister,  and  she  also  held  Toy n ford,  eo.  Northampton,  of  lieatriee,  her 
hister,  as  of  the  Honor  of  Walling  ford.  She  also  held  in  eo.  Oxon 
oitc-third  of  the  manor  of  Dadinton  of  the  Kino  capitv  by  the 
service  of  one-third  of  a  knight's  fee,  and  lands  in  Uadinton, 
Kliithorne,  and  Bernel'ord  in  the  same  county.  Osbert  Uilfard  was 
lier  nearest  heir  and  was  thirteen  years  of  age.

Osbert,  son  of  Osbert,  was  his  nearest  heir  and  was  twelve 
years  of  age. 

A  suit  on  the  Curia  Kegis  Roll  of  L2  IT.  1 1 1  (No.  98)  shows  that 
this  YViiiterburiie  had  formed  part  of  the  Ihiwerre  fee.  It  states 
that  Kia,  Countess  of  Salisbury,  sued  Osbert  Giilard  for  two 
earueates  piland  in  Wynterlmrne  Therclos,  co.  Dorset,  excepting  a 
moiety  of  the  advowson  as  her  right  and  inheritance,  and  in  which 
he  had  no  entry  except  by  William  Briwerre,  to  whom  William 
Longespie,  formerly  her  husband,  had  demised  it.  And  she  sued 
Iteginald  <;le  Hoyun  for  two  carucates  in  the  same  i  ill.  etc.  (as  before). 
Osbert  and  Reginald  called  to  warranty  William  Ihiwerre,  the  son 
and  heir  of  William  Briwerre.    m.  9. 

On  the  same  Roll,  Osbert  Clil'fard  sued  Thomas  de  Berkeley  t<j 
carry  out  a.  convention  made  between  them  respecting  the  manor 
of  Koxcote.  Thomas  did  not  appear,  and  the  suit  was  adjourned. 
in.  \'2  do /'so. 

In  27  II.  Ill,  Osbert,  the  son  of  Osbert  Oiflard,  recovered  three 
virgates  of  land,  in  Or  ton,  co.  Oxon,  from  John  de  Overton.2 

In  53  H.  Ill  the  King  granted  to  Osbert  Giilard  and  his  heirs 
all  the  land  of  John  de  Dyve,  who  had  been  killed  at.  tlie  battle  of 
Evesham.3 

The  Devon  Hundred  Hall  of  3  IS.  [  (1275)  slates  thai  Osbert 
Griffarcl  had  free  warren  in  lieckobocland,  Cumpton,  and  Hauknolle. 

'J.die  Gloucester  Hundred  Koll  of  the  same  date  states  thai  ( )sb(  Pt 
Giffard,  sou  and  heir  of  Osbert  Giilard,  holds  Pychenecumbc;' which 
the  King  had  given  to  his  fat  her  of  the  escheat  of  Ralph  de  Vcrnim. 

The  Oxfordshire  Hundred  Koll  of  7  E.  I  (1279),  states  that 
Osbert  Giftai'd  holds  in  Stanlak  a  carueate  of  land  in  demesne  of 
John  Mauduit  by  the.  service  of  one-fourth  of  a  knight's  fee. 

He  also  held  Dadington  and  had  gallows  there,  jointly  with 
the  Trior  of  Bitrencester  and  Henry  Dive,  and  he  is  named  also 
amongst  the  tenants  of  Woodstock,  holding  (wo  tenures,  One  of 
six  and  a,  half  virgates,  another  of  four  virgates  of  laud.

The  Northamptonshire  Hundred  Roll  of  4  E.  I  (1270),  states 
||  it  Osbert  Giffard  had  withheld  a  mark  of  rent  from  Astwellc 
vhicli  he  owed  for  the  ward  of  Windsor  Gastle  and  that  he  claimed 
ttllows  in  Tenford. 

Tin's  Osbert  Giffard  was  summoned  to  perform  military  service 
hi  Wnlel  in  the  years  1277,  1282  and  L283.1 

In  5  E.  I  Osbert  Giffard  performed  military  service  in  person 
igainst  the  Welsh  for  two  knights'  Pees  in  Adington.- 

He  was  dead  in  1201,  for  in  I!)  K.  I  Sarra,  formerly  wife  of 
(Mn-rt,  son  of  Osbert  Giffard,  sued  Osbert  Gihard  for  a  third  of  the 
manor  of  Astewelle  Fancotes,  co.  Northampton,  a  third  of  a  moiety 
*.f  the  manor  of  Dadington  (Deddington),  co.  Oxon,  a  third  of  the 
manor  of  Winterburne  Houton,  co.  Dorset,  and  a  third  of  the 
manors  of  Foxecote  and  Theaumes,  co.  Somerset,  which  she  claimed 
M  dower.3 

Osbert  Giffard  tin;  third  was  summoned  to  perform  military 
H*rvice  in  Gascony  in  1294,  and  in  Scotland  in  1290.  In  the 
I  jlowing  year  (1297)  he  was  summoned  to  the  Parliament  which 
met  at  Salisbury,  and  he  was  also  summoned  to  the  great  Military 
Council  which  met  at  Rochester  in  the  same  year.  These  last  two 
mtmuonses  seem  to  denote  that  he  was  a  knight  banneret. 

In  the  year  1298  he  was  summoned  to  perform  military  service 
igiiin  in  Scotland. 

In  l.'JOO  he  was  returned  as  one  of  those  who  held  £40  and 
Upwards  of  land  in  cos.  Somerset  and  Dorset  and  were  summoned 
for  service  ill  Scotland.  In  1301  he  was  summoned  in  the  same 
way  in  co.  Devon. 

A  presentment  on  the  Kinvcr  Forest  Boll  of  i3o  II.  Ill  (127.1) 
throws  a  curious  side-light  on  the  connection  between  this  line  of 
the  Giffards and  that  of  Weston-under-Edge.  It  was  presented 
Quit  Baldwin  de  Fiyvijle,  Alexander,  his  brother,  and  others  of 
the  household  of  Godfrid,  Bishop  of  Worcester,  had  taken  a  stag 
.ui.l  three  hinds  in  the  forest  without  warrant,  and  laid  carried  the 
venison  to  the  Bishop's  castle  of  Elertleburi.  This  Bishop  vvaa 
(Jodfrid  Gifi'ard  of  Weston-under-Edge,  and  wo  find  all  the  Frcvillo 
relatives  of  Osbert  Giitarcl  in  his  household.

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The  last  Osbert  appears  to  have  left  daughters  only,  but  lie 
had  a  brother  John,  who  petitioned  the  King  and  Council  in  1327 
tor  the  restitution  of  Wihterbourne  Houton.  which  he  had  formerly 
held  for  life,  under  the  terms  of  a  tine  levied  temp.  E.  I,  and  which  he 
had  been  forced  to  relinquish  to  Hugh  le  Despencer  the  elder,  .and 
which  was  then  in  the  King's  hands  by  the  forfeiture  of  the  said 
Hugh,  The  petition  states  that  John  had  an  elder  brother  Osbert, 
who  had  left  issue. 

On  the  Devon  Assize  Holt  of  20  E.  II  (13?6%  John,  son  of 
Osbert  Giffard,  sued  John  Giftard  of  Twyford  and  six  others  for 
lands  and  rents  in  Aceott. 

The  male  line  of  tins  family  lasted  for  some  generations  after 
this  John,  for  Sir  Edmund  (liffard  of  Astewelle,  co.  Northampton, 
and  of  Stanlake,  en.  Oxoii,  who  was  living  ol  K.  Ml,  and  was  dead 
in  6  Hie.  1 1,  must  have  been  clearly  a  member  of  it.1 

A  deed  enrolled  Coram  liege  at  Kastor  term,  17  E.  I V. 
respecting  the-  manor  of  Astewelle,  co.  Northampton,  shows  that 
Katharine,  the  daughter  and  heir  of  Iioger  Gift'ord,  was  married  at 
that  date  to  Sir  Thomas  Billyng,  the  Chid'  Justice  of  the  King's 
!>eneh.

1 1  will  exemplify  the  difficulty  of  tracing  the  descenl  of  the 
various  branches  of  the  Gilfards  when  1  mention  that  there  were 
two  other  Osbert  Gilfards  contemporary  or  nearly  so  with  the 
illegitimate  son  of  King  John!  According  t<>  Sir  William  lV»le, 
the  Gil'l'ards  of  I>uketon,  co.  Devon,  descended  from  an  Osberl 
Giftard,  living  temp.  H.  II,  who  held  [Vuketon  of  the  Uishjop  of 
ftxefer,  and  from  whom  he  gives  (his  descenl  :-

Amongst  the  ancient  deeds  in  the  Public  Record  Office  there  is

lo  Baldwin  Giffard  ami  four  others  her  lands  and  tenements  in 
}>t  Bukynton,  with  the  aclvowson  of  the  church  and  the  custody 
ut  the  gaol  of  Exeter.  This  identities  the  place  as  Bicton,  foi 
that  manor  was  formerly  charged  with  the  custody  of  the  county 
gaol,  and  it  stood  within  the  manor  till  1518. — (Imperial 
Gazetteer,  1897.) 

Another  Osbert  Giffard  was  a  brother  of  the  last  Elias 
(Jillard  of  Brinisfield3  who  lived  in  the  early  part  of  the  reign  of 
Henry  III.  The  following  grant  to  him  by  William  Peitevin  is

Morant,  in  his  History  of  Ewx,  .states  that  this  family  was 
an  offshoot  of  the  ( Jiflards  of  Bnckinghamshirc,  and  in  this  he  is 
probably  correct,  for  both  this  family  and  that  of  Twyford  held  n 
part  of  their  lands  under  the  baronial  house  of  Ros  of  Hamlake. 

Morant  commences  his  account  of  the  family  with  Ralph 
Giffard,  who  was  Sheriff  of  Essex  and  Herts  in  I0I8— 19,  hut  a 
suit  in  Banco  of  8  Rie,  11  (1384),  gives  another  generation  of  tin- 
family  and  shows  that  this  Ralph  was  son  of  a  William  Giffard. 
In  this  suit,  William,  son  of  John  Giffard,  sued  Robert  Lainhourne 
for  land  in  Great  Sampford  which  Robert  de  Roos  had  given  tu 
William  Giffard  and  Ralph,  his  son,  and  the  heirs  of  the  body  of 
Ralph,  and  from  Ralph  ho  gave  this  descent1 : —

The  inquisition  from  which  these  facts  are  gathered  Mas  taken 
in  27  IT.  W  (1448-9),  and  states  that  one  Waller  Gardiner, 
chaplain,  Richard  Gil'tard,  and  another  had  been  seised  of  the 
manor,  called  Gylfardys  in  Great  Sampford  and  Little  Sampford, 
co.

James  the  Apostle,  2  II.  V  (25th  July,  1.414),  and  had  left  no 
\&\u\  and  the  manor  '  had  descended  to  Margaret  -Oliansy,  the 
daughter  of  William  Gyffard,  and  sister  and  heir  of  John,  son 
of  William.  Margaret  Clumsy  had  granted  the  manor  to  John 
i  liausy,  her  eldest  soil,  and  John  Chansy  the  elder  by  his  deed 
had  granted  it  to  John  Chansy,  the  younger,  his  brother,  to  Ik* 
liiild  by  him  and  his  heirs  for  ever,  and 'that  John  Chansy 
the  younger  had  enfeoffed  in  the  manor  Henry,  Duke  of  Exeter, 
Henry,  Lord  Bourchier,  and  others  named.  John  Chansy  the 
elder  is  the  son  (sic)  and  heir  of  the  John  named  in  the  writ,1 
and  is  forty  years  of  age  and  upwards,  and  that  the  manor  was 
held  of  the  lady  FitzWalter  and  others.

Tin4  first  of, this  family  on  record  is  Sir  William  Giffard,  who 
was  Sheriff  of  co.  Essex  in  the  latter  part  of  the  reign  of  Henry 
III  ami  early  in  the  reign  of  Edward  1.  The  Essex  Hundred 
Roll  of  3  E.  1  (l-7">)  contains  numerous  presentments  against 
him  for  oppression  and  extortions  under  colour  of  his  oftice,  and 
the  jury  of  the  Hundred  of  Barstable  presented  that  he  had 
erected  new  gallows  at  Bures.  This  "William  may  be  identical 
with  William  Giffard. of  Great  Sandford. 

By  Letters  Patent  of  9  E.  I  the  King  granted  to  Robert 
Giffard  the  manor  of  Bures,  co.  Essex,  for  which  Robert  released 
to  the  King  all  his  claim  on  tlie  Hundred  of  Berdestable  which  lie 
had  by  the  gift  of  William  Giffard,  his  father,  and  Gundreda,  his 
mother.-1 

Gundreda  must  have  been  the  heiress  of  the  family  of  .Sutton, 
who  had  held  Bures  by  the  curious  service  of  scalding  the  King's 
hogs.  Among  tin1  Sergeanties  in  the  Testa  de  Nevill  of  date 
1212  is  one  at  Bures  held  by  Robert  de  Sutton,  "per  scrjantiam 
escaldandi  porcos  Regis."  The  Testa  also  states  that  the  same 
Robert  de  Sutton  held  the  Hundred  of  Berdestable.2 

A  writ  in  the  Griginalia,  under  Essex,  dated  28  E.  1.  states  that 
the  King  had  accepted  the  homage  of  Robert  Giffard,  the  son  and 
heir  of  Gundreda  Giffard,  for  the  lands  held  by  her  "  ut  <h  honon 
de  Rctylegh  in  maim  Regis  exniente,"  and  on  the  Patent  Roll  of  the 
same  year  there  is  a  license  for  Robert  Gilford  to  enfeoff  certain 
persons  named  in  the  manors  of  Bures  and  Trindhcye,  co.  ISssex, 
which  were  held  in  capite. 

The  next  member  of  the  family  1  have  met  with  is  John 
Gilford,  named  in  an  inquisition  "  ad  quod  do  mnuntu  of  I  2  K.  Ill 
.(1&-J9).  The  jury  of  this  inquisition  stated  that  if  John  Giflard 
of  Bure©  enfeoffed  -John,  tie4  son  of  \\rall or  l.aeheler  of  LulHllgtoll, 
in  the  manor  of  Morton,  co.  Essex,  there  would  still  remain  to  him 
the  manor  of  Bures  Gyfford,  sufficient  Lo enable  him  to  perform  his 
customary  service  to  the  King.

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This  John  Giffard  served  in  the  expedition  to  France  of  L':»46 
fiiul  was  doubtless  at  the  battle  of  Crecy,  for  on  the  French 
iColl  of  20  E.  [II  Hi  ere  are  two  wrifc$  dated  23rd  January,  1347, 
addressed  to  the  Sheriffs  of  Essex  and  Kent,  directing  them  not  to 
molest  John  Giffard  of  Bures,  knight,  who  had  the  King's  permission 
to  return  to  England  with  Sir  John  Maltravers.  At  this  date  the 
'King  was  at  the  siege  of  Calais,  and  many  of  the' barons  and 
knights  who  were  with  him  obtained  his  permission  to  repair  to 
England  either  on  account  of  ill-health  or  for  the  purpose  of 
replenishing  their  horses  and  equipment.1  John  Giffard  after- 
wards returned  to  France  and  served  at  the  latter  part  of  the  siege 
nf  Calais  in  the  retinue  of  Robert  de  UfTord,  Earl  of  Suffolk.2 

He  died  in  the  following  year,  the  writ  of  "  diaui  <-?<<i>*if 
otremwh"  being  dated  the  12th  March,  22  E.  Ill  (1348),  The 
Kssex  inquisition  states  he  held  no  land  of  the  King  in  ecqrite,  but 
that  he  held  the  manor  of  Bures  and  lands  in  Uphall  and  other 
places  named,  for  life  by  grant  of  Henry  de  Shorn o,  with  remainder 
to  Thomas,  son  and  heir  of  Thomas  de  St.  Nicholas,  and  that  his 
nearest  heir  was  William  Bygot,  son  of  John  By  got  of  Fange,  who 
was  thirty  years  of  age  and  upwards. 

The  inquisition  taken  in  Kent  states  he  held  the  manor  of 
Huntingdon  of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  by  the  service  of  one 
knight's  fee,  and  he  held  Bensted  in  Huntingdon  by  the  service  of 
one-fourth  of  a  knight's  fee  of  the  Queen,  as  of  her  manor  of 
Ledes,  and  that  another  part  of  Huntingdon  was  held  of  John  de 
Grey  of  Ceclnor,  as  of  his  manor  of  Guildford.  Stephen  de 
Bassingbourne  was  his  nearest  heir,  and  was  thirty  years  of  age 
and  upwards. 

In  consequence  of  the  discrepancy  between  these  two  inquisi- 
tions with  regard  to  the  heir,  a  third  inquisition  was  taken,  which 
repeats  the  statement  that  Stephen  de  liassiiigboiirne  was  his 
nearest  heir.3 

He  left  a  widow,  Alianora  who  died  in  26  E.  Ill,  seised  of  the 
manor  of  Buckland  in  l'erkshiro.1 

At  Bower  G  if  lard,  CO.  Essex,  there  is  an  interesting  sepulchral 
brass  in  the  church  to  the  memory  of  this  sir  John  Giliaixl,  who 
was  the  last  of  his  line.

The  teullinent  of  the  (Jilfards  in  co.  Sullolk  must  have  been  uf 
comparatively  late  date,  for  the  Testa  de  Nevill  maizes  no  iiienliuti 
of  litem  under  that  county.  At  11  ic  date  of  the  Hundred  I  foil  01  '• 
i!  J'].  1  (1275)  William  Giilard  had  recently  relinquished  the  office 
of  Sheriff  of  the  two  comities  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk,  und  was 
probably  dead,  for  the  juries  of  the  Hundreds  in  both  counties 
made  numerous  complaints  of  the  oppression  and  extortion 
practised  by  him  and  Ids  bailiffs  during  his  shrievaldoin.  The 
jury  of  the  Hundred  of  Thingoe,  eoi  Suliblk,  likewise  presented 
that  be  had  newly  raised  gallows  in  the  sill  of  Barewe  (l)arrow). 
This  William  is  identical  with  William,  the  son  of  Hugh  Giilard 
of  Boyton,  who  has  been  named  in  the  account  of  the  Gill  it  ids  of 
Weston-under-Edge.  He  was  dead  in  I -302,  tin-  date  of  the 
inquisition  upon  his  brother  Godfrey,  Bishop  of  Worcester,  lor 
the  jury  stated  that  John,  the  son  of  William  and  the  nephew  of 
Godfrey,  was  the  nearest  heir  of  the  Bishop. 

Gage,  in  im  Hidwf  of  Suffolk,  states  that  ibis  William  Giilard 
married  Katharine,  daughter  and  heir  of  Hanton  L'asselewe,1  and 
bad  issue  by  her  John  Giilard  of  Westou-under-Edgo  and  Hugh 
Giilard,  the  parson  of  Darewe.  According  to  the  same  authority 
in  12  E.  II  John  Gillard  of  Weston  and  Hugh  Giilard  released  all 
their  right  in  Barrow  to  Bartholomew,  Lord  Radlesmere,  and  in  1  1 
E  II  Katharine,  the  widow  of  William  Giffard,  likewise  released 
her  claim  to  Barrow  in  favour  of  the  same  Bartholomew. 

At  this  date  another  Sir  William  Giilard  was  nourishing  in  the 
counties  of  Cambridge  and  Sullolk",  but  there  is  no  evidence  I" 
connect  him  with  the  Gillards  of  Barrow  and  Weston-under-Edge, 
The  Book  of  Aids  for  co.  Cambridge,  under  dale  of  1302,  lias:

Under  Suffolk,  the  Book  of  Aids  returns  that  William  Giffard 
bel«l  in  I.3-16  the  manor  of  Topesfeld  in  Hadley  for  the  service  of 
lAi  a  knight's  fee  of  John  Kariel,  and  John  liehl  it  ofthe  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury.  William  Giffard  held  at  the  same  date 
half  a  knight's  fee  in  Clop  ton,  co.  Suffolk,  which  Thomas  Giffard 
and  his  tenants  had  formerly  held  of  Earl  Warenne.  This  entry 
I  < his  (o  show  that  this  William  Giffard  was  the  representative 
i i  a  former  Thomas  Giffard. 

William  Giflard  was  also  assessed  at  the  same  date  for  a  fourth 
jsut  of  a  knights  fee  in  Waelefeld,  held  of  the  Abbot  of  St 
Edmund,  and  uuderheld  by  John  de  St.  Clare. 

Isabella  Giflard  held  at  the  same  date  half  a  knight's  fee  in 
IJoxsted  of  the  Earl  of  Lancaster.  This  fee  was  held  under 
Isabella  by  William  Huy. 

The  Cambridge  Hundred  lio.ll  of  7  E.  I  (1270)  stales  th.it 
i>ominus  William  Giflard  hold  Sjieppere  (.Sliepreth)  of  Walter 
Martin, 

Sir  William  Giffard  was  succeeded  by  another  Sir  William 
who  was  serving  in  France  with  the  King  in  l.'MG  in  the  retinue 
of  the  young  Edward  de  Montagu,  afterwards  Karl  of  Salisbury. 
On  the  7tli  May  a  writ  was  sent  to  the  supervisors  of  the  iirra> 
uf  the  counties  of  Suffolk  and  Essex  to  exonerate  William  Giffard 
Hum  his  assessment  in  those  counties,  as  lie  was  serving  in  person 
in  the  retinue  of  Edward  de  Montagu.  On  the  20lh  June 
following  William  Giffard  had  letters  of  protection  dale. I  from 
I Yvrchester,  whilst  serving  in  the  retinue  of  Edward  de  Montagu, 
and  in  a  lew  days  after  this  date  the  expedition  set  sail  for 
France.  The  latter  writ  was  renewed  in  2l  K.  111.  when  the 
King  was  at  Calais,  and  in  this  writ  William  Gillhrd  is  styled 
a  knight.1 

The  last  William  Giffard  was  succeeded  by  a  son  Hubert,  wh.. 
left  an  only  daughter  Margaret,  and  the  diivet  male  line  of  I  hN 
liuiise  became  extinct  in  the  reign  of  llichard  II  or  Henry  IV.  Ai 
Raster  term,  18  II.

.  The  feoffment  of  the  Giffards  in  co.  Cambridge  appears  to  liave 
been  very  ancient,  for  on  the  Cambridge  Pipe  Roll  of  31  H.  I  ( 1  130), 
Robertus  Ostiarius  lilius  Giffardi  pays  a  mark  of  gold  and  seven 
ounces  for  the  office  of  his  father,  and  a  later  entry  on  the  same 
Roll  states  that  Robert  Giffard  Ostiarius  was  pardoned  3s.  of 
this  debt.  Another  Robert  Giffard  is  returned  in  the  Feodary  of 
11  GO  as  holding  one-sixth  of  a  knight's  fee  in  co.  Cambridge,  and 
a  Ralph  Giffard  holds  land  in  the  same  county  in  10  hie.  1  (Curia 
Regis  Roll,  printed).  A  Matthew  Giffard  witnesses  one  of  the 
charters  of  the  Conqueror  in  apparently  a  subordinate  petition, 
and  may  be  the  Ostiarius,  or  the  King's  Usher,  from  whom  Robert 
derived  an  hereditary  office  in  1130. 


GIFFARD  OF  TIRINGHAM,  CO.  BUCKS, 

Amongst  the  number  of  his  knights'  fees  returned  by  Uervaso 
Paganel  of  Dudley  in  1166  were  three  held  at  that  date  by 
Gilfardus  do  Tiringeham.  Those  were  of  old  feotfment,  and  tlii^ 
line  of  the  Giffards  had  therefore  been  enfeoffed  by  the  ancest  . 
of  Gervase  before  the  death  of  Henry  I,  /.<•.,  anterior  to  l  L35. 

Dp  Biineo,  Easier,  18  II.  VI,  m.  117,  taken  Ironi  i'lautagttlict  Ifurrisou's 
Abstracts  from  the  Pleu  Rolls,  I'ubiio  Record  Ollicc, 
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Immediately  succeeding  the  name  of  Giffard  of  Tirinuham 
ttcura  that  of  Henry  de  Mohun,  a  member  of  the  Devonshire 
Uuiilyof  that  name,  who  held  under  the  Paynel  Barony  of  Bampton 
[n  Devonshire,  and  we  may  assume*  therefore  that  the  Giflards 
>  i  Tiringham  were  a  branch  of  the  Devonshire  Gitfards,  wlio 
bod  been  enfeoffed  by  Fulk  Paganel,  the  grandfather  of  Gervase, 
vvln'ii  lie  entered  into  possession  of  the  Dudley  Barony.  The- 
three  fees  held  by  the  Giflards  under  the  latter  Barony  were 
Tiringham  and  Great  Crawley  in  BuckSj  and  Pedmore  in 
Worcestershire. 

The  inquisition  taken  in  Buckinghamshire  on  the  lands  of 
lloger  de  Somery,  who  died  in  1  E.  I  (1272),  states  that  John 
tie  Tiringeham  hold  a  knight's  fee  in  Tiringeham  and  one-fourth 
i if  a  knight's  fee  in  Great  Crawle. 

The  Testa  de  Nevill  states  that  Giffard  of  Tiringeham  held 
three-fourths  of  a  knight's  fee  in  Pebbeniore  of  the  Baron  of 
Dudley.  John  de  Tiringeham  died  in  1273  during  the  minority 
of  Roger  de  Somery,  his  chief  lord,  and  the  custody  of  his  lauds 
tailing  in  consequence  to  the  Grown,  an  inquisition  was  held 
Upon  them,  which  states  that  John  Giffard  of  Tiringeham  held 
the  manor  of  Tiringeham  and  the  hamlet  of  Estwode  of  the 
Honor  of  ^Newport,  and  that  Roger  his  sun  was  Ins  nearest  heir 
and  thirteen  years  of  age. 

The  inquisition  on  Roger  de  Somery,  the  Baron  of  Dudley, 
who  died  in  20  E.  I,  states  that  Roger  de  Tiringeham  held  a 
knight's  fee  at  Tiringeham  of  the  Barony* 

Jn  the  Book  of  Aids,  under  Bucks,  lloger  Gilford,  /<  Hip. 
Kdward  T,  holds  Tyringeham  with  Kelegiave  and  the  hamlet 
of  Astwode  of  Roger  de  Somery,  and  owed  the  service  of  one 
knight. 

It  will  be  noted  that  this  family  are  Btyled  indilhrently 
Gillard  and  Tiringham,  and  I  shall  now  show  that  another  family 
nt  Gillard  in  Worcestershire  assumed  the  name'  of  de  Cl'Ulilbo,  or 
CrOome,  after  the  place  of  their  residence.

Stephen  pleaded  that  Osbert,  his  father,  had  died  seised  uf  the 
tenements,  and  after  his  death  Agnes,  his  mother,  had  entered  an 
guardian  in  soeage,  as  he  was  under  age,  and  had  alienated  them 
In  Simon,  but  he  afterwards  withdrew  his  suit.  r  The  pedigree

Worcester,  which  Adam  de  Crombe  formerly  held.

Whaddon  formed  a  part  of  the  grea!  possessions  of  [h<j 
Giffards,  Earls  of  Buckingham,  which  had  escheated  t<«  the 
Crown  temp.  Henry  11.  The  Hundred  Unll  of  Bucks  of  7  K,  I 
states  that  at  that  date  lUchard  Fit/,  John  held  NVIiaddoii  Mc/< 
honorc  Gifftird  per  csclutclam"  and  that  Itoberl  GilUird  lielil  a 
virgate  and  a  half  of  land  in  it  by  sergeautx,  \  i/..  by  the  service 
of  keeping  the  Kings  wood  (Whaddon  Chase).

Berks,  by  the  service 
of  one-eighth  of  a  knight's  fee,  and  that  William  Grffard,  her  sun, 
was  her  nearest  heir  and  was  thirty  years  of  age  and  upwards.' 

An  inquisition  on  Thomas  Gyfford  the  elder,  armiger,  taken 
in  co.  Berks  on  the  3rd  July,  31  H.  VIII  (1539),  states  that 
Maurice  Gyfford,  the  father  of  Thomas,  was  seised  of  lands  and

It  will  be  noted,  as  a  curious  circumstance,  that  this  family 
field  land  in  Harford,  co.  Wills,  which  was  one  of  the  manors  held 
by  Berenger  Giffard  at  the  date  of  Domesday. 

When  Robert  Clifford  of  Exeter  was  created  IJaron  Clifford  of 
SI.  Leonards,  co.  Devon,  in  1824,  he  claimed  to  descend  from  this 
family,  and  the  Heralds  granted  him  their  arms ;  but  the  descenl 
lias  not  been  proved,  and  as  the  'Cliffords  from  time  immemorial 
have  played  an  important  part  in  the  municipal  affairs  of  Exeter, 
and  Robert  Giffard,  the  father  of  the  first  peer,  was  a  considerable 
burgess  of  that  town,  it  is  far  more  likely  that  they  descend  from 
the  Giffards  of  Halsbury  or  the  Giftards  of  Yeo,  both  of  which 
families  held  burgage  tenures  in  Exeter,  as  shown  by  the 
inijuisitions  jun.  which  have1  been  quoted.  Sir  Thonias  Gilford 
Mayor  of  Exeter,  was  knighted  in  1603,  and  Sir  John  Gilford, 
another  mayor,  was  knighted  in  W>8R.2

and  amongst  these  is  Sir  John  Gi fiord  with  a  note  against  his 
name,  "He  hath  a  very  good  estate."  He  must  have  subsequently 
returned  to  England, for  he  died  in  London  in  1730-  when  tin-  title 
became  extinct. 

G  IFF  AIM)  OF  CHILLINGTOK 

When  Evelyn  Shirley  wrote  his  book  on  The  Nolle  dad  Gentle 
Mai  of  England  in  the  early  part  of  the  reign  of  Victoria,  lie 
prefaced  his  account  of  this  family  with  the  following  words  : — 

"A  noble  Norman  family  which  is  traced  to  the  Conquest, 
and  of  which  there  were  in  Leland's  time  four  'notable  houses 
remaining  in  England  in  the  counties  of  Devon,  Southampton, 
Stafford,  and  Buckingham,'  all  with  the  •  exception  of  the  third 
have  been  long  extinct."  Previous  chapters  of  this  history  will 
have  shown  that  the  houses  which  have  hecome  extinct  since 
Leland's  time  were  those  of  Gifiard  of  Halsbury,  co.  Devon, 
Giffard  of  Etchell  and  Cove,  co.  Hants,  and  Gifiard  of  Twyford, 
co.  Bucks,  but  when  Shirley  speaks  of  these  h<  uses  as  being 
extinct,  it  was  in  the  sense  that  their  hereditary  estates  luul 
been  lost,  either  by  sale,  or  by  intermarriage  into  other  families. 
It  is  to  be  presumed  that  cadets  are  existing  of  all  these  houses, 
and  in  the  ease  of  the  Criffards  of  Halsbury,  we  know  tint  to 
be  the  fact,  the  younger  branch  of  this  family,  the  Giflards  "I 
IJrightley,  having  carefully  preserved  their  evidences  after  the 
loss  of  their  lands,  and  recorded  them  in  the  College  of  Arms. 

Chillington  occurs  in  Domesday,  amongst  the  possessions  of 
William  films  Corbutionis  in  Warwickshire,  but  rubricated  under 
the  Staffordshire  Hundred  of  Cuttlestone.  The  entry  is  as 
follows : — 

In  (Jolveston  Hundred.  Idem  Willelmus  tenet  Cilliiitone, 
ibi  sunt  III  hide,  terra  est,  VI  earucate,  in  dominin  est  una 
carucata,  et  IX  servi  et  XII3  villain  et  V I  bordorii,  vrthiit  1111 
libras,  modo  XXX  solidos.  Eplseoptis  do  Cestiia  eahunpnial  ham 
terrain. 

By  a  deed  s.d,  Peter  Corbcsun,  the  grandson  of  William  w. 
Corbuson,  granted  chillington  to  L*ctcr  Giffard  (wfiofti  he  styles 
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nephew  of  his  wife),  to.bve  held  by  him  and  his  heirs  for  the 
iervicc  of  half  a  knight's  fee.  For  this  grant  Peter  Giffard  gave 
Km  00  marks  and  a  charger  (of  metal  ),  ami  to  Margaret,  his 
Ijtffe,  live  marks.  The  deed  is  witnessed  by  Henry  de  Montfort, 
Kuger  Murdac,  and  others.1 

At  the  date  of  this  deed  Peter  Giffard  had  returned  from 
Ireland,  where  lie  had  served  with  distinction  under  Strongbow 
(Richard  fttz  (Jilbert,  Earl  of  Clare).  At  Chill iiigjfcon  there  is 
Kill  preserved  the  original  grant  made  to  him  by  Earl  Richard 

•  |  the  vill  of  Tachhielin  in  Ireland  with  a  moiety  of  the  Cam  red 
"f  Hundred  of  the  same,  for  which  tie  was  to  find  the  .service  of 

knights.2 

Margaret,  the  wife  of  Peter  Corbuson,  was  without  doubt  a 
Crirt'ard,  and  probably  sister  oi  a  William  Gilford  who  was 
Nsnieschal  of  Roger,  Karl  of  Warwick,  during  the  reign  of  King 
Stephen  and  the  early  part  Of  the  reign  of  Henry  [I.    The  object 

•  <f  paying  five  marks  to  her  would  be  to  extinguish  her  right  of 
dower  out  of  the  manor.  , 

Peter  Corbuson,  the  grantor,  was  of  Stodley,  co.  Warwick,  and 
grandson  of  William  films  (Jorbutipnis,  who  held  twenty-three  loi  d- 
ihtps  in  capite  at  the  date  of  Domesday.  In  Normandy  tliis  family 
held  under  the  great  house  of  el'Arques,  Yicqmtes  de  lhmen,  and 
'a  referring  b^qk  to  the  account  of  the  Gifi'ards  of  Normandy, 
it  will  be  noted  that  the  family  of  d^Arques  were  a  younger 
branch  of  the  Giffards  of  Longiteville. 

The  above  deed  takes  no  aceount  ©f  the  Bishop's  claim  on  the 
manor,  but  by  another  deed  s*4,  Peter  Corbuson  grants  to  Peter 
Gilfard,  Chilintona,  which  had  been  the  marriage  portion  of 
Margaret,  the  sister  of  Peter  Corbuson,  to  he  held  by  him  and  his 
beirs  lor  the  service  of  halt  a  knightfe  lee.  ;is  freely  as  Puter 
Corbesun,  his  father,  had  held  ii,  and  this  grant  was  made  in  the 
gourt  of  .hichard  Peehe,  the  Bishop  <•!  Coventry,  and  with  his 
.t-sent,  the  said  vill  of  Chilinton  being  of  his  fee.  Witnesses: — 
Itoherl  (liltard,  son  of  Gerard  Giffard,  and  William  GitUml,  In's 
brother,  liichal:d,the  Dean  of  Lirhliehl,  William  Gilford,  the  brother 
of  Peter  Giffard,  and  Robert  GilFard,  the  son  of  William  Giffant 

The  date  of  this  deed  is  approximately  L178,  foi  it  must  hi' 
anterior  to  118|,  when  bishop  Richard  Peehe  died,  n ml  ii  waa

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probably  later  than  1 1 77,  when  the  English  were  expelled  from 
the  south  of  Ireland.1 

By  another  deed  s.d.  liichard,  the  Bishop  of  Coventry,  confirms 
the  above  grant.  This  deed  is  witnessed  by  Richard,  the  Dean 
of  Lichfield,  Andrew  Giffard,  clerk,  Gilbert  Giffard,  William 
Giffard,  and  liichard  de  llushale,  the  Bishop's  steward. - 

By  a  third  deed  William,  the  son  of  Peter  Corbuson,  confirms 
the  grant  of  Chilinton  which  had  been  made  to  Peter  Giffard  by 
liis  lather,  for  which  Peter  gave  him  a  palfrey  and  a  robe,  two 
marks  of  money,  and  some  armour.  This  deed  is  witnessed  by 
Hervey  (de  Stretton),  the  Sheriff  of  Co.  Stafford,  William  Giffard, 
son  of  Gerard  Giffard,  and  many  others.8 

The  date  of  this  deed  must  he  anterior  to  Michaelmas,  1.184, 
when  Hervey  de  Stretton  relinquished  his  shrievalty. 

In  the  notes  to  the  Ghillington  deeds  in  Vol.  11 1  of  the  Staffi  '- 
shire  Collections  I  expressed  an  opinion  that  the  Giffards  ol 
Ghillington  were  a  branch  of  the  Giffards  of  Brimsfield.  This 
opinion  wTas  based  on  the  circumstances  that-  the  former  family 
had  quartered  the  three  lions  of  the  Giffards  of  Brimsfield  in  their 
coat-of-arms  as  early  as  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII,  on  the  presei  ce 
of  Gilbert  Giffard,  a  son  of  that  house,  as  one  of  the  witness^ 
to  the  Ghillington  deeds,  and  on  the  assumption,  which  has  since 
proved  untrue,  that  a  Gerard,  son  of  Elias,  who  occurs  in  tin1 
Liber  Niger'of  1166  as  a  tenant  of  the  Baron  of  Bery  L'omeroy, 
was  identical  with  the  Gerard  named  in  the  Ghillington  deeds. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  evidence  which  is  now  brought 
forward  that  there  can  be  hardly  a  doubt  of  the  descent  of  the 
Giffards  of  Ghillington  from  the  Giffards,  Barons  of  Font  hill. 

The  principal  evidence  for  this  view  is  derived  from  the  names 
of  the  witnesses  to  the  Ohillington  deeds  above  given.  These 
were : —

William  Giffard,  brother  to  Peter  Giffard; 
Robert  Giffard,  son  of  William  Giffard  ; 
Andrew  Giffard,  elerieus  (the  eventual  heir  of  the>  Giffards 

of  Fonthill) ;  and 
Gilbert  Giffard. 

All  these  Giffards,  with  the  exception  of  the  last,  can  be 
identified  as  members  of  the  Fonthill  branch  of  the  family.  A 
contemporary  Gilbert  Giffard  was  without  doubt  a  son  of  Elias 
(Ward,  the  Baron  of  Brimsficld,  but  the  name  of  Gilbert  was 
.  lyto  be  common  to  both  branches,  owing  to  their  relationship 
to  the  Fitz  Gilberts  of  Clare. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  part  of  the  Fonthill  fief  consisted 
«.|  " vumssm'ia,"  or  tenures  by  castle  guard  at  the  Castle  of 
Strigul  (now  Chepstow),  the  caput  of  the  Barony  of  Clare: 

The  service  of  castle  guard  was  usually  performed  by  the 
younger  sons  of  the  military  tenants  of  the  baron)'.  It  was 
mi  honourable  office,  which  could  be  Idled  without  the  great 
outlay  in  arms  and  horses  entailed  by  the  service  of  a  knight.  It 
rvquires  therefore  no  great  stretch  of  the  imagination  to  conceive 
IViter  Giffard,  a  cadet  of  the  house  of  Fonthill,  performing  this 
service  at  St  rigid,  and  in  this  way  becoming  enlisted  in  the 
expedition  which  sailed  from  that  point  to  Ireland  on  the 
invitation  of  Dermpt,  the  King  of  Leinster,  in  1  170. 

On  the*  subject  of  the  parentage  of  Peter  we  are  left  almost 
entirely  in  the  dark,  for  the  nana4  of  his  father  never  transpires. 
The  only  clue  we  possess  to  it  is  in  the  arms  borne  by  the 
Giffards  of  Ohillington  from  time  immeniurial,  viz.,  the  Ihruu 
stirrups  and  leathers.  These  arc  the  arms  borne  in  ancient  days 
by  the  Scudamores  of  Upton  ami  Firield,  co.  Wilts.  The  t'eodary 
of  11 00,  which  is  known  as  the  Liber  Niger,  records  under 
Wiltshire  that  Godfrey  do  Scudamore  held  at  that  date  fo\u 

kni'dits'  fees,  and  that  one  of  these  was  held  by  Walter  GifTaitl 
M of.  old  feoffment)"  by  which  is  meant  that  he  or  his  aiavM"! 
had  been  enfeoffed  in  it  before  the  death  of  Henry  I.  1 
think  it  probable  that  Peter  Giffard  was  either  son  or  brother 
of  this  Walter,   but   beyond   that    I   cannot   g<>.     The  Scuda- 
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moves  of  Wiltshire  were  near  neighbours  of  the  Giflards  of 
F0.11  thill,  and  Peter  was  a  common  Christian  name  amongst 
them. 

Peter  GilFard  first  appears  on  the  public  records  as  defendant 
in  a  suit-  respecting  Gunstone,  near  Chillington,  on  an  undated 
Plea  Roll  of  the  time  of  Richard  I.1  He  occurs  frequently  as  a- 
knight  of  great  assize  on  the  Curia  Regis  Roll  of  May,  1201,  ami 
in  (he  same  capacity  at  the  Staffordshire  Assizes  of  5  John 
(1203).2  After  this  date  the  name  ceases  to  appear  on  the  Rolls 
until  10  I!.  Ill,  or  1227,  at  which  date  1  conclude  this  Peter 
was  dead  and  had  been  succeeded  by 

PETER  GIFEARI)  II. 

At  the  Stated  and  Salop  Assizes  of  10  II.  1 1 1  ( I  >  William, 
son  of  Syrid,  sued  Peter  Gilfard  and  A  vice,  his  wife,  lor  unjustly 
disseising  him  of' a  freehold  in  Walton.  The  cause  was  made  a 
"renuinet"  (for  the  decision  of  the  Justices  of  the  l>ench  at 
Westminster),  as  it  appeared  that  the  plaintiffs  claim  was  for 
common  of  pasture. 

Avice,  the  wife  of  Peter,  has  hoeii  shown  in  previous  notes  on 
the  Chillington  Charters  to  have  been  the  daughter  of  Kutrop 
liastang  of  Leamington  Has  tang  in  Warwickshire  ami  CI 
in  co.  Stafford,1  and  Peter  Giftard  musl  hay -a  obtained  Walton 
in  frankniarriage  with  her.  This  Peter  is  shown  to  lie  a  son 
of  the  first  Peter  by  a  suit  in  Banco  of  7  E.  L,  which  will  bo  given 
later  on. 

A  list  of  the  bishops'  fees  in  the  Testa  de  Nevil]  returns 
Peter  Cillard  as  holding  a  fourth  part  of  a  knight's  lee  in  Walton 
and  half  a  knight's  fee  in  Kngloton,  for  which  read  Chillington. 
This  is  probably  Peter  Gilfard  II,  for  this  list  of  tenures  is  eailici 
than  A.D.  1231,  the  tenant  named  at  Hints  GeollVey  lo  Savage, 
being  dead  at  that  date.3  A  Peter  (iillard  occurs  illsu  in  the  Testa 
de  Nevill  in  a  list  of  Suffolk  and  Norfolk  tenures  of  cimi  L241  as 
holding  half  a  knight's  fee  in  Wiekham  in  that  county  of  William

1241  to  1203. 

This  Peter  Gilfard  was  one  of  the  jurors  of  the  Hundred  of 
Cuttlestone  who  made  the  returns  to  the  Hundred  Roll  of  1355 
(printed). 

In  40  H.  Ill  (12oG)  a  return  was  made  into  the  Exeliequer 
•  •f  the  tenants  of  eo.  Stafford,  who  held  as  much  a*  £15  of  land 
pi  upwards  by  military  service  and  were  not  knights.  The  list 
uoii tains  twenty-nine  mimes  whose  estates  varied  from  £<)0  to 
£J5  a  year,  and  amongst  these  is  Peter  CliUard,  who  was  assessed 
.U  £15.! 

In  the  following-  year  Peter  Uilfard  was  serving  in  Wales  in 
ihc  retinue  of  Karl  of  Norfolk.  His  letters  of  protection 
are  dated  from  Chester,  10th  August*2 

Chester  was  the  rendezvous of  the  army  which  had  been 
levied  for  service  against  the  Welsh,  and  a  writ  on  the  Patent 
hull  of  41  H.  Ill  dated  from  Chester,  loth  September  states  that 
the  King  at  the  instance  of  Hubert  de  Tateshale  granted  that 
IV-ier  (Jiflard  should  not  be  put  on  assize-  and  juries,  or  made 
sheriff, coroner,  escheator,  forester,  verderer,  agistator,  or  ivgarder 
against  his  wish.3  This  Kpbortdc  'Tateshale  was  a  great  Norfolk 
hi  iron. 

Peter  was  dead  in  1263,  for  in  that  year  William,  his  brother, 
appointed  attorneys  in  a  suit  between  him  and  John,  son  of  John 
liU  (leolfrey,  in  a  plea  respecting  (he  homage  and  relief  which 
William  owed  for  the  freehold  he  held  of  the  said  .Mm  in 
Chylynton.4

During-  the  disturbances  of  the  kingdom  consequent  on  the 
rebellion  of  Simon  do  Montfort  and  the  Barons  against  Henry  III 
in  L264  and  1265,  this  William  must  have  been  ejected  from  his 
estates,  for  the  Forest  Roll  of  55  H.  Ill  lias  a  presentment 
made  against  Robert  Chenney,  a  Shropshire  knight,  for  taking 
three  bucks  and  other  venison  from  Cannock  Forest  in  49  H.  Ill 
to  Chill  ington,  which  was  at  that  time  in  possession  of  the  said 
Robert,1  and  Deed  No.  10  of  the  Chillington  Charters  printed 
with  this  history  shows  that  he  had  also  been  ejected  from 
Walton. 

L  conclude  this  ejectment  was  eunsequeni  on  William's  loyalty, 
for  the  county  of  Stafford  at  this  date  was  entirely  in  the  power 
of  Simon  de  Montfort's  adherents.  The  chief  amongst  these  in 
Staffordshire  was  Ralph  Basset  of  Drayton,  and  a  presentment 
made  against  eleven  of  the  landowners  of  that  county  for  taking 
venison  from  Cannock  Forest  in  48  If.  Ill  states  that  they  had  so 
"  ad  wen  r  m  it  so"  by  Ralph  l>asset  that,  none  of  the  foresters 
dared  to  attach  them.-  Robert  Has  tang,  the  lord  of  Chebsey  who 
had  ejected  William  from  Walton,  was  also  of  the  same  faction, 
and  several  presentments  were  made  against  him  and  his  servants 
at  the  same  Fleas  of  the  Forest  for  taking  voilison  to  hi-  house 
at  Chebsey." 

By  a  writ  dated  from  Northampton  28tli  December,  .">()  11.  Ill 
(1266),  the  King  for  the  good  service  performed  by  William 
(riffard  to  himself  and  Prince  Edward  granted  to  him  all  the 
lands  of  Robert  Motun  in  Sibetoft*4  It  will  he  observed  thai  a 
Robert  Motun,  probably  son  of  tins  Robert  Motun.  is  a  party  to 
Deed  No.  14  of  the  Chillingtoii  Charters. 

William  was  dead  before  duly,  1272,  for  at.  the  Stafford 
Assizes  of  that  date  the  jury  ol'  the  Hundred  presented  that  dohn 
Gyllard,  lord  of  Chilynton,  held  a  full  knight's  lee  and  w.i^  of  full

JOHN  GIFFARD  I  OF  CHILLINGTON. 
■  AM  1212  to  13075. 

John  Giilard,  who  now  succeeded  to  Chillington,  was  the 
fourth  sun  of  his  father  Peter.  During  the  first  part  of  his 
career  and  before  he  became  a  knight  he  has  the  prefix  of 
"(Magister "  to  his  name,  and  had  been  probably  brought  up  to  the 
profession  of  the  law.  It  was  perhaps  this  circumstance  which 
produced  the  numerous  suits  at  law  in  which  he  was  engaged 
dining  the  whole  of  his  lifetime.  His  first  quarrel  was  with  the 
Bishop,  his  superior  lord,  respecting  the  lishery  of  Oopmere,1  but 
;i  more  serious  cause  of  dispute  was  the  service  due  for  the  manor 
of  Chillington.  John  refused  to  pay  his  relief  to  the  Bishop, 
alleging  that  he  held  the  manor  of  the  MandevillcS,  and  at  the 
assizes  of  50  H.  ITI  (1-7-)  the  lhshop  sued  him  for  the  manor  of 
Chylinton,  excepting  ten  messuages,  and  four  vjrgafces  of  land  as 
the  right  of  his  church.-  The  land  excepted  was  evidently  that 
held  in  demesne,  and  this  shows  thai  the  P.ishop  was  claiming 
only  the  suzerainty  of  the  manor,  .John  Giflard  called  to 
\varrantv  John  fitz  John,  who  was  to  be  summoned  t<>  be  at  Salop 
on  the  morrow  of  .All  Souls.  This  John  lit/  John  was  the  son  of 
the  baron  whom  William  Gifi'ard  had  sued  in  1257  to  take  his 
homage  and  a  reasonable  relief  For  the  manor  of  .C  hillington. 
lie  was  the  descendant,  by  a  second  wife,  of  the  famous 
(JeoflYey  litz  Tiers  de  Mandeville,  Earl  of  Essex,  and  was  the 
senior  coheir  of  the  Ginards  of  Fonthill.  The  fact,  therefore.  Of 
John  Gil'I'ard  calling  upon  him  to  warrant  to  him  the  manor  of 
chillington  lends  strong  probability  to  the  view  that  tire  GiHards 
of  Chillioejon  descended  from  the  Gillarda  of  Fmithill.  When 
William  Giffard  of  Ohillhigtou  called  Johfi  lit,:  John  t<.  warranty 
in  1251?  he  must  have  been  under  the  impression  that  Chillhlgtou 
was  a  Giilard  tief  which  had  come  into  the  possession  «.|  lYtei 
Uorbuson  through  marriage  with  his  wife,  Margaret  Giiftutl,  and

John  Giifard  occurs  either  as  plaintiff  or  defendant  in  other 
suits  on  the  Assize  Roll  of  50  H.  Ill  (1272).  In  one  of  the.se 
Richard,  son  of  Richard  cle  Huntinbach,  sued  him  under  the  name 
of  John,  son  of  Peter  Gifiert  of  Chitynton,  for  common  of 
pasture  in  two  acres  of  land  in  Walton.  John  stated  that  William 
GifTard,  his  brother,  and  whose  heir  he  was,  had  held  a  several 
pasture  there,  but  the  jury  found  in  favour  of  the  plaintiff.1 

The  oilier  suits  present  no  feature  of  interest. 

In  his  plea  against  the  Bishop  respecting  the  fishery  of 
Copinere,  Magister  John  G iff ard  put  in  his  place  as  his  attorney 
Jolin  Gilfard/te'  brother.  It  was  not  uncommon  in  former  days 
to  give  the  same  Christian  name  to  two  brothers. 

On  the  I)e  Banco  Roll  of  Mich.,  2-3  E.  1,  John  Giflard  again 
sued  John  Fitz  John  to  warrant  to  him  the  manor  of  Chilinton 
which  Roger,  the  Bishop  of  Coventry  and  Lichfield,  claimed  ag 
him;  and  at  the  same  sittings  of  the  Court  John  Giffard  sued  the 
Bishop  to  jicrmit  him  to  fish  in  the  water  of  Okemere  (sic),  as  he 
formerly  used  to  do.  The  Bishop  did  not  appear  and  was  to  be 
attached  by  better  sureties.2 

At  the  same  term  Roger,  the  Bishop  of  Coventry  and  Lichfield, 
sued  John  Giffard  for  the  manor  of  Chylyngton,  excepting  beu 
messuages,  four  virgates  and  1-10  acres  of  land,  as  tin-  light  of 
his  church,  and  of  which  Hugh,  his  predecessor,  had  been  in 
seisin  in  the  time  of  King  Henry,  the  great-grandfather  of  the 
Xing.  John  appeared  by  attorney  and  put  himself  mi  a  groat 
assize  (of  knights)  and  the  suit  was  adjourned  to  the  following 
Easter.8 

John  lit/  John,  who  had  accepted  the  homage  of  William 
Giilard,  died  in  L 276,  whilst  tlic  suit  was  in  orogross;  and  when 
this  tool*  place  John  GifTard  must  have  approached  the  liishop 
with  some  view  to  an  accommodation,  for  by  a  tine  levied  at 
Shrewsbury  in  6  E,  1  the  Dishop  acknowledged  the  manor  of 
Chillington  to  be  the  right  of  John  Giflavd  and  his  heirs,  Fur 
which  concession  John  Giftard  acknowledged  the  manor  of 
JSogenhull  to  belong  to  tin1  Bishop  and  his  siu  (  cssors/

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The  nature  of  tlic  claim  of  the  Grilfards  to  the  manor  of 
So^cnhuU1  (Suguall)  does  not  appear  cither  from  the  Kolls  or 
from  the  Chillington  deeds. 

The  I)e  Banco  Roll  of  Trinity  term,  7  E.  I,  lias  a  suit  which 
contains  much  interesting-  matter  concerning  the  descent  of  the 
family  from  Peter  Giffard  the  second.  It  states  that  tiobert 
tic  Somerford'  was  summoned  by  John  Gyfl'ard  of  Chilinton  in 
u  plea  that  he  should  perform  the  customary  service?  owing 
for  a  freehold  he  held  of  the  said  John  in  Chilinton,  and  lie 
.-luted  that  Robert  held  of  him  a  messuage  and  a  virgate  of  land 
in  Chilinton  by  homage  and  the  service  of  a  pound  of  pepper  and 
suit  at  his  court  of  Chilinton  every  three  weeks.,  of  which  service 
lVter,  the  ancestor  of  John,  had  been  seised  in  the  reign  of  King 
John,  by  the  hands  of  William,  the  father  of  Robert  de  Somerford, 
and  from  the  said  Peter  the  right  descended  to,  Peter,  as  sun  and 
heir,  and  from  the  last  Peter,  who  died  s.-p.,  the  right  descended  to 
one  William,  his  brother  and  heir,  and  from  William,  who  died  s.ji.t 
the  right  descended  to  one  Hugh,  as  his  brother  and  heir,  and 
from  Hugh,  who  died  s.jk,  the  right,  descended  to  the  plain tif) 
John  as  brother  and  heir. 

Robert  appeared  and  admitted  that  he  held  the  tenement  by 
homage  and  the  service  of  a  pound  of  pepper,  but  denied  the  suit 
of  court  and  the  alleged  seisin  of  the  said  Peter,  the  ancestor  of 
John,  and  ho,  [Ait  himself  on  a  great  assize.  The  suit  was 
adjourned  to  Michaelmas  term,  when  four  knights  wore  to  elect  a 
jury.2 

At  the  Pleas  of  the  Forests  of  Kiuver  and  Cannock  held  in 
U-K  I  (1.286)  Magister  John  GiOard  of  Chillington  produced  a 
Charter  of  King  II.  Ill,  by  which  the  King  conceded,  ;ii  the 
instance  of  W./  Archbishop  of  York,  that  John  should  not  be 
placed  on  any  assize  or  jury,  or  made  sheriff,  wrderer,  immardor, 
or  any  other  ollice  against  his  will.  The  Arcl.lbishon  named  was 
Walter  Gilford,  the  head  of  the  house  of  Gilfard  of  Wcston-iuuler- 
Mdge,  eo.  Gloucester  (see  p.  oh). 

John  de  J\Iandeville,  the  P>aron  litz  John,  had  been  succeeded 
by  his  brother  Kiehud  in  1276,  ami  at  Trinity  term  in  lUlHCO,  L8 
E.  I,  John  Gyffard  summoned  Liim  to  acquit  him  of  the  service

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which  Roger,  the  Bishop  of  Coventry  and  Lichfield,  exacted  for  the 
freehold  which  the  .said  John  held  ol  Kichard  in  Chilinton,  and  of 
which  Richard,  who  was  mesne  tenant  between  them,  ought  to 
acquit  him,  and  John  Gyffard  stated  that  lie  held  of  the  said 
Richard  the  manor  of  G.hylinton  by  homage  and  the  service  of 
half  a  knight's  fee,  and  of  which  service  Richard  ought  to  acquit 
him,  and  through  default  of  this  acquittance  the  Bishop  had 
distrained  him  to  perform  homage  and  to  pay  a  relief  of  50s.,  and 
for  which  he  claimed  £20  as  damages. 

Richard  appeared  by  attorney  and  asked  that  it  might  be 
shown  for  wdiat  reason  he  was  bound  to  acquit  John  of  the 
service  in  question.  John  Gyffard  replied  that  William,  his 
brother,  and  whose  heir  he  was,  had  done  homage  to  John,  the 
brother  of  Richard,  and  he  had  offered  his  homage  Lo  the  said 
Richard  on  the  Quindene  of  St.  Hillary,  7  E.,I,  in  Westminster 
Hall  in  the  presence  of  Ralph  Gylfard,  William  de  Pencriz,  and 
William  de  Somerford,  and  again  on  the  Quindene  of  the 
Purification,  10  E.  I;  at  Belesale,  near  Warwick,  in  the  presence  of 
William  de  Wroteslega,  Reginald  de  Stapelega,  Thomas  Pany,  and 
Ralph  Gyffart,  and  the  said  Richard  had  refused  mi  both  occasions 
to  admit  his  homage.  The  suit  Was  adjourned  to  Michaelmas 
term.1 

At  the  adjourned  sittings  Richard  again  appeared  by 
attorney,  and  being  asked  if  he  was  willing  to  acquit  John 
Gyffard  of  the  service  in  question,  replied  that  he  was,  on 
condition  that  John  did  homage  to  him,  but  he  denied  that  John 
had  ever  offered  him  homage,  and  Richard,  being  asked  if  he  had 
power  of  distress  tor  the  homage  and  other  services  due  in  case 
they  were  in  arrear,  admitted  that  he  had  the  power,  but  he 
claimed  a  verdict  on  the  ground  that  the  homage  had  never  been 
performed  or  offered  to  him.  The  suit  was  then  adjourned  t"  the 
Hillary  sittings  and  subsequently  to  the  following  Trinity  term, 
when  Richard  failed  to  appear  and  a.  verdiel  was  given  in  favour 
of  John  GiiTard.2 

At  Hillary  term,  20  E  I,  the  Sheriff  <>i  co.  Northampton  was 
ordered  to  levy  -0  marks  from  the  lands  of  Kichard  lit/.  John,

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being  the  damages  adjudicated  against  him  in  a  suit  of  John 
GyfTard  of  Chylington,  in  a  pica  of  "quod  dcqiiictqrct.'** 

John  Giffard  thus  attained  his  object  and  the  interposition  of 
.t  powerful  baronial  house  between  him  and  Ins  superior  lord  the 
Bittliop.  The  suit  is  of  interest  from  the  light  it  throws  on  feudal 
usages,  and  the  fmpient  introduction  of  new  mesne  tenures 
between  the  occupier  and  his  lord,  -which  is  often  a  stumbling-' 
block  to  the  antiquary.  The  Bishop  had  distrained  upon  John 
fJiffanl  for  these  services  in  13  E.  I,  for  on  tire  Coram  Rege  Roll 
of  Trinity  term  in  that  year  John  was  suing  William,  the  l»edel 
of  lirewode,  and  three  others  for  damages  for  an  illegal  distress, 
the  defendants  having  taken  the  cattle  of  his  plough  at  Chil- 
lington  and  impounded  them.  The'  Beadle  of  Brewood  was,  of 
course,  the  Bishop's  beadle,  and  the  legal  training  of  John  Giffard 
here  came  to  his  aid,  for  the  taking  of  cattle  of  the  plough  as 
a  distraint  had  been  declared  illegal. 

On  the  Staffordshire  Assize  Eoll  of  21  K  I  (1*293)  John 
Gilfard  occurs  on  more  than  one  oeeasion  as  a  knight  of  great 
assize.     At   tin.  lie  had  again   to  defend  his  title  to 

Chillington,  for  AVimam,  son  of  Peter  Corbuson,  the  represen- 
tative of  the  original  donor,  sued  him  at  these  assizes  fur  the 
manor  of  Chilinton,  and  pleaded  that  one  Margaret,  the  daughter 
of  Peter  Corbuson,  his  kinswoman,  and  whose  heir  he  was,  was 
seised  of  the  manor  in  demesne  as  of  fee  in  the  reign  of  King 
Henry,  the  father  of  the  present  King,  and  from  Margaret,  who 
died  s.j/.,  the  fee  descended  to  one  William  as  her  brother  and 
heir,  and  from  William  to  Peter  as  son  ami  heir,  and  from  Peter 
to  the  plaintiff  as  son  and  heir. 

The  reader  will  easily  discern  the  errors  in  this  statement 
of  claim  and  in  the  dates  quoted.  It  was  necessary  for  the 
plaintiff  to  derive  his  claim  from  an  ancestor  who  died  not  later 
than  the  reign  of  Henry  III.  as  this  was  the  legal  limit  of  time 
for  a  writ  of  hiordanccstor,  bill  Margaret,  the  ancestor  from  whom 
lie  derived  his  claim,  must  have  died  in  the  reign  of  Henry  11. 
and  was  the  aunt,  not  sister,  of  the  iirst  William  Cod  Uson  nairncd 
in  the  pedigree. 

John  (iilfard,  however,  took  exception  Co  the  writ  on  the 
"round  that  he  was  not  possessed  of   the  whole  manor,  ami

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specified  fifteen  f lL'eholdur.s  by  name  who  held  lands  within  it, 
and  as  William  could  not  deny  tics,  the  .suit  was  dismiss  id.1 

In  1~95  wo  have  the  first  mention  of  John's  wife  Ada. 
Some  time  anterior  to  this  date  she  had  been  jointly  enfeoffed 
with  her  husband  in  the  manor  of  Ghillington,  but  the  deed  no 
longer  exists.  At  Michaelmas  term,  23  E.  I,  Agnes,  formerly 
wife  of  Robert  Elys,  was.  suing  John  Giffard  and  Ada,  his  wife, 
for  the  third  of  a  messuage  and  18  acres  of  land  and  2s.  of  rent 
in  Ohillington  which  she  claimed  as  dower.2  'the  suit  was 
adjourned. 

It  would  weary  the  reader  to  name  all  the  lawsuits  in  which 
this  John  Giffard  was  engaged.  At  Michaelmas  term,  30  E.  I, 
he  was  suing  John  de  Harepourt  for  land  in  Walton  by  a  writ 
of  right,  the  meaning  of  which  is  that  he  had  claimed  the  land 
in  John  de  Iiareeourt's  court  at  Chebsey,  and  a  jury  of  Un- 
tenants had  decided  against  him.  John  Gifrard  now  transferred 
the  suit  into  the  King's  court  by  a  writ  of  right.  'Die  court  was 
presided  over  by  Ralph  de  Henghani,  the  Chief  Justice  of  the 
Common  Pleas,  and  there  is  an  entry  on  the  Roll  to  the  effect 
that  John  Gilfard,  lord  of  Chillington,  knight  ,  acknowledged  that 
he  owed  to  Ralph  de  Henghani  six  marks,  ami  the  said  Ralph 
conceded  that  any  other  writings  of  the  said  John  in  his  possession 
respecting  other  debts  before  this  date  should  be  cancelled.3  The 
Justices  of  this  era  were  notoriously  corrupt,  and  extorted  con- 
siderable sums  from  the  litigants  in  their  courts. 

Richard  do Mandeville,  the Raron  Fit/. John, died  in  -~  E.  r,and 
the  Staffordshire  inquisition  on  his  death  stales  that  lie  held  half  a 
knight's  fee  in  Chillington  and  La  Hyde,  co.  Stafford,  which  John 
Gilfard  held  of  him.  His  heirs  were  four  sisters  or  representatives 
of  sisters,  of  whom  Matilda  de  Beauchamp,  the  wife  of  William 
de  Beauchamp,  Earl  of  Warwick,  was  the  eldest  coheir.    In  the

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pArtition  of  Richard's  estates  Chillington  passed  to  the  Bteau- 
chanips,  and  from  this  time  forward  foimed  a  part  of  the  Barony 
<»!  the  Kails  of  Warwick. 

In  the  meantime  Roger,  the  Bishop  of  Lichfield,  John 
Oi fiord's  old  antagonist,  had  died,  and  the  new  Bishop,  Walter, 
claimed  the  usual  feudal  services.  At  Hillary  term,  :'>'2  K.  I. 
John  Giffard  sued  Guy  de  Beaucliamp,  Earl  of  Warwick,  to 
acquit  him  of  these  services,  but  the  suit  was  made  a  "  reni/tjn  t" 
Guy  being  in  Scotland  in  the  King's  service.1  At  tlic  same  term 
Roger  Curbeson's  suit  came  on  again,  and  the  plaintiff  repeated 
his  plea  as  before.  On  this  occasion  John  discovered  a  Haw  in 
Ins  opponent's  plea,  and  took  exception  to  it  on  the  ground  that 
linger  stated  that  the  fee  reverted  from  Margaret  (from  whose 
seisin  he  clainied)  to  Peter  Corbuson  as  her  uncle  and  heir,  hut 
gave  no  reason  for  this,  viz.,  that  Margaret  had  died  without 
leaving  issue.  Roger  then  asked  permission  to  withdraw  his 
writ,  which  was  granted.2 

The  suit  came  on  again  at  Trinity  term,  33  E.  I,  when  lioger 
sued  John  Gyilard  and  Alditha  (sic),  his  wife,  for  the  manor. 
The  defendants  stated  they  had  not  possession  of  the  whole 
manor,  because  Thomas  de  Hyde  held  a  messuage  and  a  viiuate 
ef  land  in  it,  Ralph  Gyflard  held  a  messuage  and  a  croft,  and 
the  nuns  of  Brewode  held  a  messuage  and  half  a  virgate  of  Land, 
and  they  held  these  tenements  at  the  date  of  the  writ,  viz.,  on 
the  6th  March,  32  11.  I.  Roger  replied  that  John  and  Alditha 
held  the  whole  manor,  either  in  demesne,  or  as  of  service,  or  as 
of  alms,  and  appealed  to  a  jury,  which  was  to  be  summoned  for 
the  morrow  of  St.  Martin. 

No  jury  had  been  empanelled  in  this  suit  up  to  Easter  term, 
;I4  E.  I  (1307),  at  which  date  Lioger  withdrew  his  suit.  This  was 
probably  done  owing  to  the  death  of  Sir  John  Gilford.  In  Utjp 
there  is  direct  proof  of  the  death  of  the  latter,  for  in  that  ve.n 
Roger  had  begun  another  suit  against   his  son  and  success*  r. 

Ada  or  Alditha  Gilford,  the  wife  of  Sir  John  Gilford,  is 
slated  in  the  family  pedigree  at  ( 'hilling! on  to  ha\e  hem  the 
daughter  of  Hugh  de  Courtenay,  the  Ltaroii  of  Oakluini|»ion,  < ■«.. 
Devon.    I  have  never  seen  any  proof  of  this  marriage,  and  it  is

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probable  that  in  this  case  John  Giftard  of  Chilhngton  has  been 
confounded  with  one  of  the  Gifh  ids  of*  Devonshire.  I  believe 
myself  that  this  Ada  was  a  Basset  of  Sapcote,  owing  to  the 
])resence  of  more  than  one  member  of  that  family  as  witnesses 
to  the  Giffard  deeds  of  tliis  period.

Even  if  Roger  Corbuson  had  not  withdrawn  his  writ  in  1307, 
the  demise  of  the  Crown  would  have  nullified  it.  Edward  I 
died  in  the  autumn  of  1307,  and  early  in  the  new  reign  Uoger 
sued  out  a  new  writ  against  John,  the  son  of  John  Giftard, 
claiming  the  manor  of  Chillington  on  the  same  grounds  as  before. 

The  suit  must  have  first  come  into  court  "at  the  Trinity  term  of 
2  E.  II,  for  the  record  for  Hillary  term,  3  E.  II,  states  that  Roger, 
son  of  Peter  Corbezun,  not  appearing  to  prosecute  his  plea  against 
John,  son  of  John  Giftard,  fur  a  messuage  and  two  carucate^  of 
hind  in  Ohilington,  the  suit  was  dismissed.1 

Roger,  however,  immediately  sued  out  new  writs  against  both 
John  Giifard  and  his  mother,  who  held  one-third  of  (Jhillington 
as  dower.  These  writs  were  returnable  at  Michaelmas  term, 
4  E.  IV,  and  the  roll  of  that  term  states  that  the  suit  of  Roger, 
son  of  Peter  Corbizim,  against  John,  son  of  Jolni  Giftard,  for  a 
messuage  and  two  carucates  of  laud  in  Chili  ng ton  was  made  a 
remdnei,  the  said  John  being  in  Scotland  in  the  Kiug's  service, 
and  having  letters  of  protection  from  the  8th  September,  4  K.  11, 
till  the  following  Eeast  of  the  Purification. 

By  another  writ,  Roger  sued  Alditha,  formerly  wife  of  John 
(litlard,  for  a  messuage  and  a  earueate  of  land  in  thilington,  in 
a  plea  "tie  consaiUfltimtaic.u  Alditha  asktiil  for  a  view  of  the 
tenements  claimed,  and  the  suit  was  adjourned  t<>  the  (juindenc 
of  St.  Hillary.2 

At  this  date  John  (iitlanl  was  serving  in  Scotland  in  the 
retinue  of  Jolltl  de  Soniery,  the  Union  n|'  Dudley.  On  the  26th 
September,  while  the  suit  was  pending,  he  was  at  Roxburgll.3

fn  this  rear,  viz.,  in  8  E.  FT,  he  purchased  from  ttalph  de 
I'leclieville,  lord  of  Crueli  (Cricll,  co.  Derby),  the  wardship  and 
in  li  nage  of  Ilalph,  son  and  heir  of  Lialph  de  LaHiebury,  and  the 
in  li  nage  of  the  heir.1  Tile  object  of  this  was  doubtless  to  marry 
[lis  daughter  Margaret  to  the  young  heir  (see  deed  X » ».  1.9). 

In  the  following  year  he  was  one  of  the  commissioners  for 
levying  the  XXth  for  the  Scotch  war,  and  in  1."'.  10  he  was  one  of 
those  appointed  to  raise  an  armed  man  from  every  vill  or 
township  in  the  country  to  serve  the  King  in  Scotland.2

(»n  the  following  lSth  November  he  t'o'6k  out  fresh  letters  oi 
j ii « »t uct i< hi  whilst  serving  in  the  retinue  of  Edmund,  Ear]  of 
Arundel..3 

In  1318  Sir  John  (lifl'ard  was  again  serving  in  Scotland  in  the 
ix-tintie  of  Roger  de  Somery,  the  Baron  or  Dudley.  His  haters  of 
protection  are  dated  from  Fork  on  the  24th  September,  to  last  lill 
the  following  Easter."1

In  1321  was  formed  the  association  of  the  Batons  against  the 
Dcspencers.  John  Gillard  of  QJiillington  remained  faithful  lo  the 
Kin<',  and  his  loyal tv  must  have  been  tlie  more  Conspicuous,  owin^ 
to  the  defection  of  the    other  braiuJllca  of    the    family.  John

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Giftard,  the  Baron  of  Brimsfielcl,  Sir  John  Giffard  of  Weston- 
imder-Edge,  and  the  Giffards  of  Suffplk  all  joined  the  confederacy, 
and  their  lands  were  taken  into  the  King's  hands. 

Tn  L822  the  ICimg  recalled  the  Despencers  and  ordered  a  levy 
of  inen  from  the  Midland  Counties.  The  Commissioner^  of 
Array  for  co.  Stafford  were  Sir  John  de  Swynnerton  and  Sir  John 
Giffard  of  ( ihiliugtdn"1 

In  lo24,  the  Confederate  Barons  having  taken  up  arms  under 
the  Karl  of  Luneaster,  the  King  assembled  hjs  forces  at  CJoventry 
and  advanced  into  Staffordshire  to  attack"  thean,  and  the  Earl  re- 
treated to  the  north.  On  the  11th  March  the  King  was  at  Tuthury, 
and  on  the  loth  the  retreat  of  the  Earl  was  intercepted  at  Borough- 
bridge  in  Yorkshire  and  his  forces  were  defeated  and  dispersed. 

The  King  then  called  a  Parliament  to  meet  at  York.  The 
members  for  co.  Stafford  were  Sir  Philip  de  Somerville  and  Sir 
John  Girnird.  There  is  evidence  of  t  he  attendance  of  the  latter  on 
the  Parliamentary  Kolls,  for  he  was  paid  -I  s.  a  day  for  fifteen  days' 
at  tendance  and  lor  eight  days  spent  in  going  and  ret  urn  big;3 

John  CiH'ard  was  a  Knight  of  Parliament  for  co.  Stafford  again 
in  18  Ik  II  (1325),  and  after  that  date  we  hear  no  more  of  him  in 
connection  with  public  affairs.  When  Edward  111  commenced  his 
military  operations  in  Scotland  in  1333  John  musi  have  been 
over  sixty  years  of  age  and  past  the  time  for  military  service. 
To  turn  to  his  domestic  affairs,  it  is  curious  that  ho  deed  at 
Chillington  names  his  wile.  A  suit,  however,  on  the  De  lianco  ftoll 
of  Trinity,  10  hi  LI,  and  deed  No.  1!)  seem  to  show  that  lie" married 
into  a  Derbyshire  family.  In  this  suit  Joliii  Gillard of  Chillington 
sued  liobert  de.Sheldeford  and  thirty-two  Other  defendants,  who 
appear  by  their  names  to  be  tenants  at  Lohgley  and  Murcaston 
in  Derbyshire,  for  coming  to  his  houses  at  Murenston,  cutting 
down  his  trees,  breaking  into  his  louses,  and  carrying  away  hia 
timber  and  other  goods  and  chattels  to  the  value  of  £20,  \ 
of  the  defendants  appeared,  and  the  Sheriff  was  ordered  to  disti  in 
liobert  de  Sheldeford,  who  had  found  hail,  and  to  aires!  all  the 
others  and  produce  them  at  the  following  term,  Uy  the  deed 
above  mentioned,  John  Giffard  granted  hi  his  daughter  Matilda

Stu.Hbrdshire  neighbours  and  by  loin-  knights  of  co!  Devhy,  the 
lir&t-named  of  whom,  Edward  de  Channdos,  was  the  father  of  the 
famous  Chandos  of  the  following  reign.2 

Kg  in  ton  and  Mercaston  formed  part  of  the  Chandos  fee  in 
I )erbysJure,  and  it  is  probable  that  John  Giffard  was  married  t<» 
»'!i<-  of  that  family.3 

At  Hillary  term,  2  E.  [II,  Eoger  Corbuson  commenced  anew 
his  action  against  John  Giffard  for  the  manor  of  Chillington. 
Ada,  the  mother  of  John  Giffard,  was  still  alive  and  held  a  third  of 
the  manor  as  dow  er.  She  was  therefore  again  made  a  defendant  in 
the  suit,  the  record  stating  that  Roger,  son  of  Peter  Corbessone, 
Biied  -John  Giffard  of  Chylington,  cliyvaler,  and  Alditha,  formerly 
wife  of  John.  Gyffard  of  Ghilyngton,  for  the  manor  of  Uhilviigton, 
by  a  writ  of  "  de  aonmnywinilate" 

John  and  Alditha  asked  for  a  view,  and  the  sail  was  adjourned 
to  Trinity  term  to  enable  a  view  to  be  made.  Ai  the  latter  term 
the  suit  was' adjourned  again,  and  this  is  the  last  appearance  of 
il  en  the  Rolls.  Ada,  whose  Longevity  is  remarkable,  lived  to 
the  year  1339,  having  survived  her  husband  for  a  period  uf  thirty^ 
two  years,  during  which  time  she  had  held  the  whole  of  Walton 
v,  hiuli  had  been  settled  upon  her  and  a  third  of  ( ihillington  as  dower. 
In  the  latter  year  she  was  [summoned  to  appear  in  ttauco  with 
other  tenants  in  Gunston  to  acknowledge  by  what  service  she 
held  a  tenement,  in  Gunston  which  Kalph  Thk'kbrouie  bad  gmuted 
by  line  to  Hugh  de  ( Jrinstone.  Slic  failed  to  apnear,  and  tho  Sheriff 
returned  she  was  dead.  It  was  testified,  however,  hi  court  that 
she  Wits  alive.1    The  probability  is  that  she  was  on  tho  point  of

GiiTurd's  father  livod  to  old  age,  Ada  was  prolmbfy  n  second  wife, 
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death  and  too  feeble  to  appear  in  court,  for  there  is  proof  of  heT 
deatl)  in  the  following  year,  when  Fohn  Giffard  is  found  dealing 
with  both  manors  as  solo  tenant. 

In  12  E.  Ill,  viz.,  on  the  26th  April,  1338,  John  Giffard  settled 
his  manor  of.  Walton  on  his  sou  John  upon  his  marriage  with 
Katherine,  the  daughter  of  Hugh,  son  of  Ltobe'rt  Duhsoweof  Salop. 
The  settlement  was  made  by  Fine,  the  terins  of  which  were 
that  John  and  Katherine  wore  to  hold  the  manor  for  their  lives, 
rendering  LO  marks  annually  to  Sir  John  for  ids  life  and  a  rose 
annually  to  his  heirs,  with  remainder  to  the  heirs  of  the  body  of 
John  and  Katherine,  and  failing  such  to  the  right  heirs  of  John 
Giffard  the  father. 

On  the  same  date,  by  another  fine,  the  manor  of  Chillingtoii 
was  settled  on  John  Giffard  for  his  life,  with  remainder  to  John, 
son  of  John  Giffard  of  Ohilynton,  and  theJieirs  of  the  bodies  of 
John,  son  of  John,  and  Katherine,  the  daughter  Of  Hugh,  son  of 
liobert  Dunsowe  of  Salop,  and  failing  such  to  remain  to  the  right 
heirs  of  John  Giffard,  knight,  for  ever. 

Both  these  lines  were  levied  at  York,  where  the  King  was 
assembling  his  forces  for  an  invasion  of  Scotland.  This  invasion, 
however,  never  took  place,  for  the  King,  finding  that  tlic  Scots 
were  receiving  succours  from  France,  determined  to  attack  the 
latter  country,  and  embarked  his  troops  in  the  autumn  of  UWfi 
for  Flanders. 

The  latest  document  in  which  Sir  John  Giffard  appears  is  the 
deed  of  14  E.  ill,  No.  19.  He  was  dead  helm,.  August,  k:  IT  forty

St.  Lawrence,  IS  E.  Ill  (10th  August,  1.3  I  I). 

J  le  left  the  son  John  who  is  named  iu  the  above  writ .  and  deeds 
or  public  documents  name  three  daughters,  Margaret,  Matilda,  and 
Klixabet.h.  By  a,  lino  Levied  in  7  M  Ml  the  manor  <  if  Uu^liall  w.:^ 
settled  by  William  de  [Joweles  the  older  mi  himself  for  life,  with 
remainder  to  his  son  William  and  Kltzaholh,  daughter  uf  J.olui 
Gill'ard  of  Chilynlon,  and  the  heirs  of  t  heir  bodies, ami  failing  su 
on  the  heirs  of  William  de  Bowelcs  the  elder.1

lie  first  appears  in  Ada  Cilfard's  deed  of  ID  E.  Id  (March, 
KU7),  by  which  Ada  grants  to  Peter  Gillard,  her  soli,  all  her 
interest  in  Guns  ton  (deed  X<>.  \ 

In  13  E.  II  (1319),  lie  was  serving  in  Scotland  in  the  retinue 
of  John  do  Gherleton.  'Phis  John  was  niaMed  to  Hawyse,  the 
ulster  and, heir  of  Griltin  de  la  Pole,  the  Prince  of  Powis, and  in 
the  saine,  year  . we  find  Peter  Gilfard  married  to  Elav  the  widow  of 
Kiillin.  The  latter  had  died  Minder  ago  in  1309,  leaving  no  issue, 
iiiul  Kin  married  dames  de  Perrers1  shortly  aftinwards,  and  had 
lieeia  left  a  widow  for.'a  second  tinie  when  she  married  Peter 
Gifturil.  Kla  was  daughter  of  Nicholas,  Lord  "Audley,  and  lier 
mother  Ivatherine  was  a  daughter  of  John  Gilford,  the  Huron  of 
Brimsfield. 

On  the  De  Banco  Boll  of  MichaelnitaSj  id  K.  II.  Poter  Gtiftaul 
and  Kla,  his  wife,  sued  Walter  de  Grendon  to  render  t"  them  an 
account  for  the  lime  he  had  been  the  bailiff  of  fclie  said  Kla  in 
Tissinglon,  co.,  I  )orby.3 

At  Michaelmas  term,  LB  K.  II.  Joan,  lale  wife  of  Nicholas  de 
Auilley,  sued  Peter  Gillard  and  Kla,  Ins  Wile,  lor  10  marks  of  rent 
in  hegh  Underhrokhni'st,  in  which  Ida  ha*l  no  entry  except 
through  Nicholas  do  Audley,  the  liusluuul  of  Joan;  who  had 
demised  the  vent  tn  Kla  ami  to  James  do  Perers,  fttriuurly  her 
husband;  and  to  which  Joan  could  not  object  during  the  Lifetime 
.it'  her  husband/*  By  lids  marriage  IVior  had  become  a  wry  large 
landowner  in  Wales,  I'ur  besides  Kla's  dower  as  widow  hf  (IrilUll 
de  la  Pole,  tho  Prince  of  Pnwis,  her  molla  r,  Katherine  dc  Atulloy, 
hv  a  deed  in  the  Liber  h'uhcus,  had  graiifced  to  -lames  do  Peters 
and  to  Kla,  her  daughter,  the  castle  and  manor  of  Thhuiutudcwry, 
with  the  Commotes  of  Ilormyn  and  Kernel,  to  U-  !ndd  liy  them  and 
the  heirs  of  their  bodies.    This  dOed  also  proves  the  pareatugi  ol

Sir  Peter,  as  the  husband  of  a  dowager  Princess  of  Powis,  must 
have  been  an  important  person  in  "Wales  at  this  juncture.  The 
King  had  recalled  the  Despeneers  on  the  8th  foeeember,  l*321-'and 
immediately  ordered  a  levy  of  men  From  Wales  and  froin  the 
counties  of  Sussex,  Oxford,  l.erks.  Hants.  Northampton,  Stafford, 
Warwick,  and  Lancaster. 

In  January,  1322,  on  the  rebellion  of  Roger  de  Mortimer;  the 
ICing  committed  to  Peter  Gillard  the  custody  of  the  l-asllc  of 
Chirk,  which  was  the  caput  of  the  lUirony  of  Mortimer.  On  the 
5th  March  in  the  same  year,  when  the  Kin-  assembled  his  forces 
at  Coventry  to  attack  the  Confederate  Lords  itndbr  the  Karl  of 
Lancaster,  he  commanded  Sir  Peter  Orift'ard  to  send  to  the 
rendezvous  of  the  army  at  Coventry  500  men  from  Chirk.2 

The  Commissioners  of  Array  for  eo.  Stallord  were  John  de 
Swynnertoii  and  John  Giffard  of  Chillington,  who  were  ordered  to 
raise  -,000  men  and  conduct  them  to  the  Kin-  wherever  he 
might  be. 

The  Kin-  had  always  been  popular  with  the  Welsh,  and  a  lai-e 
hody  of  that  nation  joined  his  standard.  <  hi  hearing  of  his 
approach,  the  Earl  of  Lancaster  raised  the  siege  of  Tickhill  and 
attempted  to  defend  the  line  of  the  Trent.  I  ml  tin1  Kin-  passed  by 
a  ford,  and  the  Karl  fell  hack  towards  Scotland.  At  Iloroughbridge 
he  was  intercepted  by  a  force  from  Cumberland,  and  after  a  Few 
hours'  li-htin--,  his  army  was  defeated  and  dispersed. 

Sir  Peter  (griffard  must  have. taken  part  in  these  operations,  For 
his  arms  are  entered  on  the  famous  UolJ  of  lloroughbridge.  He 
bore  azure,  three  stirrups  and  leathers  gold  and  a  border  for 
distinction  as  a  younger  son.  I  think  it  probable  that  he  served  as 
a  banneret  upon  tins  occasion,  The  battle  was  Ibughl  on  the 
22nd  March.

K  II  (1321)},  the 'King  issued  a  writ  to  the  ^lierilV  of  Salop  and

rtating  that  Ela,  formerly  wife  of  Jahtes  de  I'erers,  who  had  been 
Indicted  for  adhering  to  the  King's  ene-ukies,  made  oath,  and  found 
security  fori  h&s  good  behaviour  in  a  sum  of  £300!  Li  is  not 
unusual  to  find  a  widow  designated  in  this  way  on  the  1!<>1N 
under  the  name  of  a  previous  husband.

Me  was  probably  son  <>f  IVUt  by  a 
former  wife  and  was  one  of  a  body  of  outlaws  employed  by 
Kdward  III,  who,  having  found  sureties  tb  scrVe  at  their  own 
cost',  obtained  a  general  pardon  dated  from  Castry  on  the

This  John  Gjffard  Jirst  occurs  in  the  Public  Records  at  the 
Staffordshire  Assizes  of  '2  R.  I  I  (  1379),  when  he  was  defendant  oi 
a  suit  brought  against  him  by  Sir  Adam  de  I'eshall,  who  claimed 
the  manor  of  Whiston.  John  Gillard  at  this  date  was  slated  to 
In;  under  age ;  but  he- bad  ncvettiheless  removed  Sir  Adam  from 
the  manor,  'the  latter  aj)pe'ars  to  have  eiitei  ed  it  oti  the  dentil  n| 
Nicholas  de  Whiston.  Sir  Adam's  claim  was  derived  lYuin  his 
w  ife  Elizabeth,  who  had  previously  married  Sir  John  de  Whiston, 
the  father  of  N  ieholas/' 

John  Gillard  must  have  come  of  age  in  I  he  following  year,  Foi 
in  March,  L 380,  he  sold  all  his  interest  in  the  manor iif  Wc&tuiH 
uinler-ki/ard  to  Sir  Adam  de  I'eshall,  and  accepted  in  |>lauu  of  it

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lands  and  rents  in  Station.1  At  the  Minn1  period  he  likewise 
obtained  possession  of  the  manor  of  Winston,  as  heir  at  law  of 
his  eousin  Nicholas  cle  Whistbn,  naving  evicted  (torn  it  one 
Walter  Pryde,  who  had  obtained  a  lease  of  it  for  fourteen  years 
from  Sir  Adam  de  Peshall.2 

The  suits  by  which  this  John  GiffaM  recovered  the  manor 
.of  Walton  from  the  representative^  of  Sir  John  Salisbury  will 
he  found  in  Vol.  XV  of  the  Staf/vrttehirc  Collections  and  the 
appendix  to  Vol.  Ill,  Xew  Scries.  This  matter  had  become  very 
complicated,  owing  to  the  action  of  the  King's  Eschcator,  who  had 
taken  possession  of  the  manor  on  behalf  of  the  Crown  after  the 
forfeiture  of  Sir  John  Salisbury.  The  latter  was  one  of  the  live 
knights  of  the  King's  household  who  wore  beheaded  by  the  Duke 
of  Gloucester  in  1 388. 

John  Giffard  must  have  been  dead  in  fO  H.  IV,  for  amongst 
the  indictments  of  the  county  of  Stafford  brought  lieforc  the  King 
at  Lichfield  in  1  lb  Y  (1413)  is  one  which  stairs  that  John  dei 
Pirye  of  Gtmston,  Thomas  Byle  of  Penford,  and  John  Gylliird  of 
Chillington,  armigcr,  had  broken  into  the  house  of  William  Kent, 
the  Bailiff  of  Brcwode,'in  10  lb  \\\  and  had  feloniously  killed 
John  Geffrey,  the  servant  of  the  said  William,  and  that  Thomas 
Gyffard  of  Chillington,  sojiyer,  had  afterwards  knowingly 
received  Lhem  at  Uhilyngtou.3 

The  John  Giffard  of  Ohilling'ton,  armiger,  named  in  this 
presentment  co'tild  not  have  been  the  head  <•!'  his  house,  as  it  is 
not  likdv  he  would  have  been  harboured  al  Chilliiiglou  by  his 
own  s<»ii.  If  a  younger  son  takes  up  the  profession  of  arms,  he  is 
often  styled  "armiger"  in  ancient  documents. 

Another  presentment  states  that  John  Gyflaixl  of  Ohylingtou, 
gentleman,  and  others  had  feloniously  killed  Edmund  Clerk  of 
Stretton  in  li!  II.  1  \\  and  it  had  also  been  prusentuc]  that  Thomas 
l»ylc of  L'eiiford,  yonian,  and  John  Gyllard  of  Chilyiigton,  arntiycr^ 
had  broken  into  the  housi  of  William,  ihc  Uailill'  of  l»icw< 
in  10  II.  IV  and  had  feloniously  Killed  John  UeUrey,  ih»  servant 
of  William.    A  postscript  adds  John  Gyil'ard  and  Thomas  Ifylc

John  was  sueeeedej  fay  Thomas  Gitiard,  who  is  called  his  son 
in  the  Uhillingtnn  pedigree  and  in  the  Heralds'  Visitations,  and  I 
Bee  no  reason  In  doubt  it,  although  I  have  been  unable  t<>  lind 
any  direct  proof  of  it.  He  served  the  office  of  sherill  <-i  the 
coiittty  in  11  H.  IV  (U09-10). 

Several  presentments  made  against  him  on  the  occasion  of  the 
King's  visit  to  Lichfield  in  2  H.  V  will  be  found  in  Vol.  XV  H  «•!' 
the  titaff'urJshi >•<  Culld'on*.  He  was  one  of  the  taction  uf  tin* 
Erdeswicks  and  Yenables  who  bad  attacked  Edmund  tie  terrors, 
the  lord  of  Uiartlcv,  with  a  large  force  in  that  year,  and  had 
destroyed  his  park  palings  and  killed  one  of  bis  servants^ 

At  the  same,  date  a  presentment  was  made  agaiusl  Itmi  i««r 
••ivin"  liveries  to  seven  persons  against  the  Still ute,  the  persons 
to  whom  he  had  given  the  liveries  not  hehig  iiiemlters  of  his 
household."' 

Another  [.resentment  state-  that  Thomas  (ollard  i»f  Chylyii"- 
ton  having  a  commissi. »n  fr«»m  the  Kings  ( 'hancellor  t-.  arrest 
Kichard  de  l'eshali  of  Newport,  co.  Salop,  armiger,  had  att.-mi.trd 
to  arrest  him  at  Staftbrd  in  1  II.  V.  and  lb.-  said  Richard  liatl 
refused  rcbcllioiisly  to  submit,  and  John  Jordan  uf  Kossehmk, 
yonian,  with  otlar  malciaclnis,  armed  will.  »WOl\l«  and  IwWM  and 
arrows,  had  rescued  tbe  said  RicJllUll  fn.m  thu  < :il9ttntj  of  11  minus

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constables  of  the  town  of  Stafford  and  other  lieges  of  the  King 
had  not  rescued  him.1 

Thomas  Giffard  .served  with  the  King  in  France  in  141.". 
in  the  retinue  of  Sir  John  Blount,2  and  according  to. the  Sloane 
MS.  6400,3  returned  sick  from  Harfleur.  On  the  ,17th  August, 
1 4:15,  Joyce,  who  styles  herself  Lady  of  Chiliriton,  in  conjunction 
with  Robert,  the  son  and  heir  of  Thomas  Giffard  and  Joyce,  grants 
to  Thomas  Shelley  of  Walton  a  messuage  and  half  a  virgati;  of 
land  in  Walton  (deed  No,  '22\  On  reading  this  deed  anybody 
would  assume  that  Thomas  was  dead,  ami  the  I'hillington 
pedigree  names  this  year  as  the  date  of  his  death  <»n  the  strength 
of  this  deed.  He  is  found,  however,  to  ho  alive  lor  sonic  years 
afterwards,  and  on  closer  consideration  it  will  be  perceived  that 
as  Henry  V  did  not  land  in  France  (ill  the  UStli  August,  it  is 
hardly  conceivable  that  Joyce  could  have  received  notice  of  the 
death  of  her  husband  in  France  as  earl)'  as  the  17th  of  the  same 
month.  There  are  also  suits  in  Banco  of  later  date  in  which  a 
Thomas  Giffard  occurs  as  a  plain  till",  and  although  he  is  not 
specifically  named  in  these  as  lord  of  Ohillington,  there  can  be 
little  doubt  of  his  identity.  In  the  first  of  these,  of  Hillary  term, 
7  H.  V  (1420),  Thomas  Giffard,  annirjer,  sues  ttiphard  dc  <  bine  tor 
a  debt  of  £10 ;  and  in  the  second  suit  of  Trinity,  s  H.  V  (June, 
1420),  lie  is  plaintiff,  with  Sir  John  Talbot  and  others,  in  a  suit 
respecting  a  Statute  merchant  or  bond  lor  500  marks,  the  execution 
of  which  they  alleged  was  to  their  detriment.1 

Likewise,  when  in  the  seventh  year  of  Floury  V  precepts  were 
issued  to  the  sheriffs  of  counties  to  summon  a  certain  numhor  of 
knights  and  esquires,  bearing  arms  from  their  ancestors,  of  such  as 
were  most  able  and  sufficient  to  serve  the  King  For  the  defence 
of  the  realm,  one  of  the  names  returned  for  Staffordshire  was  that 
of  Thomas  Giffard.5 

It,  will  he  noted  that  in  the  deed  of  111*  Joyce  docs  llul

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taking  the  oilier  circumstances  into  consideration,  that  the  deed 
BTiHj  executed  under  the  powers  of  a  fetter  of  attorney,  issued  by 
Thomas  Giffard  in  favour  of  Joyce  and  his  son  Robert,  before  bis 
Ji'parlure  for  France  in  the  King's  expedition. 

I  have  not  met  with  any  later  notice  of  him  than  the  suit 
named  above  of  June,  1420.  According  to  the  Heralds'  Visitations 
and  the  Ghillington  ,  pedigree,  he  married  Joyce,  the  daughter  of 
>n  Robert  Fraunceys ;  the  latter  had  married  Isabella,  the  widow 
"f  Sir  Thomas  de  Bromptph,  who  held  the  manors  of  Longford 
i\\u\  Church  Eaton  for  her  life,  and  he  would  be  therefore  a -near 
neighbour  of  the  Giffards.1 

Sir  Robert  was  lord  of  Forcmark  and  other  lands  in  co.  Derby 
aiul  was  a  man  of  some  note1  in  his  day.

Robert  Giffard,  who  doubtless  derived  his  name  from  bis

the  heirs  of  their  bodies,  and  failing  such  on  his  own  right  heirs.1 
Cassandra  survived  till  tof>'7,  and  under  this  settlement  licr  son 
could  not  have  inherited  his  patrimony  for  a  period  of  over  fifty 
years  after  his  father's" death.  On  the  other  hand,,  she  did  her 
boat  to  provide  a  rich  wife  for  him  at  an  early  age,  For  John  was 
married  about  1483  to  Joan  IToord,  a  daughter  of  Thomas 
LToord  of  Bridgenorth  1))'  Joyce,  a  daughter  and  coheiress  of  Sir 
John  Stapleton  of  Stapleton,  co.  Salop,-  In  1483,  when-  the 
negotiations  for  tin's  marriage  were  set  on  foot,  if  was  necessary 
to  make  some  provision  for  the  young  couple,  and  for  a  jointure 
for  Joan,  and  Cassandra,  by  a  fine  levied  in  22  E.  I  V,  released  all 
her  right  in  the  manor  of  Whiston.3 

Robert  died  on  the  4th  June,  1486.  In  Ashmole's  time  there 
was  an  alabaster  gravestone  at  the  foot  of  the  steps  of  the  chancel

The  Chillin'gton  deeds  and  the  Heralds'  Visitations  all  concur 
in  describing  this  John  ( iillanl  as  son  of  1 1  u  last-named  Uobctt; 
but  we  are  met  with  a  most  remarkable  uhenomcnon  in  the

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pedigree. at  this  point.  His  father  Robert  occurs  as  a  consenting 
party  to  a  deed  dated  141-5  (No.  2^).  As  the  age  of  consent 
eummieneed  at  fourteen,  Robert  must  liave  been  born  before  1401. 
His  son  Joiiii  survived  till  1.550'.  An  interval  of  loo  years 
between  two  epochs  of  a  faUief  and  son  appears  scarcely  credible 
.»(  first  sight,1  but  there  seems  no  doubt  of  the  fact  in  this  case. 
Uohert,  the  father, married  a  young  wife  in  his  old  age.  John  was 
I  ''in  when  his  father  was  about  sixty-five  years  of  ago,  and  lived 

he  ninety  years  of  age.  At  the  dale  of  his  father's  death 
John  was  twenty  years  of  age.  He  first  occurs  in  a  deed  dated 
I  189  and  (piloted  by  Parke  in  his  History  of  Brcwood,  by  which 
Henry  Parcarius  (Parker)  and  Margaret,  his  wife,  grant  a  pasture  in 
(.'hi llington,  called  the  Jay  [lidding,  to  John,  the  son  and  heir  of 
liobort  Hi  Hard.  His  earliest  appearance  in  the  Chillington  deeds, 
now  extant,  is  in  deed  No.  25,  dated  1495...  By  this  deed  William, 
the  Bishop  of  Coventry  and  Lichfield,  lets  to  farm  to  John  Giffartl 
and  to  Roger  Fowke,  Cor  a  term  of  99  years,  his  land  of  Hatton 
in  Bi-ewood,  for  which  the  lessees  were  to  render  .CO  1  0s.  per  annum. 

In  1509,  the  year  of  the  accession  of  Henry  VI J I  to  the  throne, 
John  Gitfard  was  appointed  sheriff  of  the  county,  and  was  included 
in  the  Commission  of  the  Peace  issued  by  the  new  King  in  the 
following  year.  The  accession  of  Llenry  \  111  at  the  age  of 
eighteen,  after  the  dull  and  gloomy  reign  of  his  father,  was  hailed 
as  the  commencement  of  a  new  era,  and  most  of  the  young  men  of 
good  family  at  this  period  attended  the  court  of  the  now  King. 
John  must  have  early  attracted  the  attention  of  Henry  VI II. 
for  in  May,  1509,  ie.,  within  a  month  after  the  commencement 
of  the  new  reign,  he  is  named  as  one  of  the  Sowers  of  tho  King's 
household.  An  entry  of  the  24th  May,  1  PL  VIU,  iiuioiigst 
the  State  Papers  printed,  states  that  John  Gitfard,  one  ot  ihe 
King's  Sewers,  was  a] (pointed  Banger  of  the  seven  Hayes  of  the 
Forest  of  ( Jank. 

I  am  inclined  to  think  that  we  have  in  tins  appointment  and 
the  subsequent  giant  to  John  Giftard  of  the  standard  of  a  domi- 
archcr  and  the  motto  of  "  Praia  kateinc  et  iirczfort*  a  (due  to  tin 

'There  is  a  somewhat  similar  ease,  however,  within  my  bwn  kmnvlctlgi 
General  Burgoyne,  who  coinmanded  tho  British  forces  in  \mcvioM  hi  1777.  wa* 
bom  in  1722;  hts  son,  the  late  Field- Marshal  Sir  John  BurgpviK,  Wft*  1 
1782  and  died  in  1871.

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Favour  with  which  he  was  regarded  by  the  King.  The  importance 
attached  by  the  King  to  skill  in  a  vlieiy  is  well  known,  and  is 
shown  by  many  of  his  edicts.  In  one  of  these  it  was  ordered  .that 
every  person  having  a  man  child  or  men  children  should  provide 
a  how  and  two  shafts  for  every  such  child  being  seven  years  old 
and  upwards,  till  of  the  age  of  thirteen.  It  was  also  ordered  in 
tliis  reign  that  all  men  under  sixty,  except  spiritual  men,  Justices" 
of  the  Peace,  and  some  others  named, "  shall  use  shooting  with  the 
long  bow,  and  shall  have  a  bow  and  arrows  ready  in  their  house"; 
the  State  Papers  also  show  that  it  was  a  frequent  custom  with  the 
King  to  practise  archery  with  the  members  of  his  household  in 
Tothill  Fields,  to  whom  he  had  often  to  pay  sums  of  money  which 
were  lost  by  him  in  this  pastime,  and  in  the  twentieth  year  of  his 
reign  lie  even  went:  so  far  as  to  institute  a  society  under  a  charter 
for  the  practice  of  shooting  with  the  long  bow,  which,  in  imitation 
of  the  Order  of  the  Garter,  was  called  the  Society  of  Si.  Ue'oig  v 

On  the  10th  July,  2  H.  VI II  ( 1  HI ()),  the  King  granted  to 
-John  Gitiard  the  wardship  of  Sampson,  the  brother  and  heir  of 
1 1  ugh  Erdeswick.2 

On  the  1.8th  dune,  1512,  he  obtained  from  the  King  the  uflice 
of  Joint  Bailiff  of  the  manor  of  Wolverhampton  w  hich  had  been 
Forfeited  by  the  attainder  of  Lord  Lovell.  In  this  giant  he  i- 
st  \led  Gentleman  Usher  of  the  Chamber.3 

In  the  following  year  the  King,  having  made  an  alliance  with 
the  Emperor  Maximilian,  invaded  France  with  a  force  of  25,000 
men.  His  exit  from  Calais  at  the  head  of  his  army  i-  thus 
described  by  Sto.we : —

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The  military  operations  of  this  campaign  comprised  the  sieges

f ii  the  following  year  (1514)  he  obtained  from  the  Crown  the 
wardship  and  marriage  of  .Dorothy,  the  eldest  daughter vand  coheir 
.-!"  Sir  Jolm  Montgomery.  At  this  date  Sir  John  Giffard  had  been 
a  widower  for  several  years,  but  he  was  still  in  the  prime  of  life, 
niul  it  is  very  possible  [hat  he  intended  In  man  y  the  young  lady 
himself  in  tin1  first  instance,  hut  he  soon  became  smitten  with  the; 
Mi  ire  mature  charms  of  the  mother  of  tin-  heiress,  and  on  the 
I'uienjt  Roll  of  0  \L  YII1, (lirX.o),  there  occurs  a  pardon  for  Sir 
John  Gifford,  knight,  for  marrying  Elizabeth,  the  widow  of  Sir  John 
Afoiitgomcry,  without  the  King's  licence.  In  the  previous  year 
John  Porto,  the  Solieitor-Gencral  to  the  King,  had  purchased  the 
Wardship  and  marriage  of  the  second  daughter  of  Sir  John 
Montgomery,.1  and  it  is  probably  that  he  would  have  had  tit  pay 
a  very  large  sum  for  licence  to  marry  a  rich  willow  who  was 
in  ward  to  the  Ci'own;  he  trusted,  therefore,  to  Ids  favour  with 
the  King  to  lie  excused  his  line  for  marrying  her  without 
licence, 

Dorothy,  the  eldest  of  the  coheirs,  was  married  shortly  after- 
wards to  Thomas,  the  eldest  son  of  Sir  John. 

By  his  marriage  with  the  widow  of  Sir  John  Montgomery,  he 
must  have  come  info  a  very  donsiilerable  fortune,  tor  the  Afoitt- 
"Oinerys  possessed  very  .largo  estates  in  lOcrbyshite.  Tlieii 
principal  manors  wen;  Cu'bley,  Liodsleye,  Mursfcon -Montgomery 
Ulld  Sudbury,  in  Derbyshire,  all  of  which  hud  been  hold  of  the 
Honor  of  Tutbury  since  the  ( lonquest.  Upon  the  foi  feiture  of  the 
hbt  Karl  of  "Ferrers  his  great  lief  had  been  bestowed  by  Henrj  111 
nil  his  younger  sou  Kdmund,  the  founder  of  the  I Ioii.se  of  tauieuster. 
Upon  the  accession  of  Henry  I  V  to  the  throne,  all  Uto  estates  if 
the  House  of  Lancaster  had  become  merged  in  tin4  Crown,  and  in 
ties  way  the  Montgomervs  had  become  tenant-*  in  fftpiti\  and  lltQ 
wardship  of  the  w  idows  and  heirs  had  hecome  vested  in  the  Ul\>W1U 

After  his  marriage  with  Elizabeth  Muttlgtttiwr}*,  Sir  John 
Gi Hard  WAS  included  in  the  ('omnii^ion  of  the  Peace  foi  L>erhy-

His  marriage  with  Elizabeth,  however,  involved  him  in  a  law- 
suit, for  Sir  John  Montgomery  had  left  a  younger  brother;  Ralph, 
who  opposed  Ids  presentation  to  the  church  of  Cuhlcy  in  tin' 
following  year  (1515).  On  the  de  Banco  Iioll  of  7- IT.  VII T  then- 
is  a  .suit  in  which  John  pillord,  knight,  and  Elizabeth,  his  wife, 
sued  Ralph  Montgomery,  armiger,  and  others  for  Lite  next 
presentation  to  tlie  church  of  Cubic}:!  flip  pleadings  state  that 
Nieholas  Montgomery,  the  lather  of  Sir  John,  had  presented  to  the 
ehurch  in  the  reigii  of  i r^my  YII,and  that  John,  his  son  and  heir, 
had  enfeoffed  Edward,  Iiord  llastynges,  and  others  in  the  manor, 
and  by  this  deed  John  Montgomery  and  ElizaU  th  were  seised  of 
the  manor  for  their  lives,  that  John  had  died  leaving  no  male 
issue,  and  that  Elizabeth  had  married  John  Gilford,  knight,  as  her 
second  husband.-  llalph  appears  to  hove  died  shortly  afterwards, 
s.p.,  for  the  custody  of  all  the  Montgomery,  estates  was  gran  toil 
by  the  Crown  in  L518  to  "William,  Lord  Mountjoye,  Sir  John 
Giil'ard,  and  John  Porte,  the  King's  Solicitor. 

In  the  list  of  the  King's  household  for  the  year  1516,  which  is 
printed  in  the  Stale  Papers,  Sir  John  Clifford  <>eeui>  as  one  of  the 
Knights  of  the  Body,  and  his  son  Thomas  Giffard  as  <>ne  of  the 
Gentlemen  Ushers  in  Ordinary.  Several  of  his  neighbours  are 
likewise  included  in  this  list,  for  amongst  the  Knights  of  the 
Household  were  Sir  Joliu  Dudley,  Sir  George  Throckmorton,  Sir 
Gilbert  Talbot,  Sir  John  Talbot,  Sir  Godfrey  Foljandie,  and  Sir 
William  Feilding.  It  was  an  era  of  display  and  profusion; and  tli^ 
King's  household  was  organised  upon  a  very  ekteusivc  iscale.  The 
fees,  however,  were  small,  the  pay  <4  a  Knight  of  the  Household 
being  £10  a  year  only,  which  would  bo  perhaps  equivalent  t»» 
about  £200  a  year  at  the  present  lime. 

In  this  year  also  Sir  John  Ginard  and  tw..  other  doiirliers,  who 
are  styled  servants  pf  Queen  Katharine,  and  one  Jolm  Watson  ol 
Weddesbury,  co.  Stafford,  obtained  a  joml  grant  from  the  Crown  of

S;nyt!u\  together  with- the  custody  of  hfa  lands  in  Bromwieh  and 
Weddesbury.  lie  also  obtained  in  this  year,  in  conjunction  with 
this  Dean  of  the  Chapel  Royal  and  another  nana  1,  the  next 
presentation  to  a  prebend  in  the  collegiate  church  of  Tamworlh. 
These  grants  will  give  an  idea  ol  the  way  in  which  the  courtiers 
of  this  age  competed  for  the  patronage  of  the  Crown,  even  for 
the  smallest  crumbs  which  fell  from  the  Royal  table. 

Sir  John  Giffard  served  the  office  of  Sheriff  for  co.  Stafford 
igain  in  1518,  and  likewise  for  the  years  152G,  1531,  and  1542. 

In  1518  he  obtained  a.  grant  jointly  with  William  I>lount, 
Lord  Monntjoye,  and  John  Porte,  the  King's  Solicitor,  of  the 
custody  of  the  lands  of  Sir  John  Montgomery,  deceased.1  Up  In 
this  date  the  Crown  had  parted  only  with  the  wardship  and 
marriage  of  the  coheiresses. 

In  1520  Sir  John  Giffard  was  one  of  the  knights  of  co.  Stafford 
deputed  to  meet  the  French  King  at  the  famous  interview betwet  n 
Henry  VIII  and  King  Francis  on  the  Field  of  the  Cloth  of  Gold  ; 
the  other  members. of  Staflbrdshire  families  named  for  this  duty 
were  Sir  Loys  (Lewis)  Bagot,  Sir  John  Draycot,  Sir  John  Stanley, 
Sir  John  Devcreux,  Sir  John  Asliton,2  John  Kgyrton,  and  John 
Blount.3  In  order  to  augment  the  splendour  of  the  King's 
retinue,  a  large  body  of  knights  and  esquires  from  every  county 
had  received  orders  to  attend  upon  this  occasion. 

In  1523  the  King  was  at  war  with  both  Scotland  and  Franco, 
and  Sir  John  Gid'ard  was  employed  in  the  collection  of  the  subsidy 
in  Staffordshire  and  in  flu4  muster  of  the  armed  forces  of  the 
county.  He  probably  also,  took  pari  in  the  military  operations  of 
this  year,  for  it  was  at  this  period  thai  he  obtained  the  grant  of 
the  standard,  which  is  depicted  in  Vol.  HI,  Par!  2,  of  the  Swjj 
shire  Collections.  In  the  following  year  lie  was  the  collector  of  the 
forced  loan  for  the  war  in  .France,  and  paid  into  ihe  F\che<|m  r  fl 
sum  of  CTOo  Q,v.  Id.,4  which  lie  had  managed  lo  raise  in  StatlVml- 
shive.

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In  the  Commission  of  fche  Peace  ior  Staffordshire  issued  in  22 
II.  VIII  (1531), both  the  names  of  John  Giflard  anil  his  son 
Thomas  were  Omitted,  but  they  were  restored  again  in  lu32.  The 
only  elite  I  have  for  the  cause  of  their  omission  in  the  former  - 
year  is  that  it  was  contemporaneous  with  the  rise  of  Cromwell, 
with  whom  Sir  John  Giffard  does  not  appear  to  have  been  on  good 
terms.  The  King's  disbursements  in  the  year  lu'M  contain  an 
item  for  the  payment  of  12*.  Qd.  to  George  Gilford  Tor  money  lost 
by  the  King  at  Tote-hill.1 

On  the  20th  April,  Sir  John  ( lyH'ord  and  Thomas  <  tyiford, 

one  of  the  Gentlemen  Ushers  of  the1  King's  Chamber,  obtained  a 
grant,  in  survivorship  of  the  oitiee  of  Hanger  of  Cannock  Forest,  for 
which  they  were  to  surrender  the  Letters  Patent  of  21s<  Xuvcinbcr, 
1  H.  VI 1 1,  granting  the  same  office  to  John  Gilford  alone  by  the 
name  of  John  Gyftbrd,  one  of  the  King's  Sewers.  In  this  year 
also  Sir  John  obtained  a  lease  of  the  King's  manor  of  Patyiighain, 
co.  Stafford,  for  twenty  -one  years,  for  which  he  was  to  pay  £2o  •"'»>. 
(the  old  ferm)  and  o*.  4f?.  of  increase. 

At  the  coronation  of  Queen  Anne  tioleyii,  on  the  1st  June, 
1533,  Sir  John  GilTord,  was  appointed  to  attend  upon  the  <Jueen  as 
one  of  the  v  Queen's  Servitors."  Very  shortly  after  this  ceremony 
he  proceeded  with  his  wife  upon  a  pilgrimage  to  Amiens,  for  under 
date  of  the  5th  June,  25  H.  VIII  (1533),  the  State  Papers 
contain  a  licence  for  Sir  John  Giflard  and  the  Lady  Elizabeth,  his 
Wife,  to  depart  on  a  pilgrimage  to  St.  John,  at  Amyas  (.*?<  )  in 
Picardy  with  twelve  persons,  six  horses,  and  GGO  in  money. 

A  letter  from  Sir  John  Gilford,  which  is  dated  from  Chelynton 
the  30th  April,  1535, and  which  is  printed  among  the  Shite  Tapers, 
exhibits  him  in  a  very  favourable  light,  for  he  attempts  in  it  to 
screen  his  neighbour,  Walter  Blount,  from  an  accusation  for  heresy 
which  would  have  proved  fatal  to  him  at  this  period.  The  lettei 
is  addressed  to  Cromwell,  the  King's  minister,  and  is  in  answer  t<> 
one  which  had  accused  Sir  John  of  suppressing  a  hill  for  | 
which  had  been  exhibited  against  Walter  Mount  by  one  Thomas 
Foster.  Sir  John  says  in  his  reply;  u There  was  no  certainty  in 
it,  but  if  it  had  been  submitted  to  tin-  jury  \\  would  have  been 
found  against  him,  as  there  was  an  evil  rumour  I  lull  he  had

Sir  John  then 
refers  Cromwell  to  .Fitxherbert  (the  Justice),  and  adds  that  "lie 
hat!  been  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  38  years,  and  six  times  Sheriff 
for  the  county  lie  dwells  in,  and  was  never  before  called  before 
the  King's  Council,  or  before  any  Judge,  spiritual  or  temporal,  for

I  doubt  whether  a  more  diplomatic  letter  than  the  above  was 
t  vrr  penned.  Cromwell  favoured  the  new  doctrines  and  would 
not  think  much  of  "  the  Saints,"  and  Sir  John  suggests  in  his  letter 
that  Walter  Blount  would  have  been  convicted  by  a  Roman 
Catholic  jury  of  Stal'lbrdshire  for  holding  the  same  opinion  us  the 
minister  on  these  subjects.  The  heresy  of  which  ho  had  been 
charged  was  doubtless  a  denial  of  the  Real  Presence. 

Sir  John  Giflard  and  his  son  Thomas  were  both  on  the  com- 
mission for  the  general  muster  of  the  kingdom  in  1530.  He  is 
returned  in  this  as  possessing  horses  and  harness  complete  for 
seven  men,  and  his  son  Thomas  as  having  the  same  for  four  men. 
As  the  largest  number  returned  for  any  single  individual  in 
Staffordshire  was  ten  by  Lord  Stafford,  the  Gilfards  a]. pear  to 
have  occupied  at  this  date  the  mosl  important  position  in  the 
comity.2 

In  January,  1540,  the  court  was  ordered  tO  meet,  the  new 
Queen,, Anne  of  Cleves,  at  Shooter's  Hill,  on  her  way  to  London 
from  Dover.  Thomas  pjflard  is  named  amongst  the  squires 
attending  upon  the  King  upon  this  occasion,  and  Sii  John  GilUuxl 
was  a  " Whiiller ?'  to  maintain  order.3  At  this  date  he  was 
seventy-four  years  of  age. 

Upon  the  suppression  of  the  monasteries,  Sir  John  UiilUrd 
purchased  from  the  Crown  many  of  their  possessions  in  cos  Stafford 
and  Derby.  The  price  generally  exacted  by  the  Crown  from  the 
•nuntees  was  twenty  years'  purchase  for  lauds  and  fifteen  youi'S1 
purchase  for  buildings,  but  the  courtiers  who  surrounded  the  King 
doubtless  obtained  them  upon  easier  terms.

At  this 
lUto  Sir  John  was  still  in  the  King's  lioi  sehold,  although  he  must 
Save  been  seventy-six  years  of  ago,  for  the  Slate  Papers  show  his 
Mf-ycar's  wages,  10 Ox.  was  paid  up  to  Michaelmas,  1542.-

Stafford,  late  in  the 
occupation  of  Margaret  Jobber,  together  with  all  rents  and 
services,  woods,  pastures,  view  of  frankpledge,  etc.,  late  in  the 
occupation  of  the  said  Thomas  Arthurs,  to  he  held  by  the 
said  John  Gifiard  and  tie1  heirs  male  of  his  body;  and  long 
before  his  death,  the  said  John  Gilford,  knight,  was  seised  of  the 
manor  of  Onne,  co.  Stafford,  and  9  niessiiages,  120  acres  of  land, 
18  acres  of  meadow,  40  acres  of  pasture,  20  acres  of  wood, 
12  acres  of  waste,  and  4.f.  lOd.  of  rent  in  Onne,  L'lardewick, 
Westvvood,  Gnoshalle,  Stretton,  L'enford,  and  Gunston  in  demesne 
as  of  fee,  and  he  was  seised  of  the  manor  of  Nonmeeutc  and  a 
water-mill  and  LOO  acres  of  waste  and  12s.  of  rent  in  Nurmccolo, 
and  of  the  manor  of  Chillyngton,  and  lands  and  tenements  in 
Bromhall  late  in  the  tenancy  of  Thomas  Carles, 

And  the  jury  staled  that  the  manor  of  Wilis  ton  and  IJikeford 
was  held  of  William,  Lord  Paget,1  and  thai    Marsloli   and  ihe 
land  in  13riggefprd  was  held  in  capih    l»y  the  service  of  one 
twentieth  of  a  knight's  fee,  ami  the  manors  of  Chill  and  Nounoeoto

Hjitleman,  and  that  John  Qiffbrd  died  on  the  13th  November, 
.'.  \  Philip  and  Mary  (1550),  and  that  Thomas  GyiTord,  knight, 
his  son,  was  his  nearest  heir,  and  was  sixty-three  years  of  age 
iu«l  upwards.1 

Sir  John  Giiiard  married  for  a  first  wile  Jane,  the  daughter 
i.f  Thomas  Iloord  ;of  Bridgenortli,  by  whom  lie  had  two 
daughters  and  a  son  Thomas,  who  succeeded  him.  Jane  appears 
!•>  have  died  in  childbed  at  the  birth  of  her  son,  for  according  to 
llic  Heralds  Visitation  of  lo8§  she  died  on  the  Bill  Decembei^ 
1-101.2  Tlie  eldest  daughter,  Cassandra,  married  llumfrey 
Swynnerton  of  Swynnerton ;  the  second,  Dorothy,  married  linst 
1 1 dm  Congrcve  of  Stretlon  and  secondly  Francis  Shirley.  Uy  his 
second  wife,  Elizabeth,  Sir  John  Giifard  had  an  only  daughter, 
Krances,  who  married  Sir  John  Talbot  of  Grafton,  eo.  Worcester.3 

The  Chillington  pedigree  printed  by  Parke  in  his  History  of 
Brcuvod  adds  a  second  son,  William,  who,  to  use  the  words  of 
Mr.  1'arke,  achieved  the  remarkable  distinction  of  becoming 
Arehhishop  of  liheims  and  a  Duke  and  Peer  of  Trance,  and  who 
is  stated  to  have  died  in  lGliO."  Sueh  an  advancement  is  by  no 
jiicans  improbable,  for  the  sons  of  the  English  Catholic  families 
were  educated  at  this  period  in  tin4  Jesuit  colleges  in  Prance, 
hut  none  of  the  pedigrdes  of  the  family  certified  by  the  (iillards 
in  the  Herald's  Visitations  make  any  mention  of  this  William,

Sir  John  lies  buried  in  the  ehanecl  of  Brewood  Church  under 
a  very  line  altar  tomb,  of  which  a  drawing  is  annexed  and  <>n 
which  are  full-length  efligies  of  himself  in  arnioiu  - and  his  two 
wives  on  either  side  of  him.     The  inscription  on  the  tomb  is —

At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  90  years  of  age  and  had 
been  head  of  his  house  for  70  years.  Of  this  period,  however,  he 
had  only  held  his  patrimony  for  ."><)  years,  for  his  niothei 
Cassandra  survived  her  husband  for  51  year's,  and  she  had  been 
jointly  enfeoffed  with  her  husband  in  all  the  Chillinglon  property. 
She  died  in  1537.  Assuming  that  she  was  only  18  years  of  auie 
at  the  date  of  John's  birth,  she  must  have  been  over  90  years  of 
age  at  the  date  of  her  death  in  1537.  The  longevity  of  the 
Giffards  for  many  generations  after  this  period  is  very  remarkable. 

The  dates  of  the  principal  events  in  Sir  John  Giilard's  family 
history  put  into  a  tabular  form  are  as  follows  : — 
He  was  born  in  1466  and  died  in  lo56. 
His 'eldest  son  Thomas  was  born  in  149 1* 
His  grandson  John  was  born  in  1 533,  and  was  married  to 
Joyce  Leveson  in  1551..

The  principal  events  in  the  life  of  Sir  Thomas  GiU'ard  have 
been  already  told  in  the  account  of  his  lather.  He  was  included 
m  the  Commission  of  the  Peace  for  Staffordshire  in  26  H.  VIII 
( 1  ,V ».">), 1  and  in  the  same  year  was  one  of  the  commissioners  for 
levying  the  tenth  of  spiritualities  in  the  county-  ;  his  name  also 
appeal's  on  the  Commission  for  Gaol  delivery  in  co.  Stafford  in 
I ,"»:'.!). ;;  In  all  these  commissions  his  father's  name  likewise 
uppears,  and  lie  was  also  one  of  the  commissioners  in  conjunction 
with  his  father  for  the  general  muster  of  1.539.  At  this  date 
he  appears  to  have  resided  principally  at  Stretton,  for  on  the 
8th  February,  30  IT.  VI 1 1  (1539)  the  King  granted  to  him 
under  the  name  of  Thomas  Giffard  of  Stretton.,  the  site  of  the 
Black  Nuns  of  Brewode,  co.  Stafford,  together  with  the  church, 
water  mill,  ami  a  pasture,  the  annual  value  of  which  was 
estimated  at  £7  9s.  Id.,  for  which  Thomas  was  to  pay  £134  Is.  tt<?. 
and  to  reader  an  annual  rent  of  15s.'1  It  will  he  seen  that 
Thomas  paid  20  years'  purchase  for  the  land,  in  addition  to  the 
reserved  rent,  and  this  would  he  the  full  market  rate  at  that 
period.  Previous  to  this  date,  and  during  the  lifetime  ot'  his 
first  wife,  he  appears  to  have  resided  at  Caverswall  Castle,  which 
had  formed  part  of  the  Montgomery  lands,  for  according  to  a 
note  in  Parke's  Bravood,  he  is  frequently  styled  of  Caverswall 
Castle  in  contemporary  documents.  After  the  purchase  of  lUaek- 
ladies,  he  probably  took  up  his  abode  there. 

He  occurs  as  King's  Escheator  for  Staffordshire  in  L5  and 
16  H.  VIII,  ancl  again  in  30  IT.  VI I  If  and  lie  served  as  shevilf 
for  the  county  in  the  years  1^30  and  L554,  and  represented  the 
county  in  Parliament  Tor  the  years  L553  54-55."  These  were  the 
three  first  years  of  Queen  Mary's  reign,  and  as  the  sheriiUs  were 
commanded  to  return  members  favourable  to  the  couit.it  would

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appear  as  if  the  Giffards  had  already  become  known  for  Llieii 
attachment  to  the  old  faith.  In  1553,  the  first  year  of  Queen 
Mary,  his  son  John  Giffard  was  likewise  returned  as  member  for 
Lichfield.1  As  Sir  Thomas  was  not  married  to  Ursula  Throck- 
morton till  loot,  John  Giifard  could  not  have  been  more  than 
twenty-one  years  of  age  at  this  date. 

Sir  Thomas  died  on  the  27th  May,  2  Elizabeth  [1560],  having 
been  in  possession  of  his  patrimonial  estates  for  less  than  four  years. 
At  this  date  he  would  be  about  sixty-nine  years  of  age.  He 
appears  to  have  been  knighted  at  the  coronation  of  Queen  Mary. 

The  Inquisition  taken  on  his  death  is  extant,  but  in  such  a 
bad  state  of  preservation,  very  little  of  it  can  be  deciphered.  H 
states  that  he  died  seised  of: —

The  [lujuisititui  concludes  with 
the  statement  that  Sir  Thomas  laid  died  ;it  Ohillington 
on  the  27th  May,  2  Kli/alvth  [15G0],  and  John  GjflUtxl, 
drmiger,  his  son  was  his  nearest  heir,  and  was  Lwcuty-six 
years  old  and  upwards.

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Sir  Thomas  Giftard  married  for  a  first  wife  Dorothy,  daughter 
and  one  of  the  heirs  of  Sir  John  Montgomery,  a  great  Derbyshire 
landowner,  by  whom  he  had  an  only  daughter  Elizabeth,  who. 
married  Sir  John  Tori.1  Having  had  issue  by  Dorothy,  Sir 
Thomas  would  have  held  his  wife's  inheritance  for  Ids  life,  and 
this  may  account  to  some  extent  for  the  considerable  position  lie 
undeniably  held  in  the  county  during  his  father's  lifetime.

Sir  Thomas  Giffard  is  buried  in  IJrcwood  Church  undei  an 
altar  tomb,  with  e.Higies  of  himself  in  armour  and  his  wife  Ursula 
Throckmorton.  This  line  monument  wits  evidently  put  up  by 
Dame  Ursula,  for  it  ignores  altogether  the  lirst  wife;  of  Sir 
Thomas,  and  the  date  of  Ursula's  death  has  been  left  blank.  Tito

These  blanks  were,  never  filled  in,  but  the  Brewood  Registers 
show  that  Ursula  was  buried  there  on  the  17th  March,  1581. 

It  was  during  the  era  of  Sir  Thomas  Giftard  that  the  family 
appear  to  have  reached  the  apogee  of  their  prosperity.  Their 
patrimony  had  been  greatly  augmented  by  grants  of  monastic 
property,  and  both  Sir  Thomas  and  his  father  had  married  rich 
wives.  Sir  John  too  appears  to  have  been  a  man -of  considerable 
ability,  and  with  a  tact  and  temper  which  steered  him  safely 
through  a  very  critical  period,  and  enabled  him  to  retain  the 
favour  of  a  capricious  monarch,  and  his  interest  at  court  to  the 
last  years  of  bis  life.  The  erection  of  the  old  Tudor  house  was 
begun  by  Sir  John,  and  completed  apparently  by  Sir  Thomas, 
for  the  great  chimney-piece  now  at  Chillington,  the  only  remnant 
of  the  old  house,  contains  amongst  its  carvings  the  arms  of 
Griffard  impaling  Throckmorton.  This  house  was  of  so  extensive 
a,  character  that  when  surveyed  by  Sir  Amias  Poulett  in  L08-J 
with  a  view  of  making  it  the  residence  of  the  captive  Queen  of 
Scots,  it  was  found  to  be  huge  enough  to  contain  not  only  the 
Queen  and  her  suite,  but  likewise1  Sir  Amias  and  his  servants,  and 
the  retinue  of  guards. 

From  this  date,  however,  there  was  a  steady  decline  in 
the  fortunes, of  the  family,  owing  to  their  blind  adherence  to 
unpopular  doctrines  and  a  falling  cause,  and  for  the  three  next 
generations,  the  head  of  the  family  was  either  in  prison  or  tttiaci 
restraint,  and  their  estates  sequestered.  However  detrimental 
this  iiliiv  have  been  to  the  fortunes  of  the  family,  it  is  not.  (he 
province  of  the  historian  to  lament  over  it,  for  it  is  during  this 
era  that  we  find  the  elements  of  romance;  of  loyalty  and  devo- 
tion, which  throw  a  bright  beam  upon  the  storj  of  the  GilUuxls.

Tin'  career  of  tin's  John  Gifi'ard  is  a  continuous  his  tor  v  of 
difficulties,  owing  to  his  religious  opinions,  his  estate  being' .under 
pities  trillion,  and  his  person  imprisoned,  or  under  restraint, 
r|  trtng  the  greater  part  of  his  life. 

In  1500  the  Pope  had  published  a  hull  declaring  the  Queen 
fhtilty  of  heresy  and  absolving  her  subjects  from  their  allegiance, 
flic  Knglssh  Queen  ami  her  Council  retaliated  by  passing  severe 
laws  against  the  Roman  Catholic  religion.  ]>y  one  of  these,  all 
|n»n>ons  not  repairing  to  their  parish  church  fur  divine  service 
were  to  forfeit  £20  a  month,  and  in  default  of  the  payment  of 
I  hose  sums  into  the  exchequer,  the  Crown  might  seize  all  the  goods 
nnd  two-thirds  of  the  lands  of  the  offenders,  leaving  the  remaining 
third  for  the  maintenance  of  the  said  offenders,  his  wife,  children 
nnd  family.  By  a.  later  Act,  it  was  made  compulsory  mi  all 
ivcusants  to  repair  to  their  place  of  abode,  and  not,  to  go  five 
miles  from  thence,' on  pain  of  forfeiture  of  all  their  goods.  They 
were  likewise  forbidden  to  retain  in  their  service  any  domestics 
who  did  not  conform' to  the  established  religion. 

John  Giffard,  however,  appears  to  have  been  left  unmolested 
until  1575,  for  in  1570  he  was  nominated  by  the  Council  to 
determine  a  controversy  between  Lord  Paget  and  Sir  William 
Gresley  respecting  a,  watercourse,1  and  in  1575  he  served  the 
ollice  of  sheriff  of  t  he  county. 

In  1575  the  Queen  made  her  famous  progress  through  the 
.Midland  counties.  She  stayed  at  Konilworth  from  the  1 2th  July 
to  the  28th  duly.  From  there;  she  proceeded  in  Lichfield,  where 
she  stayed  till  the  3rd  August.  From  Lichfield  she  moved  to 
Stafford  Castle,  where  she  was  staying  on  the  8th  August,  and 
from  Stafford  Castle  she  passed  to  Sudeley  Castle,  which  she 
leached  on  the  L2th  August.  On  her  way  from  Stalloul  I'lsilc 
to  Sudeley  she  stayed  one  night  at  Chillington. 

Whilst  in  Staffordshire  the  Queen  had  learnt  tied  many  of 
the  Roman  Catholics  of  the  county  had  ceased  to  attend  their

At  the  Council  held  at  Worcester  on  the  17th  August,  at 
which  were  present  the  Lord  Chamberlain,  t  he  Earl  of  Warwick 
(Ambrose  Dudley),  the  Earl  of  Leicester,  Mr.  Treasurer,  Mr. 
Comptroller,  Mr.  Secretary  Smith,  assisted  by  the  Bishops  of 
Hereford,  Worcester,  Lichfield  and  Coventry,  and  Boehester, 
"John  GiJforth,  Brian  Fowler,  Francis  Gatacre,  Erasmus 
Wolvesley,  Sampson  Krdeswiek  and  his  .sonye,  and  'William 
Maxfield  of  the  cp.  of  Stafford,  being  sonimoncd  to  apperc  before 
their  Lordships,  made  their  apparaunces  accordinglie,  and  being 
called  in  and  charged  that  they  went  not  to  church  ami  con- 
fessing the  same,  were  afterwardes  one  by  one  called  in  aparte  to 
shew  wdiat  causes  they  had  so  to  do,  and  they  alleatlgirig  their 
consciences  and  examples  of  their  forefathers  who  taught  them 
so,  ami  seminge  to  he  contented  to  he  comoned  with,  for  their 
better  instruction  were  by  their  Lordships  referred  to  a  conference 
to  be  had  with  them  by  the  Bisshoppes  abovenamcd  and  other 
lernid  men  the  next  day,  "and  upon  their  reporte  of  their 
towardnes  and  con  for  mi  tie  their  Lordships  wold  take  further 
order.

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t»i  make  report  of  such  conferences  as  they  were  appointed  to 
have  with  such  gentilmen  of  the  county  of  Stafford  as  refused  to 
conic  to  church,  who  haviiige  declared  to  their  Lordships  the 
litle  effect  their  conference  hap!  as  yet  wrought  with  them,  their 
Lordships  thinkinge  by  graunt  of  some  more  tyme  to  be  conferred 
with,  they  might  be  brought  to  better  coiiformitie,  called  litem  in 
aparte  and  declared  unto  every  of  them  that  considering  the  litle 
coiiformitie  they  had  as  yet  shewid,  they  could  not  be  suffered  to 
retorne  home  onles  they  wold  more  dutifullye  submyt  themselfes 
to  obey  and  folowe  her  Majesties  lawes,  the  breache  whereof  in 
men  of  their  callinge  for  example  sake  could  not  be  tollerated, 
and  for  that  upon  i'urder  conference  with  learned  men  it  was 
hooped  that  the  trothe  being  declared  unto  them  and  their  reasons 
and  scruples  which  movid  them  being  answered  and  removed, 
they  then  would  coriforme  themselfes  to  her  Majesties  lawes,  as 
became  good  subjectes  to  do,  their  Lordships  for  favour  thought  to 
take  this  order  with  them  : 

"  That  Brian  Fowler  be  committed  to  the  Bishop  of  Worcester 
to  remain  with  him  for  conference  till  Michelmas  Even 
next,  in  which  conference  they  might  frelye  declare 
their  conscience,  shew  such  bookes  ami  reasons  as  movid 
them  to  do  as  they  did,  and  no  advantage  to  he  taken 
of  any  of  their  speeches,  her  Majesties  person  only 
excepted,  and  in  case  before  that  tyme  he  should  shewe 
any  coiiformitie,  upon  signification  of  the  same  from  the 
said  Bisshop  to  their  Lordships  lie  shold  be  dismissed 
and  suffered  to  retorne  home  the  soner,  but  it  by  thai 
tyme  no  good  could  be  wrought,  then  was  he  to  rceevo 
such  furder  order,  as  their  Lordships  should  thinke 
convenint. 

'That  Ifrauneis  Gatacre  be  committed  to  the  Bisshop  of 
Coventrie  and  Lichefeld,  etc 

'That  Sampson  tirdeswike  be  licensed  to  go  home  to  fel 

his  bookes  and  notes,  and  on  Thursday  to  ropairo  Lo  the 
Bisshop  of  Worcester,  and  further  was  enjoined  to 
declare  the  same  order  to  Ids  Father,  who  should  not 
departe  but  tarye  with  the  said  Bisshop, 

"That  William  Maxfiolde  be  committed  to  the  Bisshop  of 
Coventrie  and  Lichefeld,  etc. 

K 
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That  John  Gifford  be  committed'  to  the  Buisshop  (sic)  of 
Rochester  in  matter  as  befdr  save  as  he  was  licensed  to 
repair  home  to  his  howse,  being  as  he  alleadged,  by 
reason  of  her  Majesties  late  being  there,  out  of  order 
and  unfurnished,  and  therefor  to  retorne  to  the  said 
Bisshop  the  day  after  her  Majesties  comyng  to 
Wodstock. 

"That  Erasmus  Wolvesley  be  committed  to  the  same  Bisshop 

"At  a  Council  held  on  the  6  Sept.  157.",  John  Draicot, 
Esqr.,  was  committed  to  the  Bishop  of  Rochester. 

"At  a  Council  held  on  the  1  Nov.  1575,  Frauncis 
Gatacre,  Erasmus  Wolvesley,  and  William  Maxtield,  standing 
obstinate  not  to  come  to  churche  were  committed  close  prisoners, 
Gatacre  to  the  Fleet  Prison,  Wolvesley  to  the  Gate  House,  and 
Maxneld  to  the  Marshalsea. 

"At  a  Council  held  at  Windsor,  13  Nov.  loTo,1  Henry 
(sic)  Draicote2  of  co.  Stafford,  Esquire,  persisting  in  his  former 
obstinacy  was  committed  to  the  Fleet.  John  jGrifTord  of  the  said 
county,  Esquier,  promised  to  repairc  to  his  Parishe  Churche  at 
some  tymes  upon  the  Sondaies  and  Holy  daies,  but  tlie  same  being 
one  and-a-half  mile  from  his  howse  he  could  not  do  it  alwaies. 
their  Lordshipps  to  be  advertised  from  J^r.  Deane  of  Coventrie 
and  Lichefeld  being'  parson  there,  of  such  Sondaies  and  hollidaies 
as  he.  should  not  Ite  there,  that  then  he  and  liis  familie  shold  be 
present  at  the  Common  Praier  in  the  chapel  belonging  to  his 
howse,  was  suffered  to  go  home. 

"At  the  Council  held  on  the  (1  Dec.  1575,  Brian  Fowler 
and  Hughe  Erdeswick  were  committed  to  the  Fleet." 

In  the  second  subsidy  granted  to  the  Queen  in  18  Elizabeth 
(1576),  John  Gilford  was  assessed  at  £20,  and  Dame  Ursula 
Giffard  at  £15.  At  these  assessments  John  was  bound  to  supply 
a  lance,  ic,  a  heavily  armed  horseman  and  a  light  horseman,  and

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Dame  Ursula  two  light  horsemen.  The  highest  assessment  in  the 
county  was  that  of  Sir  Walter  Aston  o "  Tixall,  who  was  rated  at 
£100,  for  which  he  was  to  find  two  lances  and  four  light  horsemen,1 
but  it  will  be  noted  that  even  this  was  much  below  the  assessment 
of  the  Giifards  in  1530,  when  the  latter  found  horses  and  harness 
for  eleven  men. 

In  1579  John's  eldest  son  Walter  was  married  to  Philippa, 
one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Henry2  White  of  South 
Warn  borough,  co.  Southampton,  and  the  manor  of  Griffe  and 
Coton,  co.  Warwick,  was  settled  on  the  young  couple,  and  their 
issue,  subject  to  the  life  interest  of  John  Giffard,  the  father,  and 
Joyce,  the  mother,  of  Walter.  This  Warwickshire  manor  had 
apparently  been  the  marriage  portion  of  Joyce  Leveson,  the  wife 
of  John.2 

The  Fines  which  svere  levied  on  this  „  occasion  give  the 
following  description  of  his  property : — Walton  and  the  land  in 
Chebsey  is  stated  to  consist  of  the  manor  of  Walton,  and 
13  messuages  and  gardens,  a  "columbarium"  (dovecote),  500 
acres  of  arable  land,  1  GO  acres  of  meadow,  500  acres  of  pasture, 
GO  acres  of  wood,  400  acres  of  furze  and  heath,  and  30s.  of  rent 
in  Walton  and  Chebsey.  As  the  amount  of  rent  is  small,  most 
of  the  manor  must  have  been  held  in  demesne  and  it  will  be  seen 
it  consisted  of  1,620  acres  of  land  in  addition  to  the  L3  gardens. 

The  Chillington,  and  Whiston,  and  Hatton  manors,  with  lands 
in  Bickford  and  Stretton,  consisted  of  34  messuages  and  the 
same  number  of  gardens,  3  mills,  2  dovecotes,  1,000  acres  of 
arable  land,  400  acres  of  meadow,  800  acres  of  pasture,  200  acres 
of  wood,  200  acres  of  furze  and  heath,  and  80s.  of  rent,  or 
altogether  2, GOO  acres  in  addition  to  the  o4  gardens.'"* 

The  Marsfon  and  Normicote  property  is  not  mentioned.  At 
this  period  the  Giffards  appear  to  have  bought  out  most  of  the 
lesser  freeholders  within  their  manors.    By  a  line  levied  in  18

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Elizabeth  (1576)>  Richard  WalliousgJ  one  of  the  most  considerable 
of  these,  had  released  to  John  Gaffard  all  his  right  in  a  messuage, 
a  garden,  100  acres  of  arable  land,  40  deres  of  meadow,  100  acres 
of  pasture  and  10  acres  of  wood  in  Chyllyngton,  for  which  John 
gave  him  C40.' 

In  1592  John  also  acquired  from  John  Lane,  armiger,  a 
messuage,  2  tofts,  100  acres  of  land,  80  acres  of  meadow,  100 
acres  of  pasture,  5  acres  of  wood,  1}0  acres  of  furze  and  heath, 
and  5  acres  of  moor  in  Iiatton  and  Brewqod,  for  which  he  paid 
260  marks.2 

Apparently  the  report  of  the  Dean  respecting  John  (riffard's 
attendance  at  church  had  not  been  satisfactory,  for  the  Acts  of  the 
Council  of  1080  show  he  was  a  prisoner  in  the  Marshalsea. 

At  the  Council  held  on  the  20th  August,  j. 580,  an  entry  was 
made  that  "  this  daye  John  (lifford  of  Brudc  in  the  co.  of 
Stafford,  Esquire,  being  hounde  by  order  from  my  lordes  of  Her 
Majesties  Privie  Council]  by  Mr.  Thomas  Trent  ham  :  and  others 
specially  appointed  thereunto,  to  make  his  personnall  appareuce 
before  their  Lordships  this  xxix1'1  of  Auguste  hath  accordinglie 
appeared  for  the  sa-fegarde  of  his  hand  (bond)  taken  of  him  in 
that  behaulf  and  was  furder  hound  to  make  his  apparence  uppon 
Friday  following  the  H"'1  September  before  the  Lord  Uushoppc 
•of  London,  then  to  answer  such  matter  as  by  his  Lordship  shall 
be  objected  unto  him." 

The  same  older  was  made  in  the  cases  of  Bryan  Fowler  of 
Sowe  and  Erasmus  Wolsley  of  Wolsley. 

The  next  order  of  Council  shows  John  (iitiard  to  be  a 
prisoner  in  the  Marshalsea,  for  at  the  Council  held  mi  the 
Otli  November,  i<58Q,  it  was  ordered  that  a  letter  "be  sent  to  the 
Knight  Mareschall  that  whereas  their  Lordships  understand  that 
John  (iiflorde  of  Chidtington  in  the  County  of  Stafford,  Rsquire, 
heretofore  coiiimi 1 1 o< I  to  his  charge  concerning  mailers  of  religion, 
is  at  this  proseiitc  troubled  with  sundry  diseases  and  therfoie 
ba.the  made  suite  unto  their  Lordships  that  for  the  belter 
recovery  of  his  helth  he  might  have  some  libeilie.be  is  therfore

charge  of  some  t rustic  person  whom  he  shall  ihineke  nteete  to 
ftttendc  upon  him,  so  as  the  libertie  which  is  now  granted  unto 
him  he  not  abused." 

At  tile  Council  held  on  the  LSth  March  1580-81,  an  order 
was  made  that  a  letter  he  sent  to  the  Justices  of  Assises  in  the 
Comity  of  Stafford  "to  forbear  to  proceed  to  the  triall  of  the 
caiise  of  Alexander  Stuhs  iwsus  J  mil'  Kent,  hy  resoil  that 
Air.  John  Giffiivd  of  that  county,  Es,uuier,  being  as  lice  alledgeth 
interested  in  the  matter  cannot  bee  present  at  the  hearing  thereof 
tor  as  much  as  he  is  prisoner  in  the  Marshalsea  for  non  con- 
formity in  matters  of  religion,  and  their  Lordships  think'  it  not 
convenient  to  graunt  him  leave  to  bee  there,  and  yet  nevertheless 
would  not  have  his  title  prejudiced  by  his  absence." 

After  the  permission  given  by  the  Council  on  the  9th 
Xovemher,  1580,  John  Ginard  appears  to  have  taken  a  house  at 
St.  Helens  in  the  City,  where  he  remained  in  charge  of  the 
Knight  Marshall  At  the  Council  held  on  the  2nd  April,  1581, 
an  order  was  made  that — 

"  This  day  Mr.  Jlion  Gilfard,  Ksquior,  of  Gillington  in  the 
County  of  Stafford,  reinayning  prisoner  in  his  own  house  under 
the  charge  of  the  Knight  Marshall,  was  hy  their  Lordships  order 
for  some  considerations  released  of  his  imprisonment,  entering  into 
handes  in  the  sumnio  of  X 1 ,000  to  yield  himself  prisoner  again 
uiifco  the  said  place  under  the  charge  of  the  Knighl  Marshall  upon 
the  last  day  of  Easter  terine  next  ensewing  unles  their  Lordships 
shall  in  the  mean  season  otherwyse  lake  order  with  him." 

At  the  Council  held  on  the  Nib  j\Jay,  1581,  a  note,  was  made 
"  Tllfe  same  dav  also  Mr.  .limn  i  i  i  1 1  a  i  <  I  of  Gillington  in  the 
County  of  Stafford,  K^uire,  having  befpve  bene  rclcaLsejl  of  his 
imprisonment  in  his  own  hnwso  at  St.  Kllens  within  London  under 
the  charge  of  the.  Knight  Marpshall  for  sonic  considerations  up. a; 
bandes  with  condition  that  lice  should  this  day  bring  the  lasi  day 
of  Easter  terme  willingly  yeeld  himself  prisoiie*  again  in  the 
foresaid  place,  unlea  it  should  in  the  mean  season  bee  othenvyse 
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ordered  by  their  lordships  hath  this  day  accordingly  made  his 
apparenee  here,  and  is  willed  to  yeeld  limself  unto  the  Knight 
Mareschalls  charge  untill  hee  shall  by  their  lordships  bee  from 
thence  discharged." 

At  the  Council  of  the  2Sth  June,  1581,  permission  was  given 
to  him  "  to  resort  to  the  new  wells  at  Xewenham  liegis  in  the 
co.  of  Warwick,  tu  remain  for  the  space  of  14  days,  as  also  to 
repair  unto  a  lordshippe  of  his  called  Marson  in  the  county  of 
Staiford  ther  to  abyde  for  his  neeessarie  business  by  the  space  of 
eight  dayes.  It  was  likewise  ordered  notwithstanding  his  said 
bond  that  (touching  that  pointe  of  his  band  for  not  retayning  of 
any  servaunt  that  shal  be  knowen  to  be  a  Recusant)  if  within 
xx  daies  after  his  arrival  at  his  owne  house  he  shall  therein 
accomplishe  the  contentes  of  the  condition  of  his  said  bond,  he 
shall  likewise  avoyde  the  dauuger  of  the  forfeiture  thereof  and 
finallie  if  the  said  John  Gitiard  shall  before  the  Feast  of  All 
Saintes  next  ensuing  appeare  lief  ore  the  Lordes  and  others  of 
her  Majesties  Privie  Counsell  yelding  himself  to  their  Lord>hips 
appointment  and  direction,  that  then  his  said  bond  to  be 
redelivered  unto  liim  and  be  discharged  thereof." 

At  the  Council  of  11th  July,  1581,  it  was  ordered  "that  John 
Gi fiord  being  heretofore  committed  to  prison  in  the  Gatehouse 
for  not  conformynge  himself  in  matters  of  Religion  uppon  his 
bonde  with  twosuerties  to  her  Majesties  use  in  the  Smnmeof  C  fi, 
with  the  generall  condition  appointed  by  their  Lordships  to  be 
taken  of  the  Recusants,  was  this  daye  discharged  of  prison  and 
sett  at  libertie." 

On  the  1st  November,  1581,  it  is  noted  that  "John  Gitiard  of 
Chillington  appeared  before  the  Council,  and  was  allowed  liberty 
for  one  month  and  to  appear  again." 

On  the  30th,  1581,  we  read  that  ''John  Gitiard  appeared  and 
was  allowed  a  further  liberty  of  15  days.'* 

On  the  14th  December,  1581,  John  Gitiard  appeared  before 
the  Clerk  of  the  Council  to  have  his  appdiillCC  recorded  and 
"was  thereupon  ordered  to  give  his  attendance  untill  by  their 
Lordships  order  he  should  be  disinwaftd.'1 

When  llobert  Glover,  Somerset  Herald,  made  his  Yiaita 
of  Staffordshire  in  1583,  John  Uifiard  appeared  and  certified  t«- 
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his  pedigree  commencing  with  his  grandfather  Sir  John 
piflfard,  and  detailing  all  the  younger  sous  and  daughters 
•»f  the  house  and  their  wives  and  husbands.  At  this 
date  John  had  two  grandsons  living,  Peter  Gifi'ard  and  John 
(iiflard,  and  lie  therefore  certifies  to  the  correctness  of  five 
generations  of  his  family,  with  all  of  whom  lie  'had  been 
personally  acquainted.  This  Visitation  therefore  gives  authentic 
evidence  respecting  the  family  and  its  offehoots  for  a  period  of 
N(i  years.  In  1 603,  when  Sir  William  Dugdale  made  his 
Visitation  of  Staffordshire,  Walter,  the  son  of  the  above-named 
Peter  Giffard  and  great-grandson  of  John,  certified  to  the  cor- 
rectness of  the  pedigree  up  to  that  date,  and  this  Walter  had 
also  a  grandson  then  living,  aged  five,  who  is  duly  entered  in  the 
pedigree  signed  by  his  grandfather.  We  have,  therefore,  official 
certificates  of  the  births  and  marriages  of  eight  generations  of 
the  family,  based  upon  personal  knowledge — a  remarkable 
example  of  the  value  of  these  Heraldic  Records  for  the  period 
over  which  they  extend. 

An  interval  of  more  than  three  years  now  elapses  before  we 
find  any  more  records  respecting  Recusants  in  the  Acts  of  tin' 
Privy  Council.  At  this  date  Francis  Gat'acre  and  Thomas 
Peshall  of  Horsley  had  left  the  country.1 

At  the  Council  held  on  the  3rd  March,  1585-80,  there  is  an 
entry  that  "  John  ( !i fiord  of  Ohillingeton  in  the  ( !ountie  of  Stafford, 
Escjuier,  uppon  commaundement  of  the  lords  of  her  Majesties  most 
honorable  Privy  Counsell  for  matter  of  recusance  restrained  to 
remaine  in  or  about  London,  uppon  his  humble  suite  for  recovery 
of  his  health  being  moche  impaired,  as  also  fur  other  his 
necessavie  busines,  is  enlarged  and  licensed  at  his  pleasure  lu 
repaire  to  the  welles  at  Newman  (sin)  Llegis,  or  Lo  the  Hath,  us 
also  to  his  house  at  Ohillingeton  for  his  necessario  busines  or 
els  where  as  his  oceaeions  in  anie  place  shall  serve  bo  make  his 
abode  with  his  household  so  as  tin;  said  John  Giflard  doc  hot 
remaine  at  his  said  house  at  Uhilliugotoii  uoi  :>l  anie  place  within 
the  eountie  of  Stafford  ahove  one  nionoth  at  one  time  so  longe 
as  the  <A>ueue  of  Scotes  is  or  doth  remaine  in  anie  pail  of  the 
shire  nor  untill  she  he  elearlie  remouci   out  of  that   count  ie

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provided  allwaies  that  the  said  John  Gifford  shall  not  departe  out 
of  this  realme  to  anie  place  beyon<  the  seas  nor  any  other 
Real  me  without  her  majesties  license  first  obtained." 

In  1585  it  was  determined  to  move  the  Queen  of  Beots  from 
Tutbury  Castle  to  (.'hartley.    Robert  Devereux,  the  Eajrl  of  Essex, 
wliu  was  the  owner  of  Chartley,  strongly  objected  to  this  proposal, 
and  Secretary  Walsmgham  then  wrote  to  Sir  Amias  Poulett,  in 
whose  charge  the  Queen  had  heen  placed,  suggesting  Mr.  Gilford's 
liou.se  at  Chillington,  as  a  place  of  abode  for  the  Queen*  The 
correspondence  which  passed  on  this  subject,  gives  us  an  interesting 
account  of  Chillingtou,  and  of  the  political  state  of  the  county  at 
this  period,    On  the  3rd  October,  158$,  Sir  Amias  writes  from 
Tutbury  to  Walsingham  in  answer  to  the  above  letter: — '"Ami 
being  required  by  your  sayed  letter  to  cause  a  view  to  be  taken  of 
Mr.  Giffords  bowse,  T  prayed  Mr.  Darell  to  make  his  ymmediate 
repayre  thither,  by  whom  T  understand  that  the  howse  is  well 
seated,  and  is  furnished  with  many  fayre  lodginges,  so  as  this 
Queen  may  be  very  well  placed,  with  a  great  chamber,  gallery, 
cabinet,  and  lodging  for  her  gentlewomen,  as  likewise  the  Governor 
and  his  gentlemen  may  be  lodged  in  consimilar  sort,  a  fayre 
orchard,  and  garden  walled  about,  great  store  of  woodd,  Can k wood 
no  far  oil'  for  0?sart  coale,  and  sea  coale  may  be  had  with  little 
charge.    Two  or  three  parks  at  hand,  good  pasturage  adjoyningu 
to  the  bowse  besyde  tic  dovfe"  bowse  and  other  like  pommodityes. 
The  discommodities  are  these,  tlie  bowse  being  straight  to  lodge 
both  these  families,  the  brewehowse  and  brewing  vcssells  so  little 
as  will  brewe  but  one  toone  at  a  tynie,  which  is  much  Lease  than 
sufficient,  and  no  common  brewehowse  in  an)  t<»wne  adjoviiiiig  or 
in  any  other  place  of  this  shire  that  I  can  heareof:  stable  rooms 
lesse  than  enought  for  XX  geldings  which  ma\  be  enlarged  t<>  the 
numbre  of  <S  or  10,  by  means  of  a  stall,  and  to  a  far  greater 
noniber  by  the  helpe  of  the  barnes,  whereof  there  are  or 
4,  yf  they  were  not  full  of  come:  hay  in  the  howse  XX  loada 
or  thereabouts,  a  small  store  for  so  many  horses,  aa  must  follows 
this  familye,  and  little  hay  to  be  had  in  these  parts  for  money. 

"I  had  almost  forgotten  to  advertyse  you  that  the  bowse  is 
verye  well  furnished,  which  may  he  uo  meancs  be  spared,  yf  litis 
kouseheld  shall  remove  thither,  this  castle  being  distant  From 
there  XX  miles,  so  as  yt  were  a  matter  of  extreme  trouble  and 
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charge  to  remove  all  things  from  here  when  by  reason  of  the  late 
fowLe  weather,  the  waves  be  alreadye  as  leepe  and  as  fowle  as  ys 
possible,.  I  pray  you  consider  effectually  of  the  brewehowse, 
because*  yt  is  a  matter  which  iinportetn  greatleye  and  yt  passe th 
my  understanding  fco  fyud  a  remed ve  for  it.  From  Tntbiify  the 
3  October  1585.  ^ 

A  few  days  afterwards  he  writes  again  : — "  By  your  former 
letters  you  required  me  to  view  Chartley  and  Tyxhall  the  bowses 
of  the  Earl  of  Essex  and  of  Sir  TValter  Aston,  which  I  did 
according  ve.  By  a  latter  letter  ybh  wrote  that  I  should  cause  a 
view  to  be  taken  of  Mr.  Giffords  howse,  wherein  I  supposed  you 
had  ''even  me  the  larger  commission,  because  yon  held  the  matter 
as  desperate,  or  at  the  least  unlikelye  that  a  gentlemans  bowse 
might  be  sufficient  to  reeeave  thia  greate  liowsehold,  hereupon  I 
sent  Mr.  Darell  thither,  whose  report  touching  the  howse  and 
state  of  all  things,  appertayninge  as  far  as  he  could  see  or  gather 
by  the  information  of  Mr.  Giflurds  servants  hath  been  certified 
unto  you,  and  I  beleve  assuredlye  that  you  shall  finde  yt  trewe  in 
all  points. 

"Touching  the  state  of  the  countrey,  and  the  neighbours 
adjoyninge  I  have  taken  care  to  infourme  myself  by  the  means  of 
some  men  of  credit  in  these  parts,  and  do  fvnd  that  the  gentlemen 
of  calling  and  eountenaunce  and  best  affected  in  religion  as  Sii 
Waiter  Aston,  Mr.  Bagot  and  Mr.  (.ircisley  and  a  fewc  such  like, 
have  theii  dwellings  distant  from  Mr.  Uiflbrds  howse  some  X 
miles,  some  XII,  and  the  nearest  IX,  only  Mr.  Littleton  a  wry 
honest  religious  gentleman,  as  I  hearc,  dwellingc  within  3  or 
\  miles  or  thereabouts!  Mr.  Gillord  having  two  brethren  DChJ 
neighbours  to  his  bowse,  the  One  of  them  ritehe,  ami  of  good  credit 
in  the  Shire  and  both  of  them  baekward  in  religion*  so  a-  the 
sayd  bowse  seemctb  to  lie  barren  of  go.  id  neighbours.  Thfe 
strength  of  the  howse  deservcth  little  better  comendation,  tltc 
windowes  of  the  one  syde  lying  open  upon  the  tield<\  and  the 
windowes  of  the  other  syde  where  this  Queen  should  be  lodged 
lying  open  upon  the  garden,  whicli  is  envimnned  with  a  Wftfl  0f 
iio  great  height  than  as  a  man  may  rclchc  to  the  top|\  only  the

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third  Court  which  serveth  for  woodd  and  fewell  is  walled  about, 
bo  as  yf  yt  be  meant  that  this  Queen  Aioiild  make  any  long  abode 
there,  I  must  neede  say  for  my  discharge  that  the  sayd  howse  is  not 
of  sufficient  strengthe  for  so  waightye  a  charge,  hut  yf'  yt  had 
bene  intended  that  she  should  have  remayned  there  onlye  during 
this  winter  season,  and  then  to  have  returned  hither,  which  is  the 
only  tit  howse  for  all  purposes  to  receave  this  Queen  in  this  Shere, 
the  weakenes  of  tlie  sayd  Mr.  Giffords  howse  would  have  bene 
supplyed  with  diligence  and  careful  attetidaunce.  But  yf  this 
howse  were  as  well  neighboured  and  of  as  competent  strength  as 
might  lie  wisshed,  yet  surelye  in  my  simple  opinion  there  are 
other  imperfections  more  than  sufficient  to  stay  or  remove  thither, 
ami  especiallye  in  the  matter  of  the  Ijrewehowse  there." 

Here  Sir  Amins  repeats  all  lie  said  in  luis  former  letter  about 
the  hrewhouse,  and  the  letter  concludes; — 

"  I  trusted  to  have  receaved  Mr.  Bagots  letter  of  assistance  from 
you  before  this  tyme,  which  I  desire  greatelye,  because  when  this 
Queen  shall  crave  to  ryde  abrode,  winch  she  will  do  in  her  coche 
assoone  as  she  is  able,  I  may  perchaunce  be  unable  t<>  ryde,  and 
then  slie  will  thinke  herself  yll  handled  yf  she  may  not  take  the 
ayre  when  her  health  will  perinytt  yt.  From  Tiithury  the  15th 
of  October  1585.    Your  most  assured  poore  friend.1

In  the  end,  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  liagot,  the  Queen  was 
removed  to  Ghartley  Castle,  but  it  appears  that  the  same  difficulty 
respecting  the  beer  for  the  household  presented  itself  at  that 
place,  and  it  was  eventually  procured  from  Burton.  This  we  know 
from  the  accounts  of  the  Babington  conspiracy,  the  letters  which 
passed  between  the  Queen  of  Scots  and  the  CQUSpirators  having 
been  concealed  in  the  barrels  of  beer,  from  which  they  wen-  token 
to  Walsingham,  deciphered,  and  then  put  hack  again. 

In  1 585  the  Queen  having  taken  up  i he  cause  of  the  insurgents 
in  the  Low  Countries  and  Belgium,  the  Keeusants  were  required 
to- find  light  horsemen  for  ihe  army  or  a  composition  in  money. 
John  Gilford  of  Chlllington  returned  lie  was  unable  to  Rnd  a  light 
horseman,  but  offered  money."    On  ihe  31st  October,  1585,  the

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Sheriff  of  London  notified  to  the  Council  that  lie  had  received  £-",0 
fnnu  Mr,  John  Gilford  of  Chiilington  for  two  light  horses,  and 
Mr.  Gifford  asked  for  a  letter  of  discharge  in  Staffordshire.1 

In  1588,  the  year  of  the  Spanish  Armada,  the  Commissioners 
««f  Recusancy  ordered  that  John  Gifford,  esquire,  be  committed  to 
(hi*  safe  custody  of. Thomas  Philippes,  none  to  have  access  to  him  ; 
hut  on  the  28th  November,  1588,  a  note  in  the  State  Papers 
dates  that  John.  Gifford  of  Chiilington,  co.  Stafford,  took  the 
ftath  of  allegiance  and  acknowledged  Her  Majesty  to  be  his 
Wily  lawful  and  undoubted  Sovereign  Lady  and  Queen.2  The 
}*'H1  to  which  the  country  had  been  exposed  had  evoked  the 
dormant  patriotism  of  the  Roman  Catholics,  and  man}'  of  the 
mveonciliable  section  now  rallied  round  the  throne. 

John  Giffard's  estates,  however,  were  not  restored  to  him,  for 
ilie  Keeusant  EoH  of  1593  states  that  Ralph  Husbond  owed 
£15  5s.  3d.  of  the  annual  ferm  of  the  lands  of  John  Giffard,  armiger, 
a  recusant  in  Chiilington,  Bromhalle  and  Hatton,  commencing 
8th  July,  30  Elizabeth  (1588).  The  same  Roll  shows  that  both 
John  Gifford  and  his  wife  Joyce  were  paying  £20  a  month  for 
their  recusancy  and  at  that  date  each  of  them  owed  £80  to  the 
Exchequer. 

I  have  found  no  further  information  specially  relating  to  John 
Giffard.  His  wife  Joyce  Leveson  died  in  1  (i()<S,  and  John  appears 
to  have  erected  at  this  date  the  altar  tomb  to  her  memory,  which 
is  now  in  the  church  at  Brewood,  for  the  date  of  his  own  death 
lias  hcen  left  blank  on  the  monument. 

The  tomb  has  an  effigy  of  John  in  armour  and  of  Joyce, 
his  wife,  with  an  inscription  as  follows  in  Roman  letters  : — 

HERE  LYETII  THE  BODY  OF  JOHN  GYFFORD  OF  CHYLINGTON  I 
WHICH   DEPARTED   THIS   LYF  Till':  ANNO   DOMINI  A N 1 1

DOMINI  1008. 

At  the  west  end  of  the  tomb  are  two  shields,  one  brarmg  the 
arms  of  Leveson  and  the  other  those  of  Gi third  of  Chiilington. 
As  the  effigy  of  John  was  made  during  his  lifetime,  it  probably 
hears  some  resemblance  to  him.

Leveson,  knight,  and  two  other  Commissioners  on  the  13th 
January,  1 1  Jaines  I  ( 1G14>.  It  states  that  John  Gilford  was  seisol 
at  the  time  of  his  death  of  the  manors  of  Chillington.  Winston  afri 
Bic-kiord.  High  Onne,  Alerston,  Fowfonl  alias  Fulford,  the  nioictT 
of  the  manor  of  Stowbatlie,  tlie  manor  of  Xoruiicote,  and  iliver* 
lamls  and  tenements  in  the  above  named  places  ami  in  Enstone. 
Wolverhampton,  Hatton,  Strettou,  Orslowe,  Brondiall,  Gnowsbale. 
Blackladies  and  Briebford,  togetlier  with  tlie  reversion  of  the  site 
of  the  Black  Xuns  of  Brewood,  and  a  waters-mill  and  divers  land* 
in  Brewood,  after  the  death  of  Humfrey  GhTonl,  tliese  lauiLs  liavuv 
been  granted  to  Humfrey  by  Tliomas  Gifi^nL  knight,  by  deed  dated 


1st  June,  1  Mary,  for  a  term  of  100  years,  if  Humfrey  sliotdd  live 
so  long,  and  the  said  Humfrey  was  still  alive.  Also  of  80  acres 
of  land  in  Enstone,  now  in  possession  of  Saiui»soii  Beresforl, 
gentleman,  and  the  tithes  of  Briehford  ami  Foregate,  near  Stam>r«L 
Also  of  the  manors  of  Gryff  and  Colon,  col  AYarwiek;  ami 
whilst  so  seised  of  the  said  manors,  lands,  ami  tenements,  by  an 
Indenture  niade  on  the  3rd  October.  21  Elizabeth,  between  him  and 
Joan  Bradshawe  of  Xoke.  eo.  Oxon,  widow,  and  liencdiet  AVynche- 
cmube  of  Xoke,  gentilman,  and  Walter  Aston  of  Tixall,  knight, 
John  Talbot  of  Grafton,  amiiger,  Edward  Gilford,  gcntilnuu. 
Hiiinfrey  Gilford,  gentihnaii.  and  AVilliam  Hill,  yom.ui,  in  con- 
sideration of  a  marriage  between  Walter  GifTord,  son  and  heir 
apparent  of  the  said  John  and  Philippa  now  his  wife,  one  of  the 
daughters  and  colieirs  of  Henry  White,  armiger,  and  of  a  sum  (4 
money  paid  to  the  said  John  Gyflbrd.  the  manors  of  Chillington, 
Whiston  and  Bickford,  Gry  If.  an«I  Qofcin  and  lamls  and  tenement*  in 
those  places,  ami  in  Hat  ton.  Strvtt.m.  t»r*h»we.  and  Bromliall,  ex- 
eepting  a  meadow  in  Orsb»wes  late  in  tlie  tenure  «^  Margaret  doliter, 
widowe,1  were  settled  oil  John  Gitfanl  aud  Joyw,  tlien  his  wife, 
but  now  deceased,  to  1*  lseld  by  them  for  tlieir  lives,  ami  with

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iwnaindev  to  Walter  Gifford,  and  the  heirs  male  of  the  body  of 
said  Walter,  and  failing  such,  to  the  heirs  male  of  the 
\**\y  of  the  said  John  Gilford,  and  failing  such,  to  the  heirs 
male  of  the  body  of  Thomas  Gyfford,  father  of  the  said  John,  and 
failing  such,  to  the  right  heirs  of  the  said  John  for  ever.  And 
John  Gyfford  had  died  on  the  28th  August  last,  and  Walter,  his 
ion,  was  his  nearest  heir,  and  was  sixty  years  of  age  and 
upwards. 

John  Giffard  had  no  less  than  eight  sons  and  six  daughters 
by  Joyce  Leveson,  all  of  whom  are  set  down  in  the  Visitation 
of  1583,  which  is  certified  and  signed  by  John  himself.

Before  proceeding  with  the  history  of  John's  successors,  I 
propose  to  give  an  account  of  his  younger  sons,  whose  lives  were 
sufficiently  remarkable  to  justify  the  dedication  of  a  few  pages 
to  them. 

Richard  Giffard,  the  second  son  of  John  Giffard,  was  arrested 
at  the  date  of  the  liabingfcon  conspiracy.  He  seems,  however, 
to  have  been  imprisoned  merely  from  his  association  with  the 
conspirators,  and  ho  evidence  being  found  against  him.  lie  was 
soon  afterwards  released.' 

We  next  find  Mm  engaged  in  a  buccaneering  expedition  against 
the  Spaniards,  in  which  he  was  taken  prisoner.    In  April,  159G,

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Henry  Duffield,  Richard  Giffard  and  three  others,  write  to  tl 
Lord  Admiral,  and  to  the  E  irl  of  Essex,  stating  that  they  had 
been  taken  into  the  Havannah  ten  days  ago  by  the  King's  I 
Spain)  fleet  under  Don  Bernardino  de  Villaveda ;  that  they  were 
treated  kindly  and  honourably,  but  beg  Her  Majesty's  care  for 
their  deliverance.1 

His  subsequent  ventures  in  the  buccaneering  line  were 
seemingly  more  fortunate;  for  in  43  Elizabeth  (1601)  he  pur- 
chased a  property  in  Wolverhampton  consisting  of  about  GO  acres 
of  land  from  Michael  Saltford  and  others.2 

The  palmy  days  for  buccaneering,  however,  ended  with  Eliza- 
beth's reign.  Her  successor,  James  T,  in  1623,  was  negotiating 
a  marriage  between  bis  heir-apparent  and  a  Spanish  princess, 
and  the  unfortunate  Sir  Walter  Raleigh>  on  the  demand  of  the 
Spanish  Ambassador,  had  been  beheaded  fur  buccaneering  in  the 
Spanish  Main.  -Tames'  admirals  had  orders  to  arrest  all  suspicious 
ships  at  the  outports,  and  on  the  '2nd  July,  1623,  the  Earl  of 
Rutland  writes  to  Secretary  Conway  from  Stoke  Bay,  that"  lie  had 
found  a  bark  in  the  roads,  belonging  to  a  Captain  Gifford  of 
Shoreham.  The  Captain  pretends  a  trading  voyage  to  Rochelle 
and  thence,  to  Ireland,  but  lie  lias  no  money,  nor  bills  of  exchange, 
thinks  the  case  suspicious,  and  has  ordered  the  bark  to  In- 
stayed  at  Portsmouth  till  further  orders." 

On  the  4th  duly,  Secretary  Conway  answers  that  the  King 
much  approves  of  what  the  Earl  had  done,  and  especially  his 
discovery  of  Gilford's  ship  and  the  cause  he  had  taken 
thereon. 

On  the  9th  July,  the  matter  having  been  referred  to  the 
Commissioners  of  tin1  Navy,  the  latter  write  that  they  think  that 
Captain  Gifl'ord  should  not  be  released  without  giving  security 
for  good  behaviour,  his  pretext  For  trading  to  Ireland  with  the 
money  of  a  debt  sixteen  years  old,  to  he  recovered  at  Liochelle, 
being  very  improbable. 

On  the  L3th  duly,  Secretary  Conway  writes  t»>  the  Na\y 
Commissioners,  that  the  King  finding  that  Captain  Gifford's 
preparations  were1  suspicious,  orders  him  either  t«<  stay  his  Voyage, 
or  to  put  in  caution  for  behaviour  at   sea.      The  Captain

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resolves  to  stay  at  home,  and  asks  leave  to  dispose  of  Ins  ship 
ami  goods.  This  is  to  be  allowed,  but  the  ship  is  not  to  go  to  sea 
at  all,  under  any  command,  without  giving  security  against 
unlawful  acts. 

On  the  23rd  July,  1623,  the  Commissioners  of  the  Navy  write 
to  Secretary  Conway,  that  they  still  think  that  Captain  Gilford 
should  not  be  permitted  to  go  to  sea  without  giving  security 
for  his  good  carriage,  for  the  Earl  of  Rutland  had  found  16 
muskets  on  board  his  ship.1 

If  the  Captain  Gilford  of  these  letters  was  Richard  Giffard  the 
son  of  John  Giffard  of  Chillington,  he  would  have  been  about  68 
years  of  age  at  this  date.2 

Richard  Giffard  married  Elizabeth,  the  daughter  of  Thomas 
Leveson,  and  had  a  son  John  who  was  born  in  1">97.  This  John 
was  a  knight  of  Malta  and  was  buried  at  Wolverhampton  Church 
in  1672.  The  inscription  on  his  tomb,  as  copied  by  Huntbach, 
was  as  follows  : —

Of  Thomas  Giffard,  the  third  son,  nothing  is  known,  and  he 
probably  died  early. 

Gilbert  Giffard,  the  fourth  son  of  John,  occupies  a  page  in 
English  history,  for  lie  played  a  prominent  though  a  very 
discreditable  part  in  the  Babington  conspiracy,  for  which  the 
unfortunate  Mary  Queen  of  Scots  forfeited  her  life.  Lingard.  the 
historian,  gives  the  following  description  of  him: — M  Another  and 
more  important  instrument  was  Gilhert  Gilford  of  an  uiicicht 
Catholic  family  i»  Staffordshire.  His  father  had  long  been  a 
prisoner  on  account  of  his  religion,  his  elder  brother  was  a 
gentleman  pensioner  at  court.  Gilbert  himself  at  ten  years  ol  age 
had  been  sent  for  bis  education  to  one  of  the  English  colleges

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abroad  under  the  direction  of  t lie  Jesuits.  At  what  time  or  by 
what  means  he  was  seduced  to  pander  for  the  artful  Secretary  is 
unknown,  but  in  December  158"),  lie  came  to  England  and  repaired 
to  the  house  of  Walsingham's  confidential  agent,  the  decipherer 
Philipps,  where  he  was  entertained  as  a  foreigner  under  the 
assumed  name  of  Nicholas  Cornelius.  He  was  a  'young  man 
without  almost  the  rudiments  of  a  beard,  of  simple  mien  and 
foreign  manners,  appeared  to  be  well  acquainted  with  Spain  ami 
Italy,  and  spoke  the  languages  of  several  countries,  with  as  much 
fluency  as  if  he  laid  been  a  native  of  each.  About  tluve  months 
before  his  arrival  the  Scottish  Queen  had  obtained  from  Elizabeth 
a  promise  that  Chartley  in  Staffordshire,  a  house  belonging  to  the 
young  Karl  of  Essex,  the  son-in-law  of  Leicester,  should  he 
assigned  for  her  residence  during  the  winter.  Still  to  her  great 
disappointment  she  had  been  hitherto  detained  at  Tutbury;  hat 
now  an  order  was  despatched  for  her  immediate  removal,  and 
Philipps  and  Gilford  followed  her  separately  into  Staffordshire, 
-Philipps  to  join  Paulo t  at  (.-hartley  itself,  Gillbrd  to  visit  the 
family  of  his  uncle  who  resided  at  the  distance  of  10  miles  from 
('hartley." 

The  above  account  by  Lingard  is  not  (putt1  accurate,  hut  the 
errors  in  it  are  not  material.  . 

Gilbert  had  been  intended  for  the  church  and  had  been 
educated  at  Douai  and  Amiens,  hut  having  seduced  a  girl  under  a 
promise  of  marriage  he  had  been  discarded  by  his  family  and  sent 
abroad,  in  1580  he  was  living  in  l\uis,  with  ;i  small  allowance 
from  his  father,  which  was  to  cease  if  he  returned  to  England;  the 
girl  whom  he  had  seduced  joined  him  afterwards  in  Paris. 

Sir  Francis  Walsinghani)  the  Queen's  Secretary ,  had  established 
an  agency  for  the  purpose  of  intercepting  tin1  letters  written  by 
the  Roman  Catholic  refugees  abroad,  to  their  friends  in  ILngland. 
These  intercepted  letters,  or  copies  of  them,  are  now  aiiiotigat  the 
State  Papers  in  the  Public  Record  Office,  find  the  following  extracts 
have  been  taken  from  them.  On  the  oth  August.  L580,  Gilbert 
Giffard  writes  to  John  ( Jiffard,  esquire,  his  lather,  complaining  ol  uia 
hard  usage  in  forbidding  his  brother  lulwh.ru  to  speak  to  him  and 
turning   theni   both   out,   into  the  world   in  a  slate  of  poverty, 

Edward  Giflard  at  this  date  was  a  youth  of  sixteen  years  of  nge, 
21st  September,  15*80.   (Jeorge  Gilford  writes  to  his  brothel 
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Giles  Qiflkrd,  student  in  New  Inn,  "  thanks  him  for  Iris  letter, 
irjiich  brings  home  to  him  the  stale  of  his  father's  hovtse  :  all 
Ittuly  lias  ceased  at  Paris  by  reason  of  tfHs  plague,  cteslrcs  his  uncle 
llobert  may  not  come  to  Paris/' 

2lst  September  lf-SO.  The  same  to  his  father  John  Clifford, 
'lias  joyfully  received  his  letters:  the  groat  mortality  in  Paris 
obliges  them  to  travel  farther  into  France  to  a  city  called 
Museyponte  (Pont-a-moussou)  in  Lorraine;  wants  money. 

Mr.  I>ayley  his  tutor  has  lent  him  12  crowns." 

9th  October,  1580.  Thomas  Hurley  to  Mr.  Oiles  Gilthrd, 
"lias  lent  money  to  George  0$$tal  on  his  departure  to  Pontc- 
lausson  of  which  he  requests  repayment.  George  Giilbrd  will  soun 
want  More  name)',  ho  is  a  good  youth,  but  Somewhat  sickly."1 

1.2th  October,  1580.  Richard  (lihWl  to  George  (Jiflbrd  (written 
from  Amiens)  marvels  he  lias  not  heard  from  him  for  a  long  time. 

A  note  is  added  to  these  papers;  stating  thai  those  las!  Uvu 
letters  were  sent  by  Richard  Harrey  I'nini  1  >< »\a-r  (Jastle  nil  the 
24th  October,  1580,  who  says  that  11  he  has  stayed2  William 
llildesley  at  Dover  on  his  landing  from  abroad  with  Mr. 
Miihlleinore,  the  nephew  of  Mr.  Mfddleiiiore  of  the  Privy 
( 'hamher,  who  were  . bearers  of  letters  from  many  young  Papists 
abroad  to  their  friends  in  England." 

The  intercepted  letters  of  Gilbert  Gilfurd,  in  which  he 
complained  of  his  harsh  treatment  by  his  father,  ami  his  state  of 
poverty,no  doubt  furnished  Walsingham  with  the  idea  of  enlisting 
him  in  his  secret  service.  When  Gilbert  made  his  confession  in  the 
bishop's  prison  in  Paris  in  1588,  ami  attempted  l«>  explain  bis 
dealings  with  AValsingham,  'lief  stated  that  he  had  come  I"  Paris 
from  the  college  at  Rheims,  and  hail  made  there  (he  acquaintance 
of  Morgan,  and  that  Morgan  had  lirst  suggested  !<•  him  1"  practise 
with  the  Huguenots  of  England,  and  piini  [pally  with  Sir  Fi.mcis 
Walsingham,  that  la>  had  gone  t<>  England,  and  had  hern 
apprehended  at  l»ye,:i  and  taken  before  Walsinghain,  to  whom  he 
had  related  all  he  knew  abmil   I  he  Society  of  desus,  and  lluii

The  Thomas  Morgan  who  is  mentioned  in  this  confession,  was 
one  of  the  English  refugees  in  Paris  and  the  most  trusted  agent  <»f 
the  Queen  of  Scots.   It  will  he  seen  from  Morgan's  letter  of  the 
5th   October,  which  is  given  belosV,  that  Gilbert*  Giftard  must 
have  offered  his  services  to  him  at  this  time  as  an  emissary  to" 
open  communication  with  tin?  captive  Qiteeil.    This  was  probably 
done  at  the  instigation  of  AYalsingham.  I'm-  the  latter  was  en- 
deavouring to  establish  some  means  for  intercepting  the  private 
correspondence  of  the  Queen  with  her  agents  abroad.    For  this 
purpose  it  was  necessary  to  find  someone  who  would  possess 
the  confidence  of  the  Queen  as  well  as  of  her  Catholic  agents, 
and  no  one  would  he  more  likely  to  possess  this,  than  a  scion 
of  a  family  who  were  uncompromising  Qatholics,  whose  father 
had  been  imprisoned,  and  whose  estates  had  been  sequestrated 
for  persistent  recusancy.    As  Fronde  says  in  his  history:  "So  far 
as  possessing  the  confidence  of   the    ultra   Catholics    he  was 
everything  that  was  to  he  desired.    His  father  was  a  ' Confessor.' 
One  of  his  brothers  was  the  confidant  of  Parma  and  aspiring  to 
regicide,1  another  was  in  a  position  if  he  could  be  prevailed  on,  tu 
assist  in  striking  the  blow.-    He  himself  was  dexterous,  subtle, 
many  tongued  ami  a  thoroughly  and  completely  trained  pupil  of 
the  Jesuit  school.    He  had  already  gained  the  regard  of  Morgan. 
To  be  trusted  by  Morgan  was  to  be  trusted  by  the  Queen  of  Scots, 
on  all  sides  he  was  exactly  suited  to  Walsingham's  purpose." 

On  the  5th  October,  1585,  Thomas  Morgan  writes  to  the 
Queen  of  Scots  from  bis  prison  in  Paris,''  recommending  Gilbert

|»rotitable  to  all  that  deserve  well.  The  sayd  gentleman  retorneth 
to  his  contrye  and  ottered  to  do  me  all  the  Prendlye  offices  lie 
may  do,  his  father  is  a  Staffordshire  man,  a  gentleman  of  a  good 
Itowse,  well  frended  in  that  county,  but  lie  is  at  present  a  prisoner 
for  our  religion  in  London,  and  so  he  hath  been  for  a  longtime: 
the  sayd  Gilbert  Gilford  hath  an  unekle  who  is  also  a  Gatholicke 
u'entileman  and  dwelleth  within  tonne  miles  ui  thereabouts  of  the 
place  of  your  continuance.  These  Giffards  be  kinsimm  and 
freudes  to  Francis  and  Thomas  Throgmorton,  ami  otherwise  well 
disposed  towards  your  majesty."1 

hi:  another  letter  of  later  date  he  writes  to  Iter  advising  her 
"if  possible  not  to  go  out  of  Staffordshire  which  is  altogether  in 
her  favor.  It  was  told  hint  that  she.  should  have  come  t«> 
Mr.  John  Gl  fiords  house  in  Staffordshire,  the  incommoditie  of  the 
howse  will  be  requited  by  the  service  of  the  said  Gifford.  ': 

On  the  31st  March,  1 58|,  ( /harles  TagT,  one  of  the  English 
exiles  in  Paris  and  an  agent  of*  the  Queen  of  Scots,  writes  Lo  her 
that  the  conveyor  of  the  letter  Gilbert  Gifford  is  very  hottest  and 
of  a  good  house,  and  that  his  family  dwelt  in  SUillbrdsliire. 
Alarv,  however,  did  not  require  this  additional  assurance,  fur  on 
the  previous  December  she  had  written  in  ciphei  t<>  Juliii 
Giffard  of  Chillington  (Gilbert's  father)  to  console  him  for  his 
afflictions  on  account  of  his  religion  and  promising  that  if  ever 
she  became  his  sovereign,  his  and  his  sons'  services  should  itol  In; 
forgotten.''1

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It  appears  from  the  next  letter  of  Morgan  to  the  Queen  ul 
Scots,  that  Gilbert  Giffard  had  infomcd  him  that  he  was  in 
communication  with  AValsinghnm.  hut  with  the  intention  of 
serving  the  Catholic  cause.  Morgan  \mtes  to  her  under  date  of 
14th  April,  1580: 

"Some  priests  in  banishment  have  entered  intov  conference 
with  Secretary  Walshighain;  ret  they  mean  to  profit  their  contry, 
and  not  to  serve  Waisiiigham's  turn  whatsoever  they  may  promise 
hunt;  he  knows  two  of  the  priests,  one  is  Giftbrd,  a  kinsman  nigh 
in  blood  to  Francis  and  Thomas  Throgiuortmi,  the  oilier  is 
(Jratley,  a  sweet  soul  ul*  Jesus,  who  reconciled  the  Karl  of 
Arundel  and  many  other  members."1 

It  is  now  known  that  Giatley,  "  the  sweet  sdttl  of  Jesus,"  like 
Cxittbrd  was  in  the  pay  of  WareingnHni  All  these  letters  were 
intercepted  by  that  wily  minister,  were  deciphered  in  his  office, 
and  then  passed  on  to  their  destination.  The  originals  are  new 
in  the  Public  Record  Ol)ice,-or  amongst  the  Cecil  Papers! 

The  method  of  communication  between  the  Qiieen  of  Scots 
and  her  agents  by  means  of  the  Burton  brewer  is  well  known. 
It  had  been  established  by  Giflard  and  Walsinghain,  hut  when  once 
in  operation,  GitJai'd  was  no  longer  needed  and  was  nnnv  useful  U> 
Walsinghain  in  Pans,  He  w;is  therefore  sent  abroad-  again  it- 
gather  all  the  information  he  coulil  from  Morgan,  and  it  is  wry 
doubtful  whether  he  was  ever  acquainted  with  the  conspiracy.2 
So  great,  however,, was  the  confidence  whieh  Gilfard  inspired  in 
Morgan,  the  latter  entrusted  to  him  the  key  of  the  cipher  in 
whieh  the  correspondence  was  carried  on.  and  the  very  liist  letter 
whieh  Mary  wrote,  by  the  new  method  of  communication, was 
the  one  in  cipher  to  Gilbert*^  father  which  has  been  named  above. 

The  conspirators  were  arrested  in  August,  1580,  and  seven  uf 
them  who  were  shown  to  "lie  privy  to  the  plot  for  assassinating 
the  Queen-  were  executed    in  September.      Many  others  had

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been  arrested,  who  were  afterwards  discharged.  A  memo, 
amongst  the  State  Papers  of  August,  158G,  states  that  George 
Gilford  had  been  arrested  and  warrant.-  had  been  issued  to 
arrest  Ikbington,  Richard  Gilford,  Gilbert  Giflard  and  the  others 
who  were  afterwards  executed, 

(hi  the  discovery  of  the  plot,  Gilbert,  who  in  the  lueaiitimc 
had  returned  to  England/fled  again  to  France,  to  give  send 'lance 
to  the  idea  that  lie  was  in  danger  in  England,  but  he  did  net 
escape  the  vengeance  of  the  Catholics  whom  he  had  betrayed,  for 

correspondence  with  Walsingham  having  been  discovered  in 
the  following  year  he  was  thrown  into  prison  at  Paris,  where  he 
remained  till  his  death  in  1590. 

Up  to  that  date,  however,  he  was  in  communication  with 
Walsingham  and  his  secretaries.  In  August,  1586,  bo  writes  to 
Thomas  Pheiippes,  the  decipherer  of  Walsingham,  "  As  they  have 
discovered  all,  he  is  in  great  disgrace  with  them,  and  he  cannot 
read  his  letter  as  he  left  his  cipher  behind  him.'"1  In  the  first 
sentence  he  must  allude  to  the  confession  of  tin:  conspirators, 
tn  his  confession  Savage  stated  that  he  was  persuaded  t<> 
join  in  the  conspiracy  by  Gilbert  Giflard,  and  by  Dr.  William 
Giffard,2  hut  as  Lingard  says  in  a  note,  "Such  confessions 
deserve  little  credit,  and  this  one  in  particular  contains  much 
that  appears  very  ijiiestionaUe."  The  fact  is  all  these  con- 
fessions were  made  under  fear  of  torture,  and  the  prisoners 
inserted  much  that  was  doubtful  or  'taken  oil  hearsay,  with 
a  view  of  making  them  as  full  as  possible,  ami  to  save  them- 
selves from  the  rack.  Walsingham  too,  who  was  never  sine 
of  his  agents,  was  glad  to  obtain  incriminating  evidence  against 
them  even  if  it  was  of  a  doubtful  character.  In  this  way  their 
lives  were  at  his  mercy  if  they  played  him  false. 

In  March,  1 58:7,  Tin  ana's  Phclippes  writes  to  Gilbert  Giflbitl, 
"  the  Queen  and  Secretary  Walsyngham  were  assured  of  his  loyul 
attention  ami  have  promised  him  a  pension  ••!'  C100  a  year, 
frequent  intelligence  was  exm-ried  from  him,  as  upon  the  late 
accident  of  the  Queen  <>f  Se.»t^  death,  there  had  been  an  -.nival 
of  disaffected  persona  from  England  or  Scotland.'  ;

On  the  9th  March,  1587,  Gilbert  Giffard  writes  to  Heiny 
Willsden,  the  Secretary  of  Walsinghanij,  to  say  that  "since  his  last 
letter  he  has  retired  to  IMieiins,  the  fact  of  the  Queen  of  Scot*? 
death  having  raised  so  many  disputes."  At  this  time  he  was 
evidently  afraid  of  assassination,  see  his  letter  to  Throgmorton  on 
]».  153. 

At  Rheums,  h.owever,  he  was  of  no  use  to  Walsingham,  and  on 
the  26th  April,  Gilbert  Giffard  writes  to  L'helippes  that  "according 
to  his  wishes  he  had  repaired  to  Paris.'- 

In  another  letter  he  says,  that  on  his  way  from  Iiheinis  lie  1 
met  with  Wol'seley,  and  had  had  a  conference  with  Morgan,  who 
said  he  "never  would  forsake  the  King  of  Scots.''1 

The  Wolseley  here  mentioned  is  Erasmus  AVolseley,  who  had 
married  Cassandra  Giffard,  the  aunt  of  .Gilbert.  He  was  one  of  the 
Recusants  who  had  retired  to  France  and  his  estates  laid  been 
sequestered.3 

In  -tunc,  1587,  Thomas  Plielippes  sends  150  crowns  to  Gilbert 
Gifford,  with  a  new  cipher,  and  orders  him  "  to  practice  with  the 
agents  of  foreign  princes,  specially  with  the  Nuncio,  Mr.  Paget, 
Morgan,  Fitzhcrbert  and  others.  He  marvels  that  Gifiord  had  ikH 
mentioned  Morgan's  treaty  Willi  the  Queen  Mother."3 

On  the  7th  September,  1  58*7,  Thomas  I  'helippes  writes  to  ( lilhert  ' 
giving  him  directions  how  to  excuse  himself  "  for  not  discovering 
those  who  dealt  for  the  Queen  of  Scots." 

The  meaning  of  this  letter  is  not  quite  clear  from  ihe  short 
abstract  of  it  in  the  Calendar  of  the  State  Papers,  but  it  looks  as 
if  Gilbert  had  tried  to  screen  the  conspirators.  I  think  it,  however, 
clear  that  Gilbert  Gi Hard  never  knew  the  contents  of  the  letters 
which  passed  between  the  Queen  of  Scots  and  the  conspirators, 
Ids  function  being  merely  to  establish  the  me. ins  uf  communica- 
tion between  them. 

On  the  loth  December,  1587, Sir  lidwui'd  Stallbrd,  the  Knglwli 
ambassador  at  Paris,  writes  to  Walsingham,  "  1  stayed  the  ItetUVr, 
hoping  to  recover  certain  papers  and  ciphers  taken  at  ( lilbei  t  ( li(H»i\l'si

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chamber,  since  lie  was  apprehended  with  an  English  quean.1  I 
bear  that  there  arc  some  papers  discovered  ol  the  death  of  the 
Queen  of  Scots,  and  of  the  apprehension  of  the  gentlemen  who 
were  executed,  which  they  thought  to  mala!  great  profit  of  to  Her 
Majesty's  dishonour.  They  say  they  have  found  out  that  he 
kept  intelligence  with  Her  Majesty  by  I'hilippes'  means. v  L  have 
set  divers  ways  to  give  hint  warning  of  the  talcing  of  his  papers, 
which  as  yet  he  does  not  know,  as  also  to  keep  his  tongue  and  not 
Iwtray  himself." 

A  few  days  later,  Stafford  writes: — 

"  I  wrote  you  of  the  taking  of  Gilford  the  priest,  for  whom  1 
have  done  what  I  could  to  help  him.  I  did  not  care  how,  it'  lie 
had  not  discovered2  that  I  offered  him  favor,  and  he  refused  it 
himself,  thinking  to  gain  favor  and  thereby  save  himself.  If  I 
maid  have  helped  him  I  would  have  spared  nothing,  because  his 
examination  and  confession  may  give  subject*' to  Her  Majesty's 
enemies  to  procure  a  scandalous  opinion  to  be  conceived  of  her  and 
her  Council,  as  they  mean  to  turn  a  letter  or  two  and  especially 
one  of  Plielippes  to  him,  so  as  to  prove  that  he  was  the  setter  on 
of  the  gentlemen  who  were  executed  for  that;  enterprise  of  the 
Queen  of  Scots,  and  then  to  discover  them,  and  that  he.  was 
practised  to  this  by  you  and  Plielippes,  and  they  would  fain  have, 
it  with  Her  Majesty's  knowledge  lie  has  shown  himself  the 
most  notable  treble  villain  that  ever  lived,  for  he  has  played  upon 
all  the  hands  in  the  world,  1  have  sent  you  copies  of  his  answers 
of  which  I  have  the  originals,  whereby  yon  may  see  how  vilely  he 
dealt  with  me  to  say  that  the  billet  was  safe,  yet  by  word  of  mouth 
sent  me  word  that  it  was  burnt  when  it  was  shewn  me  by  one  that 
gave  me  warning  before  his  letter  came  to  me. 

"I  send  you  a  copy  of  a  letter  which  he  wrote  in  prison  to 
Throgmorton,  whereby  you  will  see  w  hat  a  villain  he  is.  1  have 
not  the  original,  as  lie  that  brought  it  dared  not  he  known  to  have 
shown  it  to  me,  but  upon  my  credit,  ii  is  word  lorword.  Uriinstone 
copied  it  while  he  was  talking  to  me:  he  has  promised  t"  do  what 
he  can  to  get  it  into  his  hands  by  stealth  alter  he  has  rendeied  it.

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ami  thou  he  will  give  it  to  me,  but  he  has  given  me  one  lie  wrote 
to  his  brother  who  went  about  to  steal  the  English  ships  t<> 
Dunkirk,  ami  was  killed.1  A  copy  of  which  I  also  send,  whereby 
you  may  perceive  that  he  was  acijuaintecl  with  the  enterprise,  ami 
a  persuader  of  il,  ami  by  which  you  will  also  see  the  honesty  of 
the  man.  He  sent  a  letter  to  Q  rims  tone  fcohc  &eut  u>"'\\  Ynden,diid 
bid  them  put  it  in  a  cover  to  Ollley,  but  I  have  sent  it  to  you.  I 
know  it  is  to  Phelippes  for  in  their  cipher  they  told  me  it  was  his 
name,  you  can  either  send  it  to  LMielippfs  or  t<>  Ofliey  for 
him  &c?2 

Gilbert  Giifard's  letter  to  his  colisin  Throginortoti  is  also 
amongst  tbe  Slate  Papers,  having  been  forwarded  as  an  enclosure 
with  Stafford's  despatch,  In  this  letter  be  malms  the  best  excuse 
lie  can  to  bis  Catholic  relations  for  bis  dealings  with  AYalsingham. 
Up  to  the  date  of  the  discovery  of  tbe  Babington  conspiracy  he 
might  have  been  tbe  dupe  of  \\  alsingham,  but  what  is  fatal  to  bis 
character  tor  honest)  is  tbe  fact  of  bis  having  acted  as  Walsing- 
bani's  spy  for  eighteen  months 'after  the  discovery  of  tbe  plot,  and 
up  to  the  date  of  tbe  interception  of  bis  letters  in  December,  K>S7. 
Tbe  letter  is  endorsed  by  Philippes,  "  Gilbert  Gilford  to  ThrOg- 
nlorton,  out  of  prison."3  "My  intelligence  with  those  in  England 
began  last-  Easter  12  months,  with  consent  of  the  Cardinal,  Charles 
Paget,  Morgan,  and  others  on  pretext  of  treating  an  accord 
between  the  Council  and  us  Catholics.  I  was  sent  by  thein  to 
negotiate  an  affair  begun  by  the  Cardinal,  and  was  pressed  t" 
return  into  England  where  I  stayed  only  Lij  days,  being  much 
frightened  and  obliged  to  disguise  myself  as  a  servant  of  Mr. Cluift- 
teauneuf.  I  returned  to  Lua nee,  and  soon  after  the  last  conspiracy 
was*  discovered  in  England,  they  wrote  me  that  tbey  wore  sure  1 
bad  lied  away,  ami  asked  why.  I  answered  thai  m\  father  had 
heard  of  my  return  to  England  ami  was  much  grieved,  and  fearing

ventured  to  go  without  warning  them>  fearing  my  father. 
Soon  after  Savage  accused  nie  before  the  Council'  of  having 
treated  with  him  to  assassinate  the  Queen;  on  this  my  father  was 
in  great  danger  of  death,  and  if  J  had  not  purged  him  to  those  in 
Kngland,  it  must  have  been  over  with  him,  1  had  returned  ti» 
INiul-a-moussou  partly  for  fear  of  my  person,  partly  to  avoid  all 
opportunity  of  writing  to  thorn,  knowing  that  Walsingham  had 
threatened  and  said  in  anger  Mind's  death!  never  man  has  been 
So  near  cheating  me  as  (iiiTord.'  This  was  because  he  thought 
that  under  pretext  of  making  a  composition  between  the  Catholics 
and  those  of  the  religion,  1  had  conspired  the  death  of  the  Queen. 
1  sent  a  letter  of  excuse  and  had  a  reply  thai  I  was  condemned  of 
lose  majoste,  hut  if  I  would  return  into  the  country,  I.  should  be 
received  to  mercy.  To  that  effect  they  constrained  my  father  to 
write  tome,  hut  by  another  way  ho  forbade  my  returning  and  toltl 
me  the  Chancellor  had  ottered  a  largo  sum  to  get  me.  I  answered 
that  I  was  at  my  studios,  well  lodged,  and  could  not  return.  They 
would  not  acceptothe  excuse,  and  said  th.it  at  least  I  might  t<» 
persuade  Uratley  to  return.  I  sent  tin's  letter  to  Gratley  and 
wrote  them  word  thai  he  was  gone  into  Germany. 

"Some  months  alter,  they  accused  me  of  giving  a  letter  to  my 
cousin  George  Giilord  to  persuade  him  to  kill  the  Queen.1  I 
replied  that  I  had  only  spoken  to  him  once  ami  that  was  to  tell 
luni  that  his  brotlier  w  ished  him  to  Hasten  his  intended  journey 
to  (Constantinople.  Thus  I  have  temporized,  tti  avoid  the  ruin  of 
my  house.  1  have  been  often  solicited  to  give  them  advices,  but 
I  have  excused  mvself,  sonietinies  pretending  not  to  receive  their 
letters,  sometimes  promising  to  try.  In  their  last  letter  they 
complain  that  I  mock  them,  and  hear  them  little  a  flection.  I 
swear  hy  niy  baptism  that  I  never  wrote  them  anything  that  I  was 
not  certain  had  come  to  their  ears  before.  I  have  touched  no 
private  affairs  except  in  my  own  defence.  I  have  dom  nothing 
that  I  should  he  ashamed  of  before  the  world,  nothing  lor  which  I 
had  not  the  consent  of  the  best  Catholics,  In  temporizing  with 
them,  I  act  as  does  Charles  Arundel  in  haunting  the  house  of  their 
ambassador,  as  Suigo  has  done  by  consent  of  Pom  IVmaidino,  and 
Fitzherbert  to  Walsingham,  what  I  do  is  only  to  know  iheir  pro-

A  copy  of  his  letter  to  his  brother  Edward  is  also  amongst  the 
State  Papers.  It  is  endorsed  in  a  Contemporary  hand  "copy  of 
Cliffords  letter  to  his  brother  Edward"  and  is  headed: —

In  January,  1588,  Gilbert  Giffard  writes  to  FTenr)  Willsden 

the  Secretary  of  Walsingham,  that  t  heir  e<  a  TCSpOUdoiU  e  had  been 
discovered  and  their  Letters  intercepted,  thai  lie  was  animated  on 
Friday  hel'ore  Chi'istlilllS  Day.  and  his  eipher  WU8  ftlso  found,  ho 
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luiK  been  several  times  exalnined,  unci  his  accusers  lay  the  death 
of  the  Queen  of  Scots  to  his  charge.1 

On  the  orcl  January,  1588,  Gilbert  GifTard  writes  to  his  uncle 
Hugh  Oflley  Id  ask  him  -to  apply  to  his  lather  for  some  money  to 
help  him  out  of  prison-.'2 

An  intercepted  letter  from  Charles  Paget  to  one  Borden,  dated 
:11st  January,  L 588,  from  Paris,  states  that  Gilbert  Giffard  remains 
in  tin1  Bishop's  prison  in  Paris.  In  this  letter  Paget  rails  violently 
ugainst  Gilbert  Gilford  and  Thomas  Phelippes,  *'  in  whose  letters 
there  is  much  knavery  found  in  practising  the  death  of  the  Queen 
uf  Scots."  3 

2nd  February,  1588.  Gilbert  Giffard  writes  to  Walsinghain 
"he  is  promised  his  liberty  on  condition  to  conform  himself  and 
to  meddle  no  more  with  those  of  England,  desires  to  hear  from 
him  and  vows  unalterable  faithfulness,  has  great  oilers  if  he  will 
cease  dealing  with  England.4 

On  the  8th  February,  1588, 'Gilbert  Gilford  writes  tu  Henry 
Willsden,  "he  will  hardly  believe  liow  traitorously  some  have 
dealt  with  him,  is  sure  the  Ambassador  (Sir  E.  Stafford)  has  been 
the  only  cause  of  his  trouble,  he  will  do  nothing  for  him.  expects 
his  liberty  daily.  When  at  liberty  will  inform  him  of  other  secrets 
which  he  dare  not  now  venture."  ,v 

10th  February,  1588.  An  intercepted  letter  from  Charles 
Paget  to  Borden — "Giffard  remains  as  he  did  he  deserves  well 
to  lose  his  life  and  had  he  been  in  liolne  or  Spain,  he  should  have 
done  so."  0 

1  Gth  February,  1588.  Gerard  Gifl'aitl  writes  to  lialph 
Hosband,  Merchant  in  London,  "he  found  his  brother  in  the 
lh'shops  prison  in  Paris,  la1  finds  many  enemies,  hut  some  are 
reasonable,  an  answer  is  looked  for  from  the  Pope  and  Cardinal, 
which  is  not,  expected  to  he  favorable,  the  expellees  are  excessive."  '

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On  the  17th  Marchr  158S,  Thomas  Barnes  in  a  report i  of  his 
proceedings  to  Phelippes,  says  i- it  is  said  that  my  cousjui  Gilbert, 
on  hope  of  enlargement  lias  undertaken  the  detection  of  the  enter- 
prize  Of  the  Gentlemen,  and  the  discovery  of  the  inlercovuse  anil 
convoy  lo  the  Queen  of  Scots,  and  I  hear  that  fur  quarelling  with 
his  keeper,  he  is  removed  L< j  a  worse  prison,  or  to  the  dungeon."  1 

On  the  Lfeth  July,  1588,  tiilbert  Giffard  writer  to  AValsinghain,' 
'•the  time  is  come  when  he  shall  he  able  to  do  n<>  Less  service 
than  before^  his  only  stay  being  want  of  money,  he  thinks  Stafford 
has  dealt  underhand  wiih  the  Cardinal  against  hiui,  etc/'  A 
postscript  states  all  this  w  as  untrue,  being  written  in  presence  of 
his  enemies.2 

It  seems  from  this  letter  that  Gilbert  was  under  the  anpre- 
hension  that  his  correspondence  would  be  intercepted,  and  that 
probably  took  place.  On  the  1st  August,  however,  he  acknowledges 
in  a  letter  to  his  lather,  John  Gilford,  the  receipt  of  .1 00  crowns 
from  his  uncle  Hugh  Oilier,  by  the  hands  <>t"  Bartholomew 
Martin.3 

20th  August,  10S8.  Gilbert  writes  to  his  brother  Gerard 
Giffard,  "  thinks  his  liberty  will  not  be  long  deferred." 

At  this  date  Gilbert  had  made  a  confession,  to  the  Bishop  of 
Paris,  although  he  does-  not  mention  it.  His  coiifession  is  dated 
the  Ulh  August,  loSS. 

Tim  Omfessidii  of  GiFbht  CNfford,  tramftitvd  4 

a. l >.  1588,  14th  of  August,  at  Paris,  from  the  lUshop's  prison. 

When  I  first  arrived  at  Paris  (after  my  departure  from  the 
College  of  IMieinis),  L  said  privately  to  Morgan  that  if  ]  should 
happen  to  be  apprehended  in  England  and  be  placed  in  the 
presence  of  Walsingham,  I  would  divulge  thai  I  had  been  a 
persistent  enemy  of  tin1  Society  of  Jesus,  and  that  1  had 
determined  to  follow  it  up,  and  thai  I  was  willing  {<>  undertake 
and  attempt  an yt  hing  against  them  in  his  service,  nil  <•!'  which 
was  approved  by  Morgan. 

Afterwards  when  I  was  apprehended  at  the  port  (called  I'yc) 
and  taken  to  iValsinghani,  I  disclosed  to  hint  the  whole  matter  in 
the  way  I  stated  above,  adding  moreover  that  I  would  l.aiug  it

pleased  Walsingham  very  much.  Win  n  this  was  done  lit'  dis- 
missed me,  and  not  very  long  after  lie  arranged  that  20  guineas 
.should  l)e  sent  to  me.  When  this  was  done  1  instantly  informed 
Morgan  clearly  by  letter,  and  that  1  had  taken  upon  me  feu  summon 
Doctor  Gilford  to  England.  Which  having  been  read,  Morgan  (as  1 
believe),  summoned  Doctor  Gifibrd  to  Paris.  At  the  same  time 
I  wrote  to  Morgan  by  the  French  ambassador's  messenger  that 
Doctor  Gilford  should  by  no  means  come  into  England,  although 
in  the  letters  first  soon  by  Walsingham,  I  wrote  that  lie  should 
come. 

About  the  same  time  Morgan  wrote  to  me  to  England 
concerning  Doctor  Gilford's  coming  into  England,  Doctor  Gilford 
himself  knowing  of  the.  whole  of  this  ^matter.  For  Morgan  had 
arranged  that  Doctor  Gilford  should  write  to  inc  to  England 
at  the  same  time  and  it  had  been  agreed  between  them  that  1 
should,  as  it  wore,  follow  Morgan's  directions  in  every  way,  and 
give  credence  to  them. 

These  things  were  done  on  my  first  return  into  England 
where  I  stayed  for  some  time  and  what  conversations  I  had  with 
Walsingham  1  informed  Morgan  of  from  day  to  day,  and  Morgan 
often  wrote  to  me  concerning  the  same  affair.  But  very  soon  f 
became  tired  of  the  matter,  and  I  wrote  to  Morgan  that  1 
should  again  cross  over.  .  lie  persuades  me  not  to  do  it.  Never- 
theless I  prepare  myself  for  the  journey,  and  now  hasten  to 
.France,  pretending  to  Walsingham  that  the  cause  of  my  journey 
was  that  I  might  bring  Doctor  Gilford  back  with  me  to  England, 
for  the  purpose  of  doing  which  thing,  letters  of  safe  conduct  were 
given  to  me,  wherein  a  space  was  left  for  insert ing  the  nana4, 
namely,  that  Doctor  Gilford  (as  I  had  pretended),  crossing  over 
should  put  in  the  name  that  might  seem  more  convenient  for 
him,  and  so  might  be  sent  away  without  examination  or  scrutiny. 
On  my  arrival  I  gave  this  letter—  which  (hey  can  a  passport— to 
Morgan,  by  virtue  of  which  Meredith,  u  certain  English  priest, 
returned  to  England. 

Philip,  one  of  Walsingham's  servants  ;md  spies,  often  told  me 

that  Morgan  was  most  intimate  and  friendly  with  hint  He  also 
named  the  times  when  they  should  sup  and  dine  together  at 
Paris;  which  thing  indeed,  from  Philip's  conversation,  appeared 
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to  nie  to  be  quite  true,  as  he  imitated  Morgan's  manners  aini 
actions  to  the  life,  aiul  he  seemed  to  be  very  well  acquainted  wiiL 
Morgan's  nature.  What  they  should  treat  about  and  to  whal 
end,  1  know  not.  Nevertheless,  Morgan  once  narrated  t<»  me  thai 
Philip  Iiad  revealed  to  him  certain  letters  written  in  cipher  .it 
Tavis.  1  received  no  money  from  Walsingham  except  shortly 
before  my  apprehension  at  Paris,  but  that  was  ma  known  in  the- 
Morgan  family,  at  any  rate  lie  knew  that  I  bad  received  money 
from  him.  It  is  clear  in  my  letters  bq  Walsingham,  now 
intercepted,  that  I  wrote  that  Morgan  would  do  anything 
against  our  Cardinal  and  the  Jesuits.  In  the  same  I  wrote  that 
Morgan  strongly  urged  me  to  return  into  England. 

It  is  certain  that  Walsingham  knew  that  Morgan  was 
aware  of  my  actions,  for.  in  truth,  1  always  warned 
Walsingham  that  Morgan  would  he  steadfast,  inasmuch  as  1 
understand  he  was  acting  against  our  illustrious  Cardinal,  liut 
this  letter  had  been  written  sometime  before  1  was  thrown  hit" 
prison  here,  wherefore  it  is  clear  that  those  things which  I  said 
concerning  .Morgan's  disposition  towards  the  Cardinal  are  not 
fictions.  For  that  letter  was  written  after  my  first  return  out  of 
England,  when  Morgan  advised  that  I  should  turn  back. 

And  I  wrote  such  things  concerning  Morgan  to  Walsingham  on 
the  basis  of  the  consultations  which  were  then  held  between  us,  and 
because  at  that  time  we  had  in  hand  the  coniposing  of  a  book 
against  the  Cardinal  and  the  Jesuits.  I  do  not  know  how  that 
letter  was  intercepted  at  1'aris,  for  never  did  greater  familiarity 
pass  between  me  and  Morgan  than  at  this  time,  which  is  an 
argument  that  I  concealed  nothing.  Hut  since  that  time  three 
years  have  elapsed.  As  regards  the  hook  against  the  Jesuits, 
when  he  was  again  in  Kngland  we  worked  upon  it  ;  hat 
in  good  faith,  whit  refers  to  me  I  never  thought  would  be  brought 
up  against  me.  But  when  1  had  returned  from  Kngland,  Morgan 
again  urged  with  me  to  go  hack,  hut  I  was  unwilling  to  he 
persuaded.  At  length  he  Rinsed  that  (Jrallev  should  persuade  me 
to  do  this ;  whom  lor  a  time  i  resisted.  l»ut  at  last  I  yielded, 
and  for  an  excuse  for  SO  sudden  a  return,  we  all  with  one  HCOMltl 
agreed  upon  the  composing  of  the  book,  (iiatley  put  the  whole 
together,  but  Morgan  supplied  many  discourses,  and  often  for  two 
hours  in  succession  lie  was  wont,  to  discourse  with  me  Couocruui^! 
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things  against  the  Cardinal  ami  I'.  Parsons,  the  chief  points  of  which 
things  we  included  in  the  book,  for  ex;  tuple,  concerning  the 
bishops  and  their  ambition,  and  a  discourse  against  the  general 
invasion  of  England.1 

The  English  Ministers  attached  great  importance  to  obtaining 
a  copy  of  this  confession,  and  they  evidently  effected  their  object, 
for  a  copy  of  it  is  now  amongst  the  Cecil  Papers  at  Hatfield  and 
has  been  printed  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Historical  MSS. 
Commission  in  the  original  Latin.  It  will  be  seen  that  under  the 
guise  of  a  full  confession,  it  really  discloses  nothing. 

On  the  12th  October,'  1588,  Walsinghain  writes  to  Gilbert 
Gilford,  "  that  he  was  making  endeavours  for  his  release,  and  fears 
to  commit  anything  to  his  hands  till  he  is  at  liberty,  (hid  had 
given  a  glorious  victory  to  England,  and  the  Spanish  ships  had 
been  destroyed  on  the  coast  of  Ireland." 

On  the  1  othNovember,  1588,  Thomas  Fitzherbert  writes  to  his 
cousin,  Gilbert  Gilfard,  "  that  he  hoped  lie  would  receive  his  liberty 
shortly,  but  the  Bishop  takes  time  to  consult  with  the  Legate." 

Thomas  Fitzherbert  was  one  of  the  English  refugees  in  Koine. 

On.  the  6th  December,  1588,  Gilbert  Gilford  writes  to  his 
brother  "  that  he  has  been  forced  to  make  a  submission,  and  agree 
not  to  proceed  against  his  persecutors." 

Lie  never  appears  to  have  been  released  and  died  in  the 
Bishop's  prison  in  Paris,  in  15.90,  or  earl)'  in  1.591. 

Giles,  the  fifth  son,  has  been  already  mentioned  in  the  account 
of  Gilbert  Gilfard.    Nothing  more  is  known  respecting  him. 

George  Gilfard,  the  sixth  son  of  John  Giilard,  is  show  n  by 
the  Brewood  Kegisters  to  have  died  in  1585.  This  George  has 
been  erroneously  described  as  the  Gentleman  I'ensioner  of  the

These  name  Sir  Waiter  Gillanl,  of 
Hig'ham  (High  Oiin),  co.  Stafford; and  Gerard.  Giflard,  of  Aslley," 
co.  Warwick,  Ins  brother.  He  occurs  again  in  a  list  of  lieeusants 
in  101  1,  and  that  is  the  latest  notice  which  I  have  found  of  him. 
The  l>rewood  Registers  record  the  burial  of  Gerard  Giflard,  gen  til - 
man,  on  the  20th  April,  1  620.  He  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
Richard  Chamberlain,  of  Astley,  co.  Warwick,  by  whom  lie  had  if 
daughter,  Margaret,  who  died  unmarried.1 

On  the  1.8th  June, '..1650,  ftidiard  and  Blixabeth  Mil  Wiie,  of 
London,  made  a  claim  on  the  estate  of  Walter  Brooke,  nl"  Lapley, 
co.  Slabbed,  which  bad  been  sequestered,  claiming  an  annuity 
bequeathed  to  Elizabeth,  then  wife  of  Gerard  Giflurd,  in  1631,  by 
her  daughter  Margaret  Gii'lbrd,  and  which  had  been  paid  by 
Margaret's  executors  till  the  estate  had  been  sequestered.  The 
question  was  referred  to  Brereton,  of  the  County  Committee,  who 
reported  -that  the  estate  was  sequestered  for  the  recusancy  of 
Walter  Brooke,  of  Lapley,  executor  of  Margaret  Gilford,  and  then 
passed  into  the  hands  of  a  son  of  Lord  L'etre  who  bad  married  tlio 
sole  daughter  and  heir  of  Walter  Brooke. 

Edward,  the  eighth  son,  has  been  already  mentioned  in  the 
account  of  Gilbert  Giff'ard.  According  to  Sir  Edward  Stafford's 
letter  of  1587,  be  had  been  killed  shortly  before  that  date  in  an 
attempt  to  carry  oil'  an  English  vessel  to  Dunkirk.    The  latter 

associates  and  friends  of  Babington  ami  his  fellow  conspirators  were  arrested  and 
examined,  and  amongst  these  wore  George  Gilfard  and  Richard  GffFard.  The 
latter  must  be  the  second  son  of  John  Gilfard  of  Clullinglon. 

Nothing  of  importance  apparently  was  found  to  incriminate  George  Giflard, 
hut  lie  w a s  obnoxious  tor  Fonie  reason  to  the  ruling  powers,  and  there  is  a  letter 
from  one  Richard  lroung  to  WaUingham,  dated  Kali  December,  L58G,  s'ul 
had  drawn  up  the  charge  against  George  Giffard,  after  an  eKamination  of  ><  \<  v  1 
witnesses,  and  lie  would  be  indicted  for  being  concerned  in  several  robberies  hi 
London  and  Westminster  "  by  means  of  an  engine,"  and  for  highway  robheriea  oil 
Hounslow  Heath. 

After  this  George  Gifl'ai'd  lied  the  country,  having  probably  receiwd  some 
intimation  of  this  prosecution.    Amongst  the  Stato  Papers  there  is  h  letter  from

Walter,  tin-  eldest,  son  of  John  Gilford,  like  his  father,  was  an 
uncompromising  adherent  of  the  old  doctrine-.    The  hitter  had 
committed  the  error  of  entrusting  the  education  of  his  sons  to  the 
•Jesuit  lathers  of  Douai  ami  Amiens,  and  the  result  was  the  steady 
decline  of  the  family  fortunes  for  more  than  a  hundred  years,  in 
fact,  if  it  had  not  been  that  the  eldest  sons  'luring  this  period 
married  rich  wives,  the  Family  must  have  been  completely  ruined. 
When,  however,  it  is  considered  what  the  doctrines  of  the  Jesuits 
were  at  this  time,  it  is  impossible  to  feel  much  sympathy  for  their 
adherents  amongst  the  educated  classes  in  England.    The  Popes 
claimed  the  right  to  excommunicate  sovereigns  and  to  absolve  their 
subjects  from  their  allegiance,  and  a  Dull  to  that  effect  had  ljeen 
published  against  the  English  Queen,    The  Jesuits  supported  this 
monstrous  claim  in  their  schools  and  even  preached  the  doctrine 
that  assassination  of  sovereigns  was  a  lawful  act  when,  performed 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Catholic  Church,     The  result  of  such 
teaching  is  shown  in  the  history  of  this  period^  for  every  head  "i  a 
party  opposed  to  the  Jesuits  or  to  the  Catholic  League.  Inst  his 
life  by  assassination  with  the  single  exception  of  Elizabeth.1  N" 
one,  therefore,  can  blame  the  measures  of  her  ministers  which 
preserved  her  life,  however  rigorous  such  measures  may  appeal  at 
the  present  day.    The  English  Uathojics,  as  ;i  body,  were  loyal,  but 
a  minority  amongst  them  were  the  dupes  "f  this  stupid  fanaticism, 
and  amongst  this  irreconcilable  section  Ibrat  least  three  generations 
must  lie  reckoned  the  friffards  of   Chillingtou,  and  all  their 
collateral  1  "ranches. 

As  already  shown  in   the  account   of  his  father,  Wultei  WHS 
married  to  Philippa  W  hite  in  21  Kli/.abetli  (1579).    When  this 
event  occurred  he  seems  to  have  taken  up  his  al»>dc  at  High  <  Mine, 
or  during  his  father's  lifetime,  he  is  usually  styled  of  tint  place.

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At  the  date  of  his  marriage  he  wa i  26  years  of  age.  It  was, 
perhaps  through  this  marriage  that  Lite  Giffards  acquired  the 
manor  of  ^etham,  eo.  Hants.  This  manor  was  sequestrated  and 
sold  by  the  Commissioners  of  forfeited  estates  in  1653, 1 

In  44.  Elizabe.lh  (1602),  and  whilst  his  father  was  still  alive; 
Walter  purchased,  the  Fulford  property.  This  consisted  of  rather 
more  than  60Q  acres  of  land  in  Fulford,  HUderstoiie,  Dilhorn,  and 
Draycote  on  the  Moors,2 

On  the  4th  October,,  1000,  the  Slate  Tapers  contain  a  --rant  t<i 
Andrew  Alexander,  of  the  benefit  of  the  recusancy  of  "Walter 
Giliard,  of  Jiieon  (High  Onn)/5  ft  was  not  until  1  G1.':>  that  his 
fat  her  died,  and  the  only  mention  1  have  met  with  of  Walter  after 
he  became  head  of  his  family  are  the  notes  of  the  examination  uf 
Mr.  Gilford,  of  Ohil'Iington,  and  three  other  Catholics,  by  Mr. 
Secretary  Coke  (the  famous  lawyer),,  respecting  a  Papal  Bull  said 
to  have  been  brought  into  England  to  permit  Recusants  to  repair 
to  church  twice  a  year.1 

Walter  died  on  the  27th  April,  8  Charles  I  (1632).  The 
inquisition  on  his  death  states  that  he  held  the  manors  of 
Chillington,  Win's  ton,  Bickford,  High  Onnc,  Merston,  and  Fulford 
and  a  moiety  of  the  manor  of  Stow  Heath,  and  lands  in  Brewode, 
Waltonfield,  Enston,  Orslowe,  Bromluill,  Gnosall,  Blackladies, 
Brichford,  the  site  of  Blackladies  and  the  Water  mill  and  Colgate 
near  Stafford.  That  in  \"A  dames  (101 0-1 6),  Walter. Giflard  hail 
enfeoffed  certain  trustees  named  in  the  above  manors,  etc.  to  the 
use  of  Walter  Giflard  for  life,  with  remainder  to  LVter  GiH'anl  \w< 
heir  apparent,  and  Frances  his  w  ile,  and  the  heirs  male  of  the  body 
of  Peter,  and  failing  such,  to  the  heirs  male  of  the  Uod)  i  f  W  aller, 
and  failing  such,  to  the  heirs  male  of  the  body  of  John  Giflard, 
the  father  el'  Walter  Giflard,  and  failing  such,  on  the  heirs  male  of 
the  bod)'  of  Thomas  Giflard,  knight,  the  grandfather  of  Walter, 
and  failing  such,  on  the  right  heirs  of  Waiter  for  ever, 

The  inquisition  further  states  that  dohu  Gillurd  the  father  of 
Walter,  was  seised  of  the  manor  of  Grifle  and  Cotoil,  in  CO, 
Warwick,  and  in  LM  Elizabeth  on  the  marriage  of  Walter  Gilford,

been  settled  un  dohn  Gill'ard  and  Joyce,  then  his  wife,  for  their 
lives,  with  remainder  tb  the  heirs  male  of  the  body  of  Thomas 
(iillard,  knight,  deceased,  the  father  of  the  said  John,  and  failing 
such,  on  the  fight  heirs  of  John  Gill'ard  for  ever.  John  and  Joyce 
had  died,  and  Walter  had  entered  under  the  above  settlement  into 
llriffe  and  Coton,  and  liad  enfeoffed  Richard  Chaniberlayne,  and 
Hugh  Andeley  in  the  manor,  and  Walter  had  died  at  Chillington 
on  the  27th  April,  8  Charles  1  (1032).  Voter,  his  son,  was  his 
nearest  heir  and  was  50  years  of  age  and  upwards. 

Chillington  was  held  of  the  Bishop  and  was  worth  annually 
£59  H  -id. 

Winston  and  Ilickford  wereheld  of  William  Lord  Paget,  and 
were  worth  £10  4s.  4</. 

High  On.ne  and  Orslowe  (sir)  arid  certain  tenements  in  Walton- 
Held,  and  Nbrmicote,  and  Gnosall,  were  held  of  the  King  in  cajtitc, 
and  were  worth  £4. 

Orslowe  was  hold  of  the  Barony  of  Stafford,  and  was  worth 
56s.,  ami  was  held  by  knight's  service. 

Brichford  and  b-orgale  and  Merston  were  hold  of  the  King  in 
rnpite  by  knight's  service,  and  were  worth  £lo  4.s\  10'/. 

The  moiety  of  Stow  heath  was  hold  of  the  King  in  capite,  by 
the  service  of.,  half  a  knight's  foe,  and  was  worth  1 00«s*. 

The  tenements  in  Stretton  were  held  of  ITichard  Congreve  us 
of  his  manor  of  Strclton,  and  wore  worth  )>0s'. 

lMaekhulies  was  held  of  the  King. in  vajnU  for  one-tenth  of  a 
knight's  fee,  and  was  worth  17  I. On. 

Grille  and  Colon  were  worth  40s.,  but  the  jury  wove  ignorant 
by  what  service  they  were  hold. 

It  will  he  seen  that  this  inquisition  names  four  gen  era  tiona  of 
the  family. 

Waller  (Jill'ard  lies  buried  at  lU'CWOod  under  an  altar  tomb,  on 
which  are  elligies  of  liimsrlt'  in  annonr,  and  his  wife  rhilij'pa 
White.

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"liieardi"  is  clearly  a  mistake.1     The  baptismal  name  <-f 
Philippa's  father  has  undergone  rail  lerous  variations  at  the  liai 
of  historians  and  heralds,  but  there  is  no  doubt  it  was  Henry. 
The  inquisition  on  John  Giffard,  the  father  of  Walter,  calls 
her  the  daughter  of  Henry  White,  esquire,  and  thevinquisition  on 
Walter  calls  her  the  daughter  of  Thomas  White.    She  was  really 
the  granddaughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  Thomas  While,  her  father 
Henry  having  died  in  the  lifetime  of  .his  father.    Thomas' While 
was  knighted  by  Queen  Elizabeth  during  one  of  her  progresses, 
.and  there  is  an  interesting  monument  to  him  in  South  YVarn- 
borough  Church.     In  his  notes  on  the  Staffordshire  Visitation 
of  1668,  Vol.  V,  Waffonhhire  Collections,  H.  S.  Grazebrook  shows 
that  in  the  pedigree  of  EngleHcld  in  the  Warwickshire  Visitation 
of  1()1!>,  lo.hert While  is  stated  to  haw  had  issue  by  M\m,  the 
daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Inglefield,  a  son  Thomas,  whose  son  Henry 
had  four  daughters  and  coheirs,  one  of  whom,  IMiilippa,  married 
"Walter  Giffard. 

The  Parish  Register  of  RrewOod  record-  the  funeral  of 
Waiter  GlflUrd  as  having  taken  place  there  on  tlie  9th  May, 
1682. 

Walter  Giffard  had  is^ue  by  Philippa  White: —

Eastbnry  Faun,  co.  fcerks.,  bad  been  bought  by 
Samuel  Dobbs,  and  his  lands  and  houses  in  Marston 
Parish  had  been  bought  by  Thomas  Hartley.1 

The  same  proceedings,  name  a  daughter  of  this  John 
Giffard  married  bo  Anthony  Dormer,  the  younger,  of 
Wolverhanipton,  and  also  a  son  Peter,  who  appears  to 
have  entered  the  service  of  the  Commonwealth  under 
Cromwell.

On  the  1st  Movernber,  Thomas,  son  ami  heir  of  Andrew 
Gilford,  petitions  through  his  guardian  for  a  recognition 
of  his  title  to  Walton  Grange. 

On  the  10th  Mareh,  L652;  Colonel  Kdward  Ashenhurst  states 
that  he  had  bought  the  inheritance  of  Walton  Grange, 
and  was  ready  to  pay  off  the  inort  gage  of  £  1 ,500  for  which 
Andrew  ( !  iii'ord  held  it.- 

Thonias,  the  eldest  son  of  Andrew,  beeamen  priest.  In  1080 
at  the  time  of  the  popular  panic  respecting  the  Popish  L*iol, 
he  is  named  amongst  the  recusants  of  co.  Stafford,  w  ho  were 
required  to  name,  all  the  arms  and  gunpowder  in  their 
possession.  In  this  list  he  is  desci  iU-d  as  Thomas  Gilford 
of  Cock  Street,  Wolverhampton,  gentleman,  ;i  priest.8 

Augustine,  the  second  sou  of  Andrew,  lived  to  a  considerable 
age,  I'm-  his  burial  took  place  a.t  UreAvood  in  Pebrunty, 
1720-21.'

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Bonaventure,  the  third  son  of  Andrew,  was  the  famous 
Bonaventnre  Giffard,  Bishop  of  Madaura,  the  first  Vicar 
Apostolic  of  the  Catholic  Church  in  England.  The  part 
he  played  in  the  history  of  the  reign  ol*  James  II,  is  well 
known  from. the  pages  of  Macaulay.  He  died  in 
aged  91. 1 

Walter  Giitard  had., also  a  daughter  Elizabeth,  whb  married 
liist,  Francis  flanford  of  Wollashull,  eo.  Worcester,  and  secondly, 
Aylife  White  of  the  .Middle  temple.2 

Before  proceeding  further  with  the  history  of  the  main  line  of 
the  Giffards,  1  propose  to  say  something  respecting  two  younger 
branches  of  the  family  which  were  nourishing  at  this  epoch. 
These  were  the  Giffards  of  Wliiteladies,  and  the  Giffards  of 
Biaekladies  and  Water-Eaton,  both  descended  from  sons  of  Sir 
Thomas  ( !  Lfiard.

Edward,  the  second  son  of  Sir  Thomas,  was  the  founder  ol'  the 
Whiteladi.es  branch.  lie  married  Frances,  the  eldest  daughtei 
and  heir  of  Bartholomew  S  kerne,  with  whom  he  appears  to  have 
obtained  a  considerable  fortune,  for  he  was  the  "rich  uncle"  of 
Gilbert  Giffard,  mentioned  in  the  account,  of  that  member  of  the 
family. 

Edward  died  on  the  1st  January,  LOGO.  In  Ashmole's  tine 
there  was  the  following  inscription  on  his  tomb  in  Brewoud 
( 'hurch  : —

Iii  1592,  a  letter  frum  the  Privy  ( 'ouneil  directs  Sir  Thomas 
Luson  Qtic),  the  High  Sheriff  of  cb.  Stafford,  Thomas.AVhurwood  and 
Edward  Gilford  to  call  before  them  the  creditors  of  John  Dudley, 
Esq.,  the  sun  of  Lord  Dudley,  ami  cause  them  to  stay  their 
proceedings  against  the  said  John. 

Edward  Gin'ard  left  a  son  John  who  was  the  first  to  inhabit 
Boscobel,  WMteladies  having  been  the  residence  of  his  mother 
Frances  up  to  her  death  in  LG25.  Jt  is  probable  that  Boscobel 
was  built  by  him  as  a  dwelling  place  fur  himself  ami  likewise  a 
place  of  concealment  for  a  Catholic,  priest  Unless  these  hiding 
places  Formed  part  of  the  original  construction  of  a  house,  there 
was  always  great  risk  Of  detection. 

Popish  recusants  could  nut  leave  the  country  without  the 
permission  of  the  Government,  and  amongst  the  State  Papers 
there  is  a  grant  of  safe  conduct,  dated  L\~th  June,  1624,  to  Mm 
Gitlord  uf  Hoseubel,  cu.  Salop,  l«.  with  his  wile  ami  four 
daughters  into  France,  to  stay  there  seven  years,  to  educate  hia 
children  and  to  pay  his  debts,  and  with  leave  to  pass  and  repass 
dui  ing  that  time.-' 

One  of  tin-  daughters  dieil  shortly  afterwards  and  amougst 
the  Cottonian  MSS.  there  is  a  deetl  of  covenant  dated  1632 
made  between  John  Gilford  of   Boscobel  1,  co,  Salop,  Kaquire

alias  the  Church  of  St.  Leonard  of  Drewfood  in  the  counties  of 
Salop  and  Stafford,  and  of  the  site  of  the  house  now  called  or 
kuowne  by  the  name  of  JV>scobell;  winch  were  of  the  inheritance 
of  Edward  Giffard,  Esquire,  father  of  the  said  John,  with  all  lands, 
etc.,  belonging  to  it,  and  all  the  Change  farm  called  Xeeheles 
iNeaehley),  in  the  parishes  of  Tong  and  Domrington,  co.  Salop, 
also  the  manor  of  Plordweckc  (Planlwiek),  co.  Stafford,  and  all 
the  lands  and  appurtenances,  late  the  inheritance  of  Edward 
Giffard  father  of  John.  To  the  use  and  behoof  of  the  said  John 
Giffard  for  his  life,  and  after  his  decease  to  the  said  Frances 
Giffard  and  her  heirs  for  ever.''1  It  is  curious  that  this  deed  makes 
no  mention  of  Dorothy  the  wife  of  John,  hut  in  the  following  year 
on  the  marriage  of  Frances  I  lie  eldest  daughter  of  John  with 
John  Cotton,  a  new  set  tlement  of  tin*  estate  was  made.  By  an 
indenture  dated  20th  June,  S  Charles  ( 1  <>.">:>),  and  made  between 
John  Giffard  of  Jioseobell,  co.  Salop,  Fs<piier.  on  one  part  aud 
John  Cotton  son  and  heir  apparaunt  Of  Thomas  Cotton  of  Gidding 
Abbots,  co.

the  said  John  Giffard  for  their  natural  lives,  aud  the  life  of  the 
longest  liver  of  them,  and  covenants  not  t»»  cut  down  tin-  wood

Dorothy  Giffard,  the  daughter  of  John,  died  in  the  following 
year/  and  Frames  Cotton  was  eventually  left  the  nolo,  aurvivoi  ol 
this  branch  of  the  family.

Gloucester,  mi 
the  widow  of  John  Pennye  of  East  Colter,  co.  Somerset,  ..: 
of  Weston  in  the  parish  of  £/orsconibe,  co.  Dorset.  Her 
husband  died  on  the  22nd  February,  161 2-1 3,1  and  Dorothy  was 
married  to  John  Giffard  in  the  same  year.1  By  her  first  liuslaiiil 
she  had  issue,  George  L'ennye  of  Toller  Weline,  co.  Dorset, 
who  was  born  in  1007,  and  two  daughters,  Elizabeth  and  Mar}'.' 
According  to  Hutchin's  Dorset,  George  Pennye  was  a  great 
sufferer  in  the  cause  of  Charles'  1.  Dorothy  has  fared  badly  at 
t  he  hands  of  historians^  fur  though  she  was  the  owner  of  White- 
ladies  and  residing  in  the  house  when  the  King  was  brought 
there,  she  has  Urn  entirely  ignored  in  the  accounts  of  the  King's 
escape.  It  is  true  that  Thomas  Blount,  who  has  loft  us  the  best 
account  of  the  King's  escape,  says  in  it  that  "'Mistress  GitUutl 
brought  his  majesty  sonic  sack  and  biscuit,'*  but  modern  writers 
have  misinterpreted  this  sentence  and  have  described  this  Mistress 
GirTard  as  the  wife  of  Charles  Giflard.  Lingard,  too,  in  his  history, 
has  omitted  all  mention  of  her,  stating  that  Whiteladies  was  tin- 
property  of  Mrs.  Cotton.  Dorothy  appears  to  have  died  before  the 
Restoration,  and  from  this  cause  hcr'share  in  the  King's  preserva- 
tion has  been  entirely  lost  sight  of.  Sin-  was  alive  in  1655,  for 
on  the  10th  .January,  1653,  Dorothy,  the  widow  of  John  Giflbnl 
of  l)oscol)cl,  begs  to  ponqjound  for  the  two-thirds  «>f  her  estate 
which  had  been  sequestered  under  the  Ltecusant  Ad,  and  eomplailis 
of  the  detention  of  the  oilier  third  of  her  lauds  at  Whiteladies, 
co.  Salop,  and  of  the  rattingham  Rectory  in  co.  Stailbrd.1    On  the

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26th  June,  16 5 5,  she  begs  for  an  allotment  of  a  separate  third, 
being  aged  and  in  debt.  This  was  granted,  and  orders  were  sent 
accordingly  to  the  County  Committees  of  Salop  and  Stafford. 

Her  husband  John  Giffard  died  before  the  year  1G47,  for  w  hen 
Sir  Charles  Wolseley  was  compounding  for  his  estates  in  that 
year,  he  stated  that  he  owed  John  Clifford  of  Boscobel,  a  Popish 
[{ecusant  who  had  died  in  Ireland,  a  sum  of  £1,700,  for  which  his 
l.mds  had  been  mortgaged.1 

John  Cotton,  the  husband  of  Frances  Giffard,  was  dead  in  1054, 
for  on  tin1  l'Oth  January  in  that  year,  Fraitees,  widow  of  John 
Cotton  of  Steeple  Giddiug,  co.  Hunts.,  petitions  to  contract  for 
her  estates  under  the  Act  of  21st  October,  1053. 

Thomas  Blount,  in  his  account  of  the  King's  escape,  w  hen 
speaking  of  the  number  of  men,  and,  w  hat  is  far  more  reaaiarkable, 
the  number  of  Women,  who  were  privy  to  the  King's  disguise  and 
concealment  and  who  faithfully  concealed  so  "important  and 
dangerous  a  secret,  states  that  Whiteladies  at  that  time  held  five 
several  families,  but  in  this  he  probably  includes  the  married 
servants,  such  as  the  Fenderell.s.  Without  doubt,  however,  two  of 
these  families  were  I  )oiothy  ( J i Hard  the  ownei  of  the  house,  and 
Frances  Cotton,  her  married  daughter.  He  also  mentions  a 
George  Giffard  as  a  resident  in  the  house.  This  must,  he  the  old 
cavalier,  the  younger  brother  of  Peter  Giffard,  \\  ho  w  as  named  as  a 
Papist  in  arms  in  1648,  At  the  time  of  the  Kings  escape  lie  must 
have  been  over  GO  years  of  age  and  had  retired  from  active 
service  in  the  royal  cause. 

Oil  the  Tuesday  after  the  battle,  and  when  (he  King  was 
at  Moseley  in  Mr.  Whitgreave's  house,  the  rebels  having 
discovered  that  the  King  had  been  at  Whiteladies,  a  pally 
of  them  siiri'oun d  1  thy  honsc,  and  according  in  Mount's 
narrative  "  they  called  for  Mr.  George  Gilliml  who  lived  in  an 
apartment  of  the  house,  presented  a  pistol  to  his  breast,  am!  bade 
him  confess  where  the  King  was,  or  he  shbuld  presently  die. 
Mr.  Giffard  who  was  too  loyal,  and  t<>o  much  a  gentleman,  t<>  he 
frightened  into  any  infidelity,  resolutely  denied  the  knowing  any 
more  but  that  diveis  cavaliers  ea me  t hit hei  on  Wednesday  night, 
ate  up    their    provision   and   departed  ;    ;md    tli.tt    he   w.i-  ofl

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ignorant  who  they  were,  as  whence  they  came  or  \yhither  they 
went,  and  begged  if  he  must  die,  that  they  Wotihl  first  give  him 
leave  to  say  a  few  prayers.  One  of  these  villains  answered  'if 
you  can  tell  us  no  news  of  the  King  you  shall  .say  no  prayers,' 
but  his  discreet  answer  did  somewhat  assuage  the  fury  of  their 
leader."  This  party  of  horse  had  ridden  hack  from  Cheshire 
having  obtained  this  information  horn  one  of  the  prisoners 
whom  they  had  taken  in  the  pursuit.  It  was  probably  this  party 
which  hanged  the  unfortunate  Francis  Yates,  the  servant  ul 
Charles  Gilfard.  The  latter  hail  been  taken  prisoner  in  the 
pursuit  after  the  battle,  hut  had  managed  to  escape  from  the 
inn  at  ]>unbury.  Francis  Yates  must  have  been  taken  prisonei 
at  the  same  time  as  (diaries  Gifl'ard,  and  on  his  refusal  t<> 
give  any  information  respecting  the  King  had  been  hanged  by 
the  rebels. 

Amongst' the  State  "Papers  of  16/2  there  is  a  petition  from 
Elizabeth,  the  widow  of  Francis  Yates,  stating  "that  Iter  husbanil 
was  a  corporal  in  the  late  King's  army,  and  was  at  the  battle  of 
Worcester,  and  was  hanged  for  conducting  the  King  fiuin 
Worcester  to  WhitelacUes  as  servant  to  Mr.  Charles  Gilford,  and 
asking  that  she  might  be  included  amongst  those  who  were  to 
receive  pensions  for  the  King's  escape,  when  her  kinsmen  the 
Penderells  have  theirs." 

It  is  satisfactory  to  be  aide  to  record  th.it  her  prayer  was 
granted,  for  Francis  Yates  in  his  humble  sphere  showed  :i 
heroism  and  devotion  which  in  a  higher  grade  of  life  would  have 
rendered  his  nana'  illustrious  in  history. 

To  complete  the  story  of  the  Boscobel  branch  of  Ihe  Girl  1 
John  and  France  ( V-t ' •     Uul  an  mil)  daughter,  Jane,  who luarried 
Basil  Fitzherbert  of  Norbury  and  Swinnerton.    Their  descendant 
Thomas  Fitzherbert,  sold  W hiteladie*  and  Noscobel  in  1812  to  a 
Mr.  Evans  whose  representatives  are  now  in  possession  of  it. 

GTPFAKD  OF  VVATKR-KATONL 

The  founder  of  the  Cillards  of  Wnlei  Fatmi  wa-  llrn.phirv 
the  third  son  of  Sir  Thomas  Giflard  of  CllilliltgtOII,  He  IS  faesl 
known  as  Humphrey  Gilfard  of  Blacklatliea,  lor  his  fathei  litd 
given  him  that  place  for  Ilia  life,  but  Willi  tvniailldcr  to  John  the 
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gldest  son  of  Thomas  and  his  heirs.  On  the  death  of  Humphrey, 
Hid  the  loss  of  Blaekladies,  the  family  i  mioved  to  Water-Eaton 
tlicir  pedigree  appears  in  Dugdale's  \  isiiatimi  of  l'jG-">,  which 
printed  in  Vol.  5  of  the  Stdflbvtlshine  Colled  ions.  It  is  certintal 
by  Humphrey,  tl ie  grandson  of  Humphrey,  and  ma}'  be  therefore 
relied  upon  as  correct.  Humphrey  I  married  Elinor,  the  daughter 
.>!'  John  Ward  of  Capestoir,  and  amongst  the  Aslnuole  MSS.  there 
is  the  following  inscription  from  an  alabaster  stone  formerly  at 
Itrewood  Church : — 

"Here  lyeth  the  body  of  Humphrey  Gilford  of  Ittackladies  and 
Kliuor  liis  wife,  which  Humphrey  was  ttiinl  son  of  Sir  Thomas 
liill'ord  of  Chiilington,  kt.,  and  deceased  the.  .  .  .  day  .  .  . 
and  Elinor  was  daughter  of  John  Ward  of  ("apesloti  who  deceased 
i he  10th  July,  1000,  on  whose  souls  Jesus  have  mercy." 

The  blanks  were  never  filled  up,  and  the  date  of  Humphrey 
Gitlard's  death  is  uncertain.  He  was  alive,  however,  as  late  as 
September,  1605,  for  he  was  party  to  a  Fine  of  Michaelmas  .'I 
James  I.1  He  had  six  sons,  live  of  whom  died  unmarried,  the 
remaining  son,  Francis,  was  a  captain  of  S^orse  and  was  killed  in  a 
skirmish  near  Dudley,  fighting  for  the  royal  cause. 

Francis  Grillard  married  Margaret,  the  daughter  Thomas 
Fletcher  of  Water-Eaton,  and  the  widow  of  William  Chetwynd 
of  Ridge,  by  whom  he  had  four  sons.   Of  these  the  eldest,  Humphrey, 
succeeded  him  at  Watcr-JSaton,  and  the  second, Thomas, must  have 
been,  1  think,  the  Captain  Thomas  Gilford  who  is  described  by 
Blount  as  one  of  the  cavaliers  who  rallied  ;i  force  in  tin'  streets 
bf  Worcesu.  which  chewed  the  pursuft  of  jnu  Parfi  itV;-bl  [fete 
and  enabled  the4  Lving  to  pass  out  by  another  gate.    This  Thomas 
was  born  in  L625,  and  married  Amy,  the  daughter  ui  hMward 
Knyght  of  Water-Eaton;     lie  was  living  at  Dunstonc  in  168! 
for  the  Penkrklge  Register  records  the  Initial  of  Ajitie,  wife  of 
Thomas  Giffard  <»!'  Dun-Stun,  mi  the  I7tli  January,  lG81.a 

Humphrey  Gittard  of  Water-Eaton,  the  eldest  son,  married 
Dorothy,  the  daughter  g£  1-Mw.nd  Ipsh  y  uf  M.iyli<ld.  <■<  Stafford. 
At  the  date  of  the  visitation  of  U>6o,  which  is  certified  h\  him,  lie

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stated  lie  was  38  years  of  age  and  had  two  sons  and  two  daughters, 
the  eldest,  son,  Edward,  being  8  year.1:  of  age. 

The  Penkridge  Registers  show  that  Humphrey  was  baptised 
on  the  1 3th  January,  102:').  and  that  Dorothy  his  wife  was 
buried  there  on  the  20th  November,  1693.  Humphrey  married 
secondly  on  the  24th  dune,  1094  (being  then  'upwards  oi 
70  years  of  age),  Mary  Kendriek.  tie  was  buried  at  Penkrid^e 
on  the  4th  .April,  1710.  His  will  was  dated  3rd  August,  1705 
and  was  proved  at.  Lichfield  by  Mary  his  widow  and  sole  execu- 
trix, .lie  mentions  in  it  his  daughter  Jane  Stubbs,  widow,  lii.s 
grandson  Gillard  Stubbs,  her  daughter  Collyer  and  her  children, 
and  his  wife  Mary  Giffard.  "His  daughter,  Jane,  married  John 
Stubbs  of  ^  Water-Eat  on ;  tile  other  daughter,  lh  iseilla,  was  baptised 
20th  August,  1655,  and  married  on  tlie  3rd  April,  1678,  James

The  Inquisitions  and  the  Heralds'  Visitations  concur  in  fixing 
the  date  of  the  birt  h  of  t  his  Peter  at  158 1,  He  would  he  therefore 
51  vears  of  age  when  he  succeeded  his  father. 

Like  his  grandfather  and  father  before  him  he  n-maincl 
faithful  to  tin1  old  religion,  and  became  liable  to  all  the  penalties 
against  convicted  Kecnsanls.  In  1 0.' >4,  however,  he  eomiibnndcri 
with  the  Commissioners  of  liecusaiicy  to  pay  an  annual  sum  uf 
£180  in  litMi  of  tli''  juofitlih  fiiii*  MijUyUnl  Hl*tfi  kim  for  Lus 
refusal  to  attend  the1  Protestant  services  at  his  parish  church. 
This  still  left  him  liable  to  the  penalties  for  harbouring  priests 
and  hearing  mass,  and  at.  tile  mercy  of  a  class  of  low  informers  who 
either  for  the  purposes  of  levying  blackmail*  or  from  fanatical 
motives,  brought  charges  againsl  him  for  breaches of  the  Acts «f 
Parliament.  The  new  Kimr,  however,  Oharles  1,  who  had  married 
a  Catholic  wife,  was  inclined  to  show  some  toleration  to  tin 
Recusants,  and  in  l(>.*>S  a  petition  of  lVter  0 i Haiti  waa  >ent  by 
the  KilU£  to  the  Karons  of  the  K\<  hooker,  callinu  upflll  tllCtll  t>« 
certify  his  Majesty  whether  by  the  latter  m  eqiritj  of  the  Statute*

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Ihe  said  Peter  was  liable  to  the  penalties  for  keeping,  or  for 
tetieving  priests  or  for  hearing  mass,  and  in  the  meantime  to 
tiny  the  proceedings  against  the  Petitioner.1 

In  the  following  year  a  counter  petition  was  got  up  by  the 
Protestant  parly,  and  Sir  Thomas  Glenhani2  and  Sir  John  Powlett, 
who  were  influential  people  about  the  Court,  Forwarded  a  petition 
to  the  King  stating  that Peter  Gilford,  Esqr.  had  forvmany 
years  past  aided  and  relieved,  and  received  into  his  house  Roman 
|>apistical  priests,  where  living  120  miles  from  town,  ho  had  been  a 
partaker  of  mass,  etc," 

On  the  17th  March,,  IG40,  Mr.  Layburn,  an  ottieer  of  the 
Exchequer,  sends  to  Mr,  Secretary  Vaiie,  a  copy  of  Peter  (lifibrd's 
composition  for  his  recusancy  taken  from  the  Pipe  office  where 
the  same  was  recorded,  and  adds  "  I  assure  you  his  Majesty's 
Officers  of  the  Exchequer  much  wondered  that  Mr.  Gilford  should 
be  troubled  for  transgressing  penal  Statutes  made  against  Recu- 
sants, seeing  that  he  pays  to  the  King  the  greatest  rents  of  any 
.Recusant  saving  two  or  three.  I 'send  also  enclosed,  Mr.  Clifford's 
confession  concerning  his  children."3 

The  tide  was  evidently  turning  at  this  date. 
In  April,  1640,  there  is  a  petition  to  the  King  from  Peter 
Gifford,  in  which  he  says  that  "being  a  Kecusanfc  Convict  six 
years  since  he  compounded  with  the  present  Lord  Lieutenant  of 
Ireland  (Went worth,  Karl  of  Strafford)  and  others,  the  Com- 
missioners, for  his  lands  and  goods  at  the  yearly  rent  of  £180 
which  he  has  duly  paid,  nevertheless  upon  the  false  suggestion 

of  one  .Edmund  Wake  is,  pretending  ihai  pel  Li   r  had  •  uvpved 

lands  for  the  maintenance  of  divers  priests,  Walters  a  man  ol 
desperate  fortune  and  base  lite,  prosecutes  petitioner  uol  only 
upon  the  said  suggestion,,  but,  also  upon  divers  penal  Mamies 
made  against  recusants,  as  for  keeping  a  priesl  in  his  house, 
relieving  priests,  hearing  mass  and  such  like,  he  prays  he  may 
be  relieved  in  those  things  and  that  Walters  may  be  eon  lined  to 
take  advantage  only  upon  his  suggestion  concerning  petitioners 
alienation  of  his  lands."'1

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In  all  his  troubles  on  account  of  his  religion,  the  King  appcau 
t o  have  taken  his  part  and  done  the  most  he  conkl  for  liiin,  an«! 
this,  perhaps,  accounts  for  the  enthusiasm  with  which  lie  took  up  the 
cause  of  the  King  during  the  Civil  War.  When  the  King  hoist 
his  .standard  at  Nottingham  in  1042,  Peter  was  over  01  years 
of  age,  but  not  content  with  converting  Chillinglon  into  a  gam- 
son  for  the  royal  cause,  he  appears  to  have  taken  the  field  in 
person,  accompanied  by  all  his  sons  and  nephews  who  were  of  a 
military  age. 

It  is  impossible  not  to  admire  his  loyalty,  but  he  had  allowed 
his  feelings  to  overmaster  Id's  judgment.  Chillington  could  "havir 
been  of  no  use  as  a  military  post  to  the  Royalists,  fur  it  is  nut 
situated  on  any  line  of  communication,  it'  was  not  moated  .mm! 
must  have  been  very  weak,  and  was,  in  fact,  reduced  at  a  very 
early  stage  of  the  war.  Peter  was  then  carried  oil*. as  a  prisoner  t«> 
Stafford,  and  all  his  property  was  sequestrated.  If  L'eter  at  this 
date,  like  many  of  the  Scottish  Lairds  in  174.",  had  remained 
peaceably  in  Ins  own  house  whilst  his  sons  and  nephews,  who  were 
in  the  prime  of  life,  fought  for  their  King,  he  would  have  saved 
his  estates,  and  would  Have  conferred  much  more  bench t  on  the 
royal  cause  than  could  ever  have  been  rendered  by  the  personal 
service  of  a  man  of  (\'2  years  of  age. 

Prom  the  Journal  of  tin'  Parliamentary  Committee  which  sat 
at.  Stafford  in  1643,  -14  and  45,  and  which  is  quoted  by  Shaw  in 
his  History  of  ffiaffurrfshire,  we  find  under  date  of  Mai  1 
hi  t  I,  "Peter  liiHard  and  others,  then  prisoners  at  SUillord,  are 
ordered  to  be  removed  to  ftecteshall  and  there  secured  until 
further  orders." 

Either  from  his  age  or  personal  popularity,  he  was  treated  with 
unusual  consideration  a1  this  time,  for  on  the  20th  March,  It'll, 
we  find  this  entry  : — 

"The  Committee  are  content  that  Mr.  (.iiltard  shall  enjoy 
the  benefit  of  all  his  estate  for  this  year  following,  paying 
£200  quarterly,  and  the  weekly  pa)  and  other  duties,  other* 
wise  .Mrs.  GHftard  is  to  depart  limn  OhilliugtoU  House  within 
fourteen  days,  and  not  to  live  amongst  hn   tenants,  and  they  will 

allow"  her  ohe-Hfth  part  of  what  they  shall  receive,  provided  Bhe 
gives  tJhem  four  parts  of  w  hat  she  shall  receive,  also  Mi  Gifturd 
is  to  have  bis  liberty  for  C 1 00  in  hand,  and  to  livo  at  I'hiUingUtt) 
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%  his  estate  be  compounded  for,  on  this  condition;  to  give 
poflicient  security  not  to  act  anything  against  the  Parliament,  and 
W  long  he  shall  remain  in  quiet,  and  t  his  is  our  determination, 
which  we  will  not  vary  from.

A  diary  kept  by  Captain  Symmonds,  an  officer  of  the  Royal 
army  lias  under  date  of  May,  1645,  "  Mr.  Giffard's  house  at 
('hillington,  which  had  been  a  rebel  garrison,  is  now  deserted  by 
themselves."1 

It  was,  in  fact,  of  no  use  as  a  military  post,  and  its  employment 
is  one  had  cost  the  royal  cause  the  revenue  of  the  Giflard  estates, 
and  the  loss  of  many  men  as  a  garrison  who  might  have  been  of 
service  in  the  held.  The  battle  of  Naseby  was  fought  on  the 
14th  June,  1645,  after  which  date  the  cause  of  the  King  was 
hopeless.  On  the  10th  June,  1640,  the  King  issued  orders  to  give 
\\\)  all  the  royal  garrisons. 

In  1648,  however,  there  was  a  recrudescence  of  the  troubles, 
•  •wing  to  the  disputes  between  the  two  factions  of  the  Presbyterians 
and  Independents.  The  Scots  entered  England  on  the  5th  July, 
and  there  were  risings  in  Kent  and  Wales  and  other  places  in 
favour  of  the  King.  These,  however,  were  promptly  suppressed 
by  Fairfax,  and  Cromwell  defeated  the  Scots  at  Preston  on  the 
17th  August.  At  this  date  Wwv  GTJJtird  \ym  07  year:  .  f  age, 
hut  like  the  old  war  horse  he  had  snuffed  I  lie  battle  from  afar, 
and  had  taken  the  held  again  lor  the  King.  In  a  return  made  fco 
the  Committee  for  Compounding  Estates  in  1648,  of  the  names  of 
those  whose  estates  had  been  sequestrated  I  find  amongst  many 
other  Staffordshire  names: — -

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Edward  was  the  lifth  sun  of  Peter.  In  1054,  he  is  named  im  i 
Recusant  and  living  in  Wolverhampton.1 

Walter  was  the  eldest  son  of  Peter.    He  was  born  in  1011 
was  therefore  37  years  of  age  at  this  date.- 

A  later  return  to  the  Committee  for  Compounding,  dated  14tl 
January,  1650,  again  states  that  Peter  G-if'fard  of  Chillington,  \va.< 
a  Papist  in  arms.  At  this  date  he  was  0!)  years  el'  age.  It  hi 
difficult  to  say  what  lie  could  have  been  doing  at  this  time  i:; 
arms,  for  t  here  were  no  royalist,  forces  on  loot  except  in  Seotlan  : 
and  Ireland.  It  probably  signifies  that  he  had  not.  submitted', 
offered  to  compound  lor  his  estates.  It  was  not  possible  for  u 
Catholic  to  compound,  for  a  necessary  preliminary  to  it  was  ,: 
taking  of  the  oath  of  the  Solemn  League  and  Covenant. 

On  the  29th  January,  1650,  there  is  a  warrant  amongst  tli 
State  Papers  to  pay  a  reward  of  £6  to  a  soldier  who  had  appre- 
hended Peter  Giffard,  and  from  the  same  source  we  find  that  lie 
was  a  prisoner  on  the  28th  March,  1650. 

From  the  proceedings  of  the  Commit  tee  for  Compounding  il 
appears  that  Peter  Ciffard's  hinds  had  been  all  forfeited,  and  moM 
of  them  leased  or  sold  before  the  22nd  September,  LG52;  Thomas 
"Palmer,  of  Marston,  was  the  highest  bidder  at  this  date,  and  was- 
to  pay  £800  yearly  for  them. 

In  the  same  year  Colonel  Crowne,  one  of  the  County  Com- 
mittee for  Salop,  reports  to  the  Committee  in  London  that  ihe 
estate,  of  (jij'fard  <-f'  pJiiUiivgtoli,  a  I'mppl  m  SlafTuVfHiiiV,  was  nd 
at  £800  a  year,  but  was  worth  £2,000. 

We  now  lose  sight  of  Peter  Giffard  until  after  the  Restoration. 
On  the  22nd  May,  1661,  he  forwarded  the  following  Petition  : 
the  King  : —

"  That  your  Petitioner  for  his  faithfull  and  eminent  services  I 
your  late  father  of  blessed  memory   hath   been   severall  timed 
imprisoned,  his  goods  and  houses  ransackt,  and  hee  by  the  cruel!

"  Your  Petitioner  most  humbly  beseecheth  your  "Majestic  wil  bee 
gratiously  pleased  to  take  your  Petitioner  and  his  extreme 
Bufferings  into  your  princely  consideration,  and  to  grant  him  your 
Majesties  warrant  that  the  said  Took,  Cox,  and  Koxley,  may 
accompt  and  pay  unto  him  all  such  summes  of  money  as  shall 
Bppeare  to  remaineiu  their  handes  by  vertue  of  their  said  con  trad 
anil  which  they  shall  not  make  evident  to  have  been  paid  in 
accordingly.

lias  petition  was  referred  to  the  Attorney'  (ceneral  bj  L'homus 
Wriothesley,  Earl  of  Southampton,  the,  Lord  Treasurer,  in  order  to 
ascertain  whether  the  said  moneys  were  not  pardoned  by  the  Act 
of  Oblivion.  The  Attorney  General  reported  on  the  loth  February, 
1G62,  that  the  sums  mentioned  were  not  so  pardoned,  and  on  the 
following  '2'2\u\  dune,  there  is  a,  grant  to  Peter  Canard  of  all 
■moneys  arising  from  the  sale  of  his  estate  by  the  late  pretended 
Commissioners  at  Drury  House,  and  now  due  to  the  King.  'I  la  re

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The  Act  of  Oblivion  and  Indemnity  was  styled  by  the  Cavaliers, 
oblivion  for  loyalty  and  indemnity  for  treason.    The  est;  I  - 
the  loyalists  who  had  not  compounded  had  been  sold  and  were  in 
possession  of  load  fide  purchasers.     As  tlie  Government  hail 
received  the  purchase  money,  Government  should  have  repaid  it  I  ■ 
the  purchasers  and  restored  the  lands  to  their  lawful  owners, 
the  King  did  not  "possess  the  requisite  means,  after  the  cosl 
disbanding  the  standing  army  of  Cromwell,  and  the  modern  sclieim 
of  a  loan  for  such  a  purpose  had  not  been  discovered.  Mei 
therefore,  in  the  position  of  Peter  Giilard  were  left,  in  niauy  cast 
the  victims  of  their  loyalty,  whilst  the  purchasers  of  their  lands 
remained  in  the  undisturbed  enjoyment  of  their  ill-gotten  est  • 

Peter  however,  it  has  been  seen,  had  been  able  by  borrowing 
money  to  redeem  his  estate,  but  he  does  not  appear  to  have 
obtained  complete  possession  of  it  before  his  death,  which  tooli 
place  on  the  25th  June,  1663.    At  this  date  he  was  Si*  v 
of  age. 

By  his  wife,  Frances,  daughter  of  Walter  Fowler,  of  St.  Thoi 
near  Stafford,  he  had  six  sons  and  seven  daughters.  These  were:—

Richard,  the  second  son  of  Peter,  is  named  amongst  lh< 
recusants  and  delinquents  by 'the  Committee  for  Compounding  in 
1653.

Joseph,  the  third  son,  died  young.    The   IJrewood  Regis! 
shows  he  was  buried  there  on  the  9th  December,  1021. 

John,  the  fourth  son,  succeeded  to  Ulackladiea  after  the  death 
of  Humphrey  G iffard.    lie  is  stated  to  have  married  CatlieiiiK 
the  daughter  of  Richard  Hawkins  of  Nash,  co.  Kent,2  awl  his 
posterity  eventually  succeeded  to  Chillington.

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This  John  has  been  already  mentioned  as  a  Papist  in  arms  in 
J648.  The  proceedings  of  the  Committee  for  Compounding  under 
iltc of  26th  May,  1052,  stale  that  John  Gifiord  had  fled  to  Dudley 
jWle  and  prayed  for  the.  benefit  of  the  Dudley  articles  of 
jkrrender.  Apparent^  these  were  not  conceded  to  him,  for  in 
(be  same  year  his  lands  and  houses  in  Wis  ton,  Bickford,  Brewood, 
and  Cannock,  had  been  sold  to  one  Thomas  Gregg;  and  under  date

Edward  Giffard,  the  fifth  son  of  Peter,  has  been  already 
Rained  as  a  Papist  in  arms  in  1G-48,  but  1  have  not  met  with  any 
:'  irther  notice  of  him. 

Charles  Giffard,  the  youngest  son  of  Peter,  has  added  a  bright 
page  to  the  Giffard  history  by  the  share  lie  took  in  the  King's 
preservation  after  the  battle  of  Worcester.  According  to  Blount's 
|ceount,,it  was  proposed  by  Lord  Derby  that  the  King  should 
have  been  taken  direct  to  Bpscobel,1  hut  Charles  Gilfard  considered 
this  to  he  dangerous,  and  conducted  him  in  the  first  instance  to 
YVhiteladies,  where  the  King  changed  his  clothes,  and  was  taken 
out  by  a  back  door  into  the  woods  which  surrounded  the  house. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  the  foresight  of  Charles  Giffard  upon  this 
nefasiou  saved  the  King's  life,  for  the  King  had  a  retinue  of  sixty 
persons  when  lie  arrived  at  \\  hitcladivsx  and  H  ••  >•  ni»j  • 
under  such  circumstances  to  conceal  for  any  length  of  time  that 
he  had  been  at  Whiteladics,  As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  was  disci'ivered 
five  days  afterwards,  by  the  confession  of  one  of  the  suite,  when 
they  were  taken  prisoners  in  Cheshire  on  their  way  to  the  North.

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Scotch  Horse  under  General  Lesley,  which  was  retreatii  . 
northwards,  but  shortly  after  passing  Newport,  they  found  tli 
way  barred  by  a  party  of  rebels,  and  were  taken  prisoners,  ami 
carried  first  to  Whitchurch,  and  from  thence  to  an  inn  at  Uimbmy 
in  Cheshire,  where  Charles  Giffard  found  means  to  escape,  anil 
eventually  found  his  way  to  Holland.  Six  years  afterwards 
however,  Charles  Gi hard  was  a  prisoner  in  Shrewsbury  Castle, 
owing  probably  to  his  share  in  the  abortive  conspiracy  <•: 
Penruddock.  On  this  occasion  his  life  must  have  been  in  great 
danger,  for  Cromwell  showed  no  mercy  to  the  Royalists  wlw 
were  engaged  in  this  conspiracy.  Amongst  the  proceedings  of 
Cromweire  council  of  4th  August,  1057  (His  Highness  being 
present),  an  order  was  issued  to  the  Sergeant-at-arms  to  receive 
into  his  custody  William  Astley  and  Charles  Gilford,  who  having 
received  commissions  from  the  late  King  of  Scotland  for  raising 
forces  in  England,  were  now  imprisoned  at  Shrewsbury  Castle. 
The  Lord  Deputy  of  Ireland  to  appoint  a  party  of  horse  to  guard 
them  to  London,  when  they  were  to  be  brought  before  tlte 
Council.1

Charles  Gillard,  however,  escaped  with  Ins  life  upon  this 
occasion,  and,  after  the  Restoration,  there  is  a  petition  from  him  Lu 
the  King,  stating  that  he  had  been  the  means  of  rescuing  His 
Majesty  from  the  fury  of  the  rebels  at  Worcester,  and  was 
thereupon  ordered  at  Breda  to  be  entered  on  the  list  of  those,  who 
for  their  services  were  t<»  have  employment,  but  he  had  waited 
long  and  spent  £oOU  in  finding  out  things  which  have  tamed  to 
the  benefit  of  others,  and  lie  asks  for  an  order  on  the  Attorney 
General  for  certain  lines  and  amerciaments  of  the  Ring's  courts,

He  appears  also  to  have  been  the 
rictim  of  inventors  and  other  schemers  who  used  his  credit  at 
Court  to  advance  their  own  aims  and  projects.  In  the  end  he 
found  himself  in  prison  for  debt,  from  which,  however,  he  was 
released  by  the  interposition  of  the  King. 

Early  in  1661,  he  petitioned  for  a  Patent  incorporating  a 
company  for  glass  making,  with  leave  to  appoint  officers  and 
tradesmen,  etc. 

On  'the  14th  November,  1662,  he  petitioned  for  a  grant  of 
waste  lands  in  certain  parishes  in  co.  Dorset,  the  Council  having 
decided  with  reference  to  his  former  Patent  that  no  subject  should 
have  a  general  grant  for  a  whole  county. 

On  the  31st  July,  1664,  a  lease  was  granted  to  him  of  all 
waste  and  derelict  land  in  co.  Dorset  which  had  been  returned  by 
liini  on  an  inquisition,  and  on  the  following  8th  November,  he 
obtained  a  grant  of  the  stone  and  material  of  Sandford  House 
near  "Weymouth  to  be  used  in  taking  in  land  from  the  sea. 

In  May,  1665,  lie  asks  for  600  or  000  beech  lives  from  the 
New  Forest  for  his  embankment. 

.In  such   a  pi«<ji  rt         tills  !«••  mil  '.   [lave  I 
pounds  and  derived  no  benefit,  for  land  reclaimed  from  the  sea 
returns  no  profit  for  many  years. 

In  July,  1665,  he  obtained  the  appointment  of  Assay  Master 
of  the  Mint,  vacant  by  the  death  of  John  Woodward. 

In  the  following  year, however, forgetting  thai  "a  bird  in  hand 
is  Worth  two  in  a  bush,"  he  was  induced  to  resign  this  office  and 
accept  in  place  of  it  the  reversion  of  a  more  lucrative  employ- 
ment, and  on  the  21st  May,  1  odd,  a  warrant  was  issued  t"  the 
effect  that  "Colonel  CHffard  was  to  have  the  reversion  lot  Wwi 
lives,  after  Cadwallador  Jones,  of  the  King's  Customer  place  a( 
Sandwich,  on  his  resigning  his  warrant  for  the  phue  of  Assay 
Master." 

On  the.  25th  June,  1666,  he  petitions  lor  the  command  of  a 
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troop  of  lior.se  in  the  Earl  of  Lindsey's  regiment,  one  of  the  three 
now  being  raised,  the  commander  of  one  troop,  Sir  William 
Blakiston,  being  disabled  by  a  rupture* 

In  the  same  month  lie  petitions  for  a  transfer  of  his  reversion 
of  Customer  at  Sandwich  to  Thomas  Veel  and  Mathew  Blake  to 
whom  he  had  sold  it. 

On  the  3rd  July,  1  GOG,  there  is  an  en  velope  amongst  the  State 
Papers  endorsed  by  Lord  Arlington's  secretary:  "  Colonel  Giflbnl 
prays  this  may  he  passed  by  immediate  warrant  according  to 
your  Lordship's  promise,  as  he  intends  to  goon  board  My  Lord 
General  as  soon  as  it  is  passed."1 

This  note  is  interesting,  as  it  shows  that  Charles  Giffard  was 
about  to  join  the  fleet  under  Prince  Rupert  and  General  Monk, 
which  had  been  fitted  out  to  oppose  the  junction  of  the  Dutch 
and  French  fleets  in  the  Channel. 

In  the  same  year  there  is  a  petition  from  Charles  Giffard  to 
the  King,  in  which  he  states  he  had  exhausted  his  fortune  and 
his  friends,  the  latter  being  engaged  for  £1,000  for  him,  and 
asking  for  Mr.  Wardour's  place  in  tin1  Cell  Office.  He  adds 
that  Ids  friends  who  have  taken  up  money  for  his  support  will 
suffer,  if  his  creditors  cannot  be  speedily  paid.  This  petition  is 
endorsed  "£100  out  of  prizes."2 

On  the  10th  January,  1007,  he  forwarded  another  petition  in 
which  he  says  he  bad  "  spent  six  years  in  attendance,  hoping 
performance  of  his  Majesty's  gracious  promise  of  a  livelihood,  hul 
the  grant  which  he  obtained  \vm  !;  •  1  ' 

had  exhausted  his  fortunes,  run  £1,000  in  debt,  and  bis  creditors 
were  so  violent  that  be  would  be  imprisoned  unless  speedily 
relieved."3 

On  the  20th  January,  be  sends  another  petition  stating  lie 
"  will  be  cast  into  prison  on  Friday  next  the  first  ilu)  »>!'  term,  has 
been  hitherto  preserved  by  the  favour  of  the  Bail  ills  of  West- 
minster." 

[  ]  February,  1007,  he  petitions  tbe  King  again,  saying  thai 
"  what  he  has  long  foreseen,  has  happened,  and  that  be  is  in  tbe 
custody  of  the  Sheriff  of  Middlesex,  foi   £150,  uiul  cannot  be

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discharged  without  his  majesty's  assistance,  hopes  the  King  will 
im(  suiter  him  to  lie  iii  gaol." 

Seen  after  tins  lie  was  released  from  prison,  no  doubt  by  a 
grant  from  the  Privy  Purse,  tor  shortly  afterwards  we  find  him 
engaged  in  another  speculation  of  a  nature  even  more  foolish  than 
his  reclamations  from  the  sea  in  Dorsetshire. 

On  the  2'6th  June,  1667,  a  license  was  issued  in  favour  of 
Sir  James  Ditton,  Charles  Gilford  and  James  Standfast  for 
making  balls  of  earth  as  a  sort  of  fuel. 

Sir  James  Ditton,;  however,  soon  vyit^ulrew  from  this  partner- 
ship, and  on  the  22nd  November,  1007,  dames  Standfast  and 
Charles  Gilford  petition  for  a  Patent  for  their  invention  of  fuel 
halls  for  warming  and  cooking. 

On  the  17th  February,  1 GOS,  the  Xing  granted  him  a 
pension  for  life  of  £150,  to  commence  from  the  previous  Michael- 
mas. 

Within  six  months  from  this  date,  however,  we  find  him  again 
in  prison  for  debt.  On  the  24th  May,  L609,  he  petitions  the 
Xing  that  "having  expended  an  inheritance  of  £300  a  year  in 
land  in  your  majesty's  and  the  late  King's  service,  you  granted  me 
a  pension  of  £150  a  year.  I  have  expended  much  money  in 
endeavouring  to  recover  my  lands  and  have  incurred  debts 
amounting  to  £"2,000,  for  which  my  creditors  have  cast  me  into 
prison,  where  I  have  lain  nine  months.  1  beg  a  grant  of  a  debt 
of  £2,000  due"  to  your  Majesty  by  John  Kilby,  a  ..collector  of  the 
Hearth  money,  my  eivditors  having  written  to  discharge  mo  if 
the)'  have  lvd hy  s  » ie»»t  as  scent ii y.  -i    >.  till  - 

pension." 

The  report  of  the  Commissioners- of  the  Treasury  upon  this 
application  mentions  Charles  Gil'fard's  wife,  who  has  hitherto 
escaped  the  notice  of  historians.  They  report  under  date  of 
21st  July,  16*69  :  "We  have  considered  the  proposal  made  by 
John  Kilby  late  Collector  oi!  Hearth  Money  in  co.  I  Sucks,  as  also 
another  of  him  to  Colonel  GillOl'd  about  an  anear  of  llie  same 
due  to  His  Majesty  from  Kilhy.  which  Hh  Majesty  has  bestowed 
on  Colonel  Giftord  towards  the  payment  of  his  debts.  Mi-. 
Gifibrd  desires  that,  she  and  her  husband  ma\  make  .m  agreement 
with  Kilby  as  more  satisfactory  to  her  husband's  creditors,  and 
that  Kilby  may  remain  under  restraint  meantime  and  then  he 
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discharged  of  the  said  debt.  We  think  this  may  be  done  by  Letters 
of  Privy  Seal,  if  your  Majesty  thinks  iit."1 

In  the  following  October  a  grant  was  made  to  Charles  Clifford 
of  tin1  sum  of  £2,800  to  bo  recovered  by  him  from  John  Kilby, 
lali'  Collector  of  Hearth  Money  in  eo.  IVucks.2  His  wife  appeal's 
(u  have  been  a  sensible  woman,  and  to  have  eventually  extricated 
him  from  his  embarrassments,  but  apparently  it  was  found  im- 
practicable to  collect  those  arrears,  and  two  years  afterwards 
Charles  Clii'iard  was  again  in  difficulties,- and  the  Kin--  made  a 
o-ift  U)  him  of  £100  from  the  Privy  1'urse  on  the  9th  July,  1071. : 
In  the  following  year,  viz.,  in  -Inly,  h"7*_\  Charles  Gi Haiti 
forwarded  another  petition  -'.to  the  King  stating  "  thai  £2,000  was 
due  to  His  Majesty  from  Thomas  Weedon,  late  lieeeiver-General 
of  the  arrears  of  (deven  months'  taxes  in  the  county  of  Bucks,  for 
which  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury  have  taken  Weedon  into  custody, 
and  have  extended  {i.e.,  appraised)  his  lands  in  the  value  of  £80 
per  annum,  and  praying  for  a,  gift  of  the  said  debt  which,  with 
his. present  pension  of  £1.50,  will  prevent  him  being  troublesome 
to  His  Majesty  in  future."4 

A  few  days  afterwards  a  p  ant  was  made  In  him  of  this  debt, 
and  after  this  we  hear  no  more  of  his  monetary  difficulties.  On 
the  whole,  considering  the  King's  own  state  of  i mpecun iousness, 
he  dues  not  appear  to  have  behaved  illiberally  to  him. 

Amongst  the  addenda  to  the  printed  State  Papers,  there  is  a 
certificate  by  Charles  CHftord  ami  W;  Carlos  made  in  favour  of 
Lloberfc  Bird  of  Ton-,  cd  Salop,  and- dated  3 1st  March.  1670, 
statin-  "  that  the  said  Robert  had  been  utterly  "  ',"  d  t!  ' 
ii»\att\  and  si'i \  ices  ;ii tri  the  defeat  at  Worcester,  and  hy  giving 
intelligence  of  his  Majesty's  arrival  at  White  Ladyes,  lie  was 
in  constant,  correspondence  with  the  live  brothers  IVndrdl  and 
others  in  discovering  what  was  passing  between  each  army,  and 
(»«ave  such  information  1,0  Carlos  as  adile<l  much  to  the  endeavours 
of  His  Majesty's  blessed  escape." 

A  note  on  the  paper  says  "  the  King  to  he  moved  in  it.*' 

In  tU*78,  during  the  e\citenicnt  in  the  public  mind,  consequent 

on  tin'  so-called  I'apish  Hot.  fresh  enact  meuts  Wei  e  IIMlle  Against 

the  lionian  Catholics,  all  Ueeuaants  were  banished  the  Iviugdoiu,

and  all  the  Catholic  Peers  were  deprived  of  their  seats  in 
Parliament.  The  Lords,  however,  had  the  grace  to  pass  a 
resolution  that  the  following  persons  should  be  exempt  from 
the  acts  against  Popish  Becusants  (except  so  far  as  regarded 
the  oath  of  allegiance),  hecause,  "although  Papists,  the)*  were  yet 
very  instrumental  in  the  preservation  of  the  King's  person  uftt-r 
the  flight  at  AVou-ester,  ami  have  thereby  merited  as  a  reward 
of  their  loyalty  to  be  distinguished  froui  others  of  their  religion, 
viz.,  Mr,  C'liarles  Ciil'ord.  Franeis  Yates  (&ic)  arid  his  wife,  William. 
.f«ihn,  Richard*  Huuifrey,  and  (ieorge  Peinlereli,  Mr.  ttiomas 
AVhitgrave,  Colonel  William  Carlos,  Mr.  Francis  I  fey  mild,  Mr. 
John  Huddleslune,  Mr.  Franeis  Wolfe,  of  Madeley,  ISeoi^e.Miil- 
dleton  uf  the  co.  of  Sussex,  and  Mervyn  Toiiehet,  Esn/'1 

Charles  Gilford's  wife  was  the  widow  of  Sir  Joseph  (.'oldster, 
and  he  appeal^  to  have  had  a  son  Charles^  who  was  one  of  the 
students  of  St.  Onier.  who  were  sent  oyer  to  England  in  1G79  by 
the  Superior  of  the  Udllege  in  order  to  testify  to  the  infamous 
eonduet  uf  Titus  Gates  whilst  in  that  seminary.  These  facts 
come  out  in  the  examination  of  the  students  before  the  Ju-iiec 
of  the  Peace  at  Westminster. 

Daniel  Coulster,  alias  Gilford,  who  was  one  of  them,  stated 
•that  lie  had  come  from  St.  Omer.  in  company  with  another  young 
English  student,  at  the  instigation  of  the  Superior  of  the  College 
for  the  justilieatiou  of  the  Koyal  Catholic  cause,  and  in  relation 
to  Mr.  Otes.  His  father  was  Sir  Joseph  C.  .ulster,  and  si  nee  his 
death  he  had  been  educated  for  seven  years  at  the  English 
Colledge  of  Jesuits  at  St.Omer,  and  maintained  at  the  charge  «-i 
Colonel  Charles  (Millard  of  cliillin-jtoii  ,«>.  Stalfoi-il.  hi*  fat  her- in- 
law*' (m.,  sleplailiei). 

The  exaniiuatit»n  of  Christopher  ToWiieley,  another  of  the 
students,  speaks  of  a  Charles  Gilford  who  was  in  prison  at  that 
date,  and  from  the  context  it  would  appear  that  this  Cliarlcs 
Gilford  was  one  of  the  students  of  St.  t  hner.3 

The  latest  notice  1  have  nu  t  with  of  Charles  Oiflartl  is  in  a 
return  to  the  House  of  Lords  of  l(»'.il.  of  those  who  were  in  receipt 
at  that  lime  of  government  pensions.    In  this  li^t  his  name  OCClirs

1663  to  lGSs. 

Walter  Giffard,  the  son  of  Peter, 'was  born  in  1011,  and  has 
been  already  mentioned  on  several  occasions  during  the  lifetime 
of  his  father.  Like  the  other  members  of  his  family  lie  bore  arms 
for  the  King  during  the  great  rebellion,  and  the  proceedings  of 
the  Committee  for  forfeited  estates  show  thnt  in  October,  1G58, 
the  property  of  Walter  Gilford  of  Marston  Manor;  a  Tavist  and 
delinquent,  had  been  sequestered,  together  with  parcels  »»f  land 
in  Chillington  and  Brewode  and  other  places  named,  and  that 
Xetham  Manor,  eo.  Hants,  had  been  bought  by  Samuel  Foxley. 

On  the  4th  Deceml>er,  loSO,  at  the  time  of  the  so-called 
Popish  Plot,  a  bill  was  before  the  House  of  Lords  to  require  every 
recusant  to  declare  to  the  sheriff  of  his  county,  the  quantity  of 
armour,  arms,  gunpowder,  and  other  munitions,  which  they 
possessed,  and  the  Attorney-General  delivered  t<>  a  committee 
of  the  House  a  catalogue  of  Papists  in  each  county,  Xhe  li<t  for 
Staffordshire  was  as  follows  : —

Walter  Giffard  must  haye  been  at  Uhillington  in  LGG.'»,  when 
he  certified  his  pedigree  on  the  occasion  of  Dugdale's  Visitation, 
but  lie  is  stated  by  Parke  to  have  lived  and  died  abroad,  and  there 
is  no  note  of  Ins  burial  at-  Brewood.  According  to v  the  above 
visitation  lie  had  been  married  to  Anne,  the  third  daughter  of 
Sir  Thomas  Holt  of  Aston,  co.  Warwick,  knight  and  baronet,  but 
she  was  dead  at  that  date,  and  he  had  married  for  a  second  wife, 
Anne,  the  third  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Llugford  of  Solihull,  co. 
Warwick.  By  his  first  wife  he  had  issue  John,  his  eldest  son, 
who  was  aged  25  at  the  date  of  the  visitation,  and  was  married 
and  had  a  son,  Thomas,  aged  live  years.  His  eldest  son  must, 
therefore,  have  been  married  at  the  age  of  nineteen. 

Walter  had  also  a  son,  Walter,  then  living,  and  a  third  son, 
Charles,  who  had  died  young.  Ife  had  also  six  daughters  by  his 
first  wife,  three  of  whom  had  died  unmarried,  and  throe  were 
still  alive.    These  were  named  Mary,  Catherine,  and  Magdalen. 

According  to  Parke's  Brewood,  Walter  Giiiard  took  up  his 
residence  in  France  alter  t  he  Kcstorat  ion,  and  on  the  occasion  of 
liis  grandson's  marriage  in  L688,  he  was  resident  at  J. a  FlccllC  in 
Normandy,  and  died  there  in  the  same  year  being  then  77  ; 
of  age.

John  Gilford  married  Frances,  daughter  of  William  KiUlicrbert

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of  Swinnerton,  and  died  in  March,  1G96.J    Frances  Giffiml, 
widow,  died  in  1711.-    He  had  two  s  >ns,  Thomas  and  Peter;  the 
latter  died  unmarried. 

Thomas,  who  succeeded  him  at  Chillington,  was  returned 
amongst  the  non-jurors  who  had  refused  to  take  the  oath  t" 
King  George  1,  and  his  estate  was  valued  at  £2,100  annually. 
He  married  Mary,  the  daughter  and  heir  of  John  Thimelby  of 
Irnham,  co.  Lincoln,  but  left  no  issue,. and  the  representation  of 
the  family  devolved  on  the  issue  of  John  Gitfkrd  of  Blackladus, 
the  second  soil  of  Peter  Giftard  who  died  in  16(53.  Thomas  died  in 
October,  1718.  His  widow  afterwards  lived  at  Long  l»irch,  ami 
survived  her  husband  for  thirty-live  years.  She  died  in  February 
1758,  aged  0o.3 

To  revert  to  the  Blackladies  branch  : 

John  Giffard  of  Blackladies,  living  1663,  the  fourth  son  of 
Peter  Giffard  of  Chillington,  married  Catherine  the  daughter  ol 
Richard  Hawkins  of  Nash,  co.

Thomas  Giliard  was  also  thrice  married.  His  first  wife  was 
Barbara,  daughter  of  Robert,..  Lord  Petre,  by  Lady  Anno  lladcliffe, 
tlie  daughter  of  James,  third  Earl  of  Berwentwater,  who  was 
beheaded  in  1715.  By  her  ho  had  a  d.mghter  Maria  Katheriiie 
[the  friend  of  the  poet  Cowpcr)  who  married,  in  17^2, 
Sir  John  Throek morton  of  Ooughtoh;  Barbara  died  in  17G2,  and 
was  huriod  at  Brewood.3  His  second  wife  was  also  named 
Barbara,  and  by  a  curious  coincidence,  like  Barbara  the  wife 
of  Peter,  was  daughter  of  a  Sir  Robert  Throckmorton.  The 
wife  of  Peter  Giffard  was  daughter  Of  the  3rd  Baronet,  tlie 
wife  of  Thomas  Giffard  was  the  only  cfflld  of  the  -1th  Baronet 
by  his  second  wife,  the  daughter  of  Gedi'gc  Oollingwood  of 
Esslington,  co.  Northumberland,  who  was  executed  at  Carlisle  for 
his  shave  in  tlie  rebellion  of  171 ."».  After  her  daughter's  marriage 
Mrs.  Colli ngwood  took  up  her  abode  at  hong  Birch,  and  was  buried 
at  Brewood,  31st  December,  1776,  having  survived  her  husband 
for  a  space  of  sixty-one  years.4 

Barbara  IMirockinortbn,  the  second  wife  of  Thomas  Giffard, 
died  a  year  after  her  marriage  in  L7C4,  leaving  an  only  son, 
Thomas,  who  succeeded  to  (Jhillington. 

The  third  wife  of  Thomas  was  Frances,  daughter  of  Thomas 
Stonor,  of  Stonor,  the  ancestor  of  Lord  Gamoys,by  whom  he  had 
a  son,  John,  who  died  in  1833,  and  a.  daughter,  Frances,  who 
married,  William  Throckmorton,  the  father  of  the  Mb  Bait  met. 
Thomas  Giffard  died  in  February,  177*1,  nged  11.  at  which  date 
his  oldest  son  was  a  minor  nged  12  only.

He  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  sun  Thomas  ."William  Gilford.^ 
who  was  horn  28th  March;  1 780, 1  and  died  21st  January,  1861. 
He  left  three  daughters,  but  by  his  will,  the  landed  estates  passed 
to  his  only  surviving  bi*ot|er,  Walter  Peter  Giflard,  who  was 
born  2 3rd  September,  17  90,  and  married  7tli  duly,  1830, Henrietta 
Dorothy,  the  second  daughter  of  Sir  John  Penton  l>oughey  ui 
Aqualate,  eo.  StaftbrU.  Walter  LVter  died  6th  March,  1877, 
aged  8l,  and  was  sueeeeded  by  his  omy  SOU  Walter  Thomas 
Courtenay  Griffard,  the  present  owner  ofX'hillihgton.  The  last 
named  Walter  married  20th  May,  1879,  Mary  Constance,  eldest 
daughter  of  Itichard  Holt  Ihiscoe,  Esquire,  by  whom  1"  I  -  iss 
Thomas  Arthur  Walter,  born  Xul  August,  1882,  Hugh  Peter 
William,  born  1st  September;  181)2,  and  two  daughters,  Whuffed 
and  Barbara.

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THE  AEM01UAL  BEARINGS  OF  THE  GIFFAEDS. 

The  army  borne  by  the  various  branched  of  the  Giifard  family 
j  in  ancient  clays  arc  of.  importance  from  a  genealogical  point  ul' 
view,  as  they  give  a  clue  to  the  stock  from  which  they  sprang. 

Beginning  with  the  three  baronial  houses  of  the  Giffards,  it 
i.s  evident  that  the  arms  of  the  Giffards,  Earls  Of  Buckingham, 
cannot  be  known,  for  this  family  became  extinct  before 
hereditary  armorial  bearings  were  shewn  on  seals. 

The  arms  of  the  Giffards  of  Brimsfield  are  well  known  from 
authentic  sources,  for  they  occur  in  many  of  the  carl)'  armorials. 
In  Planche's  lioll,  temp.  E.  I,  which  is  printed  in  Vols.  Ill,  [V, 
and  V  of  the  Genealogist-,  New  Series  j  they  are  blazoned  as 
follows  : — 

"Johan  Gyfforde,  (Jules,  three  lions  passant  in  pale  argent." 
The  Heraldic  Roll,  printed  amongst  the  Parliamentary  writs, 
and  which  is  of  somewhat  later  dale,  has — 

"Sire  Johan   Giffard,  de  goules   a   III  lyoiuis  passauns 
argent." 

The  arms  of  the  Gillards  of  Font/hill  are.  not  known,  but  in 
Handle's  "Boll  of  Arms,"  under  the  arms  of  John  Giffard  which 
are  given  above,  is  written,  "  Lc  vicl  Gy  ffarde,  ( Jules  three  Btirrupa 
pendant  from  their  straps  argent."  These  arms  with  a  change 
of  tincture  have  been  home  from  time  immemorial  by  the  Giffards 
of  Ohiliington,  who  without  doubt  descend  from  the  Giffards  of 
Fonthfll. 

It  is  a  curious  circumstance,  however,  that  on  the  shield  <>i 
Willia,m  Giffard  living  /nnj>.  ti'w.  I,  and  who  was  a  member  of 
the  Fonthill  branch  of  the  Giffards  (sec  p,  10),  is  plainly  de] 
as  cscarboncle,1  and  the  same  device  is  I'.umd  at  Q  later  date

The  ndxt' authentic  evidence  respecting  the  Giflard  arms  are 
those  set  down  for  William  Giffard  in  Jeuyns's  "  Book  of  Amis 
which  was  printed  by  Greehstreet  in  the  Reliquary.    These  arc 
u  D' argent,  a  trois  estripes  de  goules  ove  les  cuires." 

William  Giffard  was  lord  of  Chillington  from  1202,  to  1272. 

These  arms  are  also  ascribed  to  William  Giffard  in  the  Howard 
Roll,  but  with  the  tinctures  reversed.1 

The   Giffards   of    Twyford   here   the   arms   of   Giflard  of 
BiimsJIeld  with  a  blue  label  for  difference.    They  arc  set  down 
in  the  Rolls  of  Arms  printed  with  the  Parliamentary  write5  \ 
under.

In  denyus's  ordinary  those  arms  are  given  to  John,  Alexander 
and  Ralph  (!yllard,:;  and  they  are  supposed  ta  ho.  derived  from 
the  family  of  11  de  Cormeilles,"  of  which  this  line  of  the  Gi Hards 
were  coheirs. 

Planehe's  Roll  contains  a  coat  for  Richard  de  Uortnalo, 
"Argent  on  a  less  sable,  three  roundels  or."1

In  the  Jenyns  "Boll  of  Arms  temp.  H.  Ill  "  Osberfc  Giffard 
tears  "ermine  two  bars  gules  on  a  chief  of  the  last,  a  lion  of 
England  passant-guarcjant  or."  In  the  Dering  Roll,  the  field  is 
stated  to  he  "  or"  in  place  of  ermine, 

According  to  the  Howard  Eo.ll  Osbert  Giffard  bore  " argent 
two  bars  gemelles,  and  a  chief  gules/,]  and  Planche's  Roll  in  the 
Qmccdoyist  given  him  the  .same  arms.  This  Osbert  GifiTard  was  of 
Egg  Auckland,  co.  Devon,  and  of  Stanlake,  co.  Oxford,  and  the 
arms  are  probably  those  of  one  of  the  heiresses  from  whom  lie 
derived  his  lands.    (See  p.  GO.)

The  last  Elias  Giffard, the  head  of  the  house  of  IhimsfieM,  die 
in  1249  (see  p.  S)  and  the  Elias  here  named  is  probably  a  yuungef 
sou  of  the  house,  bearing  in  his'nrms  a  bordure  for  diifeieiiLC. 

This  roll  also  ascribes  to  llobert  de  Grifford  (sic)  <:  Or,  a  rroad 
engrailed  sable."  This  is  an  undoubted  mistake,' the  arms  being 
those  of  Robert  de  Ufford. 

William  Giffari»,  leiujp.  II.  III. 
Jeuyns's  Koll  sets  down  the  fallowing  arms  for  a  William 
Giffard  of  this  date : — u  Argent  crusillv,  a  lion  rampant  gnleaLM  I 
conclude  this  William  must  be  a  member  of  the  Suffolk  Giflkfili 
named  in  p.  71.

The  monument  of  Sir  John  Giffard  of  Dowers,  who  died  in 
1348,  shows  that  he  bore  on  his  shield  six  tleurs-de-l  vs  :'».

This  bearing  denotes  clearly  a  descent  from  Gilford  of  H»dlan«l,  ca 
Cornwall  (see  p.  54 ).

Devon,  bore  "Sable,  three  fusils  in  fesse  ermine," 
and  according  to  the  same  authority  the  Gifiards  of  Halshury 
bore  the  same  arms  with  a  label  of  three  pendants  gules,  and  the 
Gifiards  of  Brightley,  who  were  a  younger  branch  of  the  latter 
house,  bore  the  same  arms  as  the  Gifiards  of  Halsbury,  with  a 
silver  mullet  as  a  mark  of  cadency. 

For  reasons,  however,  which  will  be  given  later  on,  I  greatly 
doubt  whether  Sir  William  Pole  had  any  authority  for  the  arms 
lie  has  ascribed  to  Giffard  of  Whitchurch. 

The  arms  of  the  Giffards  of  Halshury  are  probably  derived 
from  the  Dinants,  Pinhams,  or  Cardinhams,  a  baronial  house 
from  whom  they  obtained  many  of  their  lands  and  with  whom 
they  had  doubtless  intermarried  (pp.  18  and  21). 

If  this  was  the  ease,  the  coat  ''sable  3  fusils  in  fess  ermine" 
must  have  been  adopted  by  the  Gillards  as  early  as  the  date  of 
Sir  Roger  Giffard  of  Clovelly,  temp,.  H.  Ill,  for  lie  was  the 
common  ancestor  of  the  Hajsbury  and  Yeo  Yale  Gillards.  both  of 
which  families  bore  the  same  arms. 

In  Planches  "Roll  of  Arms,"  QUver  Dinant  bears  "Gules,  a 
f ess  of  fusils,  conjoined  ermine."  And  amongst  the  foreign  coats 
in  the  same  roll  is  lioillan  de  Dinant,  "  Gules  a  fesa  of  fusils 
conjoined  between  six  roundels  ermine." 

Uuellcn  de  Dinant,  Sire  de  Mbntafilant  in  Brittany,  was  living 
in  1282  (Genealogist,  New  Series.  Vol.  VI 11,.  [X  214).  The  use 
of  the  roundels  on  so  many  Brittany  cdata,  such  as  "de  la 
Zouche,"  Pinant  etc.,  is  very  remarkable*  and  is  Worth  investi- 
gating. 

In  Sir  George  Carcw's  Scroide  of  Cotes,  collected  from  churches 
in  Devonshire  ami  other  sourees,  and  which  was  compiled  in 
1588,  there  occurs  "Sable  tilted  I'usellcs  in  less  sa.  (.sir)  Giflbttd, 
quartered  by  Pr6deaux.  This  ceate  standi  th  in  diverse  oliurcliea 
with  three  labelles  gules  (/>.,  a  label  of  three  points)  AvotOll 
GiffbrcL  Wear  Giflbrd,  [Cncton  Giflbrd,  and  Lancrton  were  his 
in  2  B.  I." 

GiriWKO  of  ( "i  IFFOKD  \M'  VrO  V  \ I  B. 

Amongst  the  ancient  Unry  A£8S.  preserved  .it  Toi  Abbey  is 
an  undated  deed  6f  the  roigii  of  Bdwnrd  I.  in  which  sir  Ratal 
Giffard  the  rector  ol  llio  church  of  Clovelly,  grants  to  Gcrvase 
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Giffard,  son  of  Walter  Giffard  of  Clifford*,  all  his  lands  at  Wester- 
abpnwpod  (West  Bo  wood)  within  the  manor  of  Aubotsliaiii. 
The  seal  snows  a  man  kneeling  on  one  knee  taking  aim  with 
;i  bow  and  anew  ;  tlie  legend  is  (>  &.  Roberti  (lellard."1  [This  device 
is  probably  a  pun  upon  the  name  of  Bowood,  but  it  is  a  curious 
coincidence  that  the  Heralds  added  this  device  to  the  standard 
of  Sir  John  Giifard  of  (  'hillington  in  152.°.,  and"  the  latter  family 
have  borne  it  ever  since  that  date  as  a  second  crest. 

In  Abbotsham  Church  is  a  carved  shield  supported  by  an 
angel,  which  bears  the  three  lozenges  with  a  label  of  three  point 
The  shield  has  been  coloured  gules,  and  the  label  and  lozenges  i»r, 
but  it  is  supposed  that  these  colours  are  due  to  the  ignorance  «.f 
the  decorator,  who  repainted  them  in  18*70,  when  the  chinch  was 
restored.  The  arms  are  ancient,  and  were  doubtless  placed  in  tli«.' 
church  to  commemorate  the  Giffards  of  Yeo  Tale  or  Giffards  of 
Halsbury,  both  of  which  families  held  land  within  the  parish.2 

In  the  ruined  chapel  (partially  rebuilt)  of  Yeo  Yale  House 
is  preserved  a  slab  with  the  following  inscription  : — 

"0rate  pro  anima  Willelmi  Giffard  armigevi  qui  obiit 
lL)m"  die  Decembris  A.D.  1-iOO  cujus  anime  propitietur  Deus. 
Amen." 

Ben ea til  the  slab  is  a  corbel,  on  which  is  carved  the  three 
lozenges  in  less  of  GitfarcU 

The  Yeo  Chapel  in  Alwington  Church  has  also  some  very 
ancient  glass  in  which  occurs  the  coat  sable,  three  lozenges  in  fess 
ermine,  impaling  sable  fretty/or. 

On  the  brass  in  Tormoluw  Church  to  AYilinota  ( I  illard.  the  last 
of  the  Giffards  of  Yeo  Yale,  who  married  Sir  George  Oary  <«i 
Cockington,  and  who  died  in  loS],  is  depicted  Car}'  impaling 
Giffard.  In  this  instance  the  Giffard  arms,  three  lozenges  in  k'sa 
ermine,  are  charged  with  a  crescent  for  difference.4 

The  Yeo  Vale  Giffards  are  not  named  in  tin1  Heralds'  Visitations 
of  Devonshire,  as  the  male  line  was  extinct  in  L540,  BOOM  yi  t? 
before  the  date  of  the  first  Visitation,15  and  Sir  William  I \ d. ■  -

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to  have  confounded  them  with  the  GilTards  of  Whitchurch  and 
Weave.  For  this  reason  I  am  somewhat  sceptical  about  the  arms 
which  Sir  William  has  ascribed  to  the  Giffards  of  "Whitchurch. 
Ife  gives  them  the  same  arms  as  the  G  Wards  of  Clifford  and  Yeu 
Vale,  and  has  introduced  a  Gervase  Gif'lard  of  Clifford  into  his 
pedigree  of  the  Giffards  of*  Whitchurch.  The  latter  family  became 
extinct  in  the  male  line  as  early  as  127G,and  armorial  seals  of  that 
early  date  are  extremely  rare,  except  amongst  families  of  baronial 
rank.  It  is  difficult  to  understand,  therefore,  what  authority  Pole 
could  have  had  for  the  arms  of  Giffard  of  Whitchurch  and  Weare. 

Mr.  Hardinge  F,  Giffard,  however,  informs  me  that  in  the  Great 
Hall  of  the  Weare  Giffard  manor  house,  the  roof  of  which  is  as 
caily  as  Henry  VII,  there  are  several  shields  wliich  all  bear  the 
above  arms  of  sable,  three  lozencres  in  fesse  ermine,  and  these 
were  doubtless  put  up  by  the  Fortescues,  the  representatives  of 
the  Giffards  of*  Weare  Giffard  and  Whitchurch. 

Giffard  of  Halsbitry. 

The  Heralds'  Visitation  of  1620  gives  t<»  this  family  sable,  three 
lozenges  conjoined  in  fess  ermine,  and  Sir  William  Pole,  in  his 
list  of  '  The  amies  of  such  nobles  and  gentlemen  which  have 
anciently  dwelled  and  had  landes  in  Devonshire,"  has  %l  Bartholo- 
mew Gil'tard  of  Halsbiry,  sable  three  fusils  in  fesse  ermine  with  a 
label  of  three  gules."  This  partholohievrwas  living  temp.  K.  I.  In 
Alwington  Church,  on  the  pulpit,  the  panelling  of  which  was 
removed  from  Parkham  Church,  the  parish  church  of  the  Giffards 
of  Halsbury,  there  occurs  a  shield  carved  with  the  three  losonges 
ermine,  and  a  label  of  three,  gules,1  and  there  is  no  doubt  that 
this  is  the  old  coat  of  the  Giliards  of  HaMairy. 

GlFFAllfl  "F  TllKWI'.OKOtT,!!. 

In  Sutcmnbo  Church  (in  whh'h  parish  Thewtiorougu  situated), 
until  quite  recently  was  carved  tie1  coat  orGiflUnl  of  Halsbury  on 
the  seat  of  the  Tkewborougli  Cliapel]  vi:-  .  the  three  loxenges  with 
a  label  of  three  pendants  cliavgcd  with  ><  ovv  ,  ,,/.*  The  croftcftnl  no 
doubt  has  reference  to  the  fact  that  Andrew  Giflard,  the  toundcr

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of  the  Thewborongh  line,  was  a  younger  son  of  John  Giffard  of 
Halsbury  (see  pp.  ^8  and  32). 

This  coat  was  existing  in  1877,  when  Mr.  W,  II.  Hamilton 
Rogers  published  his  Monumental  Sculpture  of  Devon.  Tli6 
ehurcli  has  since  been  restored  in  the  ruthless  modem  style,  and 
the  Thewborough  seat  lias  disappeared,  carving 'and  all.  These 
arms  were  supposed  to  be  as  early  as  the  fifteenth  century.1 

GlFFAKD  OF  BkIGIITLKIGII. 

The  Visitations  of  15G2  and  1020  give  to  this  family  the  same 
arms  as  Giffard  of  Halsbury.  In  one  of  the  transepts  of  Chittle- 
hampton  Church  (in  which  parish  Brigbtleigh  is  situated)  there  i* 
a  very  fine  Jacobean  monument  erected  in  ]'j2">  by  John  Giffard 
of  Brigbtleigh  (the  celebrated  Colonel  John  Oifiard  of  the  Civil 
"Wars)  in  memory  of  his  grandfather  John  Giffard,  but  com- 
memorating also  his  five  immediate  predecessors  from  the  reign  1 1 
Henry  YIH  and  their  marriages.  These  are  represented  by  five 
shields  of  Giffard  impaling  respectively  (1)  Cobleigk  of  Briglit- 
leigb  ;  (2)  Grenville  of  Stow;  (3)  Erie  of  Charborough  ;  (4)  Lcigli 
of  Biirrough  Court ;'  and  (5)  Wyndliani  of  Orchard  Wyndham. 

In  each  of  these  shields  the  arms  of  Giffard  of  Halsbury  are 
charged  with  a  crescent  as  a  mark  of  cadency.  The  crest  given  i< 
a  cock's  head. 

On  a  large  folio  bible,  hound  in  .morocco  and  silver,  which  was 
presented  by  King  Charles  II  to  John  Giffard  of  Brigbtleigh, 
but  which  was  intended  for  his  father,  Colonel  John  Giffard,  the 
Cavalier  (who  had  died  before  the  gift  could  be  made)  are  two 
silver  plates,  on  one  of  which  is  engraved  a  monogram  spelling 
Charles  Bex  and  John  Giffard,  and  on  the  other,  the  coal  ol 
Giffard,  viz.,  the  three  lozenges  ermine  on  a  sable  field,  with  a 
label  of  three  points.  The  crest  is  a  demi-li<<n  issuing  from  a 
wreath,  and  holding  in  its  paws  a  lozenge,  surmounting  a  hehuel 
open  in  front.    This  bible  is  still  in  the  possession  of  the  family. -

The  Heralds'  Visitation  of  LC20  glVOa  to  this  family  the  sainc

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Tiverton  there  is  a  monument  in  the  chancel  to  Roger  Giffard 
of  Tiverton  Castle,  the  fifth  son  of  Sir  Roger  Giffard  of  Bright- 
leigli,  who  died  in  1003,  which  shows  on  a  shield  the  above  arms, 
quartering  2,  Cobleigh;  3,  Stucley;  4,  three  hunting  horns  (?). 
The  crest  is  a  cock  holding  in  its  bill  a  sprig  of  three  leaves. 

A  list  of  Devonshire  and  Cornwall  coats  collected  by  John 
Hooker,  who  was  Chamberlain  of  Exeter  in  1561  (Harl  MS. 
5827)  has  for  Qyfforde  of  Bri'ghtlye,  salde,  three  fusilis  in  fesse 
fi'inyn.1    Burke's  General  Armory  has  the  following  coats  : —

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been  extinct  for  man)'  years.  The  (Affords  of  Middle  Claydon,  fn 
instance,  held  their  lands  in  Middle;  I  !laydon  under  a  lease  for  KM 
years  granted  to  them  by  the  Yerneys,  lioger  Giffard,  the  \\t>\ 
of  this  line,  having  married  a  Vernev.  This  Roger  dietl  h 
1543,  and  his  monument  in  Middle  Claydon  Chinch  shows  tin 
three  lions  rampant  in  pale  as  stated  in  this  list1  (see* p.  50). 

As  the  GirTards  of  Northall  were  identical  with  the  Giffards  u 
HoottOn  Paynol,  co.  York  (see  p.  80),  their  arms  show  that  tin 
latter  family  were  a  branch  of  the  GirTards  of  ltchell  and  Cuv< 
co.  Hants. 


GIFFARD  OF  GHILLINGTON. 

This  family  have  borne  from  time  immemorial  "  Azure,  three 
stirrups  with  leathers  or,"  and  this  coat  appears  on  all  the 
monuments  of  the  Giffards  in  the  chancel  of  Brewood  Churcli, 
of  which  the  earliest  in  date  is  1556.  The  original  blazon, 
however,  seems  to  have  been  argent  three  stirrups  with  leather*, 
goules  (see  p.  202). 

The  Roll  of  Bormighhidgc,  a.d.  1322,  printed  by  Nicolas,  lias 
for  Sir  Peter  Giffard  "azure  three  stirrups  with  leathers  or, 
within  a  bordure,  or."  This  Peter  was  a  half-brother  of  Sir  Jolai 
Giffard  of  Ghillington  living  10  E.  II  (see  p.  101). 

Glover's  Visitation  of  Staffordshire  of  1583  gives  to  Giffard 
of  Ghillington  "azure  three  stirrups  with  leathers  or,  and  fur 
crest  a  panther's  head  couped  afTrontee,  or,  spotted  gules  and  azure, 
flames  issuant  from  the  mouth  proper.*'  And  according  to  Lite 
same  authority  this  crest  was  granted  to  John  Giffard  of  Chilling- 
ton  in  lolo.  The  probability  is  that  the  panther's  head  was 
the  original  crest  of  the  family,  but  the  blazon  was  unknown.3 
As  unfortunately  all  the  seals  attached  to  the  Chillington 
deeds  have  been  destroyed,  it  is  impossible  to  determine  this 
point.

A  drawing  of  the  standard,  or  rather  pennon,  granted  to 
Sir  John  Griffard  in  1523  is  given  in  Vol.  Ill  of  Staffordshire 
Collations.  The  drawing  is  taken  from  a  contemporary  MS.  in 
the  College  of  Arms,  but  the  same  standard  has  been  carved  invstone 
on  the  lintel  of  the  Tudor  fireplace  in  tlie  great  hall  at  Chillington. 
Hie  pennon  is  poiulre  with  panthers1  heads,  and  has  on  it  a  deini- 
au-her  taking  aim  with  a  how  and  arrows,  and  the  motto 
I'KEGNS  A  LAIN  K  TIKES  FORT.

Original  deed  at  Chillington.  The  seal  is  now  missing,  but  there  i*  a 
drawing  of  it  in  Hail.  MS.  5816,  attached  to  a  transcript  of  the  deed  taken 
"ex  eridenti.is  Walteri  Giffard  de  Chillington  armigeri  -2(.)  Ai«just,  1631." 
At  this  date  the  seal  was  perfect  and  bore  the  effigy  of  the  Earl  on  liorne- 
back  brandishing  his  sword  and  currying  a  shield  on  which  were  plainly 
depicted  the  three  chevronels  of  Clare.  As  the  date  of  the  deed  is  rift* 
1170,  this  is  one  of  the  earliest  instances  of  the  use  of  armorial  beartaga 
Biehard  fitz  Gilbert,  the  Earl  of  Strigul,  died  in  April,  1170,  and  when 
Henry  It  constituted  his  son  John  feudal  lord  of  Ireland  in  1177.  he 
cancelled  all  the  grants  made  of  kind  in  Ireland  up  to  that  date. 

Of  the  witnesses,  J osceline  de  IVnierov,  a  cadet  of  the  haronial  ItOfe* 
of  Berry  Pomeroy  in  Devonshire,  played  a  conspicuous  part  in  the  eonqued 
of  Ireland,  and  Henry  II  confirmed  to  him  in  1177  the  grant  of  sixtj 
knights'  fees  in  Ireland.  On  the  separation  of  Normandy  from  Engl. hi. 1. 
temp.  King  John,  Joseeline  passed  over  to  Normandy,  and  his  Lands  Me 
included  amongst  the  terra  Normawaotvm  which  had  escheated  to  tin- 
Crown. 

The  Bluets  Were  tenants  of  the  Honor  Of  Strigul  and  Clare,  and  llalj-h 
Bluet  aceounts  for  the  profits  of  the  Uonorol  Strigriloli  the  Pipe  Italic! 
1  Ric.  I.    He  must  therefore  have  been  the  Karl's  »t< -ward. 

Mr.  John  Batten,  F.S.A.,  in  his  "Historical  N<>tc.->  on  s»merset>hn,.' 
states  that  the  family  of  D'Evercy  is  found  in  Kug!\nd  at  a  veiy  early  date, 
ami  seems  to  have  been  connected  with  the  Me  of  Wight  and  were  prol  tl  v 
hi  the  retinue  of  the  Earla  of  Devon,  Lords  of  the  [flea.  In  the  reign  at 
Henry  II  Geflard  (*  ir)  dc  Brerci  was  6ne  of  Lite  witneaera  t-«  a  jpnai  •. 
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lite,  of  the  vill  of  Techmul  in  Iceland  to  Peter  Giffard  of  Chillington  by 
Earl  Richard  fitz  Gilbert,  progenitor  of  the  g-eat  family  of  Clare,  and 
husband  of  Roliesk  Qiffard  (Proc.  Brit.  Arch.  A  woe,  Vol.  Ill,  p.  3J7),  and 
the  same  Giffard  du  Evreci  (sic)  was  also  witness  to  a.  charter,  sans  date, 
■>f  William  de  Vernon,  afterwards  sixth  Earl  of  Devon,  granting  land  at 
Piildletown,  co.  Dorset,  to  the  Abbey  of  Quarr  in  the  Isle  of  Wight  (Harl. 
Chart,  55,  D.  22).

Henry  de  Montford,  the  first  witness,  was  married  to  Emma,  the  daughter 
of  Peter  Corbnson,  and  was  living  in  111)1.'  Roger  Murdac,  the  second 
witness,  occurs  amongst  the  tenants  of  the  Earl  of  Warwick  in  the  Liber 
Niger  of  ,1100.  The  date  of  the  deed  is  circa  1180.  Peter  Corbuson  or 
Peter  de  Stodley  is  returned  as  the  tenant  of  ten  knights'  fees  held  of 
William,  Earl  of  Warwick,  in  the  Feodary  of  a.d.  1  Kid,  ami  at  the  same 
date  he  held  live  knights'  fees  of  Earl  Walter  Giffard  (Liber  Rubeus).

It  must 
also  be  anterior  to  the  next  deed  of  12  E.  I,  A.D.  1 284,  fur  it  will  be  seen  that 
at  the  latter  date  John  GhTard  was  a  knight  and  had  dropped  his  title  of 
"  magister."  The  latter  prefix  is  supposed  to  denote  a  graduate  of  an 
university.  It  is  a  proof  of  the  spread  of  letters  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
reign  of  Henry  III  that  three  neighbouring  lords  of  manors  at  this  date 
style  themselves  "magister."

1 1 .  will  be  seen  that  Andrew  de  Evene- 
feld bore  the  same  arms  us  his  feudal  Lord,  John  de  Soniery,  but  no  doubt 
with  a  change  of  tincture.  Llichard  de  Evenfeld,  who  was  a  minor  in  1216, 
and  in  ward  to  his  superior  lord,  had  probably  been  married  to  one  of  the 
baron's  daughters,  [or  if  is  a  mistake  t<>  assume,  .e-  some  writers  do,  that  the 
anno  rial  bearings  of  a  baronial  house  would  be  assumed  by  a  stranger  in  Mood, 
merely  on  the  ground  of  a,  tenure  under  it.
